Auftrian Memorial to tbe Republic of GENOA. 


MEMORIAL delivered by the Auftrian 
Com mif/Jar, General to the Deputies of 
the Republic of GENOA, oz Nov. 30. 
[a few Days before the Commotion. | 


I Do notat all doubt, but meflieurs 
the depumes of the molit ference re- 
puros of Genoa have been informed 
the marquis Spinola, thetr refident at 
zenna, hat they have been fruítrated 
in the. opes they flattered themfelves 
with, of being eafed in the third milli- 
on of genouins of cor ributions, as well 
as in the points of excmption from 
‘Vint *r-quarters, and the compenfation 
which, hey have demanded for what has 
bten fu. iíhed by the republick in hay, 
itraw, wood, ¿Sc. And having rccci- 
ved by a courier, difpatched exprefsly 
for that purpofe, a reicript from her 
inperial And” royal maijeity of the 22d 
of this prefent month November, which 
fully confirms what is before mentioned, 
I am charged to notify in the name of 
vor majeity the emprels queen to mefli- 
eurs the deputies, as I do by thefe pre- 
fents, that her final and precife will and 
pleature is reduced into what is contain- 
ed in rhe articles following. 

I. That the iaid deputies of the molt 
Ícrene repi lic (ball without fail pay 
to-morrow and the day after 100,000 
genouins, which remain in arrear of 
the fecond "lion, without bringing 
one penny to ccount for the compenta- 
tion for hay, raw,Sc. as is laid before. 

II. That with regard to the third 
million of genouins, which in like 
manner isto be paid, there can no other 
modification bc accepted or allowed but 
what follows, cz. “That the republick 
ihal] receive the acquittance of the fund 
of the farm of falt at Mian for the tum 
and capital of 600,000 florins, fo:that 
the chamber and itate of AM//;z Talk be 
thereby diícharged, and fhall have no- 
thing farther to do therewith.  'l'hac 
meflicurs the deputies fhall charge then1- 
felves with the payment of the ailizna- 
trans of the purveyors and contractors 
ef the army to the amount of 400,000 
florins, which account fhall be teithed: 
within a year. And as it is the inten- 
tion of her imperial and royal m: city, 
that no other capital of what kind fo- 
ever fhall be accepted, the rei minder 
of the third million:of. genov/ns muit 
be fatisficd in ready nroney, or a bills 
of exchange, payable wit. out delay, or 
at leait in bills of cartolario, payable by 
the bank of Steerer. ‘Phe ame im- 
perd and royal refeript fartner con- 
wines whet bhas beon before intimated 
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with refpect to the magazines that have 
been reitored ; the purchale of which 
muit be made by the city of Gezo« by 
the effective and immediate payment ot 
200,000 florins. 

lil. For what concerns winter-quar- 
ters, as the demand made for the iub- 
filtence of the imperial regiments, a- 
mounts to the fum irrevocably fixed ot 
another million of genouins, and this 
fubfittence ought to be confíidered as an 
ordinary and current expence, {0 1t Is 
not poíhble it fhould be fatished by pa- 
per or any allignation; and therefore 
this lait million mutt be paid ipeedily, 
and without fail in ready money within 
the compaís of a month. 

At the tame time 1 am charged to 
fignify to meflieurs the deputies thele 
prelent imperial relolutions, 1 cannot 
allow them any farther term or delay 
than twice twenty-four hours, within 
which fpace it is neceflary that they 
oblige theintelves to execute every tittle 
of all that has been before mentioned, 
and to give fuch fecurity, as that iny 
moit gracious fovereign may be per- 
feétly 1arisfied of the entire and ab- 
folute accomplifhment of what has 
becn preicribed uponthete thrce points. 
For failing iuch full fatisfaction, her im- 
perial and royal majelty has cexpreitsly 
commanded M. the general inarquis de 
Botta, to whom her jovereign intenti- 
ons are known, to proceed «ithout the 
leait delay to the execution of the means 
preícribed to him. 

AU this is to ferve by way ot adver- 
tifement and rule to metheurs the de- 
puties of the molt ference republick. diù 
imports them to aiior;i ticle prelents 
their molt ferious atroritinn, and ro take, 
with regard to tic, ineatures cquaiiy 
quick and effective.

I 
with, for the fatisfaétion of the .curious, who 
have not an opportunity to feagch into philo- 
fophical authors, that your correfpopdent, 
where he favs, ** Many a poor fellow, nét pof- 
feifed of a toot of land, has thoufands and ten 
thoufands of this cattle running on his com- 
mons,*” had added an account of their breed- 
ing and furprizing increafe; which may be 
found irr a book, en .tled, The Microfcope made 
eafy, with feveral new difcoveries made by the 
*author: his words are * Lice are mot her 
maphrodite, as has erroneoufly been imagin- 
ed, but male and female. Mr £e«zvenbecck 
diícovered that the-males have ftings in their 
tails, but the females none; and: fuppofes 
the {marting pain they fometimes give, arifes 
from their ftinging, when made uneafy by 
preffure, or otherwife ; fince, if roughly 
handled, they may be feen to thruft out 
their ftings ; and, he fays, hg felt but little 
pain or uneafinefs from the fucker or piercer, 
tho’ feven or eight were feeding on his hand 
at once. The females lay eggs, or nitts, 
whence young lice come forth perfeét in all 
their members, and undergo no farther change, 
excepr an increafe of fize. Mr Lewenhoeck, 
being defirous to learn the proportion and 
time of their increafe, put two females into 
a black ftockin which he-wore both night 
amd day 3 and found that, in fix days, one of 
them had laid fifty eggs, and, upon diffeéting 
it, faw as many mercin te ovary ; whence 
he concludes, that, in twe ‘:e days, it would 
have laid an hundred eis. Thefe eggs 
hatching in fix days (whiba1 he found to be 
their natural time) would probably produce 
fifty males, andas many females ; and thefe 
femalcs coming to full growth in 18 days, 
might each of them be fuppoied, after 32 
days more, to lay alfo an hundred eggs 5 
which,cggs in fix davs farther (the time re- 
quired to hatch them) might produce a young 
bzoad of five thoufand ; fo that in eight 
ceks a Loufc may fee five thoufand of its 
own deícendants.' A little further he fays, 
In the male, the penis is remarkable, and 
al» the teftes, whereof it has a double pair ; 
the f'ing likew!fe deferves a curious examina- 
tion,” Thus tar from that curious, en, 
quircr imto nature. It now remains to fy 
fomcthing in anfwer to your correfpondent’s 
requeft, * to trace the original, ta fettle the pe- 
* digree, when the world was honoured with 
it birth, ard what place was firft blefs’d 
with its refidence’; whether it was created 
within the fix days affigned by Mafes for the 
formation of all th" gs; if fo,» where was 
its tution, -for it *can hardly be fuppofed 
é to c quart "don Adam or his lady.’

We then proceeded to the firing fpirit of 
wine warmed im a fpoon, which we did at the 
farther end of the wire as well as at the nearer 5 
and both with equal facility ; and the fhock, 
{nap and flame, upon approaching the wire at 
either end .with the finger, were apparently 
equal; and the effect was fo great as, upon ap— 
plying the fpirit to the wire, to caufe one un- 
avoidably to throw part of the fpirit out of 
the fpoon, the arm being very much convulfed. 

In the following winter, at every favourable 
opportunity, I try'd to fire fpirits, Ec. by 
mcans of a fhort piece of wire, s or 6 feet long, 
but, to my great 
furprize, Y never could produce an accumula-— 
tion or efiect, in any degree comparable to 
that we had before experienced 5 which, at firft, 
I attributed to the greater moifture or coldnefs 
of thc air ; but, being íatisfied to the contra- 
ry, I began to think that our former fuccefs 
was owing to the greater quantity of folid mat- 
ter contained in the wire we then made ufe of. 
To fatisfy myfelf in this, I futpended a ímith"s 
anville in filk cords, fo as to cemmunicate with 
the e'ectrified globe; but the force of the e- 
leítric matter contained therein, did not ap- 
pear, upon touching it, to be greater than be- 
fore. Hereupon, I imagined that the great ve- 
locity acquired by the motion of the eleétric 
matter from io great a diftance might perhaps 
be the caute of it. ‘To try this, I futpended 


$60 feet of the fame wire, and in the fame 


manner as before 5 with this I produced a great - 
er effect than ever; but yet I cannot think 
that the effect of S60 feet was proportionablv 
greater than that of 450, las the number is. 
But, to be aflured whether my frefh fucccis was 
really owing to the enlarged length of the wire, 
or to fome other circumítances, I difengaged 
the firft piece of wire, w ` 1 might be abent 
20 feet long, from all the reft, as I could eaüly 
and readily do ; and having made the experi-- 
ment leveral times over, firt with the whore 
length, then with one diece only, I conftanr- 
ly tc ind that the efte4 of the whole length 
was fly fuperior to at à one piece.

The axis whereto the globe was fixed, in the 
above experiments, was turned round by a 
wheel, to which motion was given by the foot 
by means of a treadle or treader : I obferved, 
that when I trod the wheel about with one 
foot, ftanding upon the ground with the other, 
and excited the globe with one hand, and ap- 
proached near the wire with the other, that 
upon fuch near approach I received a violent 
fhock in this laft arm, up to the elbow, and at 
the fame inftant almoft an equal one in the 
ankle of that leg which ftood upon the ground,

I fufpended a pocket watch by the pendant 
with a piece of wire, to the fafhionable piece 
of apparatus (a gun-barrel) and compared its 
motion, for » 5 minutes, with that of a fecond 
pendulum clock, and found that it had gained 
upon the clock S feconds; then I kept the 
watch highly electrify’d for 15 minutes; inthis 
fpace the watch gained upon the clock 4 fe- 
conds ; after that 1 again compared it (when 
honzing as before, but not electrified) with the 
clock, and it had gained feconds. From 
bence it appears (confidering the difficulty of 
cbferving the motion of the watch to a fecond 
or two) there is no reaton to believe that the 
-atch's motion was at all affected by being e- 
lectrified.

reat Delight -not in Evil Cuftoms 
wifhed by your enemies: * Uie xot the 
effeminate French language, a prepa- 
ration only tor fubjection —drink not 
french wine, and bring into difrepute 
your better cyder—wear not French 
cambricks. Was carrying on, 
this exhortatien againft Evil Cuftoms, 
when the poft brought me Mr£zz/Ezer's 
Dublin Journal of "Yanuary 7, where 1 
find a gentleman addreíkes his country- 
men to the fame effect, which I fhall 
copy, being better than any thing I can 
lay further: 
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Mr FAULKNER, 
Tt has been a general complaint, for 

many years, but efpecially fince the 
commencement of the preient French 
war, that a great part of our wealth is 
fent abroad to purchafe the produce ot 
their vineyards: I have often heard 
gentlemen exclaim againft it, and at the 
lame time act in contradiction to their 
fentiments, by promoting a plentiful 
confumption of it. 

Fafhion or habit, aw en they confpire 
together, have certai ‘y an almott irre- 
fiitible influence on men’s condutt,.{o 
as to render the diétates of reafon and 
patriotilm vain and ineffcétual. It is 
to the force of theíe, zzz. habit and fa- 
fhion, that the ule of French wine owes 
its prefent firm eftablifhment. | 

However, I fhould not defpair of 
feeing it entirely laid afide, if i could 
prevail on my countrymen to ad as 
zealoufly as they /peak for the good of 
their country, and encourage a vinous 
domeitic liquor,which is pleafant,whole- 
fome, and exhilarating. I think Cyder 
may be managed fo asgo poflefs thofe 

ualities, and as the habitual drinkers of 
rench wine are attached to it rather as 
itis vinous than upon any otheraccoun , 
tuting cyder properly prepared,or iy 
other liquor, which would be ncither 
pre udicial to their healths, nor dila- 
grceable to their palates, and would 
communicate that chcarfulneís which 
they at «ibute to claret. Thefe thoughts 
have encouraged me to fend you an ex- 
tract out of a little book, entitled, Ezg- 
lands I[nteref! 5 or, tbe  armer's Friend,

fpirit : after which diítil it a fccond time, 
and then put it into your other hogí- 
head, and fil it up, itir it about well, 
and keep it clofe topped, except one 
day in 10 or zo let it lie open or 
hours. And within months, if the 
eníuing directions be bien ed, this cy- 
der will be full as ftrong, or ítronger, 
than the beft French wine, and altoge- 
ther as pleafing, tho” it may be iome- 
what different to taíte. 

Upon trial I have obferved that bran- 
dy, ipirit of wine, and of Brain, and o- 
thcrípirits may bc of good effect, in this 
büfinefs, provided they are drawn fine; 
yct, by expe ience, 1 have found the 
ipirits of the fame kind, or at lcaft of 
fome other fruits, 0 be the beit and moft 
natural; and the fpirits railed from ale 
or beer to be the moft impropcr, un- 
leis the ale and beer be mixcd with cy- 
der before the fpirits be drawn off. 

"This method of improving cyder, 
and ether liquors, rendcrs them more 
itrong and delicious, and alio makes 
them much morc wholclome for the 
body than fimple cyder; the heavy, 
cold, and fickly parts being either $vhol- 
ly taken away, or fo corrected, that it 
becomes no way prejudicial to the tto- 
mach, nor any longer apt to gencrate 
wind. And 1 think none will deny 
that the juice of vegetables growing in 
our own foil, and under the fame in- 
Haences with ourfelves, being thus ho- 
nelly improved with their own fpirits 
only, or the addition of a little inno- 
cent fugar, are as agrccable to our bo- 
dies, and mult needs be as good and 
wholefome as thole that are brought 
from regions remote, and climates wait- 
Jy different; and afterwards breyyed a- 
pain with varicty of-unknown, and per- 

laps, dangcrous ingredients. And much 
morc is thc former to be preferred than 
the latter, in another refpect, cz. Be- 
caufe if tcn times more of it be ipent 
than threrc is of foreign wines, the na- 
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tion will be never the- poorer for it, bu 
on the contrary much the richer. 

For there is in this invention not on- 
ly ftrength to chear the heart of the weak 
and wearied ; delicacy to pleale the pa- 
late of the curious; cheapnefs to ren- 
der it familiar to the poor ; private pro- 
fit to gratify the rich, and wholcíomc- 
nefs to endear it to due oblervers of 
their health, but alfo public advantage 
to recommend it to the regard of the 
king and parliament. For by this ex- 
pedient, England and the territories 
thereunto belonging, may fave at leait 
fix, if noteight hundred thouíand pa 
fterl. per Ann. by faving io much trea- 
fure as goes out every year to the en- 
riching of other nations, and impove- 
rifhing of our own. À 

But perhaps our greateft wine-bibbcrs 
will by no means change their outland- 
ifh liquors for domeitic cydcr. Becaute, 
fay they, the quantity we arc to drink 
will make us fick before it will make us 
merry, Ze, ‘To which I aníwer, this 
is undoubtedly true of our common fim- 
ple cyder, but if you pleaíe to confider 
the caufe, you fhall find no roam for 
this exception againít our cyder-royal : 
for that which ufcth to caufe this fickneís 
in the ftomach, is the chilly, cold, fleg- 
matic part of the cyder, viz. “That 
which hath leaf fpirit in it is molt hurt- 
ful: that this is fo, nothing can be 
more evident; for that the itrongeit cy- 
der is moit free from occafioning this 
diitemper- Now this we know, that 
the fpirit of cyder is no other but the 
purer part of it, viz. the trong, Warm 
and lively part feparated from thc weak, 
cold, and melancholy dead part; lo 
that rcalon muft needs yield, that the 
fpirits of the cyder being mixt with cy- 
der,cannot but make it bothmorc Itrong 
and pleafant, znd alio moze wholcfome, 
for that, by this cxpedient, the fickly, 
cold, and windy part is cured. 

Moreover, tor want of ftrength and 
life, common cyders are apt to decay 
and die; this we fee by experience 5 
for that as the itrongeft fimple cyder 
harh moft fpirit in it, and therefore lives 
longeit, fo the weakeit cyder that hath 
leait ipirit in it, well foon grow fickly 
and decay; therefore this cxpedient 
matt needs be fo far trom rendering cy- 
der more unwholelome and becht 4 
that ’tis rather to be eitecmed its molt 
infallible phyfician er remedy ; for that 
it corrects all thejll humours that caule 
di ückneis, gr il effects on human bo- 

1c». 

And thus much Iccan honcíly and 
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truly aver from lon 


experience, that 2 
lais of this refine nd T 


S cyder-royal, drank 
lt an hour before meals, procures a 
‘good appetite, and afterwards helps di- 
geition, chears the heart, and revives 
the fpirits. And as for its. operation up- 
on the brain, when too much is drank at 
atime, the tame is lefs hurtful than ex- 
ceis of ítrong beer, ale, canary, or 
mountain wines: for “tis fo far from 
«logging the ftomach, or clouding the 
brain with thick muddy vapours, that I 
do believe a man may (were it not a fin) 
be fuddled and fober twice in a day with 
this liquor without miíchieíf to his 
health; and the reafon, in my opinion, 
is, bccaufe it fo admirably provokes u- 
Fine, and carries oft with it {fuch foul 
and naufcating matter that too often of- 
fends the head, fttomach, and belly; 
the truth of all which will be foon at- 
tefted by the experience of thofe that 
fhall make tryal. 

When cyder comes to be plenty, 
there may bcas much good brandy made 
thereof, as may furnith the nation both 
for land and fea fervice; which, per- 
haps, may fave us feveral hundred thou- 
fand pounds per An. for which ufe the 

moit Dale and four cyder, unfit almoft 
to bc drank, will make the greateft 
quantity, and beft tafted brandy, being 
rwicediitilled. Of this cyder-brandy 
Y have kept fome four years, and better 
than it was at firit making, and without 
doubt would keep four years longer. ` 

As to the time of putting your Ípirits 
into your cyder, obferve that the italer 
your cyder is before the fpirits are ad- 
ded, the more time they require to in- 
corporate, and the fooner they are put 
mm, the fooner it is fit for uie. But in 
calc you put your fpirits into cyder, be- 
fore it hath fermented, they will evapo- 
rate and be cait out; tkzrefore be fure 
your cyder be racked off the lee, once, 
twice, or three times, as you find occa- 
ion; and being indifferent fine, then 
put in your Ípirits, either with or with- 
out iweets, well beaten together witha 
certain quantity of cyder; and after it 
is put into the cafk, jtir it very well -to- 
gether again, and bung it clofe up, and 
in about two or three months after it 
will become very agreeable and fit for 
uie ; obíerve, the longer it licth the t- 
ter, efpecially if your cyder be itale be- 
fore your fpirits are putin; for as this 
cydcr drinks very unpleafant avhen firít 
mix*d togcther, fo no wine cafi be more 
{trong and pleafing than this, when it 
hath ftood ets duc time to incorporate 
and meliorate, afd the mean time to be 
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kept clofe ftopp d without drawing any 
out, unlefs the feafon of the year be 
warm; then, to prevent its fermenta- 
tion, let the be open as you find 
occafion. XE 

The hufky part of the apples, after 
the cyder is preffed out, being ft-eped 
two or three days in a3 much Water as 
will cover it, and then preffed "clean 
out, and kept in a veffel until it hath 
well fermented ; as alío the lees of all 
your cyder, willafford fpirit or brandy 
ío much, that cing added to the cyder 
of the fame apples, will make it as ftrong 
as French wine, which is a thing of great 
advantage. 

Spirits being put into bottles amongft 
cyder, will not drink well I.was a 
long time troubled to find out how to 
make this drink as palatable and plea- 
fing, as it was become ftrong and chear- 
ing, until I put both cyder and fpirits 
into wooden cafks ; the firft I compleat- 
ed was in a veflel of fix gallons, into 
which E put two quarts of the ísvects, 
and three quarts of the fpirits of cyder, 
which, after it had lain two or three 
months, I fcund to be as ftrong and 
pleafing as canary. 

This cyder-royal, ornew wine, thus 
preparcd, may be kept im the cafk two 
or three years, and be better thereby, 
provided you keep th«, cafk full ; to do 
which, you muít obferve that, in two 
months time, the liquor will waite a 
quart, more or leis, as the veffel is big- 
ger or leís, which you ought to fill up 
again with liquor of the fame 1ítrength, 
or if itronger the better: and by this 
means it may be kept, and grow better 
and better, iome years, without putting 
info it (as fome are faid to do into thcir 
liquors) ftum, or other unwholetome in- 
eredicins. 

Suppole, by kecping cydcr-royal too 
long, 1t fhould become unpleafant, and 
as unfit to bottle as old hackamore, take 
but one hogfnead of that, and one of 
tart mew cydcr, and beforc thc latter be 
quite clear or fine, mixthem together in 
two other hogfheads well perfumed nd 
add of fpirits and fwecets a due propor- 
tion tothe quantity of your new cydecer.

ber Or November, you may bc ture to 
have it full as good, if not better, than 
ever it was, and a molt excellent cyder- 
royal to drink; or to-bottle;: by or before 
Chriftmas. i 

lhis isa certain maxim as well as the 
foregoing, nor can your new cydcr be 
made half fo good by that time of the 
year.

So far from Faalkners "otra. = i 
muit add, im fup of the Farzzer’s 
Friend, that his method of putting {pirits 
drawn from cyder intahis cydcr, is the 
very fame that is practiled by rhe wine- 
merchants and factors beyond fea, who 
confltntly add to their wine a fpirit 
draw from the grape ; as E was aflu- 
red by an Oporto-taétor, who owned that 
their wine would not otherwife keep, 
or bear a voyage by fea. Nor ‘can 
o 1 help noticing of a paper on this fub- 
3cét, prefentcd ta the Royal Society by 

the Rev. Dr.H. Mies, and printed in 








John Beale, F.R.S. who undertakes to 
evince, that, ‘* crabs and wild pears, 
growing in the wildeft and moit bar- 
ren cliffs. and on hills, make the rich- 
eft, itrongeit, moft plcafant and laft- 
ing wines that Ezg/and yields; as he 
found by repeated experiments in Z4e- 
reford/bire: ‘Vhe Bareland pear, and 
Bromfbury crab are of good repute 

but rhe crois crab, and. white or red: 
horfe pear, arc the mott excellent for 
this purpote. ‘The rcd horfe pear has 
a plealant mafculine Vigour, cípeci- 
ally in dry grounds, and hath a pecu- 
liar quality to overcome all blaíts. 
Such is ti efteét of the auiterity ot 
its fruit upon the palate, that the ruf- 
tics declare "rs as if the roof of the 
mouth were filed away; neither man 
nor beait wilk touch thofe pears, tho’ 
never lo ripe. Of the pear call'd 
imny winter, growing about Rofe in 
Herefordíbire. "tis oblerved that it is 
of no uie but for cyder; that 'tis a 
itrong purger, but being joincd with 
well-chofen crabs, and reterved to a 
duc maturity, it makes a liquor richer 
than a good French wine. According 
to its management it proves ftrong 
Rhenifo Backrac, yca plealant canary, 
fugar’d of Zelt, or as rough as the 
kceneitGzcc£z wine, opening or binding, 
good 3 or morc years, buc none can 
lay at what age it is patt the bcít, only

They will ftand expofed to frequent and vex- 
atious fuits at law, obliging them to aícertain 
the value of thefe tythes for agifiment, in which 
fuits the clergyman cannot fail of recovering 
fo much as will entitle him to cofts. 

And the o«ozer or occupier, in his own de- 
fence, will be obliged to kcep a punétual and 
particular account of the number of cattle he 
feeds, the exact time when. he takes them into 
pafture, and when he difcharges them from 
thence, and of every other minute alteration 
in his ftock.

An important Remark upon a Miflake of 


the Abbe ve Sr PIERRE, with regard 
to the Salubrity of the Air at Paris ĉe- 
youd that of London.

OME time ago looking into ‘Tome 
xil. of the Moral and political IV orks 

of the Abbe St Pierre, I fell upon Arti- 
cle xxv. where that judicious - author 
obíerves a remarkable difference in the 
zobolefoznefs of the air | of London and 
that of Paris. 
iters of births and burials from 1701 to 
1736, he found the number of dead a- 
mount to more than one third, above 
the births in Zomwdow, whereas in Pa- 
vis the burials were le(s than the births, 
in proportion of 4z to 43. Suppofing 
this to be matter of faét, he concludes, 
very naturally, that the air of London 
muit be very unwholefome.* He might 
at the fame time have concluded that in 
lefs than half a century Great Britain 
muit become almoft a deiert, from tht 
numbers of people which flock from 
all parts of the country to fupply that 
capital. Butought not aconiequence, 
fo obvious as this, 
Pierre a fufpicion that there was fome 
error in his calculation? For in all o- 
ther places providence maintains a juiter 
proportion between deaths and births, 
and even in the worit of air there never 
happ 's, in the natural courie, ío pro- 
digious a diff&rence as that of more than 
one third.  Befides, the air of Lo, 
which feems unhealthy to itrangers, 
becaufe of the fmoak of the coal, wl 
is very thick in winter, muft of, itícif 
be at leaft as pure as that of any great 
city in the world, fince it is built ona 


full of wide itreets, adorn’d with a- 

bundance of fquarés, plentifully Aup- 

ply«l with exccllent water, and feated 

along the bank of a very large and fine

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river. Moreover it is inconceivable, 
or rather impofhble, that a city, where 
refidence is io mortal as it is repreient- 
ed, fhould encreaíc at that rate as it does 
every day, fo as in lefs than 130 years 
to become above fix times as big as it 
was under Queen EZzabetb. In fhort, 
thole who have read the political arith- 
metick of Sir Wm Petty will find that, 
according to that gentleman, London 
doubles its inhabitants every. years s 
which would be abíolutely impofhble, 
on the Abbe's fuppofition. | 
hefe reHections, I cannot deny, 
muít needs 1till more and more embar- 
raís thofe. calculators, who imagine 
the printed extracts of the regiiters of 
deaths and chriftenings to be a f{ufficient 
authority ; and I have often obferved, 
from queftions propofed to me by intel- 
ligent períons on this fubjeét, that the 
thing was regarded as a myítery, and 
muit be {till fo to thofe who never were 
in Exgland, or have not had opportuni- 
ty to inveitigate the truth. 
I fhall, therefore, take occafion, as I 
have obtained the neceflary lights, to 
folve the difficulty, and unriddle the 
whole affair, that has furnifh'd M.

In 
1626 there dyed at Lordor, a merchant, 
who was a Perfiax both by birth and re- 
ligion, and belonged to the retinue of 
the ambafiador, being his fecretary. 
His name was Maghomet Shaug/ware, 
and he was bury’d without the church- 
yard of St o Bifbops-gate, but in 
a place clofe adjoining to it. His ion 
ercéted atomb for him, whichis ftill to 
be feen,* on which was cut, in the Per- 
fian tongue, the name of the deceafed 
with the following words, ‘* This 
`€ tomb was erected for Csya Shauagh/- 
** ware, the chief of the fervants of the 
<< King of Perfa, during 20 years,who 
** came here on the bufinefs ot the 
** King of Perffa, and died in his fer- 
** vice. If any Perfz travelling from 
< his own country comes to this place, 
let him read this, and effer up a 
prayer for the dcceated. ‘Lhe Lord 
receive his foul! Here lies AZagh- 
omet Shaushfware, who was born in 
the city of Nowoy in Perfia.”” “The 
tuneral tolemnitics were perform’d in 
public Augu/F 10. Between the hours 
ot 8 and o in the morning, the ambali- 
íador, followed by the fon of the de- 
ccafed, and íeveral other perions, ac- 
company'd the corps to the place where 
it was interred. ‘he fon teating him- 
felt to the North of the fepulchre, with 
his legs acrofs, read and chaunted cer- 
tain things alternately, intermixing with 
his reading and chaunting abundance of 
fighs and tears. "This, with other cere- 
monies performed over the grave, laited 
near half an hour, after which the 
triends of the deceafed, to the number 
of fix, dide not fail of coming to the 
tomb every morning for a month to- 
gether to offer up fome devotions and 

rayers, and would have done fo per- 
1aps much longer if the populace, who 
began to infult them, had not prevent- 
ed it. .

becaufe none clíe receive baptifm from 
the miniiter of the parille, whole ofhce 
it is to ad miniíter the fame. Hence wc 
never ice in the common regiiter of 
births "the children of Prefbygerians, 
Yuakers, French Refugees, P allons, 
Germans, Swedes, Romon Catholics, nor 
Fezos. And as thofe together make up 
almoít one half of the children that 
are born in Lormdoz, it follows very na- 
turally, that in the. extracts from the 
public regiiters, the number of burials 
muit very comíiderably exceed that of 
births, which, you fec, would not 
happen, if they were both regiiter'd 
with equal exaétnels.

giventhe firit day, two the fecond, and 
one the third day, at equal intervals, 
the dote not being leis than a pint, nor 
more than a quart; and the beaft being 
all that time, and for two or three days 
after, kept warm, and nourifhed, if it 
will not eat hay, with maíh or grucl. 

<< | believe this courie will rarely fail 
of fucceis, having often obícrved fevers 
in human kind to have been cured by a 
fimilar method. But, as in fevers, it 
often throws out puilules or ulcers on 
the furface of the body, 10 in. its 
it may beprefumed to do the like; which 
ulcers, being anointed with alittle tar, 
whl, I doubt not, in a fhort time dry 
up and dilappcar.

our ipecries, I have conitantly found to 
be icht eafily fubdued by tar-water. 
INeverthelcis, tho’ in molt other cates I 
find that the uile of this medicine hath 
gener lly obtained, yet in this moit dan- 
serous and frequent cafe, where its aid 
is moit wanted, and at the fame time 
mnioft fure, 1 do not find that the ute 
thereof has equal y obtained abroad in 
the world. 

It grieves meto think that fo many 
thoufands of our fpecies fhould daily 
perifh, by a diitemper vhich may be 
cafily cured by a reme y 1o ready at 
hand, lo eafy to take, and fo cheap to 
purchaíe as tar-water, which I never 
knew to fail, when copiouíly drank, in 
any ifort of fever. And this I fay, after 
more than an hundred tryals, in my own 
family and neighbourhood. 

** But whatever backwardnefs people 
may haveto try experiments qn them- 
íclves or their friends, yet it is hoped 
they may venture to try them on their 
cattle, and that the fucceis of fuch try- 
als in fevers of brutes (for a fever it 

lainly is) may diipoie them to proba- 
bis hopes of the iame tucceis in their 
Own ipecies. 

** Exper ments, I grant, ought to be 
made with caution, and yet they may 
be made, and actually are made every 
day on probable-reaions and analogy. 
‘Thus, for initance, becaufe I knew that 
tir-water was cordial and diaphorctic, 
and yet no inflamer, I ventured to give 
it in every ftage of the imall-pox, tho’ 
I had never heard before of its being 
given otherwiie than as a * preiervative 
acaintt that diftemper ; and the fucceís 
aniwered my expectation. 2 

** It I can but introduce the genera 
ufe of tar-water for this murrain,» hich 
is in truth a fever, 1 flatter myielf this 
may pave the way for its general ufe in 
all tevers whatioever. 

< A murrain among ttle hath been 
fometimes obierved to be the forerunner 
of the plague among men. If that 
fliould prove the prefent cafe (which 
f°- forbid) I would earneitly recom- 
ric. d the opious drinking of warm 
tir-wvater, fromthe very irit appearance 
of the fyimptoms of fuch plague. I do 
alio reconmunend it to be try’d in like 
manner againit the bite of a mad dog, 
when other approved medicin > are not 
at hand.

‘The fupported 
tube almoft immediately began to move 
round upon its axis, with its upper fide 
towards the fire, with a motion of a- 
bout three times round in one minute.

€ parliament has convinced the 
; people, by the new tax laid on 
window-lijhts, that they-are themtelves 
wil- 
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willing fo bear a larger fhare than or- 
dinary of the expence of government, 
as they are the perlons, whofe houfes 
have the greateit numbers of windows. 
By thioó tax it is thought half a million 
at leaft will be raited 5 with which, 
upwards of eight millions fterling will 
be railed by taxes on the people this 
year ; for computation was made in 
1739, that the taxcs then amounted to 
upwards of Leven reillions. 

After this juít and commendable act 
of an equal tax on window-lights, we 
have reaion to hope our legiílature will 
proceed to an equal land-tax ; which 
will raife at 2 s. in the pound almoít as 
much as it now raifes at the tax of 4 5. 
in the pound. "The rents of the lands 
of Great Britaiz are near 11,000,000 
iterling in value, and the rents of the 
houíes, without including thole which 
are rented withthe lands, are of the va- 
jue of near 3,000,000: And there can 
be no realon aflign’d why the lands in 
the northern and weftern parts of £zg- 
land and in ales fhould not be fubject- 
ed to the fame afleiliment as thofe coun- 
tics near London. "Che cheapnets of 
pxovifions of almoft all forts in the coun- 
tics which ere lowly aficís*d in the land 
tax,is a prevailing argument for the lands 
there paying at leait an equal íhare with 
thofe in Mddlejex and the neighbouring 
counties. 

1f a tax was laid on the coals at the 
pit, and that large and partial one taken 
off at the port of Loxdox, and if another 
equal tax was laid on wines in every port 
in Great Britain, the necellity of our 
affairs in the molt expeniive time of war 
would not makea heavicr tax than 2.

Upwards of 
400,000 pounds faved in this onc arti- 
cle would give the legiflature an oppor- 
tunity to eafe the publick of fome tax- 
es on the neceflaries of lite: The num- 
ber of íome minifterial dependants 
would be leflened ; and thofe idle 
hands taken fróm thc {warm of clerks 
and other petty ofhicers might be bene- 
ficially employed in tilling the ground, 
and in working in our íievcral manu- 
faclures. 

Thelle necellary retrenchments in the 
publick offices of allíorts, can not be 
too frequently urged. ‘Che diminution 
of placemen, from the auditor of the 
exchequcr down to an excifeman and a 
tidewaiter, is not all that is neceflary - 
"Lhe falaries of no place above an hun- 
dred pounds a year fhould be more than 
half what they are. ‘lhe bufineís of 
the exciie-ofhce and the cuitom-houfe 
might be traníacted with fewer com- 
miilioners; and if their appointments 
were but 500 pound a year, men of 
worth and abilities would gladly filà 
the places, and do juitice to their 
country.

A Letter toa Member of Paruament, 
from a Free-bolder in the Country. 


S IR, 


AS there is now a bill in your honour- 
able houfe, for the more eafy reco- 
ve Of ícrvants! ‘ages; and one is 
talk'd of for the relief of infolvent 
debtors; iti to be hoped that a bill for 
the more ea/y recovery of fmall debts will 
país before you rife. 

The good defign of many laws made 
of late years for the relief of iniolvent 
debtors has in a great meafure been per- 
verted by idle and extravagant perlons, 
who have run in debt without any in- 
tention of ever paying ;. and many have 
formerly, and at this timc have (as 1 am 
well inform'd) caus'd themíelves to be 
put in prifon, on purpofe to defraud 
their honcít creditors, in hopes of being 
dilcharg'd | an infolvent act. 

I am fi ly perfuaded, that the great 
number of thoíe now in prifon would be 
much leís, fhould there be a law n»de 
to recover {mall debts un r five or ten 
pounds at a fmall expence, and in a fum- 
mary way, thc charge being as much to 
fue for fifty fhillings as for an hundred 
pounds. hen the honeít and induf- 
trious tradeíman has, for the hope of a 
little profit, been prevailed upon to fell 
his goods on truít, the debtor, bein 
either a defigning knave, or an idle xu 
extravagant EE negleéts or refuícs 
payment at the time agrced on ; the cre- 
ditor then is forced either to lofe his 
debt or have recourfe to the law to re- 
cover it; and before he can come to 
levy for his dcbt and coft by an cxecu- 
tion, the debtor frequently -goes off, 
fells or fpends his fubftance, and leaves 
a family (if Ifc has any) to be maintain'd 
by the parifh. f he is put in prifon, 
the creditor has no advantage from it, 
but is thereby put toa greater xpence 
and colt, and lofes t e «E tait 
when the debtor is difcharged by an act 
of níolvency (in which the notorious 
frauds of fuch períons are very great) 
Th creditor, by the lofs of his iuft debt, 
and fo the coft he is at, in order to re- 
cover it, 1s .frcquently ruin'd, all that 
he is poíleís'd of being many times ici- 
zed by the attorney for his bill of cott ; 
and perhaps he is forced to leave his ha- 

ita n, whereby his family becomes 
chargeable to the parifh likewife. But

admit hc recovers his debt and coft by 
aw, vyhich is allowed on the judgment, 
yet after the colt is all paid out of a fmall 
debt, teldom any thing comes to the 
credite& ; on the contrary, hc iş forced 
to pay part of the coit himfelf. 

An act, therefore, tor the more eaíy 
recovery of imall debts will be a great 
encouragement to Induftry and honelty, 
and prevent idlencís and prodigality ;

people of this nation ought to apply to 
their reípeéctive reprefentatives for ha- 
ving fuch alaw made, and that they 
fhould make it a condition /7zc qua non of 
their having their votes again at an en- 
fuing cleéction. :

ORT St George ftands upon the 
coait of Csromande/, in the latitude 

of 13%. 30. and is looked upon as the 
molt coníiderable place in the poílefhon 
of our EA India company. It lies about 
eighty carece. in point of longitude, 
«ait from London, which makes about fix 
hours difference between time there and 
here; fo that fix in the morning with 
us is their noon, and our noon about 
their fall of night, for the days are very 
mear of an equal length in that country 
all the year round. Fort Sz George is 
very happily feated in the midit of the 
white town, with the road before it, and 
a river behind it. It isa regular fquare, 
of about 100 yards, fortified with four 
baílions, and uil: with what they call 
iron-ftonc.

rich. 'Fhere is no place in the'avorld 
where money is more plenty, or where 


traders have better credit. The gover- 
nor lives with the ftate and magnificence 
of a prince, and is refpected as fuch b 
the inhabitants of the town and the ad- 
jacent villages, who are his, or rather 
the company's fubjeéts, from whom they 
receive quit-rents from their lands, du- 
ties on their goods, and an excife upon 
all eatables, which is applied to defray- 
ing the expence of the government. 
The city is ruled by a mayor and alder- 
men, who hold a court in the town- 
houfe, where juítice is adminiítered to 
the black inhabitants, but difputes be- 
tween the whites, are generally deter- 
mined by the governor and his council. 
The towns, as well as the fort, have 
very good walls, with baitions at pro- 
per diftances. “he fituation 1s very pro- 
per for defence, rey have feveral out- 
guards, and taking their artillery all to- 
gether, they have at leaft two hundred 
pieces of cannon.. The garriíon how- 
ever is not, very ftrong, it confifts of 
three companies, each of eighty or an 
hundred men. About two thirds ¿of 
thefe are Europeans, the rei, V opaffes, or 
Portugueje Indians; the company has 
befides about two hundred of the na- 
tives in their pay, who are called Peoxs, 
and in time of danger they might levy 
a confiderable number of people. For 
it is computed, that therc are under the 
company’s EE not fewer than 
ao fae fouls. ‘There is therefore very 
ittle danger from any attempts the na- 
tives arc capable of making, by which 
I mcan any of the princes in their neigh- 
bourhood. ‘he fortis a regular and good 
fortification, kept in conitant order,well 
fupplied with artillery,ammunition, and 
provifions, and a garrilon of a compe- 
tent itrength, under the command of 
officers of experience, who are regular- 
ly and handiomely paia by the company. 
- It is not eafy, therefore, to con- 
ceive, that there can be any truth in 
a flying report we have from Paris 
in relation to the Frezch making Mem.

FH E greateft news we 
have 13s relating to a ve- 
ry potent nation, the 
Creek Indians, bounding 
on the French  1tertle- 
ments near F/orida. One 
emperor; ith two kings 
and about 100 warriors, came here in 
Oc?ober lait, in order to ?enew a peace 
with our governcr and this province, 
which was foon concluded on, and oc- 
cafioned illuminations and other re- 
joicings. During their ítay here, thcy 
faw a general mutter, confifting of fix 
companies of foot belonging to the 
town, and two troops of horíe, with 
an independant company of foldiers of 
the forts. Thefe they faw exercifed, 
and 21 twelve pounders of Granzil/e’s 
battery diicharged, and were pleafed 
with the performances ; and afterwards 
were entertained at a grand feaft.

Soon after, the lord high fteward, in 
his itate coach, drawn by fix horíes, 
with five led coaches, and followed in 
a grand proceíhon by the Lord Chief 
Taie Willes, the Lord Chief Baron 
Parker, and the reft of the judges, and 
the maíters in Chancery, went to the 
houfe of peers After which, they ad- 
journed into Weffminfler Hall, and be- 
ing there featcd in their robes, the com- 
miflion for appointing a lord higk itew- 
ard was prefented to his lordfhip by the 
clerk of the crown, and by him read, 
and all prefent ftood uncover’d accord- 
ing to proclamation. ‘Then the arti- 
cles of impeachment, which had_ been 
exhibited againit Lord Lova’, with his 
lordfhip’s aníwer, and the replication 
of the, commons Were read.

overt aéts in order, which the witneíles 
for the profecution wereto fupport, and 
read ícveral letters, among which was 
that to Ld prefident.(/ec o. X V1. 5.86) 
Sir ‘f~ohn Strange, after a very fhort 
fpcech, called one Scheove a witnefs. 
Here the Lord Lovat requefted of 


the court that, as perfons in his circum- 


ftances were allowed pen, ink and pa- 
per, and to take minutes of what was 
laid, and as he was not able to take the 
benefit of this privilege himíelf, with- 
out which it would be impofhble for 
him to make his defence, íome other 

erfon might be permitted to do it for 

im; he alío dei ed that his counfel 
micht fpeak for him. 

As to taking minutes, the lord high 
fteward replied that the court could not 
formally grant fuch a requeít, but that 
he ob:erved a perfon ftanding near his 
lordíhip, who Bad been employed in 
taking- notes ever fince the proceedings 
had been begun, and that thro’ the le- 
nity of the court he had not been in- 
terrapted ; and that his countel could 
not be allowed to fpeak, except a point 
of law fliould arite. 

lord Lovat {till perfifting in his re- 
qucit for countel, Sir H sai oye iaid, the 
niinizers of the houle of commons 
could not coníent to it, without going to 
their ownchoute for further m.tructions. 

Sob Gre, the wütnels, being brought to 
the bag, the Lord Larmet excepted ag unit 
him, as being hisetemant ; and alledued 
tiu, by the Laws of See/as4, tenants

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Could: not be examined againft their 
lord. "Che lord iteward replied that he 
knew of no fuch law in Ergland; Lord 
Lovat then named a ftatute which inca- 
pacitated fuch perfons to give evidence 
In cales of treafon, as would be benefit- 
ed by the attainder 3 and feveral clau- 
fes of the act were read for the prifo- 
ner's fatisfaction: After which, the 
witneís, on being afked, denied that he 
held any thing of the prifoner by 
7 ack,or leafe > and being afked, at Lor 
Taltot’s defire, if he would receive any 
benefit from the attainder of the un- 
fortunate lord atthe bar, he replied in 
the negative. 

It was moved by Sir Toba Strange 
that this witnefs might be fworn in 
chief, which was ordered accordingly 3 
but before this was done, Lor 2c'at 
defired the witnefs might be afked whe- 
ther he was indebted to him. Sir Dzd- 
fey Rider replied that if he was, it would 
mot difqualify him ; upon which bein 
nterrupted~ by the priíoner, the lord 
Beca interpofed, and told him the 
managers muit not be interrupted.

depoicd to the following effect, having 
in his hand a memorandum of his own 
writing to refrefh his memory: 

That he had known Lord Lovat ever 
fince the year 1733, had frequently 
converfed with him on publick affairs, 
and was told by him that he had fenta 
letter to Lord Seaforth, in 1719, by 
Licut. 14'K2270%, inviting him to make 
‘a new attempt, and promifing him to 
join him with all his men. 

‘That the witneís made affidavit of 
this, and fent it to the miniitry by the 
D. of 7:527 ; but that Ld Lovat had the 
addreís ta get clear of @his diícovery. 

That in 1736, when he the Lord 
Lovat was fherift of Zzcerze/s, he fuf- 
fered Roy Stuart to eícape out of the 
publick goal, from whence he went di- 
rectly to the faid lord's houte, where he 
Was entertained fix weeks, and fet out 
for Frazce in his Jordfhip’s chaile, be- 
ing charged with meflages trom him to 
the pretender, profefiiny his fidelity, 
and íoliciting the polt of Lieut. Gen. 
of the Highfunds, and the title of Duke. 

That in 1742 he received the faid 
commiílon, on which he declared that 
he was then in a condition to humble 
his neighbours. That hc, with fix o- 
thers, ligned. and fealed an afisciation, 

and ient it to Paris.and Rome by Alur- 
ray of Broughton, 1°1740, the purport 
ef which was to inform the pretender 
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of his readinefs to appear in arms for 
his fervice, and folliciting an invafion 
from France. ‘Thatthefe perfo‘is, at 
their mectings, drank healths, and fung 
catches, fuch as Confujion to the white 
borfe, and allits generation 5 and

fon to read the pretender's manifeíto, 
to which this witnefs objecting, he call- 








cd him a traytor, '€9'c.—— I hat he of- 
fer'd this witnefs a captain's commifíh- 
on, wHhich he refufed. That in a 





converfation about religion he faid 


there was but one true religion, the 


opifh; that he curfed the reformation 

ecaufe it brought in a falfe religion, 
and the revolution becaufe it brought us 
in debt. ‘That many of his tenants ' 
refufing to come into the rebellion, he: 
threaten'd to cut them off. ‘That he. 
fent for his fon, the mafter of Lavat, : 
then 19, from the univerfity of St 42-53 
drews, in order to his accepting a com- . 
milion from the pretender, and head- 
ing the clan. The wunefs ha*in 
gone thro' his examination, the L 
Lovat, being afked, if he had any quefti-. 
ons to putto him, reply’d, he had al- 
leged fo many falfhoods, that he did not, 
know what to afk him, or where to be- 
gin; but obferved that he had been 
employed in foliciting witnefles againít 
him, which Schewee denied, and Lord 
Locat faid he could prove. Being crofs 
examined, how long he had been in 
town, and at whofe expence he was 
now maintained, he aníwer'd, that he 








came, to town on 7 4e/Z2y then laft, and 


was maintained at the government's ex- 
pence,tho' he intended to live at hisown. 

Mr Murray,(the folicitor general) then 
called one Robert Frafer, who was 
fvvorn, and declared that he was no te- 
nant to thc prifoner; but Lord Lovat 
excepted againft him, and ofler'd to 
prove him a tenant by the written Tach. 

The Earl C—;5»—/ry fubmátted it, 
whether this could be regularly done, 
after the witnefs had been won: Ld 
5t—rd being of opinion that it might, 
the prifoner was direéted to call his wit- 
nefies; after a fhort paufe he faid they 
were all gone, not expeéting to be call- 
ed that day.; and defired to be indulged 
till the morrow ; this was oppofed by 
the managers; Mr Aach in particular, 
obierved that no judicial proceedings

jervant to Lord Lovaf, and taken prifo- 
ner withhim.———— That after the pre- 
tender's landing in uly (of whom Ld 
Lovat {faid that he did not land like a

Frajers to join his fon, the matter of 


Lowat, who was then at home, and 
that a muíter roll of the men was taken 
by Lord Lozat himfelf. ‘Khat the pri- 
foner received a letter fr m the lord 

refident, to difluade him from going 
into the rebellion, and that n an anfwer 
he excufed himielf, laying the blame on 
his fon, alledging that he was not the 
firft who had an undutiful child (See 
Fal. XVI. p. 86 Cr.) That the ma- 
fter of Lovat accidentally getting a fight 








of fuch letter, cryed out, we ood 
Sr God! how have 1 deferved that 
** character! By G—d, UU go and 


** put thc faddle on the right horfÍc.”” 
That Lord Lovat was not by, and that 
the young gentleman’s parental affection 
ioon getting the better of his reíentment 
thc atrair dropped. That Ld Lovat’s 
name was made ufe of to ihduce the 
Frajers to join the pretender, and that 
he pointe them a rendezvous, and 
furnifhed them with tents, arms, co- 
lours, Ce, That they rendezvoufed 
twice, once about the middle and ence 
gbout the latter end of Auguft near Ld 
Lo-'4f's houfe ; and that at the lait meet- 
ing his lordthip gave them gunpowdcr, 
and cockades, as marks of their bcing 
in fhe pretender's fervice. ‘That after 
the battle of Pr. ftom Pans, flags were 
ivento his men. That Lord Lorit, 
in a letter to the pretenders’s fon, then 
at the head of his party, laments his 
great age and infirmities, which pre- 
vented his doing him perfonal fervice ; 
and acquaints him that, as a proof of 
his zeal in the caute, he had fent his el- 
deft fon, who was the darling of bis life. 
— Phat Lord Lorat had feveral mect- 
ings with the rebel chiefs who were ac- 
tually in arims, particularly Murray of 
Burrildufo, and that they fometimes 
{poke Er/&, and fometimes Frezcb.— 
"That the Lord Lovat diitributed money 
for raifing men. ‘That this witrecis 
received a commiffion Of. 18, 1744, 
from the hands of Mr Drummond s lady 
then in Frae, with “orders to giv it to 
Lord Zeczat only; that he read it, and 
took a copy of it, but had 1t not to pro- 
duce. That the prifoner complained 
the government had not ufed him veil 
in taking away the command of an indic- 
pendent company, and exprelicd great 
rcicutincnt 0. that account.— ] his vvit- 
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nefs having gone through his evidence 
and Lord Lozwt being afked if he would 
ES any queftions to him, declined it, 
y faying he was not able to afk him a-

would not find credit in an aflcmbly of 
footmen. 


Tucfday 10, Second Day. 


This day was fpent in difputing 2 
point of law, whether 7. Murray of 
Broughton, Eiq; produced by the mana- 
gers, was a compctent witneís. The 
couníel for Lord Lovat infitting that he 
was an attainted perfon, the attorney 
general, and other managers cited thc 
record (/ee p. 99) and feveral precedents 
to prove that he is a competent witnefs, 
Lord Lovat’s council objeéted to rhe re- 
cord being read, andthe peers return- 
ing to their houfe, and determining. 
that it might, they next offer’d to falfi- 
fy it, by proving that {faid Murmzy did 
not furrender, but was taken prifoner, 

See Gazette Account Vol. XV r P- 370) 
ut this the lords, returning to their 
houfe,determin’d could not be admitted. 

Lord Zocaf during this affair uttered 
fome paffionate exprefhons, and was ad- 
moniíhed by thelord high fteward.

Secretary Murray was fworn, who 
gave an account of the rife and progreís 
of the rebellion, with the minutelt cir- 
cuinftances, elpccially of an intended 
invafion in 17435, and the mecting of 
feveral pcrions in many parts, at which 
Lord Lovat was prelent, and money 
fubícribed ; hc allo read iome names of 

entlemen whom the Earl ot 772z2air 

ad told him he had converfed with, 
and had hopes of affittance from them, 
That the witn^ois himtelf had been 
employed as an agent in the rebellion, 
and as fuch went over to Franze to foli- 
cit troops to land in Fag and Scot- 
land, and that he carried over to tie 
pretender an evilociation of feveral Se25227 
ecntlemen, of whom Lord Loret was 
one, and a letter from the (aid lord con- 
tainfng repeated aiiurances of his zeal 
in the caute. 

Frajer of Dunbaľock proved that Lord 
Lo:*tiÓt took part in the rebcllion, by 
fending out his clan under command of 
his fon. 

‘Jobn Ridtal’, the pritoner's eroom, 
who was m the battle of Calls, and 
foon a st íuren.ler d, and GH gef des) 
anoth r of his tervants, gave evidence 
to the tame ctic t. 

Dhen Ld 43:27^35:5,9u86l rant he wa

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very infirm, that he "bad two fainting 
fits the day before, was obliged to get 
up at three or four o'clock in the morn- 
ing and begged one days refpite, which 
was granted him. 


Sriday 13, 4th Day. 


Thomas Frafer depofed, that he was 
employ’d by Lord Lovat’s chamberlain 
to mend old colours and cam p colours ; 
that he painted feveral bell tents to hold 
arms, which had lord Lovat’s creft upon 
them, and confirm'd other points be- 

ore-mentioned. 

Hugh Frafer, lord Lorat’s fecretary, 
confirm’d the former evidence in feve- 
ral particulars, and depofed further, that 
when news came of the battle of Pre- 
fton Pans, his lordíhip faid, it was Juch 
a victory as could not be parallel’ d im bi- 
ffory.—That he was fent by lord Lovat 
to the pretender’s fon, then at Hloly-rooad- 
Aouje, to affure him of his zeal for his 
intereft, and acquaint him that he had 
fent his fon at the head of his clan in 
order to join him, with which the pre- 
tender’s fon declard himfelt íatisfied ; 
and fecretary Murray, by his orders, 
gave the witnefs a letter for lord Lorat 
unfeal’d,purporting, among otherthings, 
that they were preparing to march into 
England, and defiring the Frasers might 
meet and join them about JAdoffet or 
Carife, which letter this witneis deli- 
ver'd accordingly, acquainting lord Lo- 
sant at the fame time, that there were 
21 battalions of EzgZ/P troops landed 
from Flanders, and 2 regiments from 
Ireland, and that the Dutch auxiliaries 
were expected, all which would be too 
{trong for them ; his lord replied, that 
he had gone too far to go back, and for- 
bid the witnefs to mention thele parti- 
eulars to his fon. —Yhat about 6 or 
ieven companies of the dps, hn having 
marched to join the rebels, all came back 
except Z5, being countermanded by Ld 

vat, who had wrote to Lord Prefi- 
dent to know what would be the confe- 
quence of his headitrong íon's having 
enter’d into the rebellion, and received 
for anfwer, that his perion woukl be 
feized, and his conduét enquired into ; 
of this his lordfhip inunediately inform- 
ed his fon, and propoied his going di- 
rectly to Elo/land ; but that the next day, 
when in company with his fon and two 
other gentlemen, he declared it was all 
a bugbear, and adviled his*‘on to pro- 

eed, and join the rebels with his wnoie 
clin.— That upon thi: the inaités of Za 
eg burit into. tears, laying he had been 
mide a fool and tool trom trit to lait, 
undoing oca what ke did inQoticr; 
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but [that he was now determined to 
march, let the confequence be what it 
would. ‘That he believes, from his 
knowledge of the maíter of Lova?t’s 
ood fenfe and avow’d principles, that 
c would not have gone into the rebel- 
lion but for his father’s influence, and 
that he had often heard him declare as 
much. That the Fra/ers marched to 
Stirling, and that ome of the arms 
brought fron. France were by order de- 
liver’d to them. That the witnefs 
carried a large packet, without direéti- 
on, from fecretary Murray to the maíter 
of Lov'at, containing a commiflion of 
lieutenant general for lord Lozar, ano- 
ther of lord lieutenancy, and another of 
colonel to one of the name of Frafer, 
all fign'd and feal’d by the pretender.— 
‘That the reafon why ¡Murray did not di+ 
rect the faid packet, was, that he di 
not know whether to addrefs it to lord 
Lovat or duke Fra/zr; and that he law 
a letter from the young pretender to his 
lordfhip, defiring him to join them. in 
períon. Se? 

Lieut. Jex. Caimplel? depofed, that, 
going to lord Lovat’s feat in Oct. 1745» 
to treat with him for cattle, his lor? fhip 
faid his fon was in the rebellion, but 
that himfelf was a loyal fubjeét. | T 

Peter Frajer depofed, that he believed 
the matter of Lovat could not have carried 
the clan into the rebellion without hiš 
father. 

Jobr Faergubar, fervant to fecretary 
Murray, depoied, that the lord Locut 
met feveral gentlemen after the battle of 
Culloden, to confider how the remainder 
of the rebels could be got together :— 
That lord Lcvat embraced feveral of 
Lechiel’s officers, and declared that, if 
they sould collect a body of 7 or 8cco 
honcit Highlanders, they fhould yet be 
able to beat the elector of Zi—————'s 
troops, and that he wHh'd to God he 
had joincdethe prince regent when he 
firit came over.— That fome £rezcz mo- 
ney had been landed and diitributed to 
the rebels, to get them togcther again ; 
that they then refolved to march íouth 
for Eveinburgk, and expected French 
forces to land. 

Charles Stuart depofed, that, after the 
battle of Cu//s.tex there was a meeting of 
feveral rebcl chiets, lord Lorut being 
pretent, in a little hut, at AMor/cg.—'" Y hat 
Murray there propoícd to draw up arti- 
cles of -furrender to the D. of Camer- 
(im, and if not accepted,to ftand cut in 
a body tothe lait; but lord Lieut voi 
not fign them, declaring he was a ncu- 
tral perion. 4 hat 7C or 82/7. Was pi 
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Ven by Murray opt of the principal trea- 
fury, and part of 35,coo luidores was 
fent to the maíter of Lowat to pay them, 
and that he himíelf had given money 
to feveral of the rebel chiefs, but lord 
Lovat accepted none. That he faw 
Rey Stuart at Bologne in 1736, who told 
him he was then going to Rome with 
letters of recommendation fromLd Lovat. 

Lieut. Robert Dalrymple depofed, that 
dining and fupping íevers times with 
Ld Lovat, when prione on board the 
Furnace, he had heard him fay, that the 
rebel army might have laughed at the 
king's troops ; that they had no bufinefs 
to fight, but fhould have retired «o the 
mountains, where the D. of Cumber- 
land’s horíe could not follow them :— 
“That whenever he mentioned the young 
pretender, he call'd him his prince. 

David Camplhell depofed, that he was 
on board the Furrzace the morning that 
lord Lovat was taken, and prefent at the 
opening of his ftrong box, in which was 
found, among other papers, a lctter from 
the matter of Lozatto his lordíhip, re- 
lating tothe rebel army: ‘hat he told 
his lordfhip he believed it would have 
bec etter for him if that letter had not 
been in the x, to which he anfwered, 
it would so. ‘That he declared his only 
motive to go into the rebellion, was the 
miniftry’s taking his company from him. 

Sir Everard Fatwkener depoíed, that 
he vifited the lord Lorat, when a pri- 
foner at /zverzecjs, by order of the D. 
of Cumberland: ‘That his lordfhip then 
talked much of the fervices he had done 
the government in 1715, and the fa- 
vours he had rcccived from his late ma- 
jeity ; that he fpoke with great relent- 
ment acainft maríhal ude, as the per- 
fon who deprived him of his frec-com- 
pany, and declarcd that, in his opinion, 
Óiuch ufage was fufficient to juitity him 
in joining 74.0%as Kouli Khan, if he had 
landed here : but added, tha , if the go- 
vernment would {pare his life and eftate, 
he would exert all his powers (perhaps 
no: inconfiderable) in its fervice. 

Rote -t Frajer (a tormcr witnels) pro- 
ved feveral trei(onable letters to be lign- 
ed by lord Loec«*, which were ient to 
the young pretender, fecretary A7urres, 
the laird of Laochie/, and the marquis of 
Tullibardine, tiled duke of 44:/, 'hich 
letters were read. 

Capt. Duff proved that the letter from 
the matter of Loret to the piifoner,10en- 





tioned above, was taben out of the flr ng 
box in the prifoner s preícnce.——- rid- 
Journ'd to Monday. 
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Monday 16, th Day. 
The Deenen RUE ddl Robert Fra- 


fer again, who proved lord Lozat’s fign- 
ing.a letter fent by him to his ion, 
relating to the entertainment of the 
young pretender, whom he expected to 
call at his houíe ; and alfo his letter to 
theD. of Cumberland, after taken prifoner. 

Secretary Murray affirm’d the receipt 
of Ld Lovat’s letter by him, and a letter 
all written with the young pretender’s 
own hand to lord Lovat, defiring him 
immediately to join him. 

The evidence for the crown being 
clofed, it was fummed up by Sir Yobxz 
Strange; and the lord tteward then. in- 
formed the prifoner that he might begin 
his defence. But his lordfhip replying 
that he was not ready, and praying 4 or 
S days to prepare himfelf, and that Nor- 
man Macleod, Elq; (a relation of his, and 
member of the houfeof commons)might 
be peo to give evidence in his be- 
half, the lords adjourned to the upper 
chamber, and fent a mellage te thc com- 
mons, acquainting them with lord Lo- 
wat’s requeít to examinc Mr Macleod, 
and that the lords had determined to 
proceed on Wedneíd4y next; and the 
commons order’d that Mr Maclecd have 
leave to be examined as a witnels.

The lord iteward dircéted the pri- 
{oner to proceed in his detence; where- 
upon he faid he had often told their 
lordfhips that he was 80 years old, full 
of infirmitics, and pains, and therefore 
unable to examine witnelics himfelf, but 
that he had put his thoughts lootely into 
writing that morning, defiring the fame 
might be read by the clerk, which was 
done accordingly, being in fubítance as 
follows : ‘That it would be impoth- 
ble for him to mn: nifelt his innasence to 
their lordfhips, unlcís he could have 
thofe witnefics from Sceoft/.:z«o, which, by 
their lordfhips order, were fummoned to 
attend. "That the allowing infamous 
and attainted perfons to give cvidence, 
fach as fecretary AZurray, and his own 
fecretary (againft whom he exclaimed 
j bittercit terms) was a dangerous 
precedent. ‘Ihat he hoped their lord- 
ihips would enforce their order to bring 
up bis witnefe,, and till then he iub- 
mits his life, end ali that is dear to him, 
to their lord:hips honour.

Lord Lorat then offered to call two 
perfons to prove, that many of his wit- 
nefies were threatened with imprifon- 
tonment, if they offered to go to Lozdoz 
on his behalf; and others were driven 
to the hills: And the attorney-general 
and Mr Noef's- objegtion to this being 
heard, the houfe,of peers adjourned to 
the chamber of parliament, where the 
journal for Merch 16, 1715, onthe Earl 
of Wintoun’s tryal was read, and the 
Route agrecing to go down again and 
fs judgment on Lord Lorat, the lords 
Ipiritual delivered their ufual protefta- 
tion and withdrew. Then being re- 
turned to 77'z/?zziz/7er-hall, and the pri- 
foner taken from the bar, the lord high 
fteward put the queítion to every peer, 
beginning with the junior, hether 
Simtou Lord Lovat was guilty of all the 
charges of high treafon brought againíft 
him? and thereupon every one, put- 
ting his hand upon his left breat an- 
‘fiwered, GUILTY, pon my honoxr. He 
was then again fet to the bar, and ac- 
quainted by the lord high iteward, that 
his peers had unanimoufly found him 
guilty; on which the lords adjourned 
to their houfe. 


Thurfday 19, Seventh Day. 


“The fpeaker with his mace went to 
the bar of the houfe of lords, and in 
the name of all the commons of Ezg- 
dand demanded judgment againit Szzz;o7z 
Lord Lovat for high treafon. 

“Then the lords adjourned to /?e/7777x- 

er-hall, and the pritoner being brought 
ro the^Dár, was aech if hc had an 
thing to offer why judgment of death 
fhould not be pronounced againit him ; 
to which he an{wercd, he had not. 
is Grace then, proceeding to judg- 
ment, addreficd himíclf to the unhappy 
lord at the bar in a pathcticipeech. As 
he had obferved on alike melaacholy 
occafion, (See Kol. XVI. p. 436 D) 
that the ordinary courfe of his majcity’s 
laws was itrong enough to bring, cven 
the chiefs of the rebcls to juitice, his 
Grace took this opportunity to ob- 
ferve, ‘hat the commons of Englin7, 
having found the noble p “loner at the 
bar to be one of the principal coutpira- 
tors who contriv'd and carric,! on the 
late deteftable* rebellion, **they rightly 
judged that this, which is the common 
cautc; cur to be profecuted by, the u- 


nited v ace of the poople.— I hat it be- 
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came them, in full parliament, to lay o” 
pen the fource of our late calamities, 
and the deep-laid, long-meditated, 
ícheme in which his lordíhip had io 
confiderable and flagitious a part.”” 
After touching on thc principal parts 
of the evidence, in order as they rofe, 
obferving that the proof refulting from 
thence was more particular and perfeét 
than common, oran the nature of {uch 
things ordiríirily to be expeéted ; his 
Grace takes, occafion to deplore the 
** remains of barharifm, which have hi- 
therto fubfilted in the remoter parts of

ver his eldeit fon, a youth not above 19 
years of age, to compel him into the 
rebellion, and afterwards unnaturally 
endeavoured to cait the crime and ré- 
proach upon him; which, if true, is 
** an impiety that makes one tremble ; 
adding the cclebrated faying of a wife 
author of antiquity,  ** That the love 
** of our country includes all other ío- 
cial affections, which (iays his 
Grace) fhews his perfect knowledge 
of human nature; for we fee, when 
** that is gone, even the tendereít of all

: foul! trantported, as we may lay, 
into the manfions of the blefled, iecms 
to regard nothing but what paíles in hea - 
ven, where he fearches for new models 
of virtue and fanctity, in order to propotc 
them as objects of worfhip and imitation 
to the faithful. In thefe laborious fearch- 
es he has at length met With five wor- 
thies, for whofe canonization they are 
making at Rome magnificent and pompous 
preparations, at the expence of above 
ZOO,OOO crowns. For the greater 
{plendor of the folemnity, his Rolineís 
has written detrers of invitation to all 
the bifhops ot the ecclefiaitical itate, and 
of the kingdom of Naples, to repair to 
Rome, and honour this auguít ceremony 
with their prefence. 

it feems as if earth vy’d with heaven 
in that facred work, and hatten’d to o- 
pen her bofom to fatisfy the particular 
raítc, which the holy father has for thefe 
kinds of apothcoíes. For it happen'd 
that while his holinefs was rummaging 
every corner for fit íubicéts to increatc 
the 9€cclefiaftical kalendar, he difcover’d 
in a little town, called R/grarno, * be- 
longing to St Pecter’s patrimony, fifteen 
miles from Rome, a fubterraneous place, 
duid to be very antient, in which were 
found thirty tombs, with fome imícrip- 
tions.

"Ihe holy father immediately fent a let- 
ter to be bifhop of Citite Cajielle:.t, 
which is but a few miles from AZgzezc, 
with orders to that prelate to repair to 
that place, and examine the whole af- 
fair with attention, and according to 
the rules pretcribed on the like occati- 
ons, and tiren to make his report 1n yrl- 
ting, that proper meatures might be tak- 
en on fo weighty an aftair. ‘Ihe bifhop 
readilyorepair'd to 43zg7470, and having 
confider'd the cavity, failed not to write 
an anfwer conformable to the defires of 
the pope. By help of an old manu- 
{cript, he difcover’d, as íomce lay, that

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vault, which a pious Roman lady (of 
whom ze zoco neither the name, nor 
the time in which fhe lived) had ap- 
propriated for the interment of mar- 
tyrs. They tell us further that eleven 
of their bodics were dilcover'd, unto 
two of which they gave the names of 
Maximus and Rufinus. ‘Thefe names 
are pretty common in thc Roman Mar- 
tyrolog yy where we find already feveral 
faints to whom they belong. As for the 
nine others, as nothing could be diíco- 
vered in their tombs by which they 
could be known, they gave them the 
firit names that came to mind, and their 
bones and rcliques, with thofe of the 
two firit, were all remov'd together, 
with great ceremony, into the church of 
Rizmano, in expeétation of tome difco- 
very, by which they may cist a price 
in the catalogue of faints. If is not

While the holy father places his glo- 
fy in multiplying faints in heaven, 
which does not want them, the Archbp 
ot Roaz has, we hear, lately abolifh'd an 
inftitution that had fublifted ten years in 
his metropolis. It was a community of 
young women under the name of our 
lady of Nazareth, or of the holy Heart. 
This new foctety was contriv'd and e- 
ftablilh'd by a pricft living in the pa- 
rifh of St Mac/oz, in the {aid city, nam- 
ed Binet, a man who made himfelf 
remarkable as much by his whimfical de- 
votion,as by his ignorance,which was of 
the groffeft kind. 

This man with-a lownefs of genius, 
aníwerable to his profound ignorance, 
took it in his head, fome ten years ago, 
to become founder of an order. at 
he had read in the golden legends of the 
lives and converfation of founders, and 
the honour and worfhip which their di- 
{ciples paid to their memory, flatter'd 
his felf-love, and put him upon a projcét 
of imitating them, in hopes of having, 
iome time or other, afhare in their glo- 
ry. With this view he aflembled togc- 
ther, in a public houfe, a certain num- 
ber of young women, and order'd them 
a habit as fingular, as the rules of prac- 
tice which he enjoin’d them were 
whimfical. The zcaland fervor, which 
conítantly attend new eitablifhments, 

ave his inftitution an air of edification. 
But as this building was by no means 
founded upon a firm rqgk, that is to fay, 
folid-piety, and was under the dircétion 
and conduct of Bizet, a perion illiterate 
and without a million from his fupcri- 
ors, it was impollible that it Should longs 
- fubfift. And, indeed, the childifh and 
ridiculous inftructions which he gave 
thefe young creatures, the devout ro- 
mances, which heorder’d them t@ read, 
{fuch as the Life ot the Virgin, by Ae- 
ria fi Agreda, the life of Maria Aticogue, 
that of the good Armelía Nicolas the 
Chriftian Schoolmafler, the Jeven Iruri- 
pets, and other books of Chriffrnas Tales, 
would infallibly have tutn’d the brains 
of all the congregation, had it been fuf- 
. fer d to fubfiit longer. For this reafon 
the archbifhop and clergy of that,great 
-city thought it their duty to give orders 
foreits diffolution, and iflu'd an ordon- 
Nance to 3 ele young women, under 
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the fevereft ecclefiaftical penalties, te 


return every one to her refpective fami- 
ly, and renounce all thofe follies, which 
could not but be attended with pernici- 
ous coníequences. 

We may judge of the conduct of 
their founder, and of the inftructions 
he gave them, by the intpertinences 
which his ignorance and indiícretion 
made him ut er, fome months ago, in a 

ariíh of oan, called St Cande de 
Ticux. This reformed founder preach- 
ing in the church, turns his fermon in- 
to a panegyric upon the Blefled Virgin, 
and ip orderto magnify the efhcacy of 
her interceilion with God, avouches 
from the pulpit the truth of the follow- 
ing ory, in the prefence of a numerous 
congregation, among whom were three 
canons of the cathedral, who officiate in 
that church by turns. 

** A certain nun, fays he, called Sif- 
ter Beatrix, had led a life as to out- 
ward appearance regular enough to 
deferve the oflice of Zzrz£ey, which 
was given her by the abbeís. Her 
devotion towards the Blefled Virgin 
ran fo high, that fhe never fail'd of 
erforming a daily taR, which fhe 
ad prefcribed herfelf, for the ho- 
nour and worfhip of that bencfaécireís 
of mankind. While fhe was doin 
the duties of her place, fhe unlucki- 
ly liften'd to fome feducing difcourfe 
of a young loofe nun, and fuffer’d 
herfelf to be corrupted by her perni- 
cious counfels.

** tics, fhe became the molt impudent 
** and abandoned of all ftrum pets, and 
< in, this woful eourte of life continu'd 
** full fifteen years. 

‘All this time the mother of God 
* occupy' d the place of filter Beatrix 
“oin the convent. She affum'd her air, 
** ftature, voice, countenance and habit, 
** fo that not a foul, either within or 
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'** without doors, ever perceiv’d the ab- 
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Iuquiftiom in Naples mijcarried. 


<< At laft, our female apoftate, quite 
tird of 1o lewd and debauched a 
life, enquir’d one day of a woman 
what they faid of filter Beatrix.—She 
is a holy girl, anfwer’d fhe, whom 
every body loves and cítcems for her 
meokne({s, faithfulneis, and conitan- 
cy in performing her devotions. The 
debauch'd nun, furpriz'd to hear that 


< another Beatrix was got into her 
** place, runs away to the convent to

her with much goodnets, reproach'd 
her as fhe deferv’d,and affured her that 
nobody had known of her abicnce, 
or her diíorders ; that the communpni- 
ty had the fame lentiments of eiteem 
and friendfhip which it had before 
fhesvn her ; that it was in recompence 
of the conítant exaétnels with which 
flic had offer'd up the praycr, which 
fhe vow’d to the virgin, The nio» 
ther of God added that fhe herfelf 
had difcharg’d her place, and done 
her work, all the time of her de- 
bauches, and that fhe continu’d to 
ferve her; that God had pardon’d 
all her fins, and that fhe had no need 
of penance; in fhorr, that fhe was 
iurc of lauéctification and eternal hap- 
pinets, provided fhe perifevered in ho-

All this romance, as impious as 1m- 
pertinent, was delivered, by the Sieur 
Binet, from the pulpit, in a devout 
tonc, with ridiculous geitures, grimaces, 
and rhetorical flights, which made feve- 
ral of the congregation laugh, and others 
murmur aloud, who have ever lince cal- 
led him the pologif? of debauched Nuns, 
to whom he has given, for a protectreís 
in heaven, and a patroneis on earth, no 
meaner a perfon than her, who, for her 
purity, deferved to be choten for thc 
mother of God.

Ardinal Spinelli, axchbifhop of ZVz-. 
| ples, has of late endeavoured to c- 
reét a court of inquifitian im that king- 
dom, and had made fo great a progrels 
as to grant employments, E ready pa- 
tents, drawn up itatuces, had a feal en- 
raved, prifons ereéted, with all the 
frightful apparatus of inftruments and 
machines required for the torture of de- 
linquents Ander examination. He had e- 
ven procecded farthe and had begun to 
exert his authority, by caufing fearches to 
be made, and {evera] perfons imprifon’d ; 
and, as it afterwards appeared, had ac- 
tually drawn up four proceíles, one a- 
gainit a layman,and three others againít 
as many ecclefiailics. : 
‘The deputation of the noble(ís, which 
they call the junto of tbe holy office, 
whofe bufineis it is to obferve the moti- 
ons, and curb the attempts of the cler- 
gy, having got fome intelligence o 
thefe proceedings of the archbifhop, 
refented a memorial onthat head to the 
ing, who caufed his eminence to_be 
inform’d of the complaint made againit 
him, and order’d a itop to be put to 
the four procefles. The cardinal obey’d, 
but not till he had alterrd the form of 
the proccíles, fo as that it might not be 
known that they were drawn up after 
the manner of the inquifition. is E- 
minence at the fame time made repeat- 
cd proteftations, both by word of mouth 
and writing, and aílured his majeity, in 
the mot 1olemn manner, that -all the 
complaints made againít him were utter- 
ly groundleís, and that no fuch thing 
ever center'd his thoughts. INotwith- 
itanding theíe fine proteitations, which 
were meer falfhoods, the king tent thefe 
proceíles to the royal chamber of Sz 
Clar , to be examin'd, and order a 
report to be made to himíelf, after which 
they were rcferr'd to a committee of 
the Nobleís, to undergo a like exami- 
nation. ‘Their excellencies, animated 
with the weal of true patriots, and de- 
tenders of the liberties, rights and pri- 
vileges of .heir country, and, in fhort, 
as worthy citizens devoted to the public 
good, openly condemn’d this conduct 
of the cardinal, and made a faithful re- 
port thercof ta his majeity. 
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Scarce were the populace informed of 
all that had paíled, when there was a 
generas murmuring and commotion 
throughout thecity. * In the firft fal- 
lies of their rage, they would have fet 
fire to the cardinal's palace, none would 
falute him, and when he offer'd to be- 
ftow his ufual benediétion as he went 
along the itrcets, every one bid him go 
£o hell with his bleffing, and be damn’d 
with his bað office. e noble(s fhew’d 
him no more refpeét in their aflemblies, 
and offer’d all manner of affronts to his 
rclations and dependants. | 

hile this pafled in the city, the 
court had granted a commiffion to the 
counfellor marquis Nicolas Fraggiani, a 
perfon of approv'd integrity, and great 
refolution, as well as extraordinary 
learning, to make a thorough examina- 
tion of the faid proceílles. By a careful 
erufalof all the papers and deeds re- 
ating thereto, he plainly perceived that 
the tribunal of the inquifition was al- 
ready eftablifhed in the city and diocets 
of Naples.

unique ‘Jordano, and Tomaffo Ruggiero. 
two canons of Naples, avhom the car- 
dinal had created, one treafurer, and the 
other judge of this new tribunal, fhould 
be forever banifhed from his majelty”s 
dominions ; That two other priefts, ofii- 
cers of the fame tribunal, fhould-be for- 
ever render'd incapable of holding an 
benefice, employment, dignity, penii- 
on or place; and that the atorelaid mhar- 
quis Fraggiani fhould reprimand the 
cardinal’s vicar in a very fharp and {fe- 
vere manner; That the prifon fhould be

excited fo terrible a fedition, as greatly enda n- 
gored the life of the viceroy, and a revoYt of 
the pcople from their fovercign, the em peior 
Charles V. d 
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demolifhed, and the inicription there- 
on, HOLY OFFICE, torn in pieces 3 
‘That for the future, the epifcopal court 
fhall have no power to fummon any per- 
fon, layman or ecclefiaftic, upon an in- 
formation, or as a witneís, without ex- 
preiling diftinétly in the fummons the 
caufe for which it is iffued; “That in 
caufes which have any relation to faith, 
the informations fhall be fent to theroyal 
chamber, to be examined, whether the 
proceedings thereon have been manag’d 
according to the ordinary and regular 
forms of law, and whether the fum- 
mons itfelf has been drawn in the ufu- 
al forni appointed by his majefty ; after

H E work is divided into two books ; in 

the firt, Chap. I. the author enquires 
into the cautes of the exiftence of infeéts, and 
proves very well, againft the antients, that pu- 
trefaction is not a canfe. But do they multi- 
ply by way of generation? “The author decides 
the queftion in the affirmative ; but his com- 
mentator, M. Lyonnet, tells us that we are not 
fure of the univerfality of this law. 

Among feveral examples which he cites in 
confirmation of his doubting, he “{fpeaks of 
vine-fretters (See p. 122 H.) 

M. Leffer, however, confirms his ofinion of 
generation bv icripture, which tells us that 
Gof bleffed all the animals which the earth had

hermetically fealed$ after putting duft and rain- 

water therein. But Red:”s experiments relate 
only to infeéts which are vifible without glafes, 
whereas Leezvenboeck”s concern fuck minute 
ones as a microfcope magnifies ten millions of 
times more than they appear to the naked eye, 
and whofe eggs may be inclofed in the duft, or 
the rain-water, in {pite of all the precautions 
to have it pure, or even in the air contain’d in 
the void part of the tube. 

In the fecond chapter he examines into the 
hature of infects, or their analogy with plants, 
and how they differ from thera. “The princi- 
pal difference is, that they change place,where- 
as plants are immoveable, and are obliged to 
draw their nourifhment from the places where 
they are fixed. "Dis indeed this local motion, 
as M. Lyonnet remarks, that moft vifibly di- 
ftinguifhes infects from plants in general, and 
he gives us, in the fame note, the relations be- 
tween infects and vegetables. As to the reft, 
the author obferves that the differences between 
the three kingdoms [of minerals, vegetables, 
and infécts] are much accidental, and that the 
diftance which God has íet between them is 
E udin. den, feveral plants, as corals, Ec, 
approaching very near to minerals, and infeéts 
in feveral refpects very nearly refembling ani- 
mals. M. Lyonnet proves this bg inftances of 
the fea-nettle, the female gallinfecte [/a fe- 
melle des Gallinfectes] the folitaire, and the 
frefh-water p lypus. 

But if fome infeéts are ncarly related to the 
vegetable kingdom, in other points of view 
they will appear to appertain to the animal 
«reafion. We diftinguifh them from animals, 
in that they have neither bone, nor flefh pro- 
perly fpeaking. Here M. Lyonnet takes occa- 
fion to fix the characters which diftinguifh in- 
fects from minerals. One of the principal is 
the cuttings or, ¿acifions, which are more or 
lefs deep, and from whence an iniect takes 
its name. | i 

M. Lefer obferves, in fhort, that infects are 
not to be defpifed on account of their minute- 
nefs, which is but a relative quality 5 that 
their fkin is different from that of animals, and 
that they are as perfect, tho” they have not an 
equal number of parrs, fince perfection confifts 
only in having all the parts neceflary. 

‘Lhe third chapter treats of e general di- 
vifion ot infeéts 5 but we fhall only give there- 
flexions of MI. Lyonnet on the four plans of di- 
vifion whi.h are made at prefent. The firít 
is that of /allifurerí, who diftributes inteéts 
into for claffcs, according to the pu where 
they are found ; fome living on plants, others 
in liquors, others on animals, or in their KU 
dies. M. Lyonnet finds fault with this divi- 
fion, becaufe, among other defcéts, it ranges 
under the fame clafs tuch ‘infeéts as have no re + 
lation to one another 3 that we are et a lois to 
know under what clafs to place certain inteéts 
which live indiflerently in feveral quarters, and 
others whofe way of living changes at dillerent 
periods; fome are produced in the carth, and 
live on plants, others in water, in the air, on 
planis, and on animals. 

The fecond fyQcm is that of Stvammerdum, 
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who alfo diftributes infeéts into four claffes, 
the fir of which comprehends fuch as are not 
fubjeét to any change of form ; the other three 
are diftinguifh’d by the different manner of their 
transformation into nymphae and chryfalides. 
M. Leffer explains this fyftem at large in hig 
feventh chapter, and his commentator objects 
againft it, that his fourth clafs feparates from 
his third fuch animals as have much more rela- 
tion to one another than thofe contained in the 
third ; for this clafs is compofed of butterflie:, 
fpapions] beetles, and flies, animals very dif- 
erent from one another ; and the fourth com- 
prifes the reft of the flies which could not be 
referr'd to the third divifion ; befides, the ftate 
of the nympha and of the chryfalis will very 
hardly afford a diftinét character, becaufe at 
fuch a time inícéts arc very difficult to be dif- 
cover'd from the care they take to conccal 
themfelves. 

M. Linnaeus, in his Sytem of Nature, di- 
vides infeéts into feven claffes. The firft com- 
prehends thofe with cover’d wings, as bcetles 5 
the fecond thofe which have their wings unco». 
ver d, as flies; the third the half-winged, or 
thofe which have only one part winged ; the 
fourth the non-winged, which’ have members, 
as the flea ; the fifth, crceping infeéts, which 
have their body naked, as the earth-worm ; 
the fixth the infects with fhells ; the laft takes 
in zooph ytes that have members, among which 
he reckons urfins [ourfins] the fiche [ fiche} 
the fea-ftar and fea-nettle. 

M. Lyonnet objects to. .this plan of divifion, 
firft, that it is not certgin that there are in- 
fects to which the name-o£zoopliytes that have 
members agrees, at-leaft-we are mot affured 
that thoíe above-mention’d are truly animais. 
Secondly, that thefe divifions are by no means 
primitive, fince we muft fuppofe that inteét» 
are divided into winged and non-winged. Third - 
Iv, that his two firít claffes fhould be no more 
than fubdivifions of w.nged infects, &e. 

The fourth fyftem is that of M. Le/ffer, 
who makes a general divifion of iníeéts into 
winged and non-winged ; the non-winged he 
fubdivides into thofe which have legs, and 
thofe which ha: none; the winged he 
diftributes into feveral claffes, according to 
the number of lege, Ec. Of this fyftere 
M. Lyonnet obferves that the firft divifion is 
deficient, becante all infeéts are produced with- 
out wings, and change that itate in their trani- 
formations, fo that the fame infect will belong 
now to one claís, then to another. ‘The firíz 
fubdi ifion is faulty in that it ranges together 
under thc fame clafs infeéts which are very un- 
like, and feparates fpecies that are very near— 
ly related: the fecond fubdivifion is deficient 
on tBe fame account, for a caterpillar with ten 
legs will be reduced under the fame clafs with 
fome fpecies of fpiders, tho’, like all other ca- 
terpillars, it be transformed into a butterfly. 

After thu. criticifing the feveral plans of di 
vifion of infects, M. Lyonnet propofes what 
fecms to him the moit general, tho’ in a deubr.. 
ful manner ; becaufe qf Lis “etl: experience ix 
thofe matters, avubich bars all pretenfiors fer 
bimfelf. Dis firit diwfien, he fays, thou us 
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this very remarkable difference, that fome in- 
fects change their form, while others preferve 
the fame which they: received at their births. 
“This divifion feems effential, becaufe it cha- 
racterifes a difference of mechanifm in theiran- 
terior ftruéture. The firft fubdivifion. of the 
firft general head fhould be taken from the ex- 
terior change of form which is incompleat; and 
that which is fọ compleat ‘as to leave no mark 
of the form which the infect had before. Yn- 
fects which fuffer a compleat metamorphofis 
are of three forts, as they change refpectively 
into beetles, flies, or papillios. ‘Thott of the 
lat order are properly caterpillars, or butter- 
flies, and are of a regular or irregular form 3 of 
thefe laft fome have twelve legs, .Ec. 

M. Lyonnet, as is the manner of all ingenu- 
ous and knowing writers, does not diflemble 
the difficulties which attend his fyftem, and en- 

 deavours to refolve or palliate them, for which 
yecouríe muft be had to the work. itíelf. 
' "The author, Chap. IV. fpeaks of the num- 
ber of infects, and che proportion in which they 
multiply. He reckons 765 fpecies, and proves 
Chat if there be but one female of each kind, 
end fhe produces but ten ina year, there will 
We thc third year 765,000. But he is very faul- 
By, fays M. Lyonnet, in his calculation ¿ he 
@onfines, for inftance, the clafs:of papillios to 
fhe number 135, whereas I have found, he 
fays, within four years, above 340 forts in tbe 
Space of about a league in compafs : As to their 
multiplication, he obferves that 80 eggs of på- 
pillios produced x5- females, whofe brood was 
50, and confequently among them at leaft 65 
‘females, which in the third generation would 
have produced x,492,750 caterpillars. But, 
what is worthy to be remarked, and for which 
DM. Le/fer with reafon aémires the goodneís of 
God, is, that the moft hurtful infects are the 
caft fruitful. 

The sth chapter treats of the refpiration of 
infects, which M. Leffer believes neceflary to 
them all, but appears doubtful to M. Lyonnet 
in confequence of fome experiments, which he 
rel:ites at large. As tothe reft he agrees with 
the author, that fuch as haye need of refpirati- 
on have tracheas and ítigmas, which admit 
juft as much air as is con Vonient and needful 
Sor the infect ; and what is fomewhat fingular 
3s, that aquatic infeéts have no lefs need of re- 
fpirat’on than terreftrial ones. For the mech: 
niím of this fun:t.on the reader is referr’d t» 
the work irfelf. : 

The generation of infects, which is the fub- 
ject of the 6th chapter, is perform'd by the 
€ommercc of males and females, fays M. Sefer. 
But this commerce is various according to the 
$pecies ; for in fome there is a real copulation 
with one another, in others a fimple cffufion 
of the fperm upon the eggs derofited by the fe- 
male. But the generation of vinefreiters ren- 
ders the univerfality of this proportion very 
doubtful, "(See Vol. X VY. p.155) as M. Lyonnet 
judieioufly obferves. - In this chapter we find 
curious remarks on the fituation of the infect in 
the erg (where all its parts are folded in fch a 
manner that nothing can obftruét their opening 
and they find room enough to acquire perfection) 
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ae on the manner in which „it pierces the the 
of the egg to come out of it. As to abandon- 
ing the care of their eggs, which M. aps fd fup- 
pofes of infetts, it.confifts only, as he elfewhere 
explains it, in not covering them as is ufual 
with birds ; but MW. Lyonnet has a curious note 
to fhew what care and pains infeéts take that 
nothing might injure their eggs. : 

Chap. 7, treats largely of tke transformation 
of infects, the Sth ef their fex, and the goth of 
their abodes. We fhall only obferve, in this 
extract, that he is very diftufe on the pretended 
fpermatic worrnes, difCover'd by M. Leewen- 
boeck, and that M. Lyonnet oppofes the opinion 
of that author with new arguments highly worth 
the perufal. 

The marks which diftinguifh the male infects 
from th? females are,generally, the fmallneís of 
their body, the beards at their feelers, which 
fometimes end in knots, that, in fome fpecies of 
{piders, ferve as a cafe for the organs of fecunda - 
tion. This is a fingular obfervation of M. 
Lyonnet, which wellderves to be read at large. 

he females are alfo diftinguifh'd-by their havin 
mo wings at all, or very flight appearances o 
any 5; by the ovary tube, their colours, which 
are generally lefs bright and fhining, as for the 
moft part they have no voice. : f 

The rothcbapter entertains us with curicus 
remarks on the movement of infe&s ; among 
others, of the progreflive movement of the great 
tyger flug-fnail [Limace figroel whofe Gep is 
but the 20th part of his length, whereas the 
memoirs of the academy of fciences for 1711, 
{peak of a gnat fcarcely vifible for its fmalnefs, 
which runs near 6 inches in a fécond,and in that 
time makes above xoco fteps. * 
. The following chapter, which treats of the 
nourifhment of infeéts, tho” far from exhautt- 
ing the fubjeét, gives us fufficient occafion to 
admire the goodnefs of God towards the mean.. 


' eft of his creatures, and from that confideratior» 
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to poflefs our minds with a perfect reliance on 
divine providence. ‘This reflection is founded on 
thofe obferxations which fhew that infeéts are 
never produced but at feafons when proper nou- 
rifhment may be found for them, and in places 
where they may meet with it, and that in fuf > 
cient quantities for the purpofe 3 or they are 
conftituted in fuch a manner, as to continue a 
long time without fuftenance, when the fame 
is dificult to be procured. 

We fhall confine ourfelves to two fingular ob- 
fervations taken from the 12th chapter, which 
t'eirts of the arms with which infeéts are fur- 
nith'd tor their defence againít enemies, and the 
means they have to avoid other dange¥s. The 
fir is of M. Leftr, and the other from his 
commentator. M. Leffer tells us of a horned 
caterpillar, which being teiz'd and irritated by 
him with touching bus horn, fuddenly tura’qd 
itfelf 3npon its head, and vomited upon his 
hind a green vifcous juice, of fo ill a fcent, that 
he could by no means get rid of it in two days. 
The tecond inftance relates to feveral forts of 
creyping infeéts with fix legs, which are meta- 
morphofed into beetles:  '"Lhefe creatures have 
feveral rows of tubercles on their bcdics, frcm 
which, :£ you touch them, they difcharge a

milky liquer, the Tmell of which is often un- 
fupportable, and which they fuck in again when 
the danger is over. The fame is obfervable of a 
fpecies of lizards call’d falamanders, which 
makes it imagin’d that they can live in the fire, 
bccaufe at its approach they difcharge trom their 
pores a liquor, which for a while fecurcs them 
trom the force of that elemcat. 

We (ball fay nothing of the motherly care 
that .infeéts take of their eggs, and of their 
young, which is the fubjcét ot the 13th chap- 
ter, but end with fome curious remarks, from 
ec? chapter following, on thc fagacity of in- 
ects. 
sr The more we obferve thefe little animals, 
fays M. Leffer, the more remarkable will 
their actions appear, and the facts soncern- 
ingthem, which will make us amends for 
what we are to retrench in their hiftory of 
ftrange and wonderful things of a certain 
kind, which have been afcribed to them by 
** thofe who did not regard them with the eyes 
Sr of a philofopher.*” He defcribes the artis 
fice ufed in the fabric of the nefits of intueéls 3 
and M. Lyonnet adds the feveral intentions 
they propofe to anfwer in the conftruétion, as, 
particularly, for a lodgment while they are yet 
crawling worms, when they eat and grow, 
when they come to undergo their fransformati- 
on, and to ferve as a covering for their brood. 

The ftructure of the combs of bees and 
wafps takes ufPa good deal of room here, both 
in the text and the notes, where M. Lyovsnret 
reéctifies feveral miftakes of the author, and o- 
ther writers on the fame fubject. Infeéts which 
4pin are alfo confider'd with much attention by 
the author. We fhall conclude with ome re 
marks on their filk. | 

They make it as fine or as coarfe as «hey 
pleate, by drawing from their nipples as many 
threads as they will, and joining them together. 
'Lhofe which ftretch their webs in gardens, know 
how to fpin two forts 5 one dry, for the iays or 
ftrait lines of the web, and the other gluey for 
the fpirals. 

‘There is nothing ftrange, as M. Lyonz:et ob- 
ferves, in a fpider?s faftening her threadeto pla- 
ccs within her reach. But how can fhe ftrerch 
her web from tree to tree, when they do not 
touch ? The diftamce creates no trouble at all to 
the fpider. She fets to work with her legs in 
drawing from her anus feveral long threads, 
which being left fluttering in the winds flick at 
laft to famé body, and ferve her as a bridge to 
país over thither, and faíten to it the thread by 
which Me hung wher fhe fpun the threads, 
which ferve her for a line of communication 
trom one tree to anothcr. - 

"Tis a miftake to imagine that fpiders threads 
are good tor nothing but to entrap other infects, 
or to make a cod about their egis 5 they ferve 
them as carriages for long excuifions, and to 
tranfport them trom one place to another. ‘The 
threads and flocs of webs, w ‘ch we fce floating 
in the air at a certain fcafon of the year, wen 
the weather is ferenc, «re nothing but the Work 
of fpiders, who nfe them as mean: ot fying, 
without wings, from one quarter to another, 
whence we tre thofe threads always fluck with 
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ipiders. We [ball entertain our readers qavish

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“This had bad cftects ; for two nights

HE folar tropical year being, agcording to 

the calculation of the beft aftronomers, 

465 days, 5 hours, 48 mixutes and 57 feconds, 
and the Julian ear, which we now ufe, 365 
days 6 hours 3 it is plain that the equinoxcs are 
anticipated every year 117 3^": or neglecting 
for the pretent the odd feconds (which make 
bus A day's variation in 28,800 ycars) we may 
reckon the yearly anticipation 11 minutes į 
thatis, x1 days in 1440 years, Or §5 days in 
72co years. Now the Gregorian account re- 
jetting 3 leap-days in 400 years, f. e. 54 in 
7200 years, will in that period of time have al- 
fo an error of one whole day, which in 28,800 
years will amount to 4 days 5; to which we may 
add one day arifing trom the odd 3 feconds, in 
that period of time, as above: So that the 
Gregorian calendar errs 5 daysin 23,500 years; 
for it rejects but 216 days out of the Yulin 
account, during that time, whereas the antici- 
pation at 11737’ in a year amounts to 221 days. 
For the correction of which errors in both 
calendars, 1 would propote the following me- 

thod. 

In order to prevent the confufion that arifes 
in bufinefs, *foreign correfpondence, @e. by 
two different reckonings as at prefent, but more 
cipecially teat Ea/7cer may be Kept according to 
the intention of the firt council of ZV:ce, 
(which was held 27.

equinoxes fincc its firft inftitution in 1582, and 
is made to corrcípond, in this retpect, with t 
time in which the aforcfaid council wash , 
wc may confider the pref. nt reckoning in that 
calendar as the trne one 3 and out of any year

in: the prefent century let 11 days be omitted, 
the equinoxes having gone back fo many days 
finte the year 325. ‘The latter end of January 
feems to be the moft convenient time of the 
year for this omiffion, as this will not interfere 
with thote Sundays which are denominated and 
numbred, or otherwife determined according to 
their diftance from Eaffcr ; as Septuagefiima, 
€7c. the Sundays in Lent, thofe betwixt Laffer 
and Wbitfunday, and after Trinity 5 all which 
depend on Eaffer, and fhould the omiffion be 
fix'd among them, it would create confufion 
in the church-fervice appointed for thofe Sun- 
days; which would alfo be the cafe, if it fhould 
difturb [the Advent Sundays or Chrifimas holi - 
days: But if it beat the end of January it 
comes in among the Epiphany Sundays, which 
have no fixt number, and always break «ff at 
Sepruageffima Sunday whenever it happens ; fo 
that little or no inconvenience in this refpect 
will arife by rejecting thete 11 days here: And 
as tothe feaft of St Parvis converfion, and the 
tat on the diy of King Char/cs’s martyrdom, 
they may be entirely omitted for that year. 
This will at once reduce our reckoning to that 
of the Gregorian, and tho’ it may be of tome 
1imall prejudice in common aflairs, as fhortening 
the quarter for tenants, Ec. yet as a rcm-dv 
for this may eafily be provided (if the legiflature 
fhould ever think fit to make this alteration) 
and as it can never happen again (at leaft for 2 
great many ages) if due care be taken to regni- 
late the calendar for the future, this inconvceni- 
ence is fearce worth minding. 

‘This done, let the reckoning be continued as 
in the Gregorian account, omitting 3 Icap-days 
in 400 years (that is, one at the laft year or 
e:ch of the firft three centuries, and retaining 
it at the end of the 4th) ‘till the year of our 
lord 6000 (if the world continuc fo long) and in 
that year Jet the leap-day which is rctain’d in 
the Gregerfan account be omitted. By this 
means there will no error creep in, in all this 
long traét of time, but the equinoxes and iolfti - 
ces will happen prccifely on the fame day of the 
month, as at the time of the NWieere council, 
aliowing ior the difference between leap- years 
and common years: And if the reckoning be 
continued as betore, only omitting the leap-day 
at the end of every 6000 years then to coma, 
the error (fuppofing the length of the folar 
tropical year as above) will be but one day in 
144,000 yeurs,which is fuch a trifle as not to be 
regirdcd. I chute to fix this omiffion at the 
end ot 6cco years rather than at 5760 (whichis 
the period ftri<tly computing) becaufe it fcems 
moit coivenient to have it at the clefe of a 
round chiliad of years : Befides, we are not 
ture that the lerg.h of the folar ycar is fo nicely 
calculased as not to err a fecond of time, and 
Zur reckoning makes it 365 days, hours, 
48- 577 46" which is 24” lefs than by Tycho 
Brakes calculations But we need not trouble 
ourfelves mucheabout this, fince the Gregorzas 
account (correéted by cmitting one ie il as 
above) will hold exaétly true tor the firt 60co

ycar nearer the true reckoning from our Savi- 
our's birth ; tho’ <b¿s is, I think, on all hands 
allowed to be at leatt two years fhort of it.

the day of the vernal equinox, and which they 
fuppos'd would always continue ío, imagining 
the Fulían year to be of a length with the to- 
lar: But this regulation of theirs is to be fo 
underítood as that 1/7, Their full moon is 
on thc 14th day of the Feclefiaffical moon, 
(wiz. that which the Jews, who begin their 
reckoning from the firft appearance of the new 
moon, counted the 14th day) which (ecclefia- 
{tical moon) is fo ca!led, cither becaufe thcy 
difpos'd the epaéts in the calendar for fixing the 
Pafchal moons agreeable thereto, or. elfe be- 
caufe in proceís of time it varied from the frue 
time of the full moon, andrender’d this di- 
flinétion neceflary.

Which inconfiftency , 
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Prime: And this they caus’d to be inferted ip 
the firít column of the calendar, againft the 
day of each month in which the ecclefiaftical 
moon fhould begin to be reckoned, that is, witli 
the Jews, at the day of the firft appearance of 


A the new moon as betore obferv'd, and not pre- 


cifely the time of the change or conjunction 1t- 
felf. Thus, for inftance, in the month of 
March, the number 16 is placed over the 8th 
day, the day afBign'd tor the new moon when 
the prime is 16, and which would be the true 
time were there no defeét in the Afetonrc cycle. 
Theíe numbers in the firt column of the ca- 
lendar are ftill to be feen in mary of our com- 
mon prayer books, and fhould beinall ; and 
tho’ they fccm to ftand confuícdly and without 
any order, as 19, S, and after a fpace between, 
16, 5, &Zc. yet (as Dr Ifolder obferve:) they 
precifely follow the progrefive order of thc 
epacts, of which they are butindices, begin- 
ning at thegrca eít epact, and dcícending in 
order to the leaft. 

On this foundation, and on a fuppofit on that 
the vernal equinox would alway be on the 2 1ft 
ot March, was built the table to find Eafler 
for ewer, ftill extant in aur common prayer- 
books; but as the vernal equinox has fince gone 
back about 11 days, occafion' d by the excets ot 
1I munutesjn the 7ul'am year above the iolar, 
fo the Metonre cycle, or golden number, having 
likewie an anomaly ot about one day in 312 
years, or r hour 27° 32" 42'4 Ge, if every 
cycle, it has, fince the council of 7V/ce,made an 
anticipation of about A darsand 13 hours; and 
fo much their rule (and the faid firft colunin in 
the calend ir) afhigns the aipects of the meon to 
thc fun later than by uiculi don they arc tound 


to be. And for this reaton the true day of the 


E Paíchal roll moon (whichis, or theuld be, the 


tull moon next after the vernal equinox) is not 
always after the 2x1t of March, nor Eaffer day 
(as kept by us) the firt Sunday after the (oni 
fall moon : Tis true the faid full moon is by 
theíe numbers in the firít column of the calen- 
dar always plac'd after the zit of March, but 
it fometimes really happens before it ; and this 
error in the calendar will always remove afler 
out of its place whencver the truc full moon 
happens within 4. days and 13 hours next before 
the arft of Alarch 5; fetting afide the error ari- 
fing from a falíc fuppofition that that is the day 
of the vernal equinox. Therefore Ea/ffer as 
kept by us (who follow the Wretne rules) being 
always on the firft Sunday after the day fo af- 
fign'd for the patchal full moon in the calendar 
as atorefaid, we celebrate that feftival on the 
right day (that is according to the intent and 
deign of the faid council) but now-and-then 
as it were by chance: wiz. when the day found 
by the table in the common prayer book, or, 
which is the fame, by the faid aft column of 
the calendar, happens on the firft Sunday next 
atter the vernal equinox, But I need not

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who only quibbled about words, or did not tho- 
roughly underftand the fubjeét they were upon. 

Thete defects in the rules laid down by the 
Nicene council are not wholly correéted in the 
Gregorian calendar ; for that calendar is alfo 
liable to fome errors in its rules for keeping 
Eafter; fometimes (though very feldom) fixing 
a wrong day for thc vernal equinox 5 fomctimes 
differing from the true time of the paíchal full 
moons, tho” by a lefs interval than formerly ; 
and fometimes it falls into that remarkable 
fault which the Julian calendar never admitted 
of, wiz. the celebrating the pafchal folemnity 
at the fame time with the Xezos, which the pri- 
mitive chriftians were very careful to avoid, and 
which the Nicene council exprefsly provided a- 
gaintt. To give an inftance of this. 

Suppote the firft appearance of the pafchal 
new moon (that is, the time of the ccclefiaftical 
new moon according to theeaus* computation 
as well as the Nicene, as obferv’d béfore)thould 
happen on the Sth of March: (N.S.) in the 
evening, then the 14th day of the ecclefiaftical 
moon, which zs the day of the pafchal fu 
moon, and nearly antwers to the real full moon 
in the heavens, (or the 15th day reckoning 
from the change) will begin on the 21ft in the 
evening ; and the 5ezos, who begin their days 
at funfet, will then of courfe begin the cele- 
bration of their paffover : And if the 21ft of 
March fhould then happen on Saturday, the 
follow rs oft Gregorian calendar muft in this 
cate be their colleagues in the pafchal fealt, wiz. 
on the 22d of March. : 

The like miftake may arife from an error in 
ghe day of the patchal full moon as fix’d by the 

regorian Calendar 2 For inftance, in the year 
1622, the pafchal full moon according to that 
calendar was on Saturday the 26th of March, 
whereas it really happen*d the27th day between 
3 and 4 in the morning ; on which day the 
Jews kept their paffover as well as the church 
of Rome their E afrer. 

It mutt after all be acknowledged, that pope 
Gregory’s mathematicians did the utmoft that 
could bc expected from. a computation by cyc/s 
and cepac?Zs, and that the errors in their, calen - 
dar are very few, and happen but feldom in 
compariton of thofe of the old caléndar : But 
¿they might more conveniently, and with greater 
facility, when they were forming rules for 
the keeping Eaffzr, have fubjcéted the vernal 
.equinoxes and patchal full-moons to aftronemi- 
cal calcul: ton z which would have infallibly 
remedied all che defeéts of the former calendar 
in relati à to the celebration of this feaft, and 
is, indeed, the only method that can be us’d, 
if wc would guard againft all errors and miftakes 
therein. And this method was taken by thc 
proteftant princes in Germany, when they re- 
form'd the calendar by a decree of the dict of 
Rarifbon in the year 1700 5 for they having caft 
away II days trom the end of February that 
year, and in other refpeéts reduc'd the yearly 
computation to thc Gregorian form, ordered 
that the day and hour of the vernal equi ox, 
and of the poftzequinoétial full moon fhould be 
d-tscmined by the Rudolphine tables, and that 
Lifer thould be kept the Synday after that 
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full moon, according to the imterrtion of the Ai. 
cene fathers 3 whofe example they alfo follow- 
ed in providing againít the confounding this feaft 
with the Jews’ paflover : But whether they, 
in making this provifion (or the Swedes and 
Danes who afterward reccived their re tian) 
took care to have the F.:zos” computation from 
time to time compar'd with. the aftronomical, 
(which would be the m-ft effeétual method of 
preventing that error) I know not. If thcy did 

not, tbeir reformation is alfo fo far defective ; 

for in cafe the pafchal full moon happen on a 

Saturday, the afhgning the next day for the paí- 

chal feaft will be liable to the error before- 

mentioned, as has been already obferv'd; fo.that 

that caution alone, of poftponing Exfter for 

a week, when the full moon falls ona Sunday, 

will not fufficc. 

On the whole, that the errors in fixing the 
feaft of Eaffer may be cffeétually avoided, I 
think the following rules fhould be obferv'd. 

Y. That the truc time of the vernal equinox, 
and of the next following full moon, be 
determin'd by aftronomical tables. 

2. To celebrate Eafter on the fir(t Sunday 
after the faid full moon, unlefs, when it 
happens on a Saturday,the Jews’ pallover 
fhould alfo happen to begin that evening, 
in which cafe, as well as when the full 
moon happens on a Sunday, the pafchal 
feaft fhould be poftponed for a week 
longer. SEH 

3. That when the full moon and vernal e- 

uinox come together on the 20th of 
arcb (according to the reform'd calen- 
dar) and the next day happens to bc Sune 
day (which may be the cafe) it would be 
proper to poftpone the feftival "till the 
Sunday after, evéri tho” the esvs" paffover 
be then on the Saturday : For this would 
be agreeable to the tenor of the Nicene 
decrees, and of both the Julian and Gre- 
orian calendars, which never fix Eafter 
Troner than the 22d of March. - 

But as thote rules fuppofe the fewr/hb com- 
putation to be frequently compar'd with the a- 
ftronomical, it may not be amifs to fubjoin a 
fhort view of the nature of tbeir computati- 
on. Now the “fetos were commanded to ce- 
lebrate the paflover on the 14th day of the firit 
month at even, Exod. x11,.6. Levit. XXIII, 
S. that is, of the firít month of their ecclefia- 
ftical year (vig; Nifan) which always hap- 
pened about the time of the vernal equinox’; 
and care was taken that it fhould do fo, by in - 
tercalations from time to time, which their u- 
fing unar months rendred often neceflary. 
And as this month always began from the tim. 
when they firft obferv'd the appearance of th: 
new moon (or when they concluded it fhould 
appear if not prevented by clouds) their r4th 
day of the month, therefore, anfwered to the 
sth of the aftrenomical moon, and con/e- 
quently to the day of the full moon it:clf. So 
that tofind the time of their paffover according 
to this rule, we need only to compute from a- 
ftrommical tables the true time of the pafchal 
new moon, and thence the time of its fivít ap- 
pearance, from which 14 dass muft be m 
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ed for the pafcha] full moon. But after 
their difperfion, when the abovementioned ob- 
fervations of the moon's Brit appearance could 
not be made by publick authority, they had re- 
courfe to the cycle of 84. years beforemention- 
ed y and latt of all, Ra£5; Hillel, about A. D. 
360, inftituted a cycle of 19 years, confifting 
ot 7 intercalated vears of 33 lunar months each, 
and r2 common ycars of 12 fuch months each, 
by which cycle they have ever fince fix’d their 
mew moons, (at which all their months begin) 
and confequently their paffover and other feafts 
in every year. And as this cycle is now in ufe 
with them, it feems ncceflary to compare our 
aftronomical calculations therewith (at leaft 
whenever the pafchal full moon happens on a 
Saturday) if we would avoid confounding our 
paícha with theirs : For tho’ this form of their 
year, as Dr Prideaux obferves, be mery cxacfy 
and affronamically contriv’d, yet it may fome- 
times perhaps fix the new moons dittercnt from 
the true times found by attronomical tables. 
But this muit be left to the determinat on of 
thofe who have opportunities of examining more 

articularly intoit ; in order to which rhe a- 

ove quoted author refers to Lervrs de lerl’s 
Iarin tranflation of Afatmonides’sKiddujh Iaz- 
bode fb, publifhed under the title De Conferrati- 
ene Calendarum. See preface to Pridezux’s 
Connection. Vol. I. 

L fhall only obíerve fartber, that tho" by 
following the 2d rule beforc laid down relating 
to the Saturday’s ful moon, wc (ball fome- 
times celebrate Euffer a week later than the 
church of Rowe, and it may be, as much later 
than the German proteftant churches (tor I 
know not what they have determinedin this 

articular cafe) yet it fhould be obierv'd we 

all hereby only recede from what the ancient 
church thought, and they themfelves ¢onfefs, 
to bean error. It were to be wifh'd, indced, 
that the Nicene fathers had not fo ftrenuouily 
infifted on always pottponing the pafchal feait 
*till after thefewifh paffover; but as they were 
firiét in their decrees concerning it, and thofe 
decrees have been ever fince generally rccciv'd 
throughout chrifendom, it now becomes ne- 
ceffarv- to continue the fervation thercof, 
if on mo other motive but for th: take of 
unity.

Confiderations on tbe State of the Spanifh 
Affairs in their American Dominions. 


Y a long feries of mifmanagement, 

the Spaniards have brought their af- 
fairs into fo wretched a fituation, that 
they neither have, nor can have, any 
great benefit from their vaft dominions 
in America. They arc faid*to be the 
itewards of the reit of Europe; their 
galleons bring the filver into Spain, but 
neither wifídom nor power can keep it 
there. In runs out as fait as it come 
in, nay, and fatter ; infomuch that the 
ittlc canton of Bern is really ri@her, and 
has more credit, than the king ot Spain, 
notw hftan ‘1g his Auer At firft fight 
this feems to be ftrange and incredible ; 
but when we come to examine it, the 
myitery is by no means impenetrable. 
"Fhe lilver and rich commodities which 
come from the /rdies, come not for no- 
thing (the king’s duties excepted) and 
very little of the goods or manufactures 
for which they come, belong to the fub- 
jects of the crown of S?azz. It is evi- 
dent therefore, that the Spami/b mer- 
chants are but factors, and that the 
greateit part of the returns from the 
We? Indies belong to thole for whom 
they negotiate. Let us next cnquire 
who they are, and what their íhares 
may be. 

‘The goods and manufaétures ufually 
fent to the provinces of Gaming America 
are gold amd filver ftuffs, filks of all 
forts, as avell ftockings and gloves, as 
Piece goods ; woollen manufaétures of 
all kinc , linens, laces, and thread ; 
hats, and all other manufactures of felt, 
fpices, drugs, colours for palnters, 1 a- 
tcrials for dying; all forts of perfumes, 
green and white wax, haberdathers 
ware, toys of all kinds, copper, orals, 
and iron goods, Rafa, and other kinds 
of drefled leather, paper for writing, 
printing, and packing ; playing cards,

them to a greater. ‘The very probity of 
the Spani/e merchants is deitruétive to 
their country ; for as they are never 
known to betray their truit, confequent- 
ly the foreigners, who make ufc of their 
names to cover their commerce in the 
Indies, reap the entire advantage of the 
FE price at which their goods fell. 
All then that refts in Span is the filver 
and gold on the king's accpünt, the 
profit of fuch goods as were actually 
ient by Spazi merchants, and the com- 
milions which Spani/b factors receive; 
all befide is prefently thrown away. 

The French, E i fP, Dutch, and 
fome other nations in the North, fupply 
the Spaniards with the neceflary aflort- 
ments for their TË India cargoes. The 
French, fince the fucceflion of King 
Philip, have a very large fhare in the 
commerce, Ha had all forts of gold 
and filver ítufts, rich filks,  velvcts, 
flowered and plain hats, filk and wortted 
itockings, flight woollen ftuffs of the 
fabrick of dmiens and Rberirts, but chiet- 
ly of Life and Arras, valt quantitics of 
linen, paper, cards, toys, and many o- 
ther things.

jeét was formed of creating him a ib- 
vercignty out of thofe very doininions, 
which a few years before had been gua. 
ranteed whole and entire to the houfe of 
Aujfiria. Befides the crown of Sai», 
to which his eldeft paternal brother 


Was 
the undifputed heir, he already faw his 
eldcr brother of the whole blood in 


polleflion of the crown of the Zz»o Sz. 
cifies, Which he promiíed to re-unite 
with the crown of Spaiz upon the de-- 
mile of a half brother, who had not at 
that time, nor was in expectation of ha- 
ving any ifluc of his own perion. His 
younger brother the churcn had amp!-- 
provided for in the cardinalate, and the 
two opulent bifhopricks ot Teledo and 
Seville, with fair expectations, perhaps, 
of the pontificate hereafter: And would 
not this fuffice for the fons of one fami- 
ly? When three are thus provided for, 
is not the fourth content to be a Prince 
without being a fovereign, content to 
live on the preterments that might be 
iven him in Spziz and France, where 
he may be iurc, in all human probabi- 
lity, of always living either thc íon or 
the brother, the éon-in-law or the Dro- 
ther-in-law of the reigning monarch.?. 
That hismother, a woman of bound- 
leís amkition, while fhe had in herhands 
the adminittration of the Spaz7/7 affairs, 
fhould torm further fthemes for this 
child, is not fo much to bc wondered 
at, as that her views fhould bc clpouicd 
by all the branches of the houfe of 
Ee and tacitly, as it were, admit- 
ed, by all the other powers of Europe : 
For tfíe queition, by what I have ob- 
ferved, has not been whether it was ex- 
pedient that Don Philip fhoald have a 
dominion giyen him (that not being 
difputed) but whether he fheuld have 
one given him out of the fpoils of the 
houio of 247u/lria in Jee, which even 
the heute of Bouréon had guaranteed 
whole and entire sore female heir. 
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But there is no injuftice, no abfurdi- 
ty, which power and ambition will not 
both commit and juitity. 

- NV hatever claim, in /tz/y or ellewhere, 
the late king of Spain, Philip V. had to 
the fucceflion of the emperor Charles 
VI. that claim mutt reft in his eldett 
fon Ferdinand, now reigning, and can 
by no means be transferr'd to his fons 
by the fecond venter, much lefs to the 
iecond of thofe fons, as Don Philp ac- 
tually is. If even Naples and Sicily be 
coníider'd as a part of the 44u/frian fuc- 
ceíhon, Charles now reigns in his elder 
brother’s detriment ; much more would 
Philip do fo, in any thing he might ac- 
quire of that fucceffion. 

In like manner, if the fons of the 
queen corr have, in her right, any 
elaim to the Farzefe fucceffion ot Parra 
and Placentia, that claim mult be in the 
eldeft of them, Charles K. of Naples, 
and not in his younger brother Pb4p, 
the man for whóm there is fo much 
buflle to provide : So that take this mat- 
ter in what light we pleafe, the injuítice 
and abfurdity are ftill notorious. 

If it be after all infifted on, that the 
mott facred right can be alienated (a 
dectrine by no means agreeing with the 
moit exalted notions of kingíhip) the 
alienation made by the infanta, confort 
of Lewis KIV. and great-grandmother 
ro the prefent race of Spani/b princes, 
ought to have been effectual, fince no 
initrument was ever made or f worn to 
with more folemnity. And admitting 
chis, none of the houfe of Bourbon 
could have any right to offefs the leait 
part of thc fucceflion of king Charles II. 
and both the late and prefent king of 
Spain mult be confidered as uiurpers. 

But the right of e n V. it will be 
again urged, tho” long difputed, was at 
lait allow’d, upon a peace, by the em- 
beror Charles Vi. and from that time at 
Iu Philip became legal pofleflor. 
Admitting all this, it will by no means 
help the claim of pn. m children in 
ftaly: For the fame public acts, which 
recognized P%ż/ip for king ot Spain and 
the Indies, recognized allo Charles for 
fovereign of the Milance, Naples, and 
the Netherlands, excluding the 





heufe of 
Bourbon from every thing before held 
by the hquíe of 4u/fria in Italy. So 
that one or the other of thefe pofitions 
 muít be right? Either thoft folemn acts 
of recognition are of perpetual obliga- 
tion, or they are not. If they arg, no 
faccefior of Philip can have a right to 
what he renounced for himfelf and his 
poíterity : If they are not, the claim of 
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the emprefs, as heir of the houfe of su- 


Jiria, is again open to the whole Spazz 


monarchy, as much as the oppolite 
claim can be to thofe parts of it that 
were difmember'd in favour of her fa- 
ther. In particular, fhe has an undoubt- 
cd right to the re-pofleffion of Naples 
and Sici/y, which, after having been 10- 
lemnly ceded to her father, were forci- 
bly taken from him, in violation of 
treaties, to form a fettlement for Don 
Carlos, who, if he fucceeds tothe crown 
of Spain, asin all human probability he 
will, muft otherwife again unitet ofe 
kingdomsto thecrown from which they 
were thus feparated for the common 
benefit. | 

It may be added, that the mother's 
right to Parma and Placentia, upon the 
death of the late duke, and to 7z/ezzy 


upon the extinction of the family of 


Medicis, is {eparate from her coníort's 
claim to the ZAz/ze/e. True :—But 
was not Tz/cany given to the grand duke, . 
now emperor, and did not Parma and 
Placentia,aevolve to the late emperor 
Charles v]. by agreement, in confidera- 
tion of leaving Don Carlos in quiet pof- 
fefhon of the Sicilies ? The right the 
fons of this princeís might otherwile 
have had, being thus extinguifhed by 
cefions and exchanges, it follows, that 
all the war to eftablifh the fecond df 
them has been unjuft, and all the blood- 
fhed on that fidc, within four or five 
years paft, is chargeable on thofe who 
promoted that waron unjuft pretenfions.

Prince Charles of Lorrain has, I 
think, a much better plea than this Don 
Philip to be thus provided for, if it be 
allow'd that all princes who are not born 
to government muft be complimented 
with it.

commander? 
is royal highnefs has, indeed, fome 
provifion made for him by parliament, 
but that is in the character of a fubjgét 
only, which, it feems, will notefatisfy 
Don Philip. He may alfo, for ought I 
know, have a chance to fucceed the 
elector of Cologne in the bifhoprick of 
O/nabruzh,the next alternative to which 
elongs to a proteitant prince of the 
houíe of Brun/wick. But, with refpcét 
to this, nothing can be certain, and his 
royal highnefs has as much right to have 
a war kindled to procure him a fettle- 
ment, as any infant Don in Chriffendom.

Lucetta returns under the window, 
and tells Jacinta that Mr Strictland was 
engaged in a conference with 7c/fer, and 
that 1f fhe* would come down the back 
ftairs, fhe would let her out. 

Fraz//y hearing this advances to de- 
tect the fuppcíed young gentleman as he 
came out, Clurimda alo advances at the 


fame inftant, and di'covering bereit up- ` 


braids Frazė with infidelity, fuppofing 
he was the períon to whom Jvc/uta was 
engaged ; and going in, tells him at part- 
ing that he had teen thc lait both of *Ya- 
cinta and herielf. 

Frankly, by Clarinda’s difcourfe, and 
the name Jacinta, dilcovers that the 
perfon he had been talking to was Pe/- 
lary s miílrcís, and that he had ruined 
his defign; however feeing ‘Jacinta 
come out, hopes to retrieve his friend’s 
fhare in the misfortune by conveying 
her to him: But Bellamy coming up at 
the inftant, is furprizd t feeing a man 
under the window ; Jacinta, throwing 
herfelf into Frankly s arms, immediate- 
ly diícovers her miítake, and fhrieks 
out. Bellamy, by this tim: knowing 
Franky, and conceiving, himiclf to be in- 
jured, would have compclicd bim to 
draw, but for 7^acizta's intrcatics,- who 
telling him that the difturbance and de- 
lay of a quarrel would alarm the family, 
prevent her efcape, and ruin her charac- 
ter, Frank/y and Bellamy part, with an 
appointment to meet on the morrow 
morning for an celaircifement. 

Bellamy conduéts “Jacinta o the chair 
*vhich he had provided, but the men 
not being in the way, before they could 
be found, MrSfric:/end and his fervants, 
alarin'd by Clarinda, appear’d in fight ; 
Bellamy however not" knowing what in- 
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telligence they had, but trufting to thcir 
difguife, puts her into the chair; butMr 
Striciland and his poflc fürrouncing it, 
overpowered Bellamy, and carried back 
the lady. d 

While Mr Szrict/azZ and his fervants 
are thus employ'd, Ranger rambling, as 
he fays, with wine in his head, and 
money in his pocket, in fearch of ad- 
ventures, comes by the window, fees 
the ladder hanging from it, and thc fafh 
up; after a little debate with himíclf, 
whether love or mifchief was going 
forward above, and whether he was 
molt like to fpoilfport or to make it, he 
goesu , gets in at window, and takes 
the da der with him to fecure a retreat 
the fame way. 2. 

Mrs Srictland, to prevent a fufpicion 
of being privy to Jacizta’s eicape, fits 
down in her dreffing-room, and while 
Mr Strict/and was gone begins to un- 
dreís ; Lucetta waiting. f 

Ranger enters the room foftly behind 
them; Mrs Srrictland difpleated with’ 
the freedom Lucetta took in mentioning 
Mr Strictlund’s jealoufy, fends her away 
in anger: Ravxger congratulates his 
fortune on hearing that tl * lady’s hut- 
band is jealous, and the maid’s being 
fent away, difcovers himfelf, adviíes the 
lady to punifh her hufband's fuípicion, 
and huinbly offers her his fervice, ía- 
tisfying her at the fame time how he 
got in. 

This interview is interrupted by Mr 
Striétland’s return with ‘Jacinta; Mrs 
Stritand knowing that nothing would 
Juftify her to her hufband, if he fhould 
finda itranger in her chamber, direéts 
Ranger to go through a paflage into ano- 
ther room, hoping he would find his 
way ito the ftreet before he was dif- 
covered. 

Mr Stri land, as he is driving aciz- 
ta to her chamber, treads on R.zzger’s 
hat; this throws him into a dreadful fit 
of jealoufy, and appears fo ftrong a cir- . 
cumitance, that even ‘Jacinte and Lz- 
cetta begin to fulpeét Mrs Strifiland” s 
virtue; however, Lucetta det -mines 
(according to the duty of a chamber- 
maid) to bring her miitreis off. Accord- 
ingly, fhe privately takes away “Jacinta’s 
hat, and whifpers-herto own the other: 
this it “atagem iuccceds, ‘Jacinta lets Mr 
Sliridlland know that the haz is hers, and 
that he bruih’d it from her fide himfelf, 
ant then trod on it; infinuating at the 
fame time, that he did it on purpofe : 
furntth an occafion of abufing his wite. 
Mr Siri tland, tohis great mortification, 
couid not help confeiling that his fui pi-- 
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cion in this inftance was groundlefs ; 
and, between anger and reconciliation, 
with a kind of ill-natured irony, he 
afks his wife pardon, and thanks Yucinta 
for clearing up his miltake. 

Ranger had, by this time, found his 
way Into "7a2cz/f2's chamber, where, as 
he 1s ruminating on the pait, and doubt- 
ing what ilep to take next, ‘Jacinta en- 
ters with a candle; he retires, fhe, after 
lamenting her ill-tuccels, determines to 
£o down the lidder alone, but as fhe 
approaches the window, tees Ranger ; 
who having, from her foliloquy, diíco- 
ver’d enough of her affairs to know fhe 
Was a woman, immediately urges his 
duit with his ufual eloquence. She is 
lurprizcd ; he is importunate for the fa- 
vour, and at length takes her in his 
arms, upon which ihe buríts into tears, 
and cries out, O! Beam, ccbere ar 
thou now !——Ranger, on hearing Bel 
fay s Mame, pretently recolleéts cir- 
cuniltances enough to convince him 
what miíchief he 1s doing, and that the 
lady he had been making lov to is BeZ- 
dariy s Jacinta: immediately he changes 
his purpofe, difcovers that he knows all 
hera rairs, epeats part of her letter to 
Belew, asa proof of his intimacy with 
him, and declaring that he fhall feel 
more tatisfa¢tion in reltoring her to his 
friend, than in any favour her beauty 
could have beitowed upon him, fhe rc- 
folves to trult herfelf with him; and, 
telling him wiiere ihe was to lodge, they 
defeend the ladder together: about 4 
o clock they arrive at /Vcggo?£'s, whom 
they knock up ; and Roger, atter ipend- 
mg the remainder of the night with 
him over a bottle, is duipatch d to ac- 
quaint Be/Lormy with what had happen- 
ed; but he, meeting with fome adven- 
ture by the way, did not execute his 
comintibon with proper difpatch. 

Frunkl, in an interview. with Br//:- 
ziy, before either of them knew of Ja- 
cuta s cicape with their triend Ranger, 
convinces him that the circumitances 
“vhich had alarmed his jealouly and re- 
Jentine t, the lait night, were merely ac- 
cidental ; but jult as they had exchanged 
mutual forgivencís, and while they are 
sondoling cach other’s misfortune, they

are joined by Luccttas Bellamy imme- 
cliately enquires news of echte, Lau- 
citta, furprized at the quctlion, as think- 
img fhe had been with him, tells him 
that Jacinta elcaped in the night: ccr 
maller faying that Mr Bely had her ; 
hernifirets, that a llranger ; and ii? ies, 
that one Frawk/y went oll with her, for 
hat flac have Uran toccether Upon this 
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Bellamy s jealoufy revives; he fends Lr- 
cette to ieek tor her young miftrefs, and 
drawing on Frankly, obliges him to de- 
fend himfelf; but Ranger coming up at 
the initant puts an end to the rencoun- 
ter, and at length, with the help of 
Jacky Meggot, he joins them preicntly 
afterwards, unravels the myitery, and 
relates his adventure with another lady 
in the fame houfíe; but tells the {tory in 
fuch a manner as draws both Be(lzmy and 
Frankly"s relentment upon him; thc 
one growing jcalous at his bcing alone 
with Jacizta, the other imagining that 
the lady he engaged in her dreiling- 
room was Clarinda; however, coming 
toa right underitanding at lait, Bellary 
haitens home with AZeegor, to rid "feciz- 
ta of her fears; Frankly goes to make 
up matters with Cfirinda 3 and Rawzer 
tO pick up a wench. 

Clarinda, at the fame time, is taking 
leave of Mr Stric?lind's family, judging 
rightly that Mr Srrictland would think 
every minute an age till fhe was gonc, 
after flaying outio late the night bciore ; 
and to indulge her refentment againit 
Franky, occationed by the lait nights 
miitakes, orders Lucetta not to let him 
know whither fhe was remov’d. 

Soon after fhe \ cone, Frank?

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folly and mittake ; but he {till perfifts 
in thinking it was for his wife, and that 
it was directed to Clorinda only to blind 
him, if by chance it fhould fall into 
his hands. 
From this moment he refolves upon a 
eparation from his wife, allots her a 
maintenance, and writes a letter to her 
brother in the country, to whom fhe was 
going, informing him what a filter he is 
to receive, and how to bid her wel- 
come. 
While he is acquainting Mrs Strict- 
Zand with the contents of this letter, his 
fervant Te/fer brings him the following

Mr StrizMazd refolving to accept the 
invitation, as foon as hc 1s gone Lucetta 
tells Mrs Striétland that “Jacinta and Mr 
Bellamy defired fhe would alfo go; that 
Clarinda, Frankly, and the gentleman 
who was in her room lait night would 
be there. Mrs Szriz/z4, hoping by 
their means to do herielf juitice, follows 
Mr Striét/and to Mr Meggot’s. 

In the mean time, — ;z2ez, who was 
upon the look-out for a fille de joy, fol- 
lows the chair which was carrying C/.- 
rinda (who was his coufin) to her new 
lodgings, watches her into the houfe, is 
encouraged by iceing a bill upon the 
door, and goesin after her. 

Clarinda knowing him, and bei e per- 
fuaded he did not know het, refo ves to 
have iome fport with him, and. to fa- 
vour her delign puts on a mafk ; Aazzer 
addrefles her with the rhetoric natural 
to him on fuch occafions, and when fhe 
has wrought him up to a proper pitch, 
fhe difcovers herfelf : after a little rail- 
lery on both fides, tea -is called for; 
while it is coming, he falls into a recital 
of his lait night’s adventure with a lady

D M:ego”s, to difcover the truth of the 
affair: Jacinte being informed by Raz- 

er of his itratagem (who got there be- 
ore Clurinda”s mefienger) tends fuch an * 
anfiver back as brings Clarinda to Meg- 
got’sin a chair. Frankly is concealed 
in another room to favour their defign. 
Clarinda comes, and ‘Jacinta mentions 
Frankly to her, fo as that fhe could not 
forbear betraying her affection by her 
concern, ancl then diícovers the friendly 
fraud, calls Franzk/y in, and, with Raz- 
ger”s alliftance, improves thefe circum- 
itances fo well as to perfect a reconcilia- 
tion, and rally the lady into good-hu- 
mour. 

All that remains now is to fave Frank- 
ly from thé tyranny of a fine lady, in- 
clined to play the coquet through a te- 
dious courtfhip, and to remove Mr 
Strictlands dutpicion concerning the 
letter. 

To effect both thefe, Ranger informs 
CArrinda that Frunk/y’s letter to her 1s 
fallen into Mr Serict/azd's hands ; that, 
blinded by his fufpicion, he had read 
it tọ all he company below, and that, 
if (ome ftop was not put to it, he would 
read it in all the coffee-houfes in Lozdoz.

44$ particular Account of the Infur- 
reflion at GENOA ; from a pa- 
per printed at Ratifbon in Germa- 
ny, Dec. 27, 1746, by the Empe- 
ror’s Authority.

N December 5, a company of 
imperial cannoneers drew out of 
the arfenal at Genoa a train of artille- 
ry, deftin’d for the fervice of the army 
in Provence. Chance, curiofity, or, 
very poflibly, fome other confiderati- 
on, had drawn together a great num- 
ber of porters and chairmen, who 
look'd on with an eye, that mightbe 
faid to repeat what had been whifper- 
ed fome days before, that the liberty 
of tbe Republick and ber cannon could 
fuddenly depart together.

The doge and fenate, during this 
fufpenfion of arms, fent an officer of 
their troops to the Marquis de Botta, 
to allure him, that they had no part 
at all in this event, and that they were 
ready to do whatever he fhould think 
fit to command them. The marquis 


had orders to return to their work. F gave them inítru tions to arm the fol- 


The fame fort of fpectators shat look- 
ed on the day before were *got toge- 
ther again, but in greater numbers, 
and all of them provided with fire- 
arms. They came to blows, no bo- 
dy can ell how. An officer and 
nineteen grenadiers were killed, and 
the reit obliged to retire. [he fol. 
lowing night was very quiet, asindeed 
the former had been, and as if o- 
thing extraordinary had pafled in ei. 
ther of the days before. 

On the 7th, the fenate ordered fif- 
ty men, of the troops of the repub- 
lick, to take poft at the gate of B:- 
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diers of the republick, who, to the 
number of 4 or 5000, were in and a- 
bout the city, to the end that they the 
next day might fall upon the re- 
volters, on the fignal given for the 
imperiad troops on their fide to begin 


G the attack. 


The Genoefe ofucer employed in 
this negotiation, had been formerly in 
the fervice of the houfe of 4Xufiria. 
He was the fame perfon who com- 
manded at W;/z under General Dox- 


y af, and who was difcharged, as all 


the world knows, when the other Jop 
his head at Belgrade. 


Y On 
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On the 8th, agreeable to the an- 
{wer given by thatofficer, the imperi- 
al infantry entered into Genoa, prece- 
ded by about 100 horfe, and fome 
companies of grenadiers. ‘lhe muti- 
neers faluted them with their cannon, 
charged with cartridge-fhot, and made, 
from the pofts which they had occupi- 
ed, fo brifk, fo regular, and fo continual 
a fire, that other meafures would have 
certainly been taken, if the diverfion 
concerted with the fenate had not hi- 
therto been relied on. However, 
fome pofts were forced, and a good 
many prifoners taken, among whom 
were found Gezoefe officers in difguife, 
and abundance of very honelt gentle- 
men from the gallies, who very 
frankly owned they had their liberty 
given them, upon condition of bear- 
ing arms againít the imperialifts. But 
the inhabitants in the fuburbs begin- 
ning alfo to rife, and the number of 
revolters in the city increafing every 
moment, inftead of diminifhing, the 
imperialilts were obliged to retire fight- 
ing, without being able to withdraw 
nine companies of grenadiers and fu- 
zileers, of which two were in the 
mole, and feven in the Bifaguo. ‘They 
were likewife obliged to abandon their 
magazines, and a great part of their 
baggage and equipage; among the 
reft the marquis de Botta, and count 
C bo?ec£,commiiflary - general, loft theirs. 
But as the only point in queition was 
to fecure the communication with Lor- 
bardy, the fingle p5int kept in view 
was the gaining the país of the Bo- 
chetta, and taking fuch a pofition as 
might admit of waiting for the fuc- 
cours neceflary for recovering Genoa ; 
aud this was accordingly executed in 
the night between the 8th nd oth, 
before the inhabitants of Poncevera 
could make themfelves mafters of the 
defiles. 

Some days before this infurrection 
there had been very great debates in 
an affembly of the fenate, on the fub- 
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jeét of the fubfiftence of the imperial A 


troops. 'Ihe minds of the fenators 
were fo heated upon this occafion, that 


‘were drawn in, 
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they were very near coming to blows. 
The doge feeing that the party that 
oppofed the demands of the imperialiíts 
were a third ftronger than they that 
were for complying with that demand, 
adjourned the debate without putting 
any queltion. But having been ın- 
formed foon after, that a lfenator went 
to the marquis Ze Botta, and defired 
him to take the republic under her im- 
perial majefty's protection, and had 
received for aníwer, that he had no 
orders upon that head, his ferenity 
thought fit to fend him to prifon, as a 
betrayer of the public liberty. ‘This 
ftep, which had a very rigorous ap: 
pearance, heightened the uneafinefs 
and ill humour of the people, who 
were already enough diípofed to take 
fire ; and joined to the infinuations ot 
officers up and down the town, who 
were very defirous of difappointing 
the expedition into Provence, by mak- 
ing a diverfion of a new kind, brought 
about the darling fcheme o a general 
infurrection, by which the populace 
to hazard all the little 
they have left, ia favour of thoíe for 
whom they have facrificed all they 
have loft ; as if the way to get out of 
prefent difficulties was obitinately to 
perfift in that road, by which they 
were brought into them. 

If to thefe reflections we add, that 
it is impoflible 6 or -7ooo people 
fhould get together as it were in anin- 
ftant at the ringing of a bell, if they 
had not previoufly agreed to rife upon 
thatfignal: If we give a due atten- 
tion to another circumítance, which 
was, that the firt ftep that the people 
took after they rofe, was to poflefs 
themfelves of that gate  precifely, 
which proved of the greafeít confe- 
quence to them in the courfe of the 
infurrection : If we remark, that 
they plundered only a very few pala- 
ces, and thoíe belonging to feveral 
families, that there were reaíons they 
fhould plunder: If wetake notice of 
the inaction of the troops of the re- 
publick, notwithftanding the mea- 
fures concerted with the fenate on 

the 
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the 7th: If we remember, that their 
officers in difguife were taken among 
the prifoners, and on what terms the 
galley-flaves were releafed : and laft 
of all, if we call to mind, that expe- 
dient which has fo little of a vulgar 
notion in it, of fecuring the letters at 
the poft-office, in order to be apprifed 
of the intelligence given and received, 
it is not poflible for us to avoid per- 
ceiving that more than the common 
people were in the fcheme, efpecially 
as fome letters were received from 
Genoa, dated Dec. 3, written by fome 
ladies, which intimated that a defign 
of great confequence was in agitation, 
and that a few days would make it 
appear, that low as Genoa was fallen, 
fhe was not totally abandoned by Hea- 
ven, or by her allies. 


As it is very furprizing, that the 
Marquis de Botta and the Germans, 
avhe muft bave known how often this 
city b. banged its government and 
mafiers, did not take proper precau- 
tions to guard againfi fuch an event, 
ity «will not be amifs to give our 
readers a [kort biflory of this fate. 


H E territory of Gezoz compre- 
hends the country antiently 
called Liguria Maritima ; it was pof- 
fefled by the Romans, by right of 
congueft. On the ruin of their em- 
pire it fell into the hands of the Lon- 
gobard; or Lombards ; and when their 
kingdom was ruined by Charlemagne, 
it fubmitted to him and his fucceflors ; 
till in 1099 the inhabitants threw off 
the yoke of foreigners, and the city 
chofe confuls to governtheir republick. 
This is the ara from whence they 
date thcir liberty, and whence it ap- 
pears, that this commonwealth is near 
650 years old ; ‘hey have, however, 
changed their government often, and 
more frequently their mafters.  'lgncy 
have been many times fubdued ; 
fometimes reduced alimoft to the con- 
dition of flaves ; but fooner or later 
they have fhook off the yoke, and re- 
cavered their liberty. 
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In 1257 they rejected their confuls, 
and choíe a prefident. Five years af- 
ter they reítored their confuls; who 
continued till 1339, when a popular 
faction chofe a duke; who fome time 
after was banifhed, but was reflored a- 
gain, and fucceeded by 15 or 16 o- 
ther dukes, who reigned about 33 
years. After this they fubmitted to 
the French in 1396. About 13 years 


p after they maflacred the French, and 


fubmitted to the Marquis of AZozz/ez- 
rat. In 1413 they revclted from 
him, and chofe elective dukes. One 
of them, Thomas Fregoffa, religned it 
in 1421 to the Duke of Milan. In 
1435 theGenoefe recovered their liber- 
ty ; and were governed by their dukes 
till 1458, that they recalled the 
French; whom they drove out again 
three years after. For three years 
more they were governed by feven 
fucceflive dukes. ‘Chen they fubmit- 
ted again to the dukes of Milan. 
They fhook them off again in 1478. 
After which, they were governed by 
dukes of their own till 1488, that they 
fubmitted again to the Dukes of Mz- 
Zim. Lewis XII. of France took 
this town in 1499. It revolted in 
1506; but was retaken {word in hand 
by the French king that fame year, 
when the people cried for mercy, 
which was granted. The French king 
placed a governor there; but they 
drove him out in 1512, and chofe a 
duke, whom the French drove out 
next year. In a month after they 
were again expelled, but foon reftored 
by means of Ofavian Fregofa, who 
governed them till 1522, when he 
was drove out by the Marquis de Pef- 
cara, general for the emperor 
Charles V. 

While the affairs of Genoa were in 
this fluctuating fituation. there was a 
native of that city at the head of a 
fmall fleet, which he fo managed as 10 
catt the fcale, in Jta/y at leatt, be- 
tween the two great powers of France 
and Spain; and though he changed 
fides often, yet he never changed his 
principle of love to his coantry. This 

was 
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was the great and good .A4adrew Do- 
ria. He was in the fervice of the 
Fr. K. Francis 1. at the time this laft 
revolution happened, but he foon re- 
covered the city from out of the hands 
of the /mp-riatifis, and reftored it to 
the Frezcb, who might have kept it, 
if they had kept him; but from the 
natural vanity and violence of that na- 
tion, they attributed all things to 
themfelves, treated the Gzze/e ill, and 
Andrew Doria worfe, Upon this, he 
quitted the Frezcb, and went over to 
the /mperialifis. In 1527 he preíent- 
ed himfelf with his gallies before the 
port of Genoa, with 500 foot foldiers 
on board, and enter'd without refift- 
ance. Theodore drivule, marfhal of 
France, and governor of Genoa, foon 
found himfelfinveited by 40,000Gezo- 
efe. He made a gallant defence, but 
was obliged by famine to furrender. 
The Genoefe then oftered the fove- 
reignty to Andrew Daria, and the em- 

eror prefled him to accept it ; but 

e would have his country abfolutely 
free, He eftablifhed 28 families of 
the old nobility, and to them joined 
24 of the new, and put the repub- 
lick in a condition of recovering Sz- 
vona, Ovada, Nowi, and Gavi, 
which rendered their territories round 
and compleat; and afterwards efta- 
blifhed that form of government that 
has lafted ever fince. 

But in the firít night of 1547, the 
young Count of Lavagna at once 
made himíelf mafter wmf the city, kil- 
led the nephew of Doria, and feized 
the gallies; but flipping in the dark 
between two, and being heavily ar- 
med, he was drowned. On this 
old Doria, iffuing from his palace 
with a few followers, difperfed the 
confpiraters, and reftored the repub- 
licia to its freedom a {fecond time. 
‘The emperor advifed him to build a 
Citade], to awe the place, and prevent 
fuch accidents for the future; but 
he declined it, and died, as he had 
lived, with unblemithed reputation. 

In 1573, the old and new nobi- 
lity quarrelled, which eccañoned a 
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fedition, attended with fome acts of 
violence ; but an agreement was 
brought about, which kept all things 
quiet till 1624 3 when the King of 


A France, and the Duke of Savoy, en- 


D 
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tered into a fecret agreement to fhare 
the dominions of the republick  be- 
tween them ; but a confpiracy, which 
was to have preceded,being diícovered, 
the D. of Savoy was pleafed to accept 
of 60,000 crowns of gold, in lieu of 
his pretenfions. Yet in 1672 thefe 
were revived, and a war began, by 
which both parties loft confiderably ; 
which induced them to make a peace. 

From hence the Genoe/e being ob- 
liged to take fome part in the affairs 
of Jtaly, were conftantly attached 
to the houfe of 4ufria, who having 
borrowed from them large {ums upon 
the taxes in the kingdom of Naples, 
had wifely bought them with their own 
money. ‘This fo provoked Leaves 
XIV, that in 1684 he fent a fquadron 
to bombard their city, wh -educed 
them to fuch diftrefs, that they were 
obliged to fubmit to the terms pre- 
{cribed them, and to fend their doge, 
and four principal fenators, to beg his 
moft chrittian majeity’s pardon, tho’ 
they had never injured him. 

In the laft general war they endea- 
vóured to maintain a neutrality, in 
order to avoid giving offence to either 
party. But this fucceeded very indif- 
ferently: We tools their fhips, from 
a perfuafion that their cargoes belong- 
ed to French merchants ; and his molt 
chriftian majefty Leavis XIV. declared 
their veffels good prize, becaufe the 
Imperial officers and foldiers were 
tranfported in them, tho” they could 
not help it. At the clofe of that war 
the Gezoefe purchafed the marquifate 
of Final, to which they always pre- 
tended a right, from the late emperor 
Charles Vl. and the duke of Sawoy, 
wha fe troops were then in pofleflion of 
that country, evacuated it to them, 
eand it was afterwards moit folemnly 

fecured to them by the treaty of Utrecpt. 

No doubt this people thought 
themfelves highly injured by the arbi- 

l trary 
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erary difpofal of their territory to the 
king of Sardinia, by the treaty of 
Forms dn 1743, (when there was no 
caufe of complaint againtt them ;) a- 
gainft which all their remonftrances in 
rcpeated memorials, at the courts of 
Vienna and London, could not obtain 
redreís. lo this may be added 
fome other motives, which, when laid 
together, were, perhaps, of no lefs 
eficacy to induce them to take part 
with the enemies of the houfe of 4u- 
ftria; fuch asthe eftates of fome of their 
leading nobility being in the kingdom 
of Naples, the great debt contracted 
by Spain to the bank, but efpecially 
the unpromifing afpect of the Aufri- 
an affairs in 7/1aly, juft before the re- 


publick lent her affliitance to the houfe 
of Bourbon.

“The fe- 
cond fort has been juitly compar’d to 
buff leather both for its colour and 
toucbneís; wien it is very bad, it ac- 
quites ficha rdnels on its hirfáce, as 
not to be penetrated even with a tharp 
initrument. dn therrirdiort, the gru- 
mous part of the biood collects ittelf into 
almott a perfect globe, with avery {mall 
iurfice, and that hard and impencetra- 
tov; the under part likew1te hi$ near the 
Lr.neis and folidity of fisth, and cuts 
inc a piece of liver. | ivioit people up- 
Gap catenins cold, or A itoppagce of per- 
ipiritiin, contra t a nae blood, which it 
nesbsctad doon acqatres the property o 
tie gecond tort, becomes hard and tough, 
5d thei: they are veneraly attended 
with a pleurity.peripneumonv, TRETIA- 
tick pains, or dome our itilanimatery 
diienrper, la wach thao  meeelüty al 
ez tere peptike y i wo rn; but 
LTE LEET rush ithe Eet or 
Ett ID OD Totem, bleeding has not 
been continued thi tie Jizinels Gap- 
veat ly thois people generally reiapic,

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lingering illnefs, which, if not timely 
reliev'd by repeated bleedings, moitly 
ends in death. But what I would prin- 
cipally remark is this; that 1 have fre- 
uently obferv’d that people of a lax 

bre arc liable to contract a itate of ii- 
zy blood without any, or very little 

ain, and thefe chictly fuffer becaute 
Bleeding is fcarce thought neceilary, 
though full as expedient as in a pleuriiy, 
or any other inilammatory diitem per. 
As to the third fort of blood mention’d, 
this is feldom icen, becaule the patient 
generally dies before it arrives at tucha 
compaétneis. Whoever conliders what 
muít be the neccilary confequence of 
having fizy blood, muft necds fee it 
muit occafion the moit direful obftruéti- 


ons; or it the patient liveslong enough, 
by its long itagnation in the fmaller 


veflels, it at length putrefies, and occa- 
ions the worlt of fevers, not much un- 
like the plague iticlf ; and this feems to 
be the caie of theie cattle which die of 
the prefent reigning diítempef amongit 
them, it having been obterv'd that they 
{tink intolerably, even belore they are 
dead, and then the diltemper is highly 
infectious. ‘his diltemper of dizy 
blood is much commoner to the inhabi- 
tants of this ifland, than is generally 
imagin'd; and when it arrives at fuch a 
degree of hardneis on its furface, as not 
to be penctrated, cannot be reliew’'d, 
by any method or medicine, but fre- 
quent bleeding, till it becomes more 
tender. [ am perfuaded, many uicful 
lives might be fav’d if this was duly 
artended to, and in many cafes, though 
unattended with pain, if a imall guan- 
tity of blood was to be taken away for 
iryul,and tound iizy, thote people would 
{tind a much better chance by relying 
upon bleeding only, than any courle ot 
bb yitck. All medicines which occafion 
any fort of cvacuations feem to increale 
the fivineis of the blood, by leflenin: 
the quantity of the ferum. Any perfon 
that has fizy blood may with great tafc- 
ty lote fix or eight ounces ance a 
Wech, ©° oftner, if pain or any troubl-- 
fome fvmptom make it neceflary, even 
to an hundred ounces and more; bu: 
it they leave off bleeding betore the 
biood becomes tender, it is all to no 
purpote ; 11 they are able to go abroad; 
ridings on horie back will greatly ait, 
together with a diluting diet. 1f anv 
one know a medicine which would tate 
off duch fizinets of the blood without 
tuch excellive bleeding, he wou'd me 
rit the thanks of many thout:nds by 
mahing it publich; for, befides the pre- 
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udice which moft people conceive a- 
Bainit fuch frega it bleedings, itis in 
itielf attended t ith iome inconvenien- 
cies, and not always with fucceis. But 
if any think themielves in pofleflion of 
fuch a medicine, let them make a fair 
tryal after once bleeding only, where 
the blood on its furface is hard and im- 
penetrable, and it the patient recovers, 
and upon taking away a little blood it be 
found found and good, then, I think, 
they may fairly fay, they are in pollet- 
lion of the beft medicine in the world. 
Where the blood is only fimply fizy, 
once or twice bleeding with the ufual 
method of practice generally relieves ; 
but in the fecond and third fort of blood, 
vv here it is hard and impenetrable on its 
turface, all known medicines icem to 
lafe their effeét, even bliitering how 
icrviceable foever in the beginning here 
proves uiclefs : The neutral falts whe- 
ther natural or artificial are much too 
weak, the volatile falts carry off too 
much ferum by fweat, as do the fixt 
ones by urine, to be of any fervice; nor 
is it fafe to ule iteel,or any other medicine 
that has a heating property ; the rough- 
cr preparations of mercury and antimo- 
ny are equally dangerous. Ina word 
whoever is fo unhappy as to contract 
fuch a ftate of hard fizy blood, m my 
opinion, would do better to truft wholly 
to bleeding, and a very thin and flender 
diet, abitaining from all meat and the 
broth of it, al fermented and ipiritu- 
ous liquors, and keeping as much as poí- 
fible from bed. Many pcople labour- 
ing under chronical difeates, fome_(as 
it is called for want of a name expreilive 
enough) under a complication of di- 
tempers, will upon examination find 
they have fizy blood, which if not had 
“esard to, can expeét ittle benefit from 
snethod or medicine. “The great enco- 
miums that have been betow’'’d upon 
tar-watcr, made me hope it might do 
something in the cate ot iizy biood; but 
upon the moft diligent ooiervations I 
have been able to make, could never 
find it of any iervicc where the blood 
is impenetrable; fo that I hav always 
been rore’d to have recouríc to bleed- 
ing again, though I muft confeís it 
ieems to have a coniiderable effect in 
the beginning before the blood becomes 
zoo hard, and at the latter end when 
the blood begins a little to relent; fo 
‘hat thole people who depend jo much 
upon the ule of tar-water would do well 
to exainine the itate of their blood, and 
if found fizy not wholly to relie on it. 
The follo.ving i: a auch mere 1greca- 
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ble medicine, not oflenfive to the nic cft 
palates, and will aniwer allthe purpoies 
as well, if not better than tar-w ater, 1f ai- 
filled with bleeding where fizy blood 
makes it neceflary. 

‘Take the rind of four or five frefh 
well fcented lemons or Seville oranges 
pared as thin as poflible, put them into 
a filver tankard or iome fuch veflc]l, and 
pour upon them a quart of rain or {oft 
river water, made hot, but not to boil, 
let them ftand clofe cover'd till it is al- 
moit cold, or but as warm as milk from 
the cow, then pour the clear liquor up- 
on four ounces of the fineit Vezice tur- 

entine, ftirring it well for an hour, let 
it fand cover'd for twenty four hours, 
then itrain it through a Hanne! for ule, 
to be ufed in the fame manner and doie 
as tar-watcr. `

R ANDERSON was born at Harz- 

burgh, March 14,1674. His fa- 
ther, a rich merchant, fent him to travel 
under a learned governor. He was a 
very curious and knowing perton, par- 
ticularly in the antient Northern lan- 
guages, and in natural hiitory, and a 
great coletor of rarities, eipecially 
from the North. He had no leis pene-

tration in politics and civil intereits, he G 


became chief burgomatter, and was 
employ’d by his citizens in feveral em- 
bailies, which gave him opportunsics 
of enriching his colleétion with new 
curiofities. He affifted at the congre{s 
of Baden in 1713 in behalf of his coun- 
try, concluded a very : nta: 
treaty of peace with Leris XY im the 
frit year of his ran, and was otfer'd 
an employment at the Briti/> court by 


C perpetual inows ; 
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King George I. foon after his acceflion, 
1n confideration of his inent qualities, 
but declinedit. Hedyd te 17455 
aged 70, leaving a numerous family in 
very good circumftances. A multitude 
of ichemes and fketches of works were 
found among his papers, but none fi- 
nifh'd except that before us, on which 
he had labour'd with great ardor and 
application, having furnifh'd himtelf 
with inftruétions from merchants and 
other voyagers to the North, and filled 
his cabinet with animals and other rari- 
ties from thencc. 

l/eland (with which his work begins) 
is onc of the.largeft iflands in the world, 
being near 180 leagues in length, and 
So in breadth where broadeit. Ir is 
encompuíled on all fides with numbers 
of lefler illes, and abounds with rock- 
and mountains covered with ice and 
thete rocks wre often 
torn from their feats by the violence of 
the waters, and render the roads im- 
practicable. 

Earthquakes are not fo uncommon 
here as in other northern countries, lince 
the ifland has its Volcano, or burning; 
mountain (Hech) which was believ 3 
the only one in thole cold regions, til 
another was diicover'd, zo 1732, in 
the ifle of May. “The other mountains 
of the ifland ieem to have been of the 
fame kind, as almott all of them carry 
marks of combuftions which they had 
fuffer'd in former ayes 3 neither hax - 
they yet cntirely changed their nature, 
for not above 25 yearsago a new Volca 
no vomited out Hames, and large frag - 
ments of rocks towards Portiands Bay ;

Mech is every where known,and therc- 
fore we {hail oniy relate a curiciity 
Which we learn from none but M. .¥= - 
arlon, Who takes notice of a burning 
lake that fends forth gentle flames pretty 
regularly for 15 daystogether, and that 
this paroxvím returns thrice a year. 

V volcanos have a natural relation to 
hot baths: T hus l/urius had the 
Baie of the antients in its neighbour 
hood, aud /e/and is full of Springs na- 
turally very hot, bubbling up like a 
boiling pot, lo that meat has been drefs- 
ed therein. “This mixture of hot wa- 


advantageous f] ters, and eternal ínows, is very extra- 


ordinarv. l ; 
The molt curious mincral of J slira 
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is its cryítal, which has employ'd the 
wreateft naturali s of the lait age, Huy- 
gens and Newton. ‘There is aito jet, 
which is very hard, and ftrikes fire with 
the iteel like agate ; it feems to bea vi- 
trify'd fubttance, produced by the fub- 
terraneous fire ef that ifland. ‘ 

They have fulphur, or brimftone, in 
abundance ; and they meet with lumps 
of virgin fulphur, as big as one’s fit, 
in maríhy places. ‘This commodity 
might be made an article of commerce 
of the ifland, fince they fend away 
near 300 tons of it every year to Copen- 
bagen. But the pealants oppofe thefe 
works, becaufe they divert them from 
better employment, and wafte that time 
which fala be fpent only in their fi- 
fhery ; this is their hufbandry, as they 
draw their fubfiftence not from the gifts 
of the earth, but from the bounty of 
Ohe fea. Befides, they have an odd 
perfuafion that fulphur drives away the 
tifh, and that they fly and avoid the ve- 
ry road rhat holds a fhip laden with 
dulphur. 

‘he vegetables make no great article; 
trees arc rare, but you fee here and thcre 
tome bad willows, or juniper fhrubs. 
‘The foil, however, is not quite fteril as 
in Groenland, fince it produces graís ; 
and there are even very fine and rich 
paftures by the fides of brooks and tor- 
rents, which ferve to feed vaft numbers 
of íheep, that make part of the com- 
merce of the ifland. Cochlearia (ícurvy- 
grais) an infallible gen? for the fcur- 
vy ; the Lichen Eryngii Folio (a kind of 
Liverwort, with a leaf like Éryzgo) and 
the Alza marina (afort of íca-wecd) are 
the moitufeful herbs. This laft is call- 
ed Sol by the inhabitants ; under its 
leaves there cryitallifes a kind of {weet 
falt, which they honour with the name 
of tugar, and feed their cattle with it 
when hay is icarce ; the people them- 
felves,who cannot be fuppofed very nice 
of taite in thefe climates, eat it alfo. 

The moit remarkable animal in //e- 
land, is a kind of little horfes peculiar 
to this (land. and pretty much ån ule a- 
mong young princes and nobles, when 
they learn to ride. 

The fheep who happen not to be 
houfed in winter, are lomerimes furpri- 
íod with the fnow ; in this cxtremity, 
they know, by a particular inttinét, the 
beft way to preferve thcir lives. “fhe 
huddle all together into a round clofe 

‘body, the united heat of which melts 
the fnow, and raifes a train of vapours, 
that directs the Ihepherd to the place 
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where his flock is bury'd *; he haftens 
thither, removes the fnow, and oftem 
comes time enough to fave thefe poor 
creatures. The /e/and fhecp have a- 
nother peculiarity, which is, that many 

have or. and fome eight 
horns, and this is the more obfervable 
in that thofe few oxen and cows which 
live on the land have none. . ; 

The manner in which the inhabitants 
kil the animals whofe flefh they cat 1s 
very particular, and a true anatomical 
experiment. ‘hey take a Ímall narrow 
knife, and thruft 1t between the head 
and the firft vertebra of the neck ; this 
wound penetrates the fpinal marrow, 
and the beaft falls dead on the fpot. No 
corn grows in the whole ifland,and they 
keep no poultry, but birds of prey are 
in great abundance; from hence are 


C brought the fineít falcons in the world. 


E make its neft. 
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The king of Denmark fends every year 
an officer of his game to fetch them, and 
allows him a good falary ; the price of a 
white falcon is ten crowns. Owls 
abound án this country, where the 
length of the nights gives them a fair 
occafion of exercifing their talents. M. 
Anderjor had one as whi s {now 

from which he took a drawing. i 
the rocks and infeéts about the ifland are 
full of fea-fowls; hence come the fineft 
downs, which are the plumage Of a, 
bird called Aidur or Eider ; the beft of 
it is what this fowl] pulls from itfelf to 
à Thefe birds lay their 
eggs in fmall crevices of the rocks, and 
places inacceflible to any but //e/anders, 
whom neceility teaches the art of clam- 
bering up the fteepelt rocks, forthe fake 
of thofe eggs, and the dam befides 
when they can furprize her. 

. But though the land of //eland befte- 
ril and unfruitful, its barrennefs is am- 
ply recompenfed by the fecundity of the 
ieas about it, which are full of innume- 
rable fhoals of fifh, that make almoft the 
whole of its commerce. M. Anderjon 
here enlarges much upon the herring, 
the merchandize of which, he iays, 
is worth more than the minesaf Peru. 

o. Cod, or ftock-fifh more abound in 
theíe feas than any other kind, and 
make the principal article of their fifhe-

a An old foldier- relates that in Flander, 
which bas fo often been thc feat of war, the 
inhabitants not only dug holes in the earth to 
hide their riches, but plowed and fowcd the 
ground but that Heke places were difcover- 
able in amorning by the want of dew upon 
the corn, as thefe fheep by the vapour from 
their breath. 
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ry. They flit the cod in two lengthways,

"The Northern meteors are no curiofi- 
ty here 5 the Aurora Borealis fhines eve- 
Ee night, and, in fome meafure, fupplies 
the long abience of the fun, whic 
feems to leave the inhabitants of the 
North with fome regret, and may be 
feen longer than is warranted by the 
rules of aítronomy ; and even during 
the longeít winter’s night communicates 
a luítre, which makes a kind of day, 
that laíts an hour and half in four and 
twenty. The northern cold prevents 
not the rifing of  exhalations, fince 
thunder and tempeíts are more common 
in winter than fummer. Spring and 
autumn are banifh'd from thcíe climates. 
A long and tedious winter fucceeds a 
tummer, .zhich begins not till towards 
the end of June, and hardly lafts till 
September z fome of the hardett froits are 
in April. (Ses Pol. 1x. p. 14.) 

fle author endeavours to gives us 
an exaét idea of the inhabitants ; they 
nearly relemble the Groewlamders, but 
by their commerce with Exropcans they 
{ecm to have contraéted fome of our vi- 
ces, befides iome of their own natural 
defeéts. | Drunkenneís is predominant 
among them; all ages and fexes are 
much addiéted to drinking of brandy, 
though adulterated with a naulcous 
mixture of train-oil or bad whey.. 

‘The natives are however very robuft, 
hardy, and inienfible to all injuries ot 
the air.  JDiftem pers are very rare a- 
mong them, and would be more 1o, 
were it not for their bad diet. “Vhey 
are wholly dettitute of bread, and live 
only on fifh, or Defi half putrefied. 
Thete alcaline aliments are not duly cor-

Their flo” 
venlinefs is infupportable ; this, indeed, 
1s the moft general fault of the northern 
people, though excuicable in iome inea- 
iure from the impoflibility of kceping 
themíclves clean and neat during the 
long imprilonment in which they are 
confined by the fnows and icc. ‘I hcir 
_abitations are very mean and defpica- 
ble; they make them under ground, to 
avoid the winds ; their height is not a- 
bove 10 or 11 feet, their breadth fix, 
their length twenty, and a cow's allan- 
tois t ferves initead of glaís to cover 
ome imall holes, which deferve not the 
name of windows. 

They are meer cowards, like the 
Grocnlanders and Laplanders, and could 
never be made foldiers. “heir floth 
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“and indolence are almoft invincible: 


none here learns a trade, but is obliged 
to provide himielt with every little ne- 
ceflary, with which we are fo readily 
furnifhed by our artificers. 

Their trade is managed by truck, or 
bartering one commodity for another. 
The current money confíifts in dry'd 
fih, which muft weigh two pounds, 
valu’d at 6 Hollard duits, and all tums 
are cítimated on that footing. 

‘The prevailing or rather only reli- 
sion is what they call the Luthera. 
M. .Tnderfjor  confciles, with forrow, 
that it has wrought no great change in 
the hearts ot the inhabitants ; and he is 
fenfible that the Ytlarders are fubiect to 
moit vices of which the corrupt humar 
nature is capable. Impurity, unknowr: 
among the Groc#lumacrs, (Wir Egeas 
makes an exception at their mafguerades 
Sce Pel. xi11. p. 643 D? prevails here, 
and formerly it was under the protecti- 
on ef the laws. 

The revenuc. of this ifland are no 
more than 28,000 piaiters. ‘Ihe king 
exacts, in licu of all his rights, 40 fifi, 
or about 34 Dutch fous, ot every inha- 
bitant worth above 20 rixdollars.

in cold water, and work it with the 
hands, repeating this operation till the 
earth is quite wafhed from it, and the 
threads appear free ahd diftinét. After 
this they dry the icparated threads, work 
them with a pair of cards almoft like 
cotton, them fpin it, wetting the fingers 
with oil inftead of water, and the wea- 
ver finifhes the piece. à 

Our author has a very Iong and. mi- 
nute deícription of 15 fpecies of whales. 
"That of the Nerwhale he defcribes from 
his own obfrvations upon one of them 
taken in the E%.

f. 596 and 641. alfo Vol. xv. p. 376.) many 
curious paflages from M. ve defcription of 
Groenland, which Mr Anjlerfon has tranflated 
from the Danifh, and inferted in his work, 
but has added fevera! things worthy notice.

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T'he hiftory of the cachelot (the fpcr- 
ma ceti whale) is very remarkable. M. 
Anderjon has given an anatomical de- 
tail of that , taken from the injudi- 
cious relations of feamen. The author 
fays pofttively that the branches of the 
veflels containing that medicinal liquor 
caH’d fperma ceti, extend themíelves 
from the cavity of the cranium to al 
the extremities of the body, and that it 
is found between the muícles of cavi- 
ties, and little vefrcles whrch are full of 
it. This aníwers to the {mall tubes of 
the membrana ecllulofa, which ars ex- 
tended on all fides between the mui- 
cles, and are no way related to the 
brain. So that the fpernia ceti xs not the 
produce of the brain of this animal, aœ- 
cording to thc common opinion, but of 
its fat. 4 The figure which M. Ander- 
ives us of the cachelot is very reve 
markable, and has the air of a montfter. 
lts upper jaw is of an enormous fize, 
and its lower very thin and very fmall, 
and furnifhed. with a number of teeth, 
which enter the callous cavities of the 
upper jaw to which they are fitted. 

Speaking of fea-calves, the author 
tells us, upon very credibl — vidence, 
that thefe animals are found in the great 
lake of Baikalin Dauria, at a vait di- 
Dance from the fea. 

The reflexions yvhich he makes -on

for Í have not the prefumption to ex- 
pect, that you may, by any means, be 
prev anes on to deviate in your fentence 
rom the law, in my favour. -\ll I 
humbly hope is, that your honours 
would charitably move the governor's 
Z00dnels on my behalf, that my fine 
DY be remuttcd. “his is the nith 
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time, gentlemen, that 1 have beer 
dragg'd before your court on the fame 
account; twice I have Lee heavy 
fines, and twice have been brought to 
publick punifhment, for want of mo- 
ney to pay thofe fines. This ma have 
been agreeable to the laws, and 1 dont 
difputeit ; but fince laws are fometimes

Such of your ingenious readers, as 
will give themíelves the trouble to com- 
pute the eficét. of this curvature in cvery 
cafe of the experiments, will, I believe, 
bc furprized to find, how exactly every 
circumítance is this way accounted for.

At the lame time that you will there fec the 
juft motives, which have determin'd the mili- 
tary operations, the plan of which his majefty 
has at length been obli to approve, you will 
there difcover alo what the king's intenti- 
ons are with regard to the re-eftablifhment 
Of peace, and the true intereft of the United 
Prowinces. d Los 

‘The kixg finds himfelf at fhis time under íp 
much the more regret abíolutely neceflitated to 
continue the war, as the territory of the te- 
publick is perhaps ready to be the theatre of it; 
and his majéfty defires nothing more finterely 
than to infpire your High Mightineffes, before it 
is too late, with tefelutions worthy your vigi- 
lance, and the wifídom' of your government, 

It belongs only to your High Mightinefles to 
prevent the dangers with which youg territories 
arc threatned 3 you may even -yet, by takin 
proper precautions for the fecurity and repofe 
of vour pessic, open the way to a general 
peacc. 

"Tis your confidence, and not your poffeffi- 
ons, which the king feeks to obtain. 5 and ‘his 
majefty will earneftly lay hold of every occafion, 
in a junéturc fo critical, to demonftrate to your 
High Mightinefles the moft real effects of his 
eftcem and affection.

between the powers at war. - 
. With this falutary view it was, that the 
ng, ín the month of July, 1742, entruftcd 
with the minifters of the republick his pacificic 
intentions, and the juft and rcafonable conditi- 


A ons, upan which his majefty then confented te 


terminate the troubles with which Europe was 
unhappily difturbed. 
.. The king, not to leave any doubt concerning 
the pueity of his intentions, and thc entire con- 
fidence which he is ready to place in their High 
Mightineffes, offer'd even to yield up Dunkirk 
to be garrifon'd by their troops.  - e 
His majefty has conftsntly from that period 
rofelled fame moderation, and the fame 
lefire of peace, without having the confulati- 
on to inípire the United Provinces with fenti- 
ments fo agreeable to. the particular interet 
of their republick, and the general advantage. 
Not content by private advances to excite 
the zeal of the Gates general, the king propo- 
fed to them, by a public memorial, which his 
minifter prefented to them in September 1745, 
the affembling of a congreís to treat withour 
delay on the-great work of peace. `.. 
- In fhort, it was not poflible for his majefty 
to fhew any further teftimany of bus affection 
and confidence for the States General, and the 
rcípcét he had for them. 
The fame rcípc& would have been full ob- 


D ferved, did not reafons of war, and the fecurity 
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minifters, arc demonftrations of the fincere dif- «43 


pofition his majefty has always had, not only 
to kecp the theatre of war at a diftancc trom 
the territory. and neighbourhood of the United 
Dänzer, but alfo to procure them the glory 


of the conquefts Which his majefty has made 
from the Queen of Hungary, abfolutely require 
on his part the moft ely and effeétual pre- 
cautions to guard them from the defigns of his 
enemies. It the republic had not affarded them 
an azylum in its territory, and furnifh'd then: 
with fuccours of all kinds without limitation, 
the king would not have found himíclf under an 
indifpenfable neceffity to interrupt the multitude 
of refources, for perpetuating, mangre all his 
efforts, a war which has already continu'd 
but too Jong. 

Compelled, therefore, only by thefe circum- 
ftances, and the conduét of the United Provine 
ces, his majefty has permitted the general of his 
forces to take indifferently all the meafures, 
which his military®fkill and experience fhall 
fuggeft, to prevent the enemys army from mo- 
lcfting the Juwful poffcfhon of his conqucitg,- 
and to fccure the repofe of his new fubjects. 

The king had been juftify'd if be had, at the 
beginning of the laft campaign, entered with 
his whole army on the territory of the States. 
General, becaufe they had afforded a retreat ta 
the troeps at enmity with France ; but his 
mstefty believing the fincerity cf the overturcs 
made to him to re-eftablith peace, fufpende4 
the execution of an enterprize, which not only:

The king preferr'd the advantageous fenti- 
ment which he had of the eandour and gocd

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Was to procure the neceffarw delays for warding 
@:F the approaching danger, and to prepare 
ttill greater efforts for continuing the war. ` 

'Thefe futpicions were confirmed by the diffi- 
culties which were affectedly raifed to the open- 
ing of the conferences at Breda; difficulties 
not only unforefecn, but contrary to the exprefs 
engagements made with the king; difficulties, 
which could have no other motive but to em- 
barrais more and more the negociations for 
peace, and prevent their fuccets, 

And that this was the motive, events have 
render*d but too manifeit. The troops of Holland 
having in 17344 enter'd on the territories of 
France, in the plains of Lrffe and Cifoing, 
without the States General pretending by this 
Invafion to make direct war on the king, his 
majefty declares, that in this ftep, to which he 
is compelled, of entering the territory of the 
republick, his defign is not to cometo a rup- 
ture with her, but only to ftop or prevent the 
dangerous effcéts of the protection which fhe 
gives to the troops of the Queen of Hungary, 
and the King of England. 

It will not be rcafonable to expect that the 
king fhould, to his own prejudice, fhew a fcru- 
pulous forbearance in regard to the pretended 
neutrality of» powcrs acting as auxiliaries to his 
enemies, while they themfelves cxercife the 
greateft oppreflion againft his majefty”s allies, 
even fuch as never once exceeded the bounds of 
the ftricteft neutrality. 

Neverthelefs the Lc to demonftrate as 
much as poffible what he owes to himtelf, toge- 
ther with thofe" benevolent fentiments which 
he (D cntertains for the States General, 
has expreísly enjoined the commandant of his 
army to take care that the French troops, en- 
tering on the territories of the UnitedProtinces, 
fhall obferve the ftriéteft difcipline, and regulate 
their operations only from neceffity. His ma- 
3eflv, far from inclining to give any diftur- 
b^nce to the religion, the government, or to 


the commerce of the republic, is,on the contra-. 


ry ,difpofed to grant all protection to the tubjects 
of the States Gencral, his majefty being pertua- 
ded that their conduét will be antwesable to his 
fo favourable intentions. 

Laftly, to give a more convincing teftimony 
cf the fincerity of his majefty's defign, which 
is only directed to fruitiate the evil difpoLtion 
cf his enemies, and to overcome their inflexi- 
bility to all prepofals for accommodation, his 
majefty declares,that he will confider the places 
and countries, he thal! be obliged to take potief- 
fion of for his own fecuritv, no otherwife than a 
pledge, which he promiles to reftore, .s ivon 
asthe United Preainces íhall give convincing 
proots that they will no longer furnith to the c- 
nemies of his crown fuccours of any kind, 
“hich are one ot the principal caules of the 
continuance of the war. 

The king defres only theeablithment of 
the publick tranauillity, upon juft ard tolid 
foundations ; and the intcreft which nis maje 
ftv takes in the fatety and Lappincís ot the 
States General cautes him to behold, aih re- 
gret,that they profit Ap sccificrg tocsrtor fo. 
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reign confiderations, and unjuft prejudices, 
their treafures, their troops, their pofleilions, 
their tranquillity, and perhaps the form of their 
government.

ANY, very many, and very good 
eflays, have been wrote on the 
fubject of education ; and if they had 
met with the wifh'd for fuccefs, it would 
have been needleís to have faid a word 
more; however, my mite is at the fer- 
vice of the ladies, the fafhion of whofe 
drets I fhall not meddle with, but con- 
fine my pen entirely to the topic of 
education. . : 

By education then I mean a teaching 
young minds thofe things, which, by 
nature, they have no idea of, and 
without which they would be wholly 
unbiaffed. Education naturally has a 
tendency to fome particular end. and rea- 
fon tells us that end fhould be the good 
of the perfon taught, which mutt be 
determined by the fame reafon, where- 
ever there is no better light to guide us. 
method 
of educating of our daughters abftraét- 
edly from our duties as Chriftians ; and 
let us with all gentlenefs fee, whether 
the pretty creatures are not unhappily 
biafled, to theirs, and their future fa- 
milies misfortunes, through the miitakes 
of their parents, by that very education, 
which reafon tells us fhould be the 
greatelt prefervative againft their making 
a wrong judgment of things. 

Gay as our prefent race of females 
are, they ould be fhock'd fhould we 
pretend to doubt they hoped to ice their 
daughters lead the lives of virtuous 
wives ; no lefs would it fhock them (as 
indeed it ought) fhould we tuppofe 
them capable of fecing with unconcern 
the ruin of*their children ; but greater 
{till would be their trouble, fhould we 
prove them the authors of their chil- 
drens future misfortunes. 

Whilít wc are in this world, there 


G mult be different ranks of men, and 


idme by birth, and others by fortune, 
will have a fupcriority over the reft of 
mankind ; but]ct us be great, or let us 
bc ‘ttle, -deccricy requires we fhould 
pur the part allotted ; and ’tis as ridicu- 
ous in real life, for inferiors to ape 
it is in the footman 
onthe {tage to mimick the fine gentle- 
man, his malter. But is not the fame 
dene in real life? Are not our daugh- 

ters 
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ters undiftinguifhably educated ? Is not 
the firit thing taught, plealure and ex- 
pence ? And do we not ieem io much a- 
kraid of wronging our talite for politeneís, 
that little miis can icarcely Ip out pap- 
pa and mamma, before ihe has a relith 
for public Diverfions ; and Gaming is 
asíoon taught (1 had almott faid fooner) 
than their letters ; nay, in publick pla- 
ces, they are fcen to game at an age their 
grandmothers never thought of being 
prelent in ; and expenfive finery helps 
to make the happinefs of their little 
fouls. “Thus is the poor child led into 
extravagance, before "Ge poflible for her 
to conceivc fhe does wrong; and no 
wonder the fhould not know the value 
ot money, who never heard the words 
of a good father, Z cant ayan if 3 
words too figniheant to be hecdleisly 
paft over, but which feldom have a due 
regard paid to them, when the truth is 
really fo, 

‘Though I would not be thought to 
infinuate that nothing is right but what 
our grandmothers did, yet 1 would have 
it confidered, that the firit and molt ne- 
ceflary principle to be obierved in the 
education -f young females, is the in- 
itilling into their minds a due regard for 
themielves, and (let me borrow a line 
from the catechiim) ta teach them te do 
thet duty in the flation it ppal! please Ged 
to call them to. At this is right, fure 
they who feem to act purpofely the re- 
verle of this, mult be greatly mittakcr 
to bring up their daughters without any 
view to the ftation providence muy 
yee them in, teaching them expences 
they too well know their own tortunes 
never can fupport 3 and that, unlets they 
marry greatly beyond their rank, or 
what they have realon to expect, they 
muit with terror remember the unkind 
indulgencies of their parents, und, 
fingle, feel it themitelves ; it married, 
make their hufbands bear tMe punith- 
ment by their trowardnets and ill-na- 
ture ; attributing thoile denials teo want 
of affection, which the dread of fu- 
ture wang only makes him give to every

can they give!  W hilft the father lives 
the family makes a figure; when he 
dies, how {foon do they fall to decay ! 
and fhe who lived like the daughter of 
a rich man, finds heríelf too ioon re- 


duced to the kindnefs of friends, 
not to fay alms ot relations, for u 
iupport. 


IFomen were not, I believe, defigned 
for the rule and government of nations, 
but the cuítom of our country did for- 
merly, for good rea/ons, leave them that 
of our families ; and I wilh the fame 
reafons, as well as the cuftom, did con- 
tinue ; but unlcís we (op ioon, the 
good-natured Ezg hufband muft take 
the management on hrm!elt 5; and if we 
mean to bc honoured in our generati- 
ons, let us return to the old method of 
female education, and bring up our 
daughters in frugality, teaching then: 
their duties as children and wives, con-- 
vincing them by reafon, that the pru- 
dent woman is thc beft waman, and 
thar decency of behaviour will fooner 
get them hufbands than pleafure and 
Idleneís 3 for whatever the beau may

OISLEDUC, Beltuc, or Bz7e- 

duc, (in Dutch, Hortogenbo/ch, and 
frequently the PB:x/c2,) the capital ot 
Dutch Brabant, 15 fituated on the river 
Dome, which there receives the Azz, 
and atterward the ce, and ditcharges 
itielf about rwo leagues trom thence in- 
to the Afwes at Cresecoeur, the place 
where it formceth thc ifle of Bosmye/. lr 
is built upon a hil in the midít of a 
plain, 1s naturally itrong, being envi- 
roned with rivers, and meadows cover- 
ed with water ; io that the avenucs to 
the tow , at leatt for great part of the 
year, arconly upon artificial caufeways, 
made turning and winding, and com- 
manded by one or other of t e fix forts, 
built fomc diftance without the town. 
Its ditches are filled with the waters of 
the abovementioned rivers, which en- 
ter intothe city by divers channels ve- 
ry commodious to the inhabitants. 
"hey are almoitall foldicrs, though they 
do not neglect trade; which occafioneth 
this faying, that the inhabitants of Pci- 
The Ji- 
nen and woollen manutfaéturcs flourifh 
here, and the place is likewife famous 
for cutlery-warc, and needles. The 
city is large, fair, well built, and very 
populous. Jt is about four miles in 
compaís, and fortified in the modern 
way. "Ihe cathedral church of St 
Tetu is qne of the molt fumptuous of 
the Netherlands, witha very fine clock. 
The market- place js environed with fine 
buildings, where ten of the greateft 
{treets all terminate. The ttadt-houfe 
is built after the model of ` at at am-

its Own, and was fometime in pofleílion 
of the Dukes of Brabant; but ‘John 
ILI. Duke of Brabant, fold it again in 
1350, to Jobn Polon, Lord of Lieck, 
who left an only daughter, ‘Johanna, 
married in 1404 to Engelbert of Naffau. 
Henry of Napa begun the caítle of Bre- 
da, Where the tomb of Renatus of Naf- 
Jau is to be {cen in the collegiate church 
of St Peter, founded about 1303. This 
city fuffered very much during the war 
between the ftates and. the Spaniards. 
The Prince of Parma took it from the 
United Provinces, "July 18 
Maurice of Naffau became maíter of it 
again in 1590, by a boat laden with 
turf, under which he hid 6o íoldiers, 
who render’d themfelves maiters of the 
caitle ; and he.afterwards tok the city 
by capitulation. “They tell a very re- 
markable itory of one of thefe 1oldiers, 
that was hidden under the turf, zz. 
That not being able to abitain from 
coughing, he defired his cOmpanions 
tQ kill him, for fear his cough fhould dif- 
cover the enterprize. Ever fince this 
furprize, it is the cuitom here to fearch 
all laden boats by ftabbing them witha 
ípit. The Hollanders kept Breda till 
1625. That year the Marquis of Spi- 
zola, General of the troops of Spain, 
beficged it “ad 27, and took it the sth 
of Fuze. This lois afHiéted the Hol- 
landers extremely ; but they retook it in 
1637, and have kept 
Breda is of a triangular figure: At 
each angle there is a gate built with 
brick, and the curtines are flanked with 
thirteen baítions, beides ¿feveral cava- 
liers all mounted with cannon. ‘There 
is onc itreet* in the town more remarka- 
bly fair than the reft.

Dear Sir, 
Y OUR letter was fafely convey'd to 
me fome time ago, but my con- 
finement is fo clofe, that I had no op- 
portunity of telling yo? how much I 
reckon myíelf oblig'd for your friend- 
fhip. lI want words to ecxprcis my ob- 


ligation, and my prefent melancholy fi-

Othing, perhaps, does fo much 
 W honour to monarchy, as the rea- 
dincís in fubjects of republics to have 
recourfe to iomcerthing like it, whenever 
their affairs are in a diitrefs’d condition. 
"I his happen'd frequently in Greece and 
Rome, where, indeed, they hadalegal 
provilion for * purpote, by which, when 
the very coníftitution of the itate was 
in danger, they invefíted a certain per- 
fon with abiolute powcr, as in Rese, 
under the title of Dictator, who was 
to take care ze quid reipublica capiat ac- 
trimerntí, ““ that the commonwealth 
** Guter no damage." "This thews 
that they perceived the neceflity of 
yiclding to that government for certain 
teafons, though they provided for the 
abolition of it as loon as that necetlity 
was over. Asthe republic of the U- 
nited Provinces was never in {uch dan- 
wer, dince the famous Frevch invafion 
in 16-2, which {wept away 3 entire 
provinces, as from the pretent attacks 
of the French on a moft tentible part of 
their dominions, unmoleited for above 
100 years palit, they ieem to think 
themiclves under the fame neceliity, of 
entrulting the fupreme adminiftration of 
their military affairs in the hands of a 
fingle perfon, whom they call a Ara.it- 
bolder. 

AM know that the {tates of the United 
Provinces became a potent republicl, 
by confirming the treaty of Wnion con- 
cluded amonyit themiclves in 1583. In 
the tirit treaty were only tive Provinces 
included, cz. Guelders, Holland. Lea - 
lind, Frisvlandand Utrecht 5 alterwards 
thofe of ser 2j/c/ and Groeningen Were 
added. Each province is to all intent3 
and purpofes a fecpirate republick, and 


acts as fuch with regard to ite c oiiicitic 


concerns, but in reference to thole « a 
more publick and eeneral nature, JE Is 
connected with the other fix by the 


treaty of union before mentioned, and 
has no more than a fingle voice in the 
allembly of the States General, in 
which refides the majelty of that com- 
mon-wealth, conitituted by the treaty 


becauic « SES Gf the Lemecfit is intendet 
si 
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of union, and which has been known 
to the world ever lince by the title of 
the High and Mighty States of the U- 
nited Provinces. 

But as all beginnings are weak, they 
found it ablolutely neccílary for their 
own fecurity and prelervation, to con- 
nde a great ihare ot power in the Irince 
ot QOr«zgc, to Whole widon, valour, 
and integrity they owed their freedom. 
He might, it he had pleated, have tak- 
en to himielf the fovercignty with what. 
title he had thought fit; but he declined 
it tor many reaions, and exerciled that 
authority which was given him by the 
voice of the people, and by which their 
freedom was preferved, under the 
known title of itadtholder, which figni- 
fies governor, or the íupreme civil 
magiltrate for the time being; 1 fay for 
the time being, becauie the fladtholders 
were originally deputies or licutenant- 
governors to the counts or hereditary 

uge of thele countries, before they 

ecame annexed to the crown of Sparr. 
In 1584, the Prince of Orange was mur- 
dered, and the ftates immediately con- 
ferred all his honours and employments 
en his fon Prince Afauricc, his eldett 
fon the prince of Orzzge being in the 
hands of the Sperioras. Prince Nimu- 
rice, who by the death of that brother 
afterwards fuccecded to the title or OQ- 
renee, held his authority, and exerciicd 
ii with applaufe tothe ume of his de- 
ceale in 1026, when he was fuccceded 
bv his brother Frederick Henry, under 
whole adminiltration the ftates became 
more and more powerlui. He died in 
1647, when his ion H 7&7, who mar- 
ried the daughter of King Chers d- 
fucceeded him by the title of 77 Z/Z«»r 
ll. Prince of Cranzr. lt was with 
him the itates, o. rather fome ambitious 
members of the republick, began the: 
quarrels, Which they were the better a- 
bie to manage, lince, by the miliary 
virrues of the princes ot Orange, thes 
had triumphed over all their enemues, 
and were 2wncd and fear’d asa free itate. 
Beiore theie brolis were totally compoted, 
he dieo of the finall pox, and ieven 
days after, tho Princeis his widow was 
brought to bed of 2772422 31. prince 
of Arte, n post the povernment of 
fhe’ vated mae a treaty with the pro- 
teétor Crizei, by which they engaged 
to exclude the ycungPrince from all em- 

loymen:s ; and ioon after they made a 
haw in ZJodaz./ to abolith the office of 
Stadtholder, and the potts of Captain 
General and Admiral. which was culled 
t'caé* of exclabhon. Jn the perce tes 


- .. 
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cluded between Charles 11. and the 
States General in 1668, it was agreed, 
thac when the Prince ot Orange was ot 
agc, he fhould enjoy the poits of Cap- 
tain-General and Admiral ; but whe- 
ther this was really intended or not, is 
uncertain; but when the French king 
invaded Holland in 1072, the people 
torced the States to declure the Prince 
of Ora»ze itadtholder, and to iend de- 
pu to releate him from the oath he 

ad taken, ncver to accept of that em- 


ployment. After the death of this glori- ` 


ous Prince, to well known to the world 
by the title of king of thele realims, the 
form of government, which had fub- 
fulted before he was made ftadtholder, 
was rclumed, and the prelent furviving 
branch of the houte of Nafuu preferved 
anly its hereditary Stadtholderthip of 


Friez/and, which was enjoyed by the C the beginning, 


late Prince of Orange, and devolved by 
his death on his fercne highneís, who 
now enjoys that title. 

lt is not caly to fay, for few authors 
have treated the point particularly, 
wherein the office of a Stadtholder con- 
fits. We mutt in that relpeét rely up- 
on judgment and experience, which 
plainly fhews us, that as the lovercign- 
ty rcited in the States General (on the 
throwing off the yoke of Spain) 1o the 
adiminiltr:ition of the government was 
in a great meature left to. the Prince of 
Orance, partly as Stadtholder, and part- 
ly as Captain General and Admiral. 
"L'he States alone had the power of mak 
Ing peace or war, and of entering into 
all foreign alliances, 
and coining of money.  'l'he prince 
diipoted of all military commands both 
by land and fea, in time of war by his 
own commifion, in time of peace by 
that of the States. «As Stadtholder he 
pardoned  oifenders, and nominated 
maigtitrates ; the towns prelenting him 
the names of three, out of which he 
cnole one. In him relided the dignity 
of the itate, he had a pilace and a 
court, his guards, and all the other 
marks of grandeur incident to princes ; 
to him forclgn minitters pad their 
court, as did all fuch as were inclined 
to fe rv their country in the ticet or ar- 
my. In the council of State he had a 
feat, and adceilive voice, but not in the 
allembly of the States General, though 
nothing was done there without his 
knowledge, or againit his content Je 
Is very certain, fro.n the exercife of this 
office in Holland, that the power ot the 
repuniick was never at a itand, till th-

The French iquadron, confittin 
of 8 fhips (one being gone to Bengal, 
and fince loít in that river with 280 £z- 
ropcans) weighed from Pondicherry July

This unhappy conduét of his fo ani- 
mated the Frexvch, that they determin'd 
on attacking Fort St George. We call 
it unhappy, becaufe it has truly proved 
fo in its confegucnee; tho’ what realons 
Capt. Peyton may have had for this pro- 
ceeding,we know not. Accordingly, Sep. 
z,in the morning, they wei hed again 
from Pondicherry: the 4th they landed 
their men at St 7/omas, and thereabouts; 
and on the sth began the attack, chicfl 
depending upon their fhells. “The 1ct 
the tow turrender’d, but on what terms 
are not períccétly inform'd: as yet no 
terms are complied with. Monfieur 
de Primeney is gone thither from Pondi- 
cherry to command the garrifon. 
October 2, the 7 French fhips inthe 
road, having taken what quantity of 
money, goods, ammunition and itores 
they thought proper, were to fail the 3d 
for Pondicherrs, and from thence imme- 
diately hither to attack this place (Fort 
St David). Bat it pleated God that 
night and the next morning it blew fo 
hard, as to founder the Duke of Orleans, 
their fecond íhip in force, and 2 more. 
The Achilles of zo guns, the commo- 
dore’s, and only fhip of confiderable 
force, either cut away or loft all her 
maíts, as did the 3 others, fo that 1200 
men hsve perifh’d, and the whole {qua- 
dron uttayly difabled, and their delign 
againít this place render’d impraéticable 
for the preient.

firft he eat 7 pounds to about 3 pounds 
of the fugar ; they were mixed toge- 
ther, and he cat this quantity every day, 
divided into three meals, and about a 
truís of hay ina week, befides greens of 
different kinds, of which he feemed 
fonder than of his dry victuals; and 
drank large quantities of wager. 

He bore to be handled in any part 
of his body ;. but was outrageous when 
ftruck or hungry, yet pacified in ci- 
ther cafe only by giving him victuals. 
In his: outrage he jumps about, and 
fprings to an incredible height, driving 
his head againit tire walls of the place 
with great fury and quicknets, notwith- 
ftanding his lumpifh aípett.

The horn ítands on the nofe of the a- 
nimal, as upon a hill ; but as he is only 
two years old, does not rife from its 
rough bafis above an inch high, is black 
and imooth at the top, like tholc o f the 
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ox-kind, but rugged downwards ; the 
determination of its growth is back- 
wards, inftead of (trau up, as is fhewn 
by the dottcd lines z. . 

His under jaw is wider than his 
upper, flanting outward to the lower 
edge, and backward to the neck; the 
cdges turn outward. | 

that part that reaches from the fore 
part of the horn towards the upper lip, 
may be called the nofe, being very bul- 
ky, and having a kind of circular iwcep 
downwards towards the noftrils : On 
all this part he has a great number of 
Ruge running croís the front of it, 
and advancing on each fide towards 
his eyes. j 

The noftrils are fituated very low, in 
the fame direétion with the riéfus oris, 
and not above an inch from it, If we 
look at him in @ fore view, the whole 
nofe, from the top of: the horn to the 


- bottom of his lower lip, feems fhaped

like a bell. 

His under lip is like that of an ox, 
but the upper more like that of a horíe ; 
ufing it, asthat creature does, to gather 
the hay from thc rack, or graís from the 
grounu ; with this difference, that the 
Rhinoceros has a power of ftretching it 
out about fix inches, to a point, and 
doubling it round a itick, or one’s fin- 
ger, holding it fait; fo that, as to that 
action, it is not unlike the probofcis of an 
dephant. 

As to the tongue of the Rbixoccros, 
although it is confidently reported by 
authors, that it is fo rough as to be ca- 
poe of rubbing, a man's Heth from his

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isfoft, and as fmooth as that of a calf ; 
Whether it may grow more rough, 
as the | beáft grows older, cannot 
determined. 
- His eyes are dull and fleepy, much 
like thoíe of a hog in fhape, and fitua- 
ted nearer the nofe than that of any 
other quadruped; he very feldom o- 
pens them mtirely. 

His ears are broad and thin towards 
the tops, much like thofe of a hog; 
but have each a narrow round root with 
fome ruge about it; and rie, as it 
were, out of a finus furrounded with 


a plica. ` 

His neck is very fhort, being that 
part which lies between the back edge 
of the jaw and the plica of the fhoul- 
dcr ; on this part 1 
itinét folds, which go quite round it, 
only the fore one is broken underneath, 
and has a hollow flap hanging from 1t, 
fo deep that it would contain a man's 
fift fhut, the concave fide being for- 
ward. From the middle of the hinder 
one of thefe folds, or mea arifes ano- 
ther, which, pafling backwards along 
the neck, is Joit- betore it reaches that 
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line, being very round, arid fomewhat 
downwards. The hinder legs ate 
allo very ftrong, bending backwards at 
the joint to à blunt angle, under which: 
the limb grows ímaller, and then be- 
comes gradually thicker, as it approach- 
es the foot; fo alfo does that part of 
the foreleg. About the joint of each 
of his legs, there ie a remarkable p/ica 
when he bends them in lying down, 
which difappears when he ttands. 

In fome quadrupeds, the fetlock bends 
or yields to the weight of the animal ; 
but in this there is no appearance of a- 
ny fuch bending, and he feems to ftand: 
on ftumps, efpecially if he be viewed 
behind. He is three hoofs on each 
foot forwards ; but the: backpart is a 
great maís of flefh, rough like the reit 
of his fkin, and bears upon the fole or 
bottom of his foot. 

This part is plump and callous in the 
furface, yielding to preflure from the 
foftnefs of the fubjacent flefh. Its fhape 
is like that of a heart, having a blunt 
apex before, and running backward in 
a broad bafis. ‘The out-lines of the bot- 
toms of the hoofs are fomewhat íemi-

His fhoulders are very thick and hea- 
vy, and have each another fold down- 
ward, that croffes the fore leg; and, 
almoit meeting that of the fore part of 
the body, juit mentioned, they both 
double under the belly clofe bchind 
the fore leg. 

is y, in general, is very thick, 
and juts out at the fides, like that of a 
cow with calf. He hasa hollow in his 
back, which is moftly forward; but, 
backwards the ridge rifes much high- 
er than that of the withers ; and, forin- 
ing the 2Zez upon the lins, falls down 
fuddenly to the tai}, making an uneven 
linc. is belly hangs low, being not 
far from the ground, as it finks much 
in the middle. 

From the forefaid higheft point in his 
back, the p/ica of the loins runs down 
on each fide between the lait ribs and the 
hip, and is loit before it comes to the 
belly ; but, above the place of its bein 
loft, another rifes and runs backwar 
round the hind legs, a little above the 
joint, which turns up bchind till it 
meets another tranfverfe one, that 
runs from the fide of the tail forward, 
and is loit before it reaches within two 
inches of that of the loins. 

His legs are thickand itrong ; thofe 
before,. when he itands firm, bend back 
at the knee, a great way from a Ítrait 
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The tail of this animal is very incon- 
fiderable, in proportion to his bulk, not 
exceeding 17 or 18 inches in length,and 
not very thick: It has a great rough- 
nefs round it, and a kind of twift or 
itriéture towards the extremity, ending 
in a flatneís, which gave occafion to au- 
thors to compare it to a/patu/a. On 
the fides of this flat part, a few hairs 
appeared, which were black and ítrong 
but fhort. It is further to be obferved, 
that the hairs on the left fide grow out a 
great way up towards the root of the 
tail (Being fhorter, as they are higher) 
like -the fibres of a quill; whereas, on. 
the right fide, they grow no higher 
than the flat part. "'I'here is no other 
hair on any part of this young R/inoce- 
zer, except a very fmall.-quantity on 
the pofterior edge of the upper parts of 
the ears. A very particular quality is 
obfervable in this creature, of Mitening 
to any noife or rumour in the ítrcet ; 
for though he were cating, fleeping, or 
under the greateít engagements nature 
impofes on him, he ops every thing 
fuddenly, and lifts up his head, with 
great attention, til] the noife ts over. 

The penis of the Rhinoceros is of an 
extraordinary fhape: ‘There is firit a 
theca, Or preputium, arifing from the 
inguinal part of the belly, nearly like 
that of a horfe, which conccals (as that 


does) the body, and g/azs, when aped

ed. As foon as the animal begins to 
extend it, the firft thing that is extru- 
ded the theca, is a fecond fheath of a 
light flefh-colour, and pretty much in 
form like the flower of the digitalis flo- 
ribus purpureis ; and then out of this a- 
nother hollow tube, which is analogous 
to the glans penis of other creatures, 
very like the flowcr of the ari/folochia 
floribus rnm, but of a lighter or 
fainter flefh-colour than the former. His 
keeper, who was a native of Bengal, 
would make him thus emit his penis 
when he pleafed, while he lay on the 
ground, by rubbing his back and fides 
with ftraw ; and, in its utmoft ftate of 
erection, it ncvcr was extended to more 
than about eight ornine inches. Its ter- 
mination is backward in a curved direc- 
tion, fo that he is a retromingent ani- 
mal, and confequently retrogenerative. 
When he urines, he turns his tail to the 
wall, and, extending his hind legs afun- 
der, crumps himfelf up, and piffes out in 
a full itream as far as a cow. 

The fkin of the R4inoceros is thick and 
impenetrable : In running one’s fingers 
under one of the folds, and holding it 
with the thumb at top, it feels like a 
piece of board half an inch thick. ` 
us covered all over, more or leís, with 
hard incruitations like fo many Ícabs ; 
which are but {mall on the ridge of the 
neck and back, but grow larger by de- 
grces downwards toward the belly, and 
are largeft on the fhoulders and but- 
tocks, and continue pretty large upon 
the legs all along down ; but, between 
the folds, the fkin is as {mooth and foft 
as filk, and eafily penetrated 5 of a pale 
flcífh-colour, which does not appear to 
view in the folds, except when the 
Rhinoceros extends them, but is always 
in view under the fore and hinder parts 
of the belly ; but the middle is incruit- 
ed over like the reft of the fkin. d o 
call thefe fcabbed roughnefles ícales, as 
iome have done, is to raile an idea in 
us of fomething regular ; which in ma- 
ny authors is a great inaccuracy, and 
leads th reader into errors ; for there Is 
nothing formal in any of them. | 

As to the performance of this ani- 
mal's feveral motions, let us confider the 
great wiidom of the Creator, in the 
contrivance that ferves him for that pur- 

ote. “The fkin is intircly tmpenctra- 
bie and intlexible; if therefore 1€ was 
continucd all over the creature, as the 
{kins of other animals, without any 
folds, he could not bend any way, and 
confequently not perform any neccllary 
action ; bur that fupplene(ís in the fkins 
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of all other quadrupeds, which renders 
them flexible in all parts, is yery well 
compeníated in this animal by thofe 
folds ; for, fince it was neceflary his 
fkin fhould be hard for his defence, it 
was a noble contrivance, that thc fkin 
fhould be fo foft and fmooth underneath, 
that, when he bends himfelf any way, 
one part of this board-like fkin fhouid 
flip or fhove over the other; amd that 
thefe feveral folds fhould be placed in 
luch parts of his body, as might faci- 
litate the performance ot every motion he 


RB might be diipoled to. 


"here is a horn of one of thefe ani- 
mals in the Multum of the Royal So- 
ciety, almoit a yard long, and at the 
bale about half a foot over, in colour 
and fmoothneis like thofe of a bul), and. 
olid quite through ; and if we confider 
the fize of the K5zz»sceros, in proportion 


c te its horn, that to which this belonged 
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muit have been a ftupendous animal in 
fize and itrength, and from his fiercenefs 
when (truck or hungry, appears to 
quite indomitable and untraétable, and 
muít certainly run too falt for a man on 
foot to cícape him. 

He was not known to the Greeks till 
the time of 4riffotée, nor to the Romans 
till 85 years before the chriitian æra, fo 
that he ícems to be the ícarceit of all 
quadrupeds ; Rhinoceros is his Greek 
name, from the horn on the noíe, and 
he is with great probability fuppoted to 
be the Uzicorz ot the ancients. 

The Hebrezo name, which in our 
tranflation we render Uzzcorz, is by the 
Septuagint, St Jerome, . Tertullian and 
ethers, tranílated Rbiroceros ; as in “Fos 
XXXIX. Q. Numb. XXIII. 22. and 
XXIV. 8. Deut. XXXI. 17. from 
whence, and from the general accounts 
of the ancients, eve may alío gather that 
this creature was the -itrongeit then 
known; and the Rbixzoceros continues fo 
to this day, not excepting the elephant ; 
whereas the authors, who have multi- 
pied Unicorns, have not pretended their 
force to come near that of the A/7zzc- 
cerros. 

To this may be objected the epigram 
of Martial, concluding

Bur if it can be made appear that 
there are two kinds of Réinveeros, ove

Now that brought from 4/4 to the 
K. of Portugal imn 1513, and thofe 
brought from thence to Exg/ardin 1685, 
in 1739, and in 1741, were fingle- 
horned, and a great number of horns 
m the mufeums of the curious brought 
from the E4/7 Indices are alo fingle. We 
may therefore venture to aflert, that all 
thoíe of 77/7: have but one horn on the 
nofe ; and this is confirmed by many 

entlemen who have feen thole creatures 
in Perfía. On the other hand we are 
fure the 2277275 had always a great com- 
merce with the Africans, and had many 
cargoes of wild bca'ts trom that quarter 
of the world; it is theretore probable 
that they might more conveniently have 
obtained the fjeveral R£ixzoccros?s which 
were fhewn in that city from 4frica than 
“Aia, as theeformer is fo much nearer to 
Jie. And we do not want proof that 
the African Rhinoccros has 2 horns. 
Peter Koléc, a Dutchman, in his voyage 
to the cape of Goad-hope, fays there is 
one in the fummit of the note like the 
other's, but having a fmaller clote be- 
hind it. There are alto two horns in Sir 
Hans Sloan’s muíeum iticking to the 
fame integuments, not more than an 
inch from cach other ; ail which makes 
it probable, at leaft, that the 7754z Rbi- 
zeceros was the Unicorn of the ancients, 
rotwithítanding thoíe exhibited at Rome 
kal two horns; and probability, in 
queitions of this nature, is all that can 
be reafonably expected by the moft di- 
ligent enquirer. 


Fig. Y. and II. repelent a model 
of aícaling ladder, which may be ufe-

By fliding the fpring of the candleitick 
or down, as occafion requires, 
the flame of the candle is railed as ma- 
ny hours above the thread as the períon 
that adjuíts it defigns to lie before he is 
cal'd up. At the defigned hour the 
candle burns the thread in two, the 
weight falls, and by its noife feldom 
fails to wake the perton. 

But if the man who makes ufe of this 
contrivance happens to be of a more 
than commonly ileepy difpofition, in 
fuch cafe another thread is tied to that 
part of the line cc which is next the 
pulley, and its other end is twifted 
round the thumb or wrift of the fleepy 

erfon, whereby, when the candle 

urns the linc, and the weight falls, he 
receives {uch a fudden pull as can hardly 
fail to wake him, asthe drawing will 
cafily explain. 

If the line for a few inches on each 
fide the candle be wire, with a fhort 
thread only juít in the middle where 
the candle is placed, there can be no 
danger ot .doing miíchief by the fire’s 
running along the line.

T HE happy effects arifing from the 
feveral hofpitals erected about thefe 
two great cities for the reception of dif- 
eafed poor, will fufhciently juitify the 
inftitution of this. And it is hoped that 
the fituation of it (in Windmill-/freet, 
Hampftead-road, near St Giles’s, a popu- 
lous part of the town, at a» great dif- 
tance from other hofpitals) and its more 
extenfive ufe in providing for the dif- 
trefles of poor women with child, will re- 
commend it to the affiftance and the 
contribution of. thofe whom Humanity 
and Religion. infpire with benevolence. 
This hofpital confifts of two conve- 
nient houfes, adjoining to cach other, 
in an airy fituation, was inftituted in 
Augufi 1745, and is now capable of re- 
ceiving 30 inn-patients, who are fur- 
nifhed with advice, medicines, lodg- 
ing and diet, and no fecurity required 
for their burial. À 

Married women 27/y are admitted in 
the laft month of their pregnancy ; they 
are to be under the care of the man 
midwife (Mr Layard) to be deliver'd by 
him, and .furnifhed with allncceflaries 
at the charge of the hofpital. In dan- 
gerous cafes Dr Sandys will attend, but 
no pupils in this ward. 

Á SE ber of three guineas per Ann. 
(which makes a governor) may recorn- 
mend, and have in the houfe, at one 
time, either a lying-in woman, or a 
fickor lame. A fubícriber of five gui- 
neas, both. A fubicriber of 30 guincas 
down is a governor for life, with the 
fame privilege. ‘Contributors of lefier 
{ums may alio recommend fick and lame.

Apprehend thet all gentlemen of tafte will 
eftcem themte!ves indebted to the perfon 
who has oblig’d the world with the abítraé&ts 
fium Mafenius, and fo happily trac'd the reg 
me 
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femblance betwixt him and the father of our 
Engiijb poetry.—— It is certainly the bufinefs 
of every genius to adopt and improve ufeful 
hints from the obfervations of others, equally 
as from his own private reflections ; and doubt- 
Jlefs Mia jfenius likewile, in bis defcription of Pa- 
radife, confulted and borrow’d from the gar- 
dens of Alcinous, and the Æ æav groves in the 

th and 12th books of the Ody//zy, to enrich 
his poem. Nor is it unlikely that even Homer 
himfelf improv'd his immortal works from 
preceding epics of other nations, if their exift- 
enee could be trac'd ; for it js not to be fup- 
pofed that. a piece, fo exquifitly finifh'd, was 
the produét and invéntion of one. man, and fo 
early too, had his genius been greater than it 
was. Poetry requires the moft extenfive fa- 
culties, an uncommon fublimity of conception, 
and a very warm imagination, with' great regu- 
lation of judgment to retrench exuberances ; 
and where this laft is:abfent, the luxuriance of 
fancy is ftil preferable to fterility, as far as 
fuperfluity to want. afenius may feem to 
have err’d on the more excufeable fide ; but 
the delicacy of his ftyle, the harmony of his 
numbers, and the great choice of his epithets, 
several of which are fingular, ought to plead in 
his behalf, anā palliate trifles. 

Playing upon words is a pence? objection 
to Milton's ftile; "tis likely he copy’d this 
learned jefuit in that too. It was certainly 
the epidemical difeafe of the times, which in- 
duc'd them to indulge it, and from which Zir- 
gil himfelf is not frec, tho” very rarely ufing 
it. Mafenius puts two very near together.

Tho’ the Mufes are a little Out of my road,

Of entirely barking Trees to remedy 
d S Bomber. 


wt fee, in the Aa Germanica, an 
account of an experiment of this 
fort, for the improvement of frt trees, 
which being rclated to {ome of our gar- 
deners, is entirely difcredited. We in- 
fcrt the proccís, therefore, that it may 
by try d for proof, it being now the pro- 
per ícafon. 

The who!c body of the tree muft be 
firit intirely {tripped of both its barks, 
from the lowcít branches tothe ground ; 
after which the moifture, which will 
then exfude from the ftock, mutt be 
{pread fmootnly and equally with a quill 
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or feather, where it fhall happen to flag- 
nate, and carried over fuch parts as werc 
not before covered with it. But left the 
violent heat of the fun fhould check the 
efflux of the juices, the ftock muft be 
Íhaded, efpecially on the fouth quarter ; 
care muit alfo be taken to prevent any 
external imprefhon on the renaícent 
bark, as the leait frittion will injure it. 

‘The advantages propofed by this me- 
thod of treating trees are the rendering 
fuch as have rough refinous coats, de- 
tormed excrefcences, or any other cu- 
taneous defeét, which impairs cither 
their beauty or fcecundity, at once both 
fightly and ufeful, without wounding 
the grain, and an incrcaíe of profit to 
the proprietors of fuch trees of which 
the bark is valuable. 

This practice is the difcovery of the 
lord of Carpzcw in Germany, who has a 


C great number of fruit trees, feveral of 


G 


which have becn fo treated.

Lord Berwaven’s Speech in the Scotch Par- 
liament, Nov. 2, 1706, on tbe fubjeT=mat- 
ter of the Union. 


My Lord Chancellor, 
HEN I confider this affair of an uni- 
on betwixt the two nations, as it i$ 
exprefs’d in the feveral articles thereof, and 
now the fubjeét of our deliberation at this time; 
I find my mind crouded with variety of very 
melancholy thoughts, and I think it my duty 
to difburden myfelf of fome of them, by vd 
ing them before, and expofing them to the íe 
rious confideration of this honourable houfe. 

I think I fee a free and independent kingdom 
delivering up that, which all the world hath 
been fighting for, fince the days of Nimrod 3 
yea, that for which moft of all the empires, 

ingdoms, ftates, principalities, and dukedoms 
of Europe, are at this very time engaged in the 
moft bloody and cruel wars that ever were 5 to 
wit, a power to manage their own affairs by 
themfelves, without the affiftance and couníel 
of anv other. 

Ithink I fee a national church, founded 
upon a rock, fecured by a claim of right, hedg- 
«d and fenced about by the ftriéteft and poimt- 
ed’ ft legal fanétion that fovereignty could con- 
trive, voluntarily defcending into a plain, up- 
on an equal level with Jews, Papifis, Socint- 
ans, Arminians, Anabaptifis, and other fec- 
taries. 

I think I fee the noble and honourable peer- 
age of Scotland, whofe valiant  predeceflors led 
armies againft their enemies upon their own 
proper charges and expences, now diveftcd of 
their followers and vaflalages, and put upon 
fuch an equal foot with their vaffals, that I 
think I fee a petty Englifh excifeman receive 
more homage and refpeét, than what was paid 
formerly to their guondam Mackallamors. 

I think I fce the prefent peers of Scotland, 
whofe noble ancettors conquered provinces, o- 
ver-run countries, reduced and fubjected towns 
and fortified places, exaéted tribute through the 
greatcft part of England, now walking in the 
court of Requefts, like fo many Eng//f5 attor - 
nies, laying afide their walking wit fwords 
when in company with the Engli/h peers, left 
thcir felf defence fhould bc found murder. 

I think I fee the honourable eftage of barons, 
the bold afferters of the nation’s right and li- 
berties in the worít of times, now fetting a 
watch upon theirlips, and a guard upon their 
tongues, left they be found guilty ot fcandalum 
magnatum. 

Y think I fee the royal ftate of boroughs, 
walking their defolate ftrects, hanging down 
their heads under difappointments ; wormed 
out of all the branches of their old trade, un- 
certain what hand to turn to,-neceffitate to bc- 
come apprentices tq their unkind ncighbours ; 
and ver after all, finding their trade fo fortified 
by companics, and fecured by prefcriptions, that 
they defpair of any fuccefs therein. : 

I think I fec our learned judges laying afide 
their practiques nnd decifions, ftadying the 
cammon law of England, gravelled with certi- 
erar prius’s, writs of error, verdicts 
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indovar, ejectione firme, injunctions, demurs, 
s and avocations, 
becaufe of the ncw regulations and rectifications 
Y may meet with. : i 

_X think I fee the valrant and gallant foldiery 
either fent to learn the plantation- trade abroad 3 
or at home petitioning far a fmall fubfiftence, as 
the reward of their honourable exploits, while 
their old corps are broken, the common foldiers 
left to beg, and the youngeft Ezg/r/5b corps 
kept ftanding. 

I think I fec the honeft induftrious tradef- 
man loaded with new taxes and impofitions, 
difappointed of the equivalents, drinking wa- 
ter in place of ale, eatimg his faltlefs pottage, 
polos for encouragement to his manufac- 
tories, and anfwered by counter petitions. 

In fhort, I think I fee the laborious plough- 
man, with his corn fpoiling upon his hands for 
want of fale, curfing the day of his birth, 
dreading the cxpence of his burial, and uncer- 
fain whether to marry, or do worfe, 

I think I fce the incurable difficulties of the 
landed men, fetter'd under the golden chain of 
equivalents, their pretty daughters petitioning 
for want of hufbands, and their fons for want 
of employment. 

I think I fee our mariners delivering up their 
Ships to their Dutch partners 3 and what thro“ 
prefTes and neceffity, earning their bread as un- 
derlings in the royal Englifh navy. 

But above all, my lord, X think Y fee our an- 
cient mother Caledonia, like Coefar, fitting in 
the midft of our fenate, ruefully looking round 
about her, covering herfelf with her royal gar- 
ment, attending the fatal blow, and brcathing 
out her laft with an Er tu guogue, mi fili ? 

Are not thefe, my lord, very affiiéting 
thoughts ? And yet they are the leaft part fug- 
gcfted to mc by thefe difhonourable articles, 
Should not the confiderations of thefe things vi- 
vify thefe dry bones of ours? Should not the 
memory of our noble predeceflors valour and 
conftancy roufe up our drooping Ípirits ? Are 
our noble predeceffors fouls got io far into the 
Engli jb cabbage. fock and colliflowers, that we 
fhould fhew the leaft inclination that way > ` 
Are our eyes fo blinded? Are our ears fo 
deafened ? Are our hearts fo hardencd ? Are 
our tongues fo faltered ? Are our hands fo fete 
tered, that in this our day, I fay, my lord, in 
this our day, that we fhould not mind the 
things that concern the very being and well-be- 
ing of our ancient kingdom, before the day be 
hid from our cyes. 

No, my lord, God forbid! man's extremity is 
God's o ortunity : He is a prefent help in 
time of necd, and a deliverer, and that right 
Some unforefcen providence will fall 
out, that may caft the balance ; fome Fafcpb 
or other will tay, Why do ye itrive together, 
fince you arc brethren ? None can defroy 
Scotland, fave Scotland's felf ; hold your hand 
from the pen, you are fccure. Some Judab 
or other will fav, Let not our hands be npon 
the lad, he is our brother. There will be a 

ebot'ab Firch, and fome ram will be caught 
in the thicket, when the bloody knife is at our 
ro her's throat : Let us up then, my lord, 
E and 
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ard let our noble patriots behave themielves 
| ke men, and we know not how foon a blet- 
fing may come. 

My lord, T with from my heart that this my 
vifion prove not as truc,as my reatons for it are 
probable: E defign not at this time to enter in- 
to the merits of any onc particular article ; I 
intend this di ccurfe, as an introduction to what 
I may atterward, fay upon the whole debate, as 
it falls in before this honourable houfe ; and 
therctore, in the farther profecution of what I 
have to fay, I thall infitt upon fome few parti- 
culars, very neceflary to be underftood, betore 
we enter into the detail of fo important A 
matter. 

I fhall therefore, in the firit place, endea- 
vour to encourage a free and full deliberation, 
without animolities and heats. In the next 
place, I fhall endeavour tomake an inquiry in- 
to the nature and fource of the unnatural and 
dangerous divifions that are now on foot with- 
in this ille, with fome motives fhewing, that rt 
is our intereft to lay them afide at this time : 
Then I fhall inquire into the reafons which have 
induced the two nations to enter into a treaty 
of union at this time, with fomc confiderations 
and meditatiens, with relation to the behavi- 
our of the lords commilffioners of the two 
kingdoms, in the managcment of this great 
concern. And, laftly, 1 thall propote a me- 
thed, by which we fhall moft diftinetly, and 
without confufion, go through the feveral arti- 
cles of this treaty, without unnccellary repe- 
titions, or lois of trme. And all this with all 
deference, and under the correction ot this ho- 
nouvrable houfe. 

Mv lord chance!lor, the greateft honour that 
was done unto a Roran, was to allow him the 
glory of a triumph 5; the greateft and moft dii- 
honourable punifhment was that of parricide ; 
He that was guilty of parricide, was beaten 
«ith rods upon his naked body, till the blood 
gufhed out of all the veins of his body ; then 
he was towed up in a leather fack, called a Cu- 
devs, with a cock, a viper, and an ape, and 
thrown headlong into the fea. 

My lord, hvpocrity is a greater crime than 
parricide all the world over. 

In a triumph, my lord e when a conqueror 
was riding in his triumphal chariot, crowned 
with l:ure!s, adorned with trophies, and ap- 
plauded with huzza-, there was a monitor ap- 
pointed te ftard behind him, to warn him not 
to be high-minded, nor puffed up with over- 
weening thoughts of himtíelf 5 and to his cha- 
riot verc tied a whip and a bell, to mind him, 
that for all his glory and grandeur, he was ac- 
countable to the people for his adminiftration, 
and would be punifhed as other men, it found 
guilty. 

The greateit honour among us, my lord, is 
to reprefent the fovereign’s facred períon in 
parliament 3 and in one particular it appears to 
be greater than that ofa triumph ; becaute the 

whole legiflative power feems to be wholly 
truít.d with him: If he give the royal af?cnt 
to an act et rhe eftates, it becomes a law obliga- 
tory upon the fubject, tho” contrary ,or without 
any inftruétions fiom the fevercign. If be rctfuc

the royal affent to a vote in parliament, it car:- 
not be a law, tho” he has the fovereign’s parti» 
cular and pofitive inftructions for it. 

His grace the Duke of Queenfberry, who 
now reprefents her miajetty in thi. feffion of 
parliament, hath had the honour of that great 
truít, as often, if not more, than any Scotch- 
man ever had: He hath been the favourite of 
two fucceflive fovereigns, and I cannot but 
commend his conftancy and perfeverance, that, 
notuithitanding his former difficulties, and un- 
fuccefsful attempts, and maugre fome other 
fpecialities not yet determined, that his grace 
has yet had the refolution to undertake the 
moit unpopular meafures laft. If his grace 
fuccced in this aftair of an union, and that it 
prove for the happinefs and wclfare of the na- 
tion, then he juftly merits to have a ftatue ot 
gold erected for himfelf 5; but if it fhould tend 
to the intire deftruétion and abolition of our 
nation; and that we, the nation's truflecs, 
fhall go into it ; then I muft fay, that a whip 
and a bell, a cock, a viper, and an ape, are 
too fmall] punifhments for any fuch bold unna- 
tural undertaking and complaifance. 

That I may pave a way, my lord, to a full, 
calm, and free reafoning upon this affair,w hich 
is of the laft confequence unto this nation ; I 
fhall mind this honourable houfe, that we are 
the tucccilors of our noble prcedeccetfférs, who 
founded our monarchy, framed our laws, a- 
mended, altered, and correéted them from 
time to time, as the atfairs and circumftanees 
of the nation did require, without the affiftance 
or advice of any foreign power or potentate ; 
and who, during the time of two thoufand 
years, have handed them down to us, a fice in 
dependent nation, with the hazard of their 
lives and fortunes: Shall not we then argue 
for that, which our progenitors have purchas'd 
for us at fo dear a rate? And with fo much 
immortal honour and glory > Ged forbid. 
Shall the hazard of a father unbind the liga- 
ments of a dumb fon's tongue ; and (ball we 
hold our peace, when our patria is in danger ? 
I (peak this, my lord, that I may encourage e- 
very individual member of this houfe, to fpeak 
their ‘mind freely. “There are many wife and 
prudent mcn amongft us, who think it not 
worth their while to open their mouths ; there 
are others, who can fpexk very well, and to 
good purpote, who fhelter themtelves ander the 
fhameful cloak of filence, from a fear of the 
frowns of great men and parties. I have ob- 
ferved, my lord, by my experience, the greatcit 
number of fpcakers in the moft trivial affairs 5 
and it will always prove fo, while we come not 
to the right underflanding of our oath de fide.:, 
whereby we are bound net only to give cur 
vote, but our faithful advice in parliament, as 
we fhould antwer to God ; and in our ancient 
laws, the reprefentatives of the honourable ba- 
rons, and the royal boroughs, are termed 
Ipotefmen. It lics upon your lordfhips, there - 
forc, particularly to take notice of fuch, whofe 
modeftv makes them bafhful to fpeak. There- 
forc 1 fhall leave it upon ycu, and conclude 
this point with a very memorable lay ing end e? 

ome. 
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honeft private gentleman to a great queen, up- 
on occafion of a Wie hg ad contrived by an 
able ftatefman, and the favourite to a great 
king, againft a peaceable obedient people, be- 
caufe ot the diverfity of their laws and conftitu- 
tions: If at this time thou bold thy peace, 
Salvation fball come to the people fram another 
lace, but thou and tby koufe fhall perifb. Y 
ve the application to each particular member 

of this houfe. 

My lord, I come now to confider our divifi- 
ons, We are under the happy reign (bleffed be 
God) of the beft of queens, w has no evil 
defign againft the meaneft ‘of her fubjects, who 
loves all her people, and is equally beloved by 
them again ; and yet that under the happy in- 
fluence of our moft excellent queen, there 
fhould be fuch divifions and factions, more dan- 
gerous and threatning to her dominion, than if 
we were under an arbitrary government, is moft 
ftrange and unaccountable.. Under an arbitra- 
ry prince, all are willing to ferve, becaufe all 
are under a neceffity to obey, whether they 
will or not. He chufes therefore whom he 
will, without refpeét to either parties or faéti- 
ons j and, if he think fit to take the advices of 
his councils, or parliaments, every man {peaks 
his mind freely, and the prince receives the 
faithful advices of his people without the mix- 
ture of felf-defigns : If he prove a good prince 
the government is eafy 5 if bad, either death, 
or a revolutien, brings a deliverance. Where- 
as here, my lord, there appears no end of our 
mifery, if not prevented in time ; tactions are 
now become independent, and have got footing 
in councils, in parliaments, in treaties, in ar- 
mies, in incorporations, in families, among 
kindred, yea,manand wife are not free from their 
political jars. e : 

It rernains therefore, my lord, that I inquire 
into the nature of thefe things, and fince the 
names give us not the right idca of the thing, I 
am afraid I fhall have difficult y to make myfelf 
well underftood. 

The names generally ufed to denote the fac- 
ticns are Whig and Tory, asobícure as that of 
Guclfs and Gikelins, yea, my lord, they. have 
different fignifications, as thcy are applied to 
factions in each kingdom ; a Whig in England 
is a heterogeneous creature, in Scotland he is 
all of a piece; a Tory in Eng/amd is all of a 
piece and a ftatefman ; in Scotland, he is quite 
otherways, an anti-courticr and an anti-ftatef- 
man. 

A Whig in England appears to. be fomewhat 
like Nebughbadnezxzar’s image ot different me- 
tals, different claffcs, different principles, and 
different defigns; yet, take them altogether, 
they arc likea picce of fine mix'd drugget of dif- 
ferent threads, fome finer, fome coarfer, which 
after all make a comely appéarance, and ana- 
greeable fuit. ‘ory is like, a pioce of loyal 
made Englifh cloth, the true ftaple of the nati- 
tion, all of a thread 5 vet, if we look narrowly 
into it, we fhall perceive diverfity of colours, 
which (according tothe various fituations and 
positions) makes various appearances : Some- 

times Jory is like the moon in its full, asap- 
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peared in the affair of the bill of the occafior al 
conformity ; upon other occafions it appears to 
be under.a cloud, and, as if it were eclipfed by 
a greater body, as it did in the defign of calling 
over the illuftrious princefs Sopbia. However, 
by this we may fee, their defigns are to out- 
fhoot Whig in his own bow. 

Whig in Scotland is a true-blue prefbyterian 
who, without confidering time or power, wi 
venture their all for the frk: But fomething 
lefs for the ftate. The greateft difficulty is, 
how to defcribe a Scotch Tory. Of old, when 
I knew them firft, Tory was an honeft-heart- 
ed comradith fellow, who, provided he was 
maintain'd and protected in his benefices, title, 
and dignities by the ftate, he was the lefs anxi- 
ous who had the government and management 
of the church : but now what he is fince jure 
Sty came in fafhion ; and that chriftianity, 
and, by confequence, falvation corpes to de- 
pend upon cpifcepal ordination, I  profefs I 

now not what to make of him ; only this I 
muft fay for him, that he endeavours to do by 
oppofition, that which his brother in England 
endeavours by a more prudent and lefs fcrupu.- 
lous method. 

Now, my lord, from thefe divifions, there 
has got up a kind of ariftocraCy, fomething 
like the famous triumvirate at Rome ; they are 
# kind of undertakers and pragmatic ftateímen, 
who finding their power and ftrength great, and 
anfwerable to their defigns, will make bargains 
with our gracious fovereign ; they will ferve 
her faithfully, but upon tbeir oron terms ; they 
muft have their own inftruments, their own 
meafures ; this man muft be turned out, and 
that man put in, and then they'll make her the 
moft glorious queen in Europe. 

Where will this end, my lord? Ys not her 
majefty in danger by fuch.a method ? Is not 
the monarchy in danger ? Is not the nation’s 
peace and tranquillity in danger? Will a 
change of parties make the nation more happy? 
No, my lord, the feed is fown, that is like to 
afford us a perpetual increafe ; it is not an annus 
al herb, it takes decp root, it feeds and breeds $ 
and if not timely prcvented by her majefty's 
royal endeavours, will iplit the whole ifland 
in two. 

My lord, IF think, confilering our prefent 
circumftances at this time, the almighty God 
has referved this great work for us. e may 
bruife this hydra of divifion, and cruth this 
cockatrice's egg. Our neighbours in England 
are not yet fitted for any fuch thing; they are 
not under the afflicting hand of providence, as 
weare; heir circumftances are great and glo- 


; rious, their treaties are prudently manag’d, 


both at home and abroad, their generals brave 
and valorous, their armies fucceístul and vic- 
torious, their trophies and laurels memorable 
and fuiprizing ; their enemies. fubdued and 
routed, their ftrong holds befieg'd and taken, 
heges reliev'd, marfhals kill'd and taken pri- 
foncrs, provinces and kingdoms are the retults 
of their victories ; their royal navy is the terror 
of Europe, their trade and commerce extended 
thro’ the univerfe, incircling the whole hanit- 
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ble world, and rendering their own capital ci- 
d. the emporium for the whole inhabitants of 
: verdure depu which is yet more than all thefe 
things, fubjects freely beftowing their trea- 
fure upon their fovereign 5 and above all, thefe 
vaft riches, the finews of war (and without 


which ali the glorious fuccefs had proved abor- A 


tive) thefe treafures are manag'd with fuch 
faithfulnefs and nicety, that they anfwer fea- 
fonably all their demands, though at never fo 
great a diftance. Upon thefe confiderations, 
my lord, how hard and difficult a thing will it 
prove, to perfuade our neighbours to a felf-de- 
nying bil ! 

It is quite otherways with us, my lord, we 
are an Obícure poor people, tho” formerly of 
better account, removed to a remote corner of 
the world, without name, and without allian- 
ces, our pofts mean and precarious ; fo that I 
profefs I don't think any one poft of the king- 
dom worth the brieguing after, fave that of be- 
ing commiffioner to a long feflion of a factious 
Scotch parliament, with an antedated commiffi- 
on, and that yet rcnders the reft of the mini- 
fters more miferable.

at the beginning, they refolve to keep, and that 
which we call an incorporating Union, was not 
fo much as in their thoughts. The firft no- 
tice they feem'd to take of us, was in our 
affair of Caledonia; when they had moft effec - 
tually broke oft that defign in a manner, very 
well known to the world, and unnecefiary to 
be repeated here, they kept themíelves quiet 
during the time of our complaints upon that 
head. In which time our fovereign, to fatisfy 
the nation, and allay their heats, did conde-

and civil interefts, by declaring it high treafoix 
to endeavour tbe alteration of them, as they 
were then eftablifh'd. Thereupon did follow 
threatening and minatory laws againft us by 
the parliament of England, and the unjuft and. 
unequal charaéter of what her majefty had fo 
gracioufly condefcended to in our favours. Now, 
my lord, whether the defire they had to have 
us engag'd in thc fame fuccetlion with them ? 
Or whether thcy found us like free and inde- 
pendent people, breathing after more liberty 
than what formerly was looked after? Or 
whether they were afraid of pur Act of Secu- 
rity, in cate of her majetty’s deccale ?

And farther, it is refol- 
ved, that this parliament will proceed to 
make fuch limitations and conditions of go- 
vernment, for the reétification of our con- 
ftitution, as may fecure the liberty, religion, 
and indepen ef this kingdom, before 
they proceed to the faid nomination." 


Now, my lord, the laft feffion of parliament 
having, before they would enter upoh any trea- 
ty with Eng/and, by a vote of the oufe, pafied 
both an aét for limitations, and an act for 

rectification of our conftitution, what mortal 
man has reaíon to doubt the defign of thus 
treaty was only federal ? : 

My lord chancellor, it remains now, that 
we confider the behaviour of the lords-com- 
miffioners at the opening of this treaty. And 
before I enter upon that, allow me to make 
this meditation; .that if our pofterity, after 
we are all dead and gone, fhould find them- 
felves under an ill-made bargain, and fhall 
have a recourfe unto our records, and fee who 
have been the managers of that treaty, by 
which they have fuffer'd fo much ; when they 
read the names, they will certainly conclude,

I am inform'd, my lord, that our commif- 
fioners did indeed frankly tell the lords-com- 
miflioners for England, That the inclination of 
the people of Scotland were much alter'd o£ 
late, in relation to an incorporating Union, 
and that therefore, fince the intail was to end 
with her majefty's life (whom God long pre- 
ferve) it was proper to begin the treaty upom 
the foot of the treaty in the 1604th year o£ 
God, the timc when we eame firft under one 
Íovereign ; but this the EZag/ifb commiflionera 
would not agree to; and our commiflioners, 
that they might not feem obftinate, were wil- 
ling to treat and conclude in the terms iaid be- 
fore this honourable houfe, and fubjeéted t» ` 
their determination. | | 

If the lords-commiflioners for England had 
been as civil and complaifant, they fhould cer— 
tiinly have finifh'd a federal treaty likewiíe,thar 
both nations might have their choice, which of 
them to have gone into, as they thought fit 5 
but they would hear of nothing, but of am 
intire and compleat Union, a name which com- 
prehends an Union, either by incorporatiom, 
furrender, or conqueft ; whereas eur commifii— 
oners thought of nothing but a fair, equal, and 
incorporating Union. "Whether this be ío or 
no, I leave it to every man’s judgment ; but 
as for myíclf, I muft beg liberty to think it ao 
fuch thing: for I take an incorporating uaiom 
to be, where there is a change both in the ma- 
terial and formal points of government, as if 
two pieces of metal were melted down into 
one mais, neither can be faid to retain its 
former form or fubftance, as it did before the 
mixture.

My lord chancellor, what I am now to fays 
thod of proceeding in this 
weighty affair: I hear it propofed by a noble 
member of the-other fide, that we fhould pro- 
ceed in the fame order as the lords-commiffi- 
oners treaters did. In my humble opinion, my 
lord, it is neither the natural method, nor can 
it be done without great confusion and sepeti- 

, tion, 
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tion. To fay you'll agree te the union of the 
two kingdoms, before you agree in the terms 
upon which they are to he united, feems like 
driving the plough before the oxen. The arti- 
cles, which narrate the conditions, feem to be 
the premiffes upon which the conclufion is in- 
ferred ; and according as they are found good 
or bad, the fuccefs will follow. When a man 
is married to a fortune in England, as they call 
it, I fuppofe he is fatisfied with the thing be. 
fere he determines himfelf to marry ; and the 
propofal I have heard of agreeing to the firít 
article, with a provifo if the reft of the articles 
fhall be found fatisfaétory, and no otherwife, 
is of a piece with the reft, and looks like beat- 
ing the air, and no ways confiftent with fair 
and fquare dealings.  Befides, my lord, if we 
were to go upon the firft article, are not all the 
rcít of the articles, befides many others not 
contained in tbe articles, valid arguments ei- 
ther pro or com, againft concluding or not con- 
cluding the firft article?

few following reflections: If they 
prove of any iervice to the public, el- 
ther by conveying a more rational idea 
of the nature of the malady, or in the 
directions given for the cure, my own 
breait carries its reward: If they are of 
no ule, I have one comfort (DU: Lam 
fure they can dono harm. 

In the firit place, let us fee if we can 
form a true notion of this malady, and 
to what fpecies of diforder it moit im- 
mediately belongs.—In this part of the 
kingdom (thank God) we have had no 
opportunity of knowing the fymptoms 
(the true and only method of diítin- 
guifhing diforders) but by the accounts 

ublifhed in the printed papers, (Sc. 
rom which it appears the moit remark- 
able diagnofticks of this diftemper, icem 
to be what is common in molt inflam- 
matory fevers amongit mankind, but 
perhaps inore of the peripneumony (or 
that kind of inflammation moít imme- 
diately attacking the lungs) than any o- 
ther, and this l apprehend from the 
continual cough they labour under the 
firit three or four days.—The analogy 
of our bodies to thofe of brutes, to any 
one but moderately fkill'd in anatomy, 
and the nature of things will be allow- 
ed, I hope, without ditpute; but what 
puts it almoft beyond all cavil is—Dhat 
whatever changes are produced by me- 
dicines in human bodies (making fome 
little allowances for the manner of li- 
ving, food, and {ftrength of conítituti- 
ons) are the fame, in all fuch animals as 
have hitherto had affittances that way. 
We alto find, that almoit all the fe- 
veral dilordders thefe creatures are fub- 
ject to, may be ranged under the fame 
clafles with ours, and be diftinguifhed 
by the fame titles. ‘This doétrine 
will feem a little odd to fuch people as 
have a confin'd way of thinking; but 
there is not the leait room for furprize, 
if we confider that their bodies, as well 
as ours, are compounded of bones, li- 
£aments, muicles, tendons, arteries, 
veins, nefves, lymphatics, glands, ic. 
the circulation, and all the leveral fprings 
and motions of the whole ceconomy 
correiponding with ours; and in all 
reípects (if 1. may be allow’d the ex- 
prellion) are machines of the molt cx- 
act fimilitudc. If theíc points can 
be

pe fettled, that horfes, cows, ¿Sc. are 
ebnoxious to the fame dilorders we are, 
and that the fame remedies will produce 
the fame etfects, what remains but that 
we carefülly examine, from the fym- 
ptoms, the nature of the dittemper, and 
to what clats it belongs ; in all reipects 
judging of it as one of the prevailing 
common maladies incident to mankind. 
Herc 1 know it will be objeéted, 
that this dilorder amonyit cattle is in- 
fectious, and that the common tevers 
amongit us have not hitherro been con 
fider’d as fuch. ‘To run thro’ the ie- 
veral arguments to prove its infection 
or otherwile would be tedious 3 but one 
or tivo Lil offer to make it not infcċti- 
ous. Every one who has the leatt 
concern with the fick, find that at cer- 
tain times we have what we call epi- 
demical or prevailing general ditorders. 
Sometimes thefe felzing many at one 
time, make us apt to judge thein infec- 
tious ; but their happening to people in 
towns at great diftances, and without 
any communication of any fort, prove 
them to be nothing more than fuch a 
itoppage of perfpiration, under iuch a 
temper of air, and conititution of body, 
as diípofes to this or that peculiar kind 
ef inflammation, and perhaps coníe- 
quently moce liable to attack this or that 
part. If it falls upon the lungs, 'tis 
call'd a peripucumiony s it to the fides, a 
pleurily 3; if to the throat, an azgina or 
uinfey; if to the head, produces a de- 
finn orcoma ; if on the inteítines, el- 
ther an inflammation or exccilive pur- 
ging ; ifto the itomach, pain and ¢’9- 
ritimzs 5 if to the bladder, notimpro- 
bably a dy/uría; or if upon the limbs, 
excruciating rheumatic pains. All thete 
cates muit be attended with a fever more 
or leis violent, perhaps trom the degree 
of itoppage of perfpiration, malignan- 
cy of the air, or from the nature and 
uies of the part it attacks. When any 
one of thefe feyers becomes epidemical, 
"cis not unnatural to fuppotie it propa- 
gated by infection ; but if the above ar- 
guments reduly attended to, 1 hope it 
will appear otherwite. If then we can 
confider this diftemper amongit herned 
cattle in the fame light as an epidemical 
cuc amongít us, without any degree of 
infection, we mult compare if with the 
íeveral diforders we are tubject to, and 
find to which it bears the grcateít referm- 
blance. <All the fymptoms taken toze- 
ther, I think, evince it (0 be a tever, 
and that of the inflammatory kind, and 
trom its firit attacking the lungs, anc ce 
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cafioning a violent cough, it may fately 
be interr'd it is partly of the peripneu- 
monic kind, tho’ attended with a great 
degrce more ot what is commonly cali'd 
malignancy, or, in other words, a high- 
er and more active intlammation.— As 
this gets gróund, it may be transferr’d 
to the brain, and its appendages; or, AM 
I may io call it, the head becomes the 
feat of war. But, without divelling 
upon words, as all or moit inflammato- 
ry cales require nearly the fame method 
of cure, "tis needleis to be too nice in 
diitinguithing it by any name, fo long 
as we can rcit iatished it is a fever, and 
that of an inflammatory nature; and 
this, 1 fuppoie, even your advocates for 
infection will allow, as the truly memo- 
rable Dr SydczZa7z has proved almoit al] 

fevers, and even the placuc itíelf, to be 

tuch. ‘The great bifhop ot C7eyzez 
calls it a fever, whotc authority is as 

great perhaps as any man's now living. 

But if it is a fever, how is it to be treat - 
ed ? In this no man living cgn lay down: 

rules which will prove intallible, fince 
thc fame diforder amongft ouríclves tre- 
quently turmounts the endeavours of the 
ableft phyficians. All we can do is to 
purfue a method rational, and by expe- 
rience found to come the nearcft to cer- 

tainty of any yet known- My defign, 

at firit, in throwing together theíe ob- 

lervations, was rather to give hints to 

fome able pen, or to be a ipur to the 

more judicious, than to preicribe any 

new method myielf; yct, as I have 

laid down thefe preecognit., I'll venture 

to build iomething upon them. 

In the firít place as ioon as you per- 
ceive the beaít feiz'd with the dilorder, 
let a quart of blood be taken away, unda 
from that time keep it within doors if 
it be winter, if 1i mmer it will be hci- 
ter out. Every, or every other day let 
the blecding be repeated to three or four 
times, rather abating fhe quantitics the 
3d and 4th times, or rather let the 
number of bleedings, and quantity tak- 
en away be in proportion to the violence 
of the illneís, and the ftrength of the 
beaíft. rom time to time let mafhes of 
malt and bran, or oat-encal, be given i 
allo plenty of water Juke-warm ; and at 
leait 3 or 4 times a day, iix drachims 0 
ial pruncl, or ialt petre.. I fhould allo 
recommend 4 ounces ot {weet ou, and 
2 ounces of honcy, to be given in fome 
convenient vehicle once or twice every 
day. After the rit three or tour days it 
will be neceifary to kecp the Drait the 
warmer, by throwing arug or cloth o- 
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wer it ; for when the fury of the inflam- 
mation is over, nature requires fome af- 
filtance to perform a crifis. If a 
purging comes on (as it will often hap- 
pen if bleeding has been omitted) you 
muit forbear all opening things, as the 
fair, oil, honey, 23 till fuch time as it 
is itopp'd ; which, 1 hope, may be 
«lone with 2 drams of rhubarb, and 1 
ounce of diaícordium without honcy 
iven in boil'd milk with wheat flour. 
tt it fhould not anfwer, toaít the rhu- 
barb and repeat it. “Towardsthe latter 
end of the dilorder give the following 
drench once a day. ** “Take powders 
sr of elecampane, gentian, anifceds, li- 
** guorice and turmerick, each 1 ounce, 
** inakc root, contraycrva and laftron 
“e powder'd, each two ícruples, mix 
sr and give it in a pint of warm mid- 
Sé dling ale." Purfue this method, 
and leave the event to nature, who genc- 
rally, if not cut fhort by iome violent 
iymptom, performs her own bufincís in 
proper timc. R : 
In this procc/s I muft pofitively forbid 
the ufe of fpirituous liquors, and hot ipi- 
ces, of all kinds, as thcy directly tend 
to increaie the difcaíc.—————1l have on- 
ly two things to add more> The rit 
is, to advile a tryal of the rattle-fnake 
root, which in Virginia and the We/ 
Indies is found to have luch furprizing 
efteéts, in all inflammatory cales. 
It is recommended by DrTernant as 
{pecifick in peripneumonies, plcurifies, 
Exc. If it will thus attenuate the blood, 
and reduce thefe inflammations, ‘tis not 
improbable but it will aniwer here. If 
it is try'd, I fhou'd advife half an ounce 
of it to be given twice every day, in a- 
ny convenient liquor. “Fhe zd thing is 
that, I think tar-water too important a 
medicine to be negleéted, and recom- 
mend its ufe; but this and all other 
medicines muft rife or fall asthcy an- 
iwer by that grand Criterion experi- 
ence. i : 
P.S. 'Though I can't readily bclicve 
this diftemper to bc infectious, 1 would 
have every body ufe the fame methods 
of prevention as if it were irflifputa- 
bly ío.

HERE being a certain fervant- 
maid in my neighbourhood, who 
all the time of the late froit, hath 1ha- 
ken out of her petticoats abundance of 
fparks, like thofe of charcoal, and 
cwn. befides, in them a broad {pread- 
ing light like flame: thought it 
would not be unacceptable to the cu- 
rious obfervers of nature, particularly 
yourfelf, if I fhou’d give a full and ex- 
act account of the fame. | 

"The maid made her firft difcovery of 
this itrange phxnomenon, on the 28th 
of Deccziber 1708, to her miftreís who 
lay in the fame bed with her, and at 
firit was mightily furpriz'd at it, crying 
out, ** My petticoats are on fire. 1 won- 
der at the mcaning of it! Her petticoats 
but her furprize 
was over, and fhe thought fhe was mif- 
taken: Forthe appearance of fire ceaf- 
ed as ioon as her petticoats were ipread, 
and laid quietly on her bed. ‘The next 
night fhe obferv'd the fame thing, and 
call'd for her miftreís to take notice of 
it; which fhe did, and aflirm'd the 
truth of it to me and feveral others. 
This put me and many more upon the 
curiofity of fecing this ftrange phauno- 
menon. Accordingly, one evening, 
went to fee her, and fhe put off her 
petticoats in my fight. As ioon as her 
petticoats dropt upon the ground, 1l 
daw a light (like a glow-worm’s) about 
three or four inches broad in {feveral 
places, but, efpecially, in the upper 
parts of her petticoats: Perhaps, be- 
cauíe, the efHuviums of her belly and 
loins were more plentiful than thofe of 
the inferior parts, and, confequently, 
her cloaths muít abound more above 
than.they did below with them. I did 
not fcc any {parks fly out, perhaps, be- 
caufe the room was not dark cnough at 
that timc. But even then fhe difcerned 
them heríclf, (as fhe told mc) though I 
did not. Other fpectators have been 
morc happy in this vifiort, -for they con- 
{tantly aftirm that they have feen abun- 
dance of fparks ifluing out, ,cracking 
and {napping like the fiery particles of 
charcoal. 

"Iis to be obícrv'd that this wonder- 
ful effect is only to be fcen in the dark: 
“Poo much light being apt te extinguifh 
hers: "That though fhe fees not her own 
light, when furrounded with a more 
prevalent one of the fun, the candle, 
or the flame or” fire ; yet fhe can hear 


the cracking of the fparks at any timc, 


upon she leait motion or agitation ot 
her 
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her petticoats: "That of the three pet- 
ticoats the uppermoft emits the teweit, 
the middle more than the uppermott, 
and the undermott (which is a flannel 
one) more fire and iparks than all the 
reit: “That fhe has worn the tame pet- 
ticoats without changing them for o- 
thers, during thc whole time of the 
hard troit:  'l'hat her petticoats being 
put upon other people do not produce 
the fame eftect. 

J.aftly, “tis obfervable that her confti- 
tution is warmer than ordinary, her mit- 
treís affuring mc that fhe is the warm- 
cít bedtellow fhe ever knew. 

From hence, I crave leave to philo- 
fophize a little on this phenomenon. 

Upon enquiry, I find that no urinous 
particles (from whence I thought an ac- 
count at firit of this ftran:e event, as 
of the phoíphorus, might be catily 
given) have ever been at any time 
lodg'd in her garments ; fhe utterly de- 
nying that they ever iuffer'd any mif- 
chance of that nature. 1 concluded then 
that it muit entirely proceed trom the 
exceflive heat of her conftitution: And 
confidcring that in cold weather it is na- 
tural for the ufual etHuviums, or exha- 
lations of people's bodies to retire to 
thofe parts which are kept the warmeit, 
and (tcurd molt trom the checking 
cold ; I thought no better realon could 
be given for the phenomenon than this, 
ziz. that the cilluviunis of her warm 
blood being hinder'd by the external 
cold from vapouring into air, by which 
means too they were lodg’din greater 
quantities than ufual in her cloaths, and 
having an opportunity of fermenting 
together in the warm wool, elpecially 
when agitated or moved, are the true 
and genuine occafions of this wonder- 
ful ettect. For as hay laid up wet, 
when the thin and watery parts afloci- 
ate themielves and ferment together, 
grows hot and is inflam'd ; or as a litt 
of harmlefs flamie-may be excited in the 
dark on a cat's, dog's, or horie’s back 
(efpecially in cold weather) by rubbing, 
agitating, and difturbing the exhalations 
lodg'd in their hair, and luperticies « 
their fkins ; lo 1 am apt to bclieve that 
the cflluviums of this matd’s body 
(warmer than ordinary? being 4lopt in 
their career by thc «ol., and ircatur d 
up morc than ordinary in her cloaths, 
kindle into a lambent flame, and pro.

been publifhed before to that purpofe) ground- 
ed on the following principles, which, as they 
fhew the reatons of the electrical problems 
I propo*'d before ( Sce Mag. for Sé March 
ard April) I hope this will merit a place in the 
Magazine alfo.

I. It is a maxim in philofophy, Entia non 
funt multiplicarda fins neccffitates and as the 
operations of nature, however manifold, are all 
produced (fu they are beft underftood, when 
accounted for) by the feweit moft fimple caufes, 
accordingly I take it for granted, there is a fub- 
til, elaitic fluid (by which I underftand the 
fame thing, whether it be call’d ether, light, 
or elementary fire) expanded throughout the

health, and curing the difeafes of animals and 
vesetables. 

The air and ether, as appears by the fore- 
going obfervations, are the two moft general 
caufes of action in matter, and upon which 
life and health, with the production and cure 
of moft difeafes wholly d-pend ; yet all the 
experiments hitherto made, and uícs derived 
from thofe two catholic remedies and inflru- 
ments cf nature, are little more than trifling 
amufements. But what great ufes may be ob- 
tained a hitherto unattempted) from a pro- 
per application of the air and its qualities, for 
preferving health, and curing difeafes, I have 
hewn in the forcfaid Treatite, and its Ab- 
ftract. And what probable uíes may be deriv- 
ed from the ether, I have fhewn alfo in the 
faid Treatife, with the other Queries or Pro- 
blems (See Mag. for Mygrch and April p. 
141, 133.) . to be confirm'd by proper ex- 
periments. : : : i 

But whereas it hath been inferted in fome of 
the publick news papers, that fome late expe- 
riments fhew electricity will not promote ve- 
getation, hatching of c:gs, “Jc. Having en- 
quired into the manner how theífe experi- 
ments were executed, and particularly as to the 
- eggs, it gavc occafion both to the for , oing and 
Hee remarks. And whereas the eggs 
were never electrified all the time of incuba- 
tion, but only, and that flightly before they 
were fet for the fowl to brood on ; how is it 

fible any fenfible effects fhould follow from 
fick a fuperficial application of electrical pow- 
er? 
that a difeaíc, wherein bleeding is the only 
remedy, fhould be cured by taking away one 
drop of blood only. Whereas if the eggs were 
eleétrified according to the method propoted 
(Ses Mag. for Marcb) and that rot oniy before,

We might, with as much reafon, expect, py 
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but at proper intervals, for fix, nine, or twelve 
hours, every day, all the time of the incuba- 
tion, until hatch'd ; it is highly probable forme 
extraordinary effect would follow therefrom. 
But to pretend er one fuch flight experiment as 
this, to judge what effeét electricity will have 
in hatching eggs, &c. is juft the fame as if a 
phyfician, in order to difcover the cffect of a- 
ny new medicine (fuppofe the cortex) for the 
cure ofagues, fhould give a patient one finglc 
grain wcight of the medicine in twenty four 
hours, and finding it have no effect, fhould 
publifh it good for nothing ; or if he gave one 
pound weight of the medicine, in the farte 
time, to another patient, which might probably 
kill him, and from thence pronounce it 2 real 
povfon ; his judgment ought to be condemr'd as 
rafh, if not erroneous in both cafes, by reafon. 
the experiments from which hc form'd the cha- 


xaéter of the medicine, were imperfect. And 


thus any medicine, though ever fo good, may 
have its credit deftroy'd by unfkilful applicati- 
on, or by over or under doleing it, fo that ex- 
periments, wrong made, may prove very preju- 
dicial and fatal to new difcoveries. This fhews 
we onght to preceed with the utmoft caution in 
experiments of fuch confequence, that they be 
executed with the greateft accuracy in all pofir- 
ble warictics aud circumftances, otherwife the 
conclufions we draw from them, will be prema- 
ture, if not falfe, and injurious to the pub- 
lick, who from fuch infufficient experiments, 
and wrong judgments inferr’d therefrom, may 
be depriv’d of many important difcoverics. It is 
therefore expected, that fuch gentlemen as un- 
dertake by experiments to determine the tfuth 
of any queries relating to the ufes of electricity, 
either in the animal or vegetable kingdoms,&c. 
(See Mag. for March and April) will be fo 
good as tocommunicate the wholc procefs, with 
all the neceffary circumftances relating thereto, 
that the publick may be fatisfied the experiments 
have been conduéted with that judgment and 
impartiality, requifiteto  difovcry of truth; and 
that no rnaterial circumftance hath been omitted. 
Thisis buta reafonable requeft,for otherwife for 
any perfon to inform the publick of his having 
made fuch experiments, and to give judgment 
himfelf thereupon, without publifhing, at the 
fame time, the whole procefs, with all the pro- 
per circumiftances, is the fame as if a judge in a 
cafe of law, of the atmoft importance to the 
publick, fhould give judgment himfelf, without 
examining the evidence and facts, fairly before 
a proper jury. From which parallel cafes it is 
evident, the truth of the iorefaid eleétrical 
problems can never be determin’d by a few fu- 
perficial curfory expcriments, fuch as are per- 
form'd at publick courfes and lectures, only to 
explain the phenomena of electricity, but by a 
regular pro sand fcries of experiments, pur- 
fued throug all offible cafes and circumftan- 
ccs, in P ar courfe inftituted for that 
purpofe only. rom what hath been faid it 
follows, that ought to proceed with great 
caution in difcovering the cftcét which any new 
remedy, as electricity, will have in preferving 
health, and curing difeafes, as palfies, fevers, 
sgues, imal] pox, relax’d folids wounds, tu- 
es moura 
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mours, uleers, venereal, and all other difcafes; 
in all which cafes it will be proper to try the 
effect of the electrical power, by applying it in 
all the three different methods, as mention’d 
in Number 9 foregoing, obferving to ufe that 
method moft, which fuits beft with the indica- 
tions of the difeafe. And the perfon if weak, 
may be clectrify'd, either fitting in a chair, or 
lying a-bed, the chair and bed being properly 
upported or infulated. Obferving that the e- 
thereal power be applied for a due time, at pro-. 
per intervals, every day, and continued for 
Zuch areafonable time, as will difcover its ef- 
fects, whether good or bad ; and in order te 
render the effects of cle€tricity more efficacious 
and manifeít in the cure of hats, the eleétri- 
cal machine, or pump, fhould have a different 
compofition and apparatus from thofe ufed for 
exhibiting the phenomena only, fo as to be a- 
ble to cellect, determine and give motion to a 
much greater quantity of ether at once, when 
required, ‘The foregoing cautions are the more 
neceflary, confidering that it is a truc obfervati- 
on, that the hypothefes and principles, be what 
they will, which we have long embrac'd and 
maintain’d, gain at laft fuch an afcendant and 
tyranny over us, as not to allow us to confider 
ampartially any arguments or experiments tend- 
ing to overthrow them z which wrong habit 
and turn of mind,hath ftill this worft ceffeét np- 
on us, that even tho” we are convinced ef the 
fallacy of our old opinions and fyftems, yet 
rather than own it, we can bear to fee tru h 
facrificcd, and all arguments and experiments 
wrefted to fupport error and impofture. This 
was thought neceflary to be remark'd, to 
guard both againft giving or recciving wrong 
Hnpreffions and prejudices, from any partial 
imperfect experiments, fo as to be difcouraged 
er diverted from profecuting the difcovery of 
ufeful inventions, by a feries of proper experi- 
riments, executed with due time, care, and 
judgment.

the van of the enemy from efcaping, as did al- 
fo feveral other fhips of the fleet.

F it be true, as the author fays, that 

Men may be known by their Phyfiogno- 
pies, itis no leís true that the produc- 
tions of an author greatly tend to the 
difcovery of his chara¢ter, his ditpofi- 
tion, talents, and good or bad qualities. 
lt is difficult for a writer, cipecially if 
he be fincere, to paint others without 
painting himielf. We fhould have had 
a tolerable idea of the incomparable 
Montagne, had he even omitted in his 
eflays what regards his own perion and 
inclinations. 

In like manner it appears, that the de- 
lightful author of thele Philojophical let- 
zers is well acquainted with people ot 
quality, has a good and honeit heart, 
and is of a lively, complaitant and gay 
difpofition ; that he is genteel, and very 
polite, and 


> 

the vivacity of his wit is to 
well temper d, as not in the lealt to 
hurt his judgment. He thinks much, 
without being too thoughtful, is vers'd 
in molt ciences, and delights in them. 
We has fome knowledge of chemiltry, 
and has acquired very juft notions of 
phyfick and the anima oeconomy, and 
yet don't ieem to be a phyfician. le 
is well acquainted with antient and mo- 
dern hiltory, yet does not profeís him- 
telf an hiftorian. He is one of ihote 
jage Pyrrbonmians that doubt in the pro- 
per places. He is never decifive but on 
evidence, and is filent on »oints that 
furpais the comprehenfion of the human 
intellect. ¿e has thook off the yoke of 
the ill-groundéd prejudices of child- 
hood, and if he has retained any of 
thole Ar! imprethons, 1t 15 becaute he 
believes them founded on realon. He 
is not one of thole mifanthropes who 
are never latisfy d with themiclves nor 
others, nor is delighted with always 
railing on mankind ; 


if he “finds vices 
and follies in human naturcs~he is fenti- 
ble allo of its virtues and good qualities. 
LI, has candour, and fets a 
on fuch as are endow dewith the fame 
amiable virtue. Fidis franknets mult have 
railed him encmies. de has doubtlets 
well ftudy'd human nature, and his in- 

(Gent. Mug. May 1747 i 
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fight therein muft have grcatly affifted 
him in judging of the characttrs of men 
by their phyliognomies. I leave him 
now to judge whether the portraiture 
which L have given of him be conform- 
able to truth, and protelt that I know 
nothing abfolutely of him. 1 perceive 
only that we mult fearch for him among 
the tribe of philofophers, but by no 
means among iuch philotophers who are 
ecclefiaftics, and dare not puíh my 
conicétures any farther for fear of being 
deceived. 

It is not ncceflary, however, for the 
reader to judge f£ the work by this cha- 
racter of the author. We may be de- 
ceived, and very grofsly too, with all 
the fine qualities of mind and heart. A 
trifle may lead us into error, and a fin- 
"ele error, often a very flight one, muy 
cad us into infinite mutakes. All truths 
arc connected, and when we once lote 
the thread of communication, we can 
only wander in the mazes of doubt and 
falihood. ‘Ihe queitions which our phi- 
lofopher examines ave 1o dithcult to be 
refolved, and befides of fo delicate a 
nature, that 1 decline pailing my judg- 
menton them. The marks which hc 
gives us ot truth, appear to me iome- 
times lo ambiguous, that l| am almait 
perpctually in fear of finding falíhood 
under the difguite of truth, and truth 
under that of. talfhood. 

‘Che principal fubjeét of this work 
properly includes only one general quci- 
tion, whence ariles a mulutude of o- 
thers (i. €.) Whether nature bas gizen 
us rules to fire of the good or tl gialitics 
of men. ‘he author is of opinion, that 
there are fuch rules, which he aflizns to 
the feveral parts of the countenance, and 
lays, he perccives and underitands them 
better himíclf t an he can exhibit them 
to others. This knowledge is an art 
but an art that requires application, anc 
a natural difpofition. | It cannot be de- 
ny'd that every thing has its phyliogno- 
my, amd the author proves it by cxam- 
pl s, on which he founds his rcifoning. 
Ze every being bas its plxlioznomy, why 
Would 4. an be dcllitute of il> Mf the pes- 
“Prgnomy of inanimate cings be J0 inf al- 
lithic, cehy [ould it bc otherseile reith men ? 
‘Phat men may have their phyftiognomy, 
is true; but then I can hardly be- 
lieve it fo infalible as that of inanimate 
beings. And my realon is, that thc 1n- 
terior parts of inanimate beings more 
conitantly correfpond with their outífide, 
chan the human mind wich the extern” 
marks of the body. In the firit cate we 
judge of the whole by a part, in the 

Cri lic 
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latter of one thing by another, of fpirit 
by matter. 

. The teat of the phy liognomy is, tome- 
times, only in one part of the counte- 
nance, on the noie, on the forchcad, 
the cheeks, the chin, the upper lip, the 
very teeth, but particularly in the cyes. 
In general, the mixture of colours and 
features forms the phyliognomy, and 
thete muft not be feparated. When na- 
turc unveils itfelf in one feature alonc, 
this exception ought not to prejudice the 
general rule. It was by a union of fea- 
tures In Socrates, that Zapyrus judged 
that philofopher to have vicious inclina- 
tions, and a bad character. And it was 
after coniidering Sye for fome time, 
that Qrobazus, the Parthian ambafia- 
dor, cry’d out, he was aitonifhed how 
that Romanz could forbear trom that irr- 
itant to be the firit man of the world. 


I may perhaps be mittaken, but it. 


Ícems to me, that according tothe iy- 
item of our philofopher, the foul of man 
is a being meerly paílive, depending on 
the tone ‘of the organs, and the 
impreihons of the body: A true ma- 
chine, the nature of which is incompre- 
henfible, and which is putin motion by 
another inachine,the force and properties 
of which arc hardly better known. ‘he 
writer plainly inlinuates as much in more 
than one place. Jt is, iays he, the gare 
or lefs perfect organijation, and the more 
or 45 agrcéuble mixture of the kitsnours 
that makes men wits or brutes. ‘his re- 
flexion ought to afford fonic comfort to 
thofe who are not beis d with much 
wit, and humble fuch as are proud of 
their large fhare of it. From whatever 
fource men of parts derive their fupe- 
riority over others, they have no reaion 
to be proud; it is no more in their 
pewer to chufe a per -ét organilation, 
and a happy mixture ot humours, than 
to provide themiclves with a morc ipi- 
ritual or refined ioul. 

"This reflexion recalls to memory the 
aniiver of Charles V. to Era«fzzz» i the 
dialogues of the dead. ** Lers talk no 
** morc ofícience,”” fays Era/mus to that 
emperor, ** but let wit be the bjcét ; 

this noble bleíhng has not the leaft 
** dependance on chance.” * How ! an- 
vers Charles, no dependance at all? 

Does not wit confiít in a certain con- 
formation of the brain? And is it not 
as great a chance to be born with a 
well difpofed brain, as to be born the 
fon of a king? You area great ge- 
nius; but afk all the pH olap aers tO 
what you were obliged that you had 
rot been a dolt and a blockhead ; why,

to a trille, a little difpofition of the 

fibres; in fhort, to fomething that the

Thote who arc the greateit oppoicrs 
of this fyitem, from an apprehenfion 
that it is iubverfivc of liberty, are forced 
to have recouríe to it at every turn. If 
the fou] be her own miftrefs, if fhe de- 
pends not entirely on the difpofition of 
the body, haw fhall we explain the 
changes which happen in the fame per- 
fon, which render him fo different from 
hinwelf? How fhall we account for thote 
iinpreifions made on the foul, upon the 
leait alteration, either in the motion of 
thc organs, or in the courfe of the blood 
and humours ? What reaíon can be gi- 
ven for thofe averfions and inclinations 
which are infpir'd at the fir view, and 
increaie with time? If our foul be fo 
much miitrefs of herfelf as is Poe 
ed, why arc we fometimes lad, iomc- 
times chearful?

To talk of the foul, when phyfiogno- 
my is the only point in queition, may 
Íícem a dioreifieh from the fubject ; but 
the author has prcvented this objection. 
«As we arc incapable, i2ys he, of judg- 
ing ef men by their foul, which is in- 
vifible, and the fame in every indivi- 
dual, we muit have recaurfe to their 
body, which fuffers fo great variations, 
and make it the principal of thofe dif- 
ferent characters which erve in 
men. Llience he lays i own as an un- 
doubted maxim, that the prevailing 
tempcrament of the body d termines 
the character of the mind. For the 
mind, or foul, being the íame in all 
men, can derive that diflerence of cha- 
racters, Lo ebícrvable on attention, from 
nothing bor ie temperament, which 
lufters infi Variations, and diípoles 
the fou to tht fame taftes and averfions 
which it finds in itíelf.

ut How fhall we know the tempcra- 
ment from thé colour and configuration 
ot the parts?

than to be jutt what they are; that the 
happieft of mcn come far fhort of the 
happinets of x lovely woman; that they 
cannot in conícience envy us a tempera- 
ment that puts us in mind of ferving, 
pleafing and loving them; that thcy 
would lofe ba, the change, if it were 
pollible to be cffeéted ; that from the na- 
ture of things we have as much inclina- 
tion to cafure as themíclves ; that we 
have our chagrins, vexations, and me- 
lancholy humours, which are the tor- 
ment of our lives, and embitter our mott 
delicious moments. In point of wit 
they mult know that theif temperament 
Is not a whit inferior to Ours, only theirs 
is more fine and delicate, whenever they 
think fit to thew it; thatetheir records, 
if they pleate to confult them, are full 
of viétorics obrain'd by women over 
men, and that we have no rcalon to 
boaít of the difference of our tempera- 
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ment, fince ‘the fuperiority lies on thcir 
ide. 

All this is fpoken in a quite gallant and 
polite ftrain, nor could any thing be faid 
with more adulation to the fair.* And, 
to ipeak the truth, if we examine the 
matter, tbe author was in the right. ` 
we have tome advantages over women, 
they know. how to lead us in triumph 
at their pleature, by thetr beauty, and’ 
thoíe attractive charms and graces with 
which nature has adorn’d them.

ic is true that all metals expand with 
heat, but if this expanfion only cautcd 
the rotation of thefe tubes, a large tube . 
would move faftcr than a imall one, anc 
ut 
this is contrary to repeated experiment ; 
fora tube of an inch diameter, altho" 
fupported with a fine ftcel axis to Icifen 
its triction, will not move more than 
onc cighth or one tenth part fo faft as a 
{mall one, which does not exceed the 
tenth part of an inch diameter; arid a 
iphere, the’ nicely fixed, ‘will not move 
atal. And if Mr O. S. will give himt 
felf the trouble of computing the ex- 
anfion of that fide of the tube nextthe 
irc, and compare it with the expanfion 
of that fide from the fire, he will find 
the difference too inconliderable to give 
the lcait motione——It is alio oblérva- 
blc, that, when a tubc is placed over the 
fire, it hath the fame regular motion as 
when placed before the fire: therefore 
expanfíion is not the caufe of its motion ; 
for rf this be fuflicient to give motion 
to the rube when before the fire, the 
fame ower mult neceflarily keep it at 
recit in tie other pofition. i 
Now, as it is evident expanfion 1s not 
the caute of their: motion, let us try it 
we cannot find fomething that ts. 
A little obfervation will fhew us that 
a tube (or cylinder) of glais, when pla- 
ced near a large fire, foon becomes pli- 
able ; and as that part of the tube which 
is nearelt the fire will be more heated 
than the relt, confequently it will the 
more cafily bend ; and as there is a con- 
tinual and pretty regular ftream or ecur- 
rent 
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ent of air always flowing towards the 
fire, and from thence up the chimney, 
this conftant preflure againít the tube 
caufeth it to bend in the weakeft place 
toward the fire; and if the fupporters 
are near its extremities, this curved or 
bent part being the molt remote from 
the axis of motion, muít confequently 
pull that part of the tube downwards, 
and prefent a freíh fide of the tube to 
the fire ; thus, betwixt a conítant cn- 
deavour to bend toward the fire, and an 


equal endeavour to fall by its own

hs the tube will be kept in a ronttant B 
and al 


moit regular motion; and. if the 
iupporters (which need not be glaís, for 
two common bricks may tere are pla- 
ced near each end of thc tube, the up- 
per fide will turn toward the fire; but 
. when the fupporters are placed near the 
middle of thc fupported tube, and near 
together, the two parts from the fup- 
orters to the ends, thereby becomin 
onger than that part between chem wiil 
bean over. balance for it, and will, by 
their own gravity, caufe the tube to turn 
the contrary way; thus new curves, 
 conítantly and regularly producing new 
motions, will not fufter the tube to reft, 
the curved part being convex towards 
the fire, which, in a tube four or five 
feet long, is very perccptible.

At 
noon we came near the enemy, laying to in a 
line of battle a-head, on the ftar-bward tack, 
in all 17 fail; foon after, our admiral made 
the fignal for all cruizers to come into the 
fleet, and for the line of battle a-head ; at 
which time we took recfs in the topfails (as is 
ufual when going to engagc) and began to form 
«he line on thc ftarboard tack. (Here the Na- 
mur leads). VheFrencó obferving that we were 
not to be bullied by their 17 fail, and know- 
ing, if they run, their convoy muft fall into 
our hands, dropped all but nine from the line ; 
and with their convoy crowded to leeward. At 
one in the afternoon, our admiral made the 
Ggnal for thofe who lead to lead large: At two 
the French hawled down their fignal for the 
lines and began to run for it (as their convoy 
was now well a-heid) upon which our admiral 
hawled down his fignal for the line of battle, 
and made the fignal for the whole fieet to 
chace: and at about half an hour patt two 
made the fignal to engage: At three we came 
within gun-fhot of the fternmoft of the ene- 
my, who fired their ftern-chace at us ; but not 
regarding that, we ftood on, and foon came 
near four or five of them, where we were very 
warmly engaged on both fides, and had no ihip 
to our afhiftance but the Centurion and Defi- 
ance; thc former ‘oon loft her main-top-mafíl, 
and of confequence dropt a-ftern; tho" Capt. 
Denis behaved himfelf like a brave experienc'd 
officer, in ufing all poffible difpatch to come 
into aétion again ; and the brave Capt. Cren- 
veille, of the Defiance, obterving how dcfpe- 
rate the Namur was befct, got on our ftar- 
board bow, and took’ moft of the fire of one 
fhip from us.

-~ It was for a latter age and another 
country to produce Cati/imes, who had 
none of thofe provocations ro plead for 
rebellion, who entered into a conípiracy 
againft a prince, who they did not pre- 
tend had violated any one law of the 
conititution, or had interpofed any one 
act of power, in fupport of government. 
“The modern Catifizes fought to over-

The Nonjuror fays to the Jacobite, are 
not you arafcal? ‘The one isan air 27% 
Jbecp's cloathing ; the other a  rricide in 
a pautriot’s diiguife. The Nonjuror fair- 
ly avows himfelf an enemy ; but theJa- 
cobite fimites under the filth rib the 
friend he embraces, and plots to betray 
his truít, while his hand hasa {op in the 
fame dilh with his maiter. The Non- 
juror may mean well upon wrong prin- 
ciples; but in a Jacobite the {enie of 
honour is extihguifhed by /jecurity 12 
guilt, and the dictates of conícience o- 
ver ruled by zzorices of intere/t. 

A Jacobite has neither the fenfe to de-

fend, the fpirit to avow, nor the heart 
to efpoufe the party which he fecretly 
loves.—W hen its affairs are profperous, 
he makes promifes, and dri healths ; 
when they are doubtful, he drops hints, 
and talks myfteries ; bor when they are 
deíperate, he is a true fubjeét and an ho- 
neít Emq/i/bman ; he hates af pretenders, 
and all is a damned plot of tbe government 
to blaf? bis reputation, becaufe be keeps 
company with the independent electors, and 
does not vote for the court; and be defies 
his enemies to prove any thing againfi bim. 
But are we to be at a loís to know the 
hour of the day, only becaufe we don't 
hear the elock ftrike ? While the hand 
upon the dial-plate points full upon the 
figure of treafon, are we to doubt of its 
meaning? Are we, at this time, during 
a general election, which is to fix the 
doom of Britain's liberty, to itand up- 
on miítaken delicacies? No, they who 
Leck to deitroy the conftitution have ío 
Jong concealed themíelves under the 
wings of thofe who oppofe the miniftry, 
that at prefent it is next to impoffible to 
diftinguifh Oppofition from “JacobitiJr. 
We now fee how artfully the boafted 
coalition of parties has been made ufe of 
to patch up the rotten defigns of faction, 
and to varnifh over the fhocking appear- 
ances of treafon.

nocent, and comfequently arewned. 

But a fhort time fhewed us the reality 
of oo Aang r3—Few Engiffbmerx, in- 
deed, joined in the flagitious attempt ; 
but we are not from thence to conclude, 
that the {pirit of /ecebitifm is weak in 
England. A right neit ei Jacobite. 
feldom lofes any ge ae in caufe he 
loves, befides /ome af bis money, atid add 
bis benour >——when he ventüres the 
former, he proceeds with great castian, 
and when he forfeits the latter, he.ap- 
pears with creat unconcern.

„Orne doubts concerning tha intention of 
the late atc? for changing tbe duty on 
cuindows being d. Agen to tbe attorney and 
Jollicitor general, they have, given their 
opinion, 'lhat alí offices and out-hóufes, 
whether adjoining or not to the main 
houle, which, from the ufe of m, 
are to be confidered as part of the houfe, 
and neceffary q" convemient to the dwel- 
ling therein, iuch as kitchen, laundry, 
waih-houíe, E. are to be looked. upon 
as part of the dwelling-houfe, but that 
other officers and out-houfes, fuch as 
malt-houfes, coach-houfes, Cëc, ought 
not to be charged, unlefs they have 
lodging-rooms in them. 

‘That the windows in houfes, inha- 
bited by perfons who, by reafon of thejr 
poverty, are exempted from the taxes 
towards the church and poor, contain- 
ing ten windows or lights, and up- 
wards, are chargeable. i 3 

‘That every fet of chambers in a ftair- 
cafe in.the inns of court is to bc charg- 
ed (eparately as a diflinét edifice. 

That W..7es and Berwick, tho’ not par- 
ticularly mentiored, are within the in- 
tent of this act, part of Exmgland, and 
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the houfes there fubjeét to the two fhil- 
lings tax.

Royal Higbnefs the Duke, with Letters da- 
nd from tbe Head Quarters at Heer, the 3d 

ef July, N. S. to the Rt Hen. the Earl of 

Chefterfield, bis Majef?y' s prapa Secre- 
“ary of State, with the fo 

rs. 

N the rft day of Fuly, N.S. his royal 

highnefs. the duke propofed marching to 

take pofiefiion of the camp between Tongres 

and Bilfen ; but upon obferving that the ene- 

my march’d down in two large columns from 

Tongres, with a defign, as it was thought, to 

get pofieffion of the heights of Erdern and 

Millen, or to fall dewn upon the heads of our 

columns which were marching from Gelick that 

way, his royal highnefs ordered the prince of 

olfenduttle to take poftefhon of the villages . 
ef Grofs and Kisin Spaw with the infantry of 
the corps de refcr'zz,and to place his cavalry on 
his right on a fmall plain there was between 
that and the grazd- commandoric. His royal 
highnefs went to the left to ice if there was 
time to form our cavairy for the reception of 
the enemy ; but before the hea of our cavalry 
could come up, the enemy hac already formed 

3 lines or cavalry upon the heights ot Erdern, 
As we were no longer matters of thofe height:, 

we tormed our right at the commanderie, occu- 

pyinz 211 the hights and villeges in our front 

as far as Refit, in a line with Maefiricit 5 

and the Z2Zufirians formed a very confiderable 

flank back npon Bilfen from the commanderie. 
That whole day we paffed under arms over- 
azainft each other,and lay all night on our arms.. 
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Next morning, at break of day, the enemy 
made feveral counter-marches over-againít us, 
and at nine in the morning we judged that they 
had no farther defign to attack us that day; 
when foon after, Sir Fohn Ligonier fent Lieut. 
Col. Forbes to acquaint his royal highnef:, that 
he imagined the enemy was juft going toattack 
us, or to endeavour to out-flank us, and cut us 
off from Maeffricht: upon which his royal 
highnefs went immediately to the left, and de- 
fir'd the marfhal to put the right inftantly un- 
der arms. 

About an hour after that his royal highnefs 
was arrived there, and had made his difpofiti- 
ons, and placed his batterics, the enemy ap- 

ar'd form'd in a deep column, twelve batta- 
ions a-breaft, in order to attack a fmall enclo- 
fure with about A or 5 {mall houfes in it,where 
we had four battalions pofted ; and about that 
village alone almoft the whole of the aétion 
was, which lafted about 4. hours, after it had 
been taken and retaken four times ; and when 
we had made ourfelves mafters of it by the af- 
fiftance of our own detach'd troops, which came 
to us from the right, the line of foot without 
the village began to give way a little ; they 
were however again put in order. | 

His royal highnefs then went to form thac 

art of the cavalry which had been in diforder, 
but found himíelf cut off by fome fquadrons of 
French cavalry, which had broke in, and was 
obliged to retire to our cavalry, who, by that 
time, had charged and broke the enemy's firít 
line, and afterwards, while his royal highnefs 
was with them, charged a fecond time, and 
broke the enemy again ; but purfuing them too 
far, received a fire from fome foot who lay be- 
hind the hedges, which gave the French cavalry 
time to form again, and then they forced ours 
to retire. 

_ In the mean time our infantry retreated to- 
wards Macfiricht, to the place where we join- 
ed. His royal highnefs marched towards Lu- 
nakin with all the cavalry, to favour the re- 
treat of the Dutch and the right wing; which 
was effected fo fuccefsfully, that they loft no- 
thing but fome few men by cannon-fhot. 

Sir Jobn Ligonier and count Z/ferbourg had 
the misfortune to be taken in the laft attack 
that our horfe made. Our lofs is but very in- 
confiderable in'comparifon of that of the ene- 
my, whofe prifoners own above Sooo men. We 
have about 700 prifoners of theirs, and they 
have not fo many of ours. 

His royal highncís gives the greateft com- 
mendations of his majefty's Brit dhd Elec- 
toral troops, of which there was not 2 fqua- 
dron or a battalion, which did not charge and 
beut the cnemy more than ence. 

. We have loft no colours ; but the Greys, 
bis roval highnefs's, and ll Zeien", have each 
ioft a ftandard 5; im return, we have taken four 
Standards and four colours. The garrifon of 
ATaeflricbt is reinforced by two Engi/h, three 
Aujfirian, and five Dutch battalions.

backwards ‘ith a itring rg, (oc. the 
cufhions may be made prefs harder or 
lighter, or taken quite off from the fide 
of the cylinder ; the rubbers being fet 


ethree or tour inches afunder, the furface 


of the glaís cylinder will be divided 
thereby into feveral parallel concentrick 
zones or belts, expreis'd by the fhaded 
dotted lines r g, Esc. fhewing the traéts 
or paths detcribed by the ether round 
the glaís when cxcited; Ge, Sc. are 
oni, pra Na or iron bars fufpended as u- 
íual, cach receiving the ether from its 
refpcétive cufhion ; by which method 
the cvlinder C 1 1 1, though only onc 
foot long, will excite and give motion 
to three times the quantity of ether, as 
a glafs {phere of onc foot diamcter,with 
one iuc cufhion apply'd thereto, as 
they are now uted for electrical experi- 
ments. But itf the external furface of 
this cylinder be concciv'd divided into 
four equal parts, by four lines drawn 
length ife PR 11.) and upon each 
of thefe four lines, three  cuflions 
be apply'd, making in all twelve, each 
having its proper gun-barrel or con- 
ductor, the glais cylinder thus furnifh- 
cd, will excite and give motion to 
twelve times more cther in the tame 
time, than a common cleétrical iphere 
ot the fame dimenfions, as they are 
now made. So that if the axis .4.;, 
carry ten cylinders, each a foot long, or 
five cylinders, each two feet long, it 
will excite a hundred and twenty times 
more e 1er, than an electrical machine 
as now conítructed. lf, therefore, this 
grcat quantity of ether thus excited and 
put in motion, be properly collcéted, 
and have its whole current and force dc- 
terinin’d and apply'd to the body, or 
lis parts, it mult producc etteéls propor- 
rionably greater; as water thrown by a 
large pump upon the body, will havc a 
very diflerenc eftect from letting it fall 
thereon, from a jimall fyringe, or ca- 
pillary idiphon. ` And this machine on 
ecealion mmay be ried for ralling or cx- 
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cing any lels quantity, by keeping any 
number of the cufhions r, Fc. from 
touching the glaís, as is fhewn in the 
cylinder C 222, where all the rubbers 
arc taken off, being confined by the 
chords ra, Ec. ‘Vhe cylinders may bc 
fixed to the axis by three or four 
branches, Je, Esc. (Fig. II.) and if 
both ends of the cylinders are open, 
itis propofed they will vibrate quicker 
and ttronger, and excite the ether to 
motion fooner, than if the two ends 
were clofed; zv, isa fmall wheel with a 
groove, fix'd upon one end of the axis, 
for giving motion thereto, by another 
large wheel, not expreis’d in the 
draught. And the machine may be 
work’d by the force of water, wind, 
fmoke, man, horfe, or by a weight like, 
a jack, tec. 

Being furnifh'd with fuch a com- 
pound ethereal pump, capable to raite 
and excite a greater or lcís quantity of 
ether, in the fame time, as the fevcral 
cafes and indications require, we may 
reafonably expeét much greater eftecis 
therefrom, in all the four dificrent ways 
ef applying it to the body. Fit, the 
ether may be much fooncr accumulated 
and condcnfed upon the body, and kept 
fo for any time required. Secondly, the 
ether being properly collected trom all 
or any nuniber of the cylinders, and 
having its current determin 1 upon 
any part of the body, will produce 
much ítronger concufiions, ftimulations 
and initantancous tenfations therein, 
with a proportionally quicker circulati- 
on, derivation, revulfion, iecretion, t2 ¢. 
of the Huids. ‘Thirdly, the ether may 
be thrown in much greater quantities at 
once, and made to flow and circulate 
#tronger upon the body, being ditchar- 
ged therefrom, as fall s receiv’d, like 
the water thrown on the body in punip- 
bathing. Fourthly, the ether may al- 
fo be made to circulate or How on and 
off any particular part, as a hinger, toc, 
hand, foot, arm, leg, thigh, eyc, ear, 
nofe, mouth, brcaít, organs of gencra- 
uon, upper, middle and lower regions 
of the body, by fitting a flaxen igature, 
bandage, or 
part, letting a picce of wet packthread 
or tape hang from the bandage down to 
the ground. This being done,it the ethe- 
real fire be difcharged upon the part. us 
toon as it comcs to the non-electric 
bandage, it will be conduéied by the 
moiiten'd packthread | iminediately to 
the earth or floor, without having any 
action upon the parts on the other fide 
the bardagos and # two fueh non-elcc- 
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trick ligatures are tyed either round the 
trunk of the body, or any limb, the 
part between the ligatures may have the 
ethereal fire difcharg'd thercon, none of 
the parts without the ligatures being af- 
feéted therewith. ‘Ihe intended bre- 
vity of this paper will not admit giving 
a particular detail of the moit proper 
methods, whereby the ethereal power 
may be applied,and made to exert its ef- 
ficacy and virtueto the moft advantage 
upon the body, and its parts, We. 

To render the eleétrifying apparatus 
more compleat for va Nigh parnicu ar 
cafes, it will be neceflary to have a cy- 
lindrical veflel of cait iron, or copper, 
of four or five feet diameter in the 
clear, and fix or feven feet high, that a 
perfon may fit, or itand upright there- 
in, having a fixed bottom, and cover 
at top, made to open and fhut cloic by 
means of leathers. In the center of the 
cover is a round hole, with a cork fitted 
thereto, through which there pafies a 
wire into the veffel, for the períon to 
take hold of on oce 10n; this veficl 
mult be well lined all over within (and 
without if neceflary) with a thick coat 
of wax or rofin, tz;. It is propolcd a 
veflcl thus prepared will be uteful in 
manv cafes, by reafon a perfon inclofed 
therein may have the ether accumulated 
and condens'd in a greater quantity up- 
on his body, and retain it better, 
grounded on the fame principle as c- 
lcétrifying a phial of water. And thc 
perfon, while in the veflel, may breathe 
the external air, by holding one end of 
a pipe in his mouth, the other end 
being ingrafted on to the fide of thc 
veficl, Esc. 

It may be necetlary to obferve further, 
that the ethereal fire, io long as it is ap- 
ply'd by a inachine to any animal or ve- 
getable, communicates a vibrative tre- 
mulous moion to the body, and all its 
parts, both foiids and fluids. And as all 
tuch motions produce a comparative cx 
panfiou and heat iu the body, it follows, 
that animals and vegetables may be 
much injured by being expofe& to cold 
damp air. immediately after being well 
electrified, the cafe being the fame as if 
a perion aftur great motion and exercile, 
or a profute iweat, fhouid expole him- 
telf unguarded to the inclemencies of the 
air. What gave occafion to this obfer» 
vation was the following experiment, 
made joynily with Mr Nea/e in Leaden- 
ball-firert,Lon dor  'l'he 2d Janc, 17475 
an cqual quantity of multard and creis 
feeds was put in tour glazed earthen 
pots, fill'd with the fame kind of cart 

an 
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and watcr'd equally each day. Twoof 


the pots were elettrified four times a 
day, for a quarter of an hour each time. 
June ath in the morning, the électrified 
feeds were larger and more tumid than 
the other, and while they were eleétrify- 
ing, the outer membrane or fecundine of 
feveral burit open, and the gem came in 
view, and continued vifibly unfoldin à 
having grown a full tenth of an inch 

during that fifteen minutes. Fane 6th, 
which ended the experiment, upoh com- 
paring the pots, the e à feeds 
which did grow, were more in number, 
and fhew’d much greater degrees of life 
and vigour, having a more lively freth 

green colour, and more pregnant and 
replete with vegetative juice. But as to 
the acceleration of their growth, there 
was not fo great a difference as was ex- 
pected ; ‘but this may be plainly ac- 
counted for from the iore oing obíerva- 
tion thus : the body of the feed while 
electrifying being ttrongly faturated,agi- 
tated and expanded by the ethereal fire, 
which becomes diffipated after ceafing 
to electrify, the cold damp air there-. 
upon entering the body of the feed, now 
open, and deftitute of ether, checks the 
tender naícent fibrille, and keeps them 
from developing, and thereby retards 
their growth. 

‘This fhews that to render the opera- 
tion and effects of the ether more effica- 
cious upon animals and vegetables, its 
application ought to be continued for a 
confiderable time, and much longer on 
vegetables, than animals. So that had 
the feeds been eleétrified both day and 
night without intermiffion, for the {pace 
of two or three days and nights, there 
is no doubt but they would have furpaff- 
ed the others, as much in the accelera- 
tion of their growth, as they have in all 
other refpecis. This experiment was 
not'made with all the accuracy necefia- 
ry, therefore is not propofed as an ex- 

erimentum crugis, and decifivc, but is 
ere inferted only to induce others who 
have better opportunities to try it more 
perfect] , and to remind them of (uch 
circumítances as are molt material to be 


attended to in thc proceís. Oblerving 
that as there is a great pe c between 
the mechaniím of men and brutes, and 


alio between animals and vegetables, io 
there is likewife in the caufes and means 
of their life, health, difeaies, and mce- 
thods of cure.

the ufe or cuftom, certainly thefe glaflesa 
or at leait fragments of them, would be 
more frequently diiícovered. Give me 
leave, Sir, therefore, to ofter what I 
flatter myíelf will feem a more proba- 
ble reafon for the hour-glaís's interment. 

In this nation (as well as others) by 
the abundant zeal of our anceitors, vir- 
ginity was held in great eftimation ; in- 
fomuch that thofe which died in that 
itate were rewarded, at their deaths, 
with a garland or crown on their heads, 
denoting their triumphant victory over 
the luits of the flefh. Nay, this honour 
was extended even to a widow that had 
enjoy'd but one hufband (faith Weaver 
in his Fuzz. Mou. p. 12). And, in the 
ycar 1733, the gent clerk of the pa- 
rifh church of romley in Kent, by his 
digging a grave in that church-yard. 
cloie to the eatt end of the chancel wall, 


C dug up one of thefe crowns, or gar-

lands, which is moit artificially wrought 
in filagree work with gold and filver 
wire, in refemblance or myrtle (with 
which plant the funcbrial garlands of 
the ancients were compos’d.*) whofe 
leaves are fatten'd to hoops of larger 
wire of iron, now fomething corroded 
with ruft, but both the gold and filver 
remains to this. time very little different 
from its original iplendor. It wag alio 
lin’d with cloth of filver, a piece of 
which, together with part of this curi- 
ous garland, I keep as a choice relick 
of antiquity. 
Befides thefe crowns,the ancients had 
alfo their depofitory garlands, the ufe of 
which were continued even till of late 
years (and perhaps are itill retain’d in 
many parts of chis nation, for my own 
knowledge of thele matters extends not 
above zo or 30 miles round London) 
which garlands, at the funcrals of the 
deceas’d, were carried folemnly before 
the corps ky two maids, and afterward 
hung up in fome confpicuous place 
within the church, in memorial of the 
departed perion, and were (at lcaít all 
that I have fecn) made after the follow- 
ing manner, wiz. ‘The lower rim, or 
circlet, was a broad hoop of wood, 
whereunto were fix'd, at the fidesthere- 
of, part of two other hoops crotiing each 
other at the top, at right angles, which 
Form d the upper part, being about one 
third longer than the width; thefe 
hoops were wholly covered with artib- 
cial flowers of paper, dy'd horn, or 
filk, and more or leis beauteous, accord- 
ing to the {kill or ingenuity of the per- 
former. In tne vacancy of the infide,

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from the top, hung white paper, cut in 
form of gloves, whereon was wrote the 
deceafed’s name, age, Sc. ther with 
long flips of various-colour'd paper, ox 
ribbons. 'l'heie were mamy times in- 
termix'd with. gilded or painted empty 
fhells of blown eggs, as farther orna- 
ments; or, it may be, as emblems of 
the bubbles ar bitternefs of this life; 
whilft other garlands had only a folitary 
hour-glaís ing therein, as a morc 
fignificant fymbol of mortality. 
Abeut 40 years ago 
rew much out of repute, 


thought, by many, as very vente A ing 
decorations for fo tacred a place the 
church; and at the reparation, or mew 
beautifying feveral churches, where I 
have been concern'd, E was oblig’d, by 
order of the minifter and church-war- 
dens, to take the garlands down, and 


the inhabitants itrictly forbid to hang (^ 


up any more for the future. Yet not- 
withítanding, fcvcral people, unwilling 
to torfake their ancient and delightful 
‘cuttom, continued itil the making o 
them, and they were carried at the fu- 
nerals, as before, to the grave, and put 
therein, upon the coffin, over the face of 
the dead; this I have feen donc in ma- 
ny places. Now I doubt not but fucha 
ga d, withan hour-glaís, was thus 
placed in the gravc at Clerkenwell, 
which, at the rotting and falling in of 
the lid of the cofin, mutt confequently 
be found cloíe to the ícull as that was 
faid to be, and the wooden frame of the 
glaís being but of flender tubítance,muft 
needs have long fince decay'd +, had it 
not been in great meature fecured from 
moifture within the h w t of the 
garland, tho” the thread thar held it 
might in a fhort time let it ílip down to 
the coffin’s lid. :

rent in the lait reign, which gave birth 
to the feptennial act. If, therefore, ei- 
ther now, or at any oéher time, the 
crown fhall exert that right, which it 
certainly has, of diffolving a parliament 
before the expiration of the accuitomed 
eriod, it is impoiíhble for any reafona- 
E man to ceny, that a time may come, 
when the people may, upon good grounds, 
dcfire to have elections rendered more 
frequent; and if this fhould ev r hap- 
en, it will be a very difficult matter to 
Kod any convincing argument why it 
fhou!d not be comply'd with.

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and other reafons may induce the coz- 
mons to wifh the fame for their owr 
fakes.

T here is a third reaíon that may in- 
duce a diflolution of this nature, ‘and 
that is, a defire in the crown and its

Whoe- 
ver will attentively and candidly confi- 
der this, will fee it to be no flight, no 
trivial, or plaufible, but a fenfible and 
weighty reafon, tending to promote the 
freedom of eleétions,and the honour and 
dignity of parliaments, and confequently 
the fafety of the nation. It has been al- 
ways looked on as a time of riot and con- 
fufion, and therefore it there be any le- 
gal method by which this íeaíon can be 

ortened, it ought to be applied ; nor 
is there any body hurt by it, unlefs thofe 
can be faid to be hurt, who, hurried by 
an impetuous fpirit of intemperance, 
would hurt themfelves, hurt the candi- 
dates, and hurt their country, merely 
to grátify that fpirit which is too baíe to 
bc named. 

We may take notice of a pe rea- 
fon, that is ,moft likely to take place in 
time of war, for then the public con- 
cerns of the nation requiring that the 
parliament fhould iit early, and obliging 
them alfo to fit long, there feems to 
juft caufe, that to balance this, sie con- 
tinuance of the parlianient elt thould 
be fhortened, that the private affairs of 
the members might not fufter too much 
by the neceflary attendance on the pub- 
lic. It. may indeed be objeéted, that the 
diffolution of a parliament may be very 
dangerous in time of war, weaken the 


H hands of the government, and give our 


enemies great advantages: for it is not 
impothble that the nation may furmile, 
that a war may be unneccilary, though 
approved by one parliament, ar if nc- 

| «cllary, 
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cellary, improperly carried on by fuch 
as happento have a parliament at their 
devotion; but this can never be (aid, 
where a war and the managers of it are 
approved by fucceílive parliaments, and 
therefore at che firit appearance it is a 
prefumption in favour of any admini- 
itration that fhall take fuch a itep in time 
Of war, becaufe it is not eafy to con- 
ceive why they fhould venture upon it, 
if they were not conícious of the reéti- 
tude of their own conduct, and there- 
fore willing to fubmit it not only to the 
examination of a parliament, but of dif- 
ferent parliaments, whlch I crave leave 
to fay is the ftricteit of all 72/7; that our 
conititution has appointed. 

There is but one reafon more that I 
fhall mention, for fear of taking up too 
much room in your paper, and it is this; 
that to adhere itri€tly to any certain pe- 
riod, may, in critical conjunétures, be 
of very dangerous coníequence, by gi- 
ving time and leifure, as well to our do- 
meitic as foreign enemies, to form 
íchemes for the influencing a general e- 
leétion. It has been faid, and very tru- 
ly faid, that this kingdom can only 
be undone by parliaments, tho’, blefled 
be God, fhe has hitherto been preierved 
by them. Now undoubtedly 1t would 
be very right to prevent intrigues,which 
might be of (uch dangerous conie- 
quence, by any method confittent with 
our conítitution; nor is it poílible to al- 
fign any at once fo confiftent and fo ef- 
fectual, as the altering the ufual period 
of elections ; and the more fuddenly 
this is done, the greater probability 
there is of its aniwering the intention x 
rhe doing this is folely in the power ot 
the crown, and therefore as we can only 
expeét fuch a good office from miniíters, 
we ought not to be too haity in blaming 
them, whencver they hall 
pedient to attempt a thing ef this na- 
turc.  Laitly, for it is indeed time to 
conclude, as their conduét in this, and 
in all other refpcéts, mutt be fubjcét to 
the infpection and confideration of a fu- 
ture partament, we have no right to 
blame them before thcy are cenfured by 
their proper judges. |

deed,have given us fundry accounts, but, 
among them all, I have not been able 
to find an impartial one; by which 
means, it hath happened, whether thro’ 
wilfulneis or ignorancc, know not, 
that fignal merit in fome hath been paf- 
icd by undiitinguifh'd ; whilít others, 
who only diftinguith'd themíelves ¿y 
not coming up, and ihort fhooting, have 
been complimented with the higheit en- 
comiums. | 

You may be furpriz'd, Sir, when I 
aflert, that out of the formidable Exg- 
d iquadron, but {even fhips were en- 
gaged, properly fpeaking.. Concerning 
the gallantry of A e of them, which 
were the headmoit fhips, you have al- 
ready had public accounts; and my in-~ 
tention by this 1s, to warm your hearts 
with an account of the behaviour of two 
others, the De-coz/Pire, Adm. /Zzarrez's 
fhip, and the Briffo/, commanded by 
Capt. Ahuutagu, which, I hope, may be 
done without derogating from the ho- 
nour of any.

The Diamant was the laft fhip that 
ftruck, of all that form'd the enemy's 
line ; and with her ftriking, finifhed the 
work of thie giorious day: a day, as fa- 
mous for the {cene it exhibited to the 
world, as infamous for the little notice 
taken of the principal actors in it. For 
who could have thought that the hero 
who commanded at the taking. of Cape 
Breton, and who play'd fo great a part 
in the action, together with that truly 
Britif? young nobleman, who fhewed 
whoie pupii he had been, by fo exact and 
clofe an imitation of his patron's man- 
ner of. fighting, fhould ftand unnoticed 
in the panegyrical records of this day? 
But that there are men, who, by their 
partiality to themíelves, would have all 
the fame of a glorious action their owm- 
and the heroifm of every brave man un- 
Ger them buried in oblivion.

His Mayresty’s mof? Gracious SPEECH 
to both Houfes of Parliament, [on W ednet- 
day the 17th Day of June, 1747. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


thing could have been more acceptable 
to me, than the zeal and difpatch with 
wW 


ich you have gone through the public bufi- 
nefs during the courfe of this fefion. The care 
and attention you have fhewn to extinguifh any 
remains of the late rebellion, and to ftrengthen 
the foundations of our future tranquillity by 
new provifions, as well for reftoring the proper 
authority of the government in North Britain, 
as for better fecuring the liberties of the people 
there, cannot fail to have the moft beneficial 
confequences. 

The great efforts you have made for carrying 
on the war in a vigorous manner, have fhewn 
you not to be lefs attentive to our foreign 
than to our domeftic interefts. They have 
Given fpirit to my allies; and enabled me, in 
conjunction with them, to bring a numerous 
and powerful army early into the field ; and to 
maintain ftrong fquadrons at fea, for the pro- 
tection and defence of our trade and poffeffions, 
the annoyance of our enemies, and for fupport- 
ing and enforcing the operations of my allies 
in Italy, The invafion made by France upon 
the territories of the States General of the U- 
nited Provinces, has had a different effect from 
what our enemies promifed themfelves from it. 
The voluntary and fpeedy fuccour which I 
fenton that occafion was received with the ut- 
moft joy, and has been of great ufe ; and the 
States have thereupon not only refolved on a 
great augmentation of their forces, which is 
actually making, but have taken fuch fteps as 
muit convince our enemies, how determined 
they are vigoroufly to fupport their own inde- 
pendency, and the interefts of the common 
caufe. Ihave the peculiar fatisfaétion to ac- 
quaint you, that the union between Great Bri- 
fain and the republic, fo neceffary for both 
mations, Was never more cordial, or better 
eftablifhed, than it is at prefent. 

The fignal fuccefs which, by the bleffing of 
Cod, has already attended my fleet, bas hap- 
pily difappointed fome very pernicious pro- 
jects of our enemies 5 and given a confiderable 
blow to their naval ftrength, as well as to 
their commerce 3 which will be the moft pro- 
bable means of reducing them to reafon. his 
is the great object. which I have at heart ; the 
fole view of all my meafures being to put an 
end to the calamities of war, by a fafe and ho- 
nourable*peace. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I muft acknowledge in a particular m ner 
the zeal and application, which you have raifed 
the neceffary fupplies for the fervice of the cur- 
rent year ; and your readinefs in making good 
the deficiency of the civil lift funds, arifing 
from the unavoidable confequences of war, isa 
fw:ih inftance of that regard and affection, 
which 1 have always experienced from ypu. 
To be able ro effcétnate all this immediately, 
‘after the fuppreiling of an unnatural and ex- 
penf:ve rebelion, and under the burdens of war, 
gut ict the ‘tsength and credit of the nation in 
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the higheft light ; and fecure to the crown of 
Great Britain that weight and refpeét, both 
with its friends and enemies, which juftly be- 
long to it.

íflation. It is true that feveral perions, 
thinking upon the fame íubject, muft 
naturally fall into the fame thoughts ; 
but then J believe they will hardly hit 
upon the fame images or fimiles ; for 
there is no natural connection between ; 

jubje¢t and them. For as the mind 
may range thro’ the whole material 
word to ind tomechino to deicribe or 
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aint its Notions, it is by great chance 
if the fancies of diflerent perfons fall 
upon the tame picture ; there is indecd 
a pollibility of it, but I believe it can- 
not frequently happen. And for this 
reaíon l am inclined to think that A7772z 
muit have feen thofe authors, and that 
he freely borrowed fome thoughts and 
images from them. I do not condemn 
him for it; but perhaps it had been bet- 
ter if he had mentioned their names, 
and made fomc acknowledgment.

And to convert the Jews, 
arguments might be drawn from their 
own Ícripture, proving Jejus to be the 
very Chrift. “Tothe Gentiles all thefe i- 
deas were new, they were to be taught 
the Old as well as New Teftament;

But, after taking fo imprudent a ftep, 
how were all thefe dithculties to be 
overcome, if this gofpel came not in 
ower and in the Holy Ghoft ? Doubt- 
eís by a pretence to miracles only ; and 
yet to give falfe miracles any reputati- 
on, two circumftances are principally 
neceflary ; an apt difpofition in thole 
whom they are defign’d to impofe up- 
on, and a powerful confederacy to a- 
vow and abet the cheat: both, or at 
leaft one of thefe, accompanied all the 
falle miracles ancient and modern, but 
neither of them attended thofe wrought 
by St Paz/ and the other apoítles. 

Having thus overthrown this propo- 
fition, and proved that Paul was not 
an impoitor, and fuperadded ftrong 
reafons to fhew that if he was, he 
could not have fucceeded by the means 
he employ’d, and that his fucceis was 
the effect of a divine power, co-operat- 
ing with his miniftry, the author pro- 
ceeds to fhew the falichood of the íc- 
cond propofition, and to prove that this 
apoitlc was not an enthufiaft. In order 
to this, he obferves that the ingredients 
of which enthufiafm is compofed, are 
grcat heat of temper, melancholy, ig- 
norance, credulity, and {elf conceit ;

the effcét of a meteor, merely bv the 
touch of his hand, or the found of his 
voice.

ducing by human power, a light in the 
air at mid day brighter ihan the jun, of

to hear words out of that 

were not heard by the reit 
of the company, of making him blind 
for three days, and reitoring him to 
fight by a word, and producing the 
miracles fubfequent to his converíion, as 
in them he was not pallive. 

"The author having thus fhewn, that 
this great event and its coníequences 
could not be the ettecet of impolture, 
enthufiaím, or the fraud and artifice of 
others, even with the concurrence of 
extraordinary natural cauies, the truth 
of his fourth propofition mult refult as 
an undeniable coniequence, viz. that 
what is related by St Paul to have been 
the caule of his converfion, and to have 
happened in confequence of it, did real- 
ly happen. And how, tays he, fhall we 
refiit the conviction of fuch a proof, that 
chriftianity is a divine revelation ? Does 
the doctrine of the apoitles contain any 

recepts contrary to the law of mora- 
lity written on the hearts of mankind? 
Wo {uch thing is pretended. 

er Ís it fhen on account of the my- 
fteries in the goipel that the facts are de- 
nied, tho’ fupported by evidence which 
gn all other cies would be allow"d to 
contain the clcarcft conviction, and can- 
not in this be rejected without reducing 
the mind co a itate of abiolute ‘ceptici{m, 
and overturning thoíe rules by which 
we judge of all evidence, and of the 
truth, or credibility of all other facts ? 
But this is plainly to give up the ufe of 
our uaderitanding where we are able to 
ule it moit properly, in order to apply 
it to things of which it is not a compe- 
tent judge. Phe motives and reafons 
upon which divine witdoin may think 
proper to act, as well as the manner in 
which it acts, mult often lie out of the 
reach of our underit:iding; but the 
motives and reafons of human actions, 
and the inanner in which they are per- 
forin'd, are all in the iphere of human 
i:nowledge, and upon then we may 
judze,with a well-grounded confidence, 
when they are tairly propofed to our 
conftderation. 

It isincomparably more o able that 
a revclation from God concerning the 
ways of his providence, fhould contain 
in 1t matters above the capacity of our 
yninds to comprehend, than that St 
Paul, or indeed any of the other apoítles, 
inould have acted, as we know that they 
did, upon any other foundations than 
certain knowledge of C/r//?’s being rifen 
trom the dead ; or thould have fuccecd- 
ed in the work they undertook, without 
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former of thefe propofitions I may give 
my aflent without any direct oppofition 
of realon to faith ; but in admitting, the 
latter 1 muit believe againít all thole 
probabilities that are therational grounds 
of aflent. SUM 

Nor do they who reject the chriftian 
religion becaufe of the difficulties which 
occur in its myfteries, confider how far 
that objeétion will go againit the fy- 
items both of religion and of philofo- 
phy, which they themíelves profcís to 
admit. There are in 4eZ/z: itíelf, the 
moit fimple of all religious opinions, 
ieveral ditticulties, for which human 
reaíon can but ill account ; which may 
therefore be not improperly ítiled arti- 
cles of faith. Such is the origin of evil 
under the government of an all-good 
and all-powerful God. Such is the 
reconciling the eternal preícience of 
God with the  ífrce-wiil of man. 
Such is alfo the creation of the world 
at any fuppofed time, or the eterzal pro- 
duétion of it from God ; it being almott 
equally hard, according to meer philo- 
fophical notions, either to admit that 
the goodnefs of God could remain un- 
exerted through all eternity before the 
time of {fuch a creation, let it lee fet 
back ever fo far, or to conceive an cter- 
zal production, which words, lo applied, 
are inconfiltent and contradictory térms ; 
the folution commonly given by a com- 
parifon to the emanation of light from 
the Sun not being adequate to it, or 
juit; for light is a gwa/ity inherent in 
fire, and naturally emaning from it; 
whereas matter is not a gua/ity inherent 
in Oremaning from the divine cílence, 
but of a different fubftance and nature, 
and if not ¿independent and /elf-exi/ring, 
mult have been created by a meer act of 
the divineze//7; and, if created, then not 
eternal, the idea of creation implying a 
Ser? when tbe fubfiance created did nst 
EXIJA. 

But becaufe of thefe difficulties, or 
any other that may occur in the jyítem 
of deifm, no wile man will deny the 
ing Of God, or his infinit wifdorm.

DESCRIPTION of the FIGURES 
iz the number d Plate: 


NuMBER I. II. defcribed. 


HEN a town is befieged, and the enemy 

has rendercd himfelf matter of the cover’d 
way, and all the outworks, and the flanks and 
parapets are ruined by his cannon, the works 
which he carries on for paffing the ditch cannot 
be difcovercd without the utmoft peril to the 
perfon appointed to reconnoitre; and yet 28 
this d:fcovery is of the greateft importance, the 
lives of many faithful fubjeéts, which are al- 
ways rare towards the end of a fiegc, muft be 
facrificed to effeét it ; and being expofed to the 
whole fire of the enemy’s parallels, if they aré 
not killed before they have executed their com-. 
miffion, they are fo intimidated by their dread- 
ful fituation, that they examine circumftances 
but flightly, and with confufion, and fo make 
an imperfect report : to prevent thefe inconve- 
ni^nc.es MI. de Serwiere invented this machine. 

Along the rampart of the fide attackcd, dry 
pits muft be dug as at A, in which muft be pla- 
ced the two beams, or long pieces of wood, 
B C, in fuch a manner as that the piece D fhail 
be firmly fixed by its lower end in the ground 
at the bottom of the pit, and by its upper end 
to the croís pèces E z that the fecond beam 
C fhall be free, in order to rife and fall as 
in a groove the whole length of the former, 
for which purpofe the piece C muft be furniihed 
at its lower end with thc flider D, fo thar it wiil 
pafs frecly through the opening in the middle 
of the crofs pieces E, and may be drawn up by 
the cord G, which is faftened to its lower end, 
and pafies over the pully H. 

At the upper end of the beam C is placed the 
centry-box F, which matt be mufket proof: 
into this box the engineer muft be put, who is 
to difcover the cn2my'e works, and then drawing 
up beam C by torce of hand, as has becn fhid 3:- 
ready, the engineer will at the fame time rite 
in the centry-box, till he is high enovch to com- 
mand the whole dite , and fce what the enenmrz 
is doing, thro” a hole bored inthe centry-box for 
that purpofe. When hc ha: fufficiently cxamincd 
every thing, he makes the fignal and is let dowry 
by flackening the cord G: this may be repeated 
as often as occafion requires, without danger 
from any thing but cannon-fhot,which is not fo 
great by an hundredth part as the ímaJl arms ; 
for, as theeenemy cannot teil exactly where 
your pit is dug, and your machine conítruétcd, 
he cannot level a piece of ordnance at it till 
he fees it rife, and then it will rcquire a verv 
fkilful and dextrous engineer, and a piece that 
carries very truc, to hit fo ímall a mark as the 
box, or bcam that fupports it. 

The counterpoize or weight K may be added 
to this machine, which will facilitate the work. 
ing of it; hecaufe the cord being faftened to- 
wards the lower end of the beam C, and pañing 
oversthe pully L, will fo tar contribute to raite 
the beam as that onc or two men wil he 
fuificicn , to work the machine.

Numb. V. VI. The habits of the children 
of the foundling hofpital, taken May 1, 1747; 
at the breakfafting, they having bafkets of 
flowers to prefent to the ladies. “The boys have 
only one garment, which is made jacket fafhi- 
on, of Yorkfhire ferge with a flip of red cloth 
crofs their fhouldcr ; their fhirts lapping over 
their collar refgmbling a cape ; their breeches 
hang loofe a great way down their legs 5 inftead 
of buttons is a flip of red cloth furbelow’d.— 
The girls petticoats are alfo Yor£/Zrre ferge; 
and their ftays are cover'J with the fame, of 
which a flip turns back over their fhoulders, 
like that of the boys, and is of the fame co- 
lour : their cuffs, bib, and apron are linen, the 
fhift is gathered and drawn with bobbin, in the 
manner of a clofe tucker. ‘The boys and girls 
hats are white, and tied round with red binding. 

Thefe chifdien being return'd by the coun- 
try nurfes at 4. years old, are cloathed in this 
manner proper for labonr, and differing from 
that of the children at nurfe ; and a number 
for each is to be fixed to their cloaths, in fome 
manner, fo as to be always vifible, that every 
child may be eafily known by it. 

The norfe of the wards is to have the care of 
their cloathing, to fee they keep themfelves 
cleanly, and to teach them to read at the times 
to be appointed for that purpoíc; to fee th-v 
rife at five o'clock in the fummer, and f*vcn in 
the winter, and that they are out of the ward 
in a quarter of an hout after theíe times. 

At half an hour after five in the fummer, 
and half an hour after feven in the winter, the 
boys are to be called over in the fchool-room 
by the mafter, and ftom thence are to go with 
him to work, cither in the garden, or other 
place appointed for that purpofe, which is to 
be in the cpenair,unlcís in extieme bad weather. 

Their work is to be fuch bodily labour as is 
fuitable to their age and ftrength, and may bc 
moft likely to fit them for agriculture, or the 
fea fervice, fuch as digging, houghing, plowing 
with ploughs manageable without horfes, 
hedging, cleaving wood, carrying burthens, and 
fuch like laborious employn: nts. 

Ateight in fummer, and ine in winter,they 
are to brea -faft ; ihe el: r boys in the open 
air, if-the weather perm*t, and to have an hour 
allow’d them for that purpofe ;othe younger 
may brcakfaft in the eaiing-room, in the pre- 
fence of the nurfes of their wards. The ret 
of the morning, till twelve, is to be fpent in 
their labour. From twelve to two is allowed 
for dinner and reft ; at two, they are to return 
to their work, and to work till fix in fummer, 
and till it is dark in winter. From that time 
till fupper, part of the time is to be employed 
in learning to read ; the reft, the children may 
plav in he open air, or {chool-rooms. . 

Eight o^clock in the fammer, and fever 19 
the winter, are to be the hours of fupper, ar 
at nine tor bed, e^ 
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Regulations for tbe Foundling Hofpital. 


On Sundays, and other days appointed for 
public worfhip, they are to be inftruéted in the 
principles of religion and morality, to attend at 
chapel, to be taught the catechiím ufed by the 
church of England, or heard to read fuch 
parts of the holy fcripture, as are moft fuitable 
to their underftanding. 

On Saturdays in the afternoon, and on the 
afternoons of fome public holidays, they ma 
be allowed to divert themfelves with fuch ex- 
ercifes as will increafe their ftrength, activity, 
and hardinefs ; are never to play at games of 
chance, but are to be taught that it is bafe and 


effemuna ez and fome punifhment of infamy 
is to be affixed to this offence. 


The girls are to be kept in wards, entirely B 


feparate from the boys, to be drefied plain and 
meat, with numbers vifible in fome part of thcir 
cloathing, to rife at the fame hours with the 
boys, to clean the houfe, make the beds, and 


do the houfhold bufinefs till the hour of break- 


faít ; after that to be employ'd in making li- 
nen or cloaths, or fuch other labour as is fuit . 


able to their age and ftrength, or in fome ufeful C 


manufactory. 

The diet of the children of the hofpital is to 
be plainand good of the fort, and to confift 
fome days of meat, and others of roots or 
herbs, raifed by the children's labour; their 
drink to be water, their bread coarfe, and made 
of a different fort of corn, as wheat, rye, bar- 
Icy, peafe, oats, (Sc. 

Strong drink, tea, coffee, and tobacco are 
never to be permitted to be ufed by any child 
in the hofpital, nor any butter allowed them. 

For the eafier difpofal of the boys, an order 
may be obtained from the lords of the admiral- 
ty, to the captains of his majefty’s fhips, to 
take a certain number of boys, from time to 
time, according to the rate of the fhips, and 
their proportion of men ; and if the captain of 
evcry merchant fhip, of a hundred tons, or up- 
wards, was obliged (if required) to take one or 
more, it would greatly increafe the number of 
feamen; and, the hofpital keeping an account 
of them, the government, on any emergency, 
wotuld be direéted wbere to find them. 

The governors will, by enquiry, 
what inland places buys are wanting 1 
bandry, and inform the committee thereof ; 
and the girls are to be placed owt, as houfhold 
fervants, or py out for a term of years, to be 
employ’d in th linen or other manufactory, as 
foon as poflible, ' 3t nox without due enquiry 
atter the charaéterqof the perfons who take "em, 

As ij will be .mponmdible for the hofpital to 
contain the great igjumber of children, which 
will be under its care, if properly encouraged 5 
and, as the keeping of children inat near town 
will be much more expenfive than at a diflance 
from it, it will be extremcly proper to fend out 
Jitle colonies of them; the boys to be em- 
ploy'd and educated in the manner before- men- 
tioned, under p:oper mafters, at or near Joër: 
mouth, Lynn, Liverpool, Hull, &c. | 
girls to Manchefler, Nauyrmgtan, PEE 
Devizes, «Kc. By which means, the good et- 
fet. of the charity will be more vitible, the 
money colleéted for their ft pport move ditra-

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fed, and mafters and miftreffes will be more 
eafily and readily fupplicd with children, than 
they would be if they were to fend to London. 
‘The children are to be difcharged when they 
are claimed by their parents, or when they hive

When any perfon fhall claim a child, they 
are to leave a petition with the fecretary, di- 
rected to the governors z and the petitioner at- 
tending at a day appointed, the houfe com-- 
mittee (hall enquire what right they have to 
the child, what are their circumftances, whe- 
ther they are able and willing to provide fur 
the chjld, and what fecurity they can give for 
t purpo e, and what fum they caz pay to 
the hofpital, towards the expence it has been 
put to by the maintenance of the child ; which 
committec fhall report the fame to the next ge- 
neral committee, with their opinion thereupon. 

If the report is fatisfactory to the general 
committee, they fhall then, and not before, 
order the billet, or mark which was affixed 
to tbe child, to be opened, and the regifter 
fearched, and if they find the child is living, 
may make an order to deliver the child to its 
parents or relations, which order is to bc deli- 
vered, when they have complied wirb the terms 
required by the committee, but not previous 
thereto. Every perfon to whom a child is fo 
deliver*'d, is to provide cloathing for their 
child, in which it is to be drefled ; and the 
cloathing of the hofpital is to be left. 

When any períons are difcharged for having 
attained their age appointed for that purpofe 
(i. e. 24 for males, and 21 for females, or 
when any of the girls fhall be married, with 
the confent of the committee) the general 
committee, at their difcretion, may give them 
cloaths, money, or neceflaries, not exceeding 
the value of ten pounds. But as it is to be 
hoped, that the males and females will be able, 
at thofe years, to get an honeft livelihood by 
their induftry, this charity muft be cautioufly 
praétifed, except on marriage cf the girls. 

It feems reatonable to apply to the legifla- 
turc, for an aét to veft in the hofpital the 
eltate and ctfeéts of every perlon who has becn 
brought up in the hofpital, and not claimed, 
who fhall die inteftate, and without itlue, and 
leaving no hufband, or wire, them furviving =: 
and that, in fuch cafes, the ordinary be obliged 
to grant adminiftration to fuch perfon as the 
hofpital fhall appoint.

Extraé& of a Letter from Yarmouth. 
E have a very remarkable ftory from Rot- 
terdam, where the Fanny galley, Capt. 
Blakely, arrived on the 18th. The captain 
had been chafed x1 hours by a large French 
privateer, and his veflel being a prime failor, 
he did not make the beft of his way, but kept 
at a fafe diftance 5 and by this means, fhedraw- 
ing little water, decoy'd the privateer upon 
the flats, where he beat to pieces on the fands. 
The French made all the fignals of diftrefs, 
but Capt. Blakely, having only 9 hands, and 
feeing two boats put off, one ‘tery large and 
fnll of men, he did not go to their relict. —But 
the large boat finking with all the men, and 
there appearing in the other only 11 men and 
2 women, he lay by, and let them come up to 
the galley 3 when, to his great furprize, he faw 
his own wife, who had been taken 4. days be- 
fore ina collyer bound to Rotterdam, where fhe 
was going to meet him. She faid fhe had been 
very civilly ufed by the Frezcb captain,who ran 
one of h's men thro’ for offering to take her 
cloak. ‘The privatecr had 14 carriage and 20 
fwivel guns, and 105 men, who all perifhed cx- 
cept the 11, among whom were the captain and 
2 lieutenants, and boatíwain.

C IN the 10tn, apprehending from the 
motions of the Fremch that they 
defigned to inveit Maeffricht, it was 
Judged neccílary to move from behind 
thc Decr, to prevent that delign. We 
decamped in the evening, marched all 
night, and next day encamped at Zo- 
work. On the 19th, by day-light, we 
marched towards Hafelt, where we 
pitched our tents for a few. hours. A- 
pout 12 at night we niarched off in 
«columns, the infantry and cavalry ma- 
fing two, and the artillery and baggage 
a third. At 9 in the morning wc law 
AMaclricbt A or miles diitant. We 
roceeded towards Zoxercs, and in a 
Dole time halted in the village of Rem/b, 
where were feveral French iafeguards, 
tvhich was an indication that their army 
was not far off Soon after we were in- 
tormed that the allies were drawn up in 
line of battle. Our baggage was im- 
mediately fent off for Macffricht, and 
our cannon and ammunition waggons 
were drawn up on an cminence, to be 
in readinels for orders. At 4 in the af- 
tcrnoon wwe advanced with the heavy ar- 
tillery up an afcent, thro’ the lines of 
the allies, and form'd a battery to play 
upon the ZrezcP infantry, which were 
advancing upon us. “The Huflars and 
Pandours were engaged at this time very 
warmly. We began immediately to 
play upon the encmy’s infantry, and 
walled them fo prodigiouily that they 
were obliged to retire. Then we 
fired ona village, whcre we fuppofed 
the Frexch fhelterrd themfelves, and 
with two haubitzers threw  feveral 
bombs into it. Ina few minutes they 
opened a battery upon us, and we can- 
nonaded each other very finartly for a- 
bout an hour, at which time one of 
their magazines blew up by a bomb ; 
io that after 3 or 4 diícharges more they 
ecíiiled firing, and drew off their can- 
non. Col, Be/ford, ot the train, recci- 
ved orders from his royal hjglgncis the 
duke, to retire behind the lines of in- 
fantry that night; which accordingly 
we did. The Britifb, Hanoverians, and 
£e/fians, lay upon their arms all night; 
but, as it was very cold wet weather, 
the ¿uf rians and Dutch thought it more 
agreeable to pitch their tents; and the 
next morning, when we began to pre- 
pare ourtelves to receive the enemy, 
thev lay in their tents unconcern’d. 
We oblerved the Frexr/ advancing in 
vait numbers towards the left, where 
the Lud. allenizocrian, and doas 
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troops were polted. About g o'clock 
we began to cannonade cach other, and 
confiderable execution was done on both 
fides. No troops ever advanced more 
boldly than the Freach in this action 5 
and, notwithitanding the violence of the 
grape and round íhot, Sc. from the 
bi et artillery, which laid both their 
cavalry and infantry in heaps, they car- 
ried on their attack with the utmoft vi- 
gour. By this time they were engaged 
with finall arms, the battalions which 
compoícd their front line were foon re- 
ulfed, and loit feveral itand of colours ; 
ut others advanced 1m their places 
which were foon repulfed likewife, an 
were in like manner fucceeded by frefh 
battalions, and fo on during the whole 
conflict: but we fuftered an inceflant 
fire, without any relief, except a little 
from the {fecond line. In the mean 
time the 7z//riazs and Dutch look'd on, 
and never fired a fhot. “TheScats Greys, 
the Dukes, Rothes’s, and Sir Robert 
Rich’s dragoons, with a body of Hui- 
Lars, gave the French cavalry a prodi- 
pios. itroke, and took feveral ftandards, 
ut the enemy, by fuperiority of num- 
bers, obliged them to retreat, tho' they 
afterwards made feveral rallies with fuc- 
ceis. When we found ourfelves over- 
powered, and obliged to draw off the 
cannon, we {piked up 15 field pieces 
which we could not get off for the gens 
d'arms, &c. crowding in among us, 
and for want of horfes, many of them 
being killed. This day's action is 
look’d on as moft glorious on the part 
of the allies that were engaged; who 
confifted of no more than 36 battalions, 
and the above fquadrons, and who with- 
ftood the chief body of the Frevc/ army, 
and the beit troops it afforded, for a- 
bove five hours, without lofing* a yard 
of ground, and afterwards made a re- 
gular retreat: and 'tis concluded, that 
if the other allies had exerted them- 
felves half fo much, we fhould have 
gain’d a compleat victory. By the 
time we got to Mac/fricht, two, pontoon 
bridges were thrown over the 








river, and 
while the baggage was paíling over into 
the dutchy of Limbourg, the 4ufirianz 
to cover their own retreat, were very 
warmly engaged with the French, both 
with cannon and {mall arms, and found 
an Opportunity to take the royal white 
ftandard from the gens d'arms, their 
kettle drums, 12 other ftandards, and 
80 priíoners. =" I is the general opi- 
nion, that the allies had between 3 and 
6000 men killed, and as many wound- 
ed ; and the Frvnch own thc lois of three 
times that number.

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4 DESCRIPTION of a very great Irn- 
rovement which is made to tbe BACK- 
EAVER 5; which eill not only winnow 
corn much Ja and better tban by an 
other methods hitherto ufed $ but void 
alfo clean and clear it of tbe very Jmall 


Corn, Seeds, Blacks, Smut-Balls, (Sc. 
to luch perfeétion, as to make it fit for 
Seed Corz. 


Publifhed in the Gentleman s Maga- 
zine for ‘July 1745, a confiderable 
improvement, which I had then made 
to a very uleful kind of Back-heaver, 
which has been long ufed by fome far- 
mers, in Miltfbire, Hampfbire, Su/ex, 
Esr. This back heaver is 4 foot lon 
from A to B, and.3 foot broad, from 
to I, andBtoD. A, B, C is the head 
board, 4 fourths of an inch thick, and 
eight and half inches deep within. B 
CD, and A F I the fide boards, 8 
inches dccp at B C, and 4 inches and 
half at I F within. The bottom Z Z 
is boarded ae faras X X. And from 
X X to I D the breadth of 13 inches 
and half, is iron wire work. Thefe 
parallel wires are in fize, about one 
tenth of an inch diameter, and have 
their centers about four tenths of an 
inch diftant from each other, their ends 
being faftened to the under parts of the 
boards at X X. by means of a lift of 
tin, half inch broad, which is nailed o- 
verthem: And inthe fame manner to 
the t pper part of the rail at D ; that 
ears of corn, coarfe hulls, ce. may 
freely flide off. The diftances of the 
long crofs wires R R are 3 inches from 
each other, they ferve to fupport and 
ftrengthen the fhort parallel wires, be- 
ing placed under, and bound faft to 
them, with very fine brafs wire. 1 
This inftrument is ifpended, with 
its bo:tom about 5 feet high. by ftrong 
lcathern ftraps, fixed to the fide boards 
at IN T' near the center of poife or gra- 
vity; which ftraps N T are buckled to- 
gether at the defired height,over the up- 
er rail M M, which rail is fupported 


y the upright poits of the frame P Q, 


which poíts ftand 7 inches H.ntfrom 
the ends of the back-heaver, thereby to 
]eave room for it to be fhaken to and 
fro. Itis needful, in order to prevent 
the frame from {liding to and fro on the 
floor, to have ftrong iron pins, full half 
inch long, fixed in the bottom pieces 
of the frame at S S S S. 

[n order to keep the back-heaver ftea- 
dy, and in its proper degree of inclin- 
ing, a ftring or ftrap istyed at one end 
to the middle of thc upper rail M M, 
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and at the other end to the middle of 


the fore rail of this back-heaver. If 
this ftring be tyed to the lower part of 


the frame, which fupports the back-hea- 
ver, it will not do fo well. ‘The back- 
heaver is fhaken to and fro in this in- 


A clining poftare, by a períon who ftands 


on a ítool, which is hooked at Y to the 
upright poft of the frame. As the firft 
coarfe bulls and corn, which are thrown 
on the board Z Z, X X, flide down 
thence on the wire, the corn, and fome 
of the fine hulls drop thro’ the wire, 
the coarfer ears and ftraws, Ec. fall off 
at the lower end F D, oryona the corn; 
where the wind from the circulating 
fan, which is placed behind near A B, 
blows it away, as alio {ome of the re- 


» fufe from among the falling corn. 


But finding a confiderable quantity of 
the fmaller hulls, chaff an huzzes, 
that is, grains of corn in their hulls, paf- 
fed thro” this wide wire grate; two 
> fince I placed under that iron grate 
X X, I D another finefieve, which had 
ç fquare mafhes in the fpace of an inch; 
the wire being about one thirty fixth 
part of an inch in diameter. ‘This fieve 
was 19 inches and half broad in the 
clear ; it was fixed in a frame F HHL 
under L its hinder rail, and upon its fore 
rail H FH. 'Iheíe rails were 3 inches 
broad, and near an inch thick.'T'his fieve 
was ítrengthened and fupported by 
*woítrong iron wires, placed length- 
ways, and by feven of the like wires, 

laced at equal diftances acrofs them. 
‘his fieve with its frame was hook'd to 
the back-heaver, by two flat iron hooks 
at each end, which were nailed tothe 
fide boards H F, D And thefe 
hooksgare prevented from flipping down, 
by two imal] hooks drove into the edg- 
es of the fide boards of the back-hea- 
ver. This under fieve is not fixed in a 
parallel pofigion to the upper fieve, but 
inclining, fo as to have its hinder rail 
five inches below the back-heaver, and 


its fore pent only two inches below the 


fore rail of the back-heaver. By this 
means the under fieve is not*inclined 
floping to fo great a degrce, as the up- 
periron grate of the back-heaver, nei- 
ther oughtit to be fo much inclined, but 
is to be kept almoft parallel to the ho- 
rizon, left too much of thc corn, in- 
itcad of falling thro’ the fieve, by de- 
{cending too precipitately över the fieve, 
fhould run forward with the chaff and 
huzzes, over the foremoft lower rail, 
and fo not be feparated from them. 
‘The frame of this lower fieve is not in- 
Giofed wii a board behind, that v 
win 
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wind may ap país thro’ it. The 
fide boards H F, FIL, which are 7 
inches and 3 quarters de p, and 2 foot 
long, are ítrongly fixed to the back 
rail, by two íquare angled iron plates, 
nalled both to the rail and boards, 
thereby to ftrengthen the whole frame. 
This under fieve, when thus fixed in its 
place, reaches to H H, about fix inch- 
es forwarder than the back-heaver. 
The great breadth of this under fieve, 
for the corn to país over, gives thereby 
{ío much the greater chance for the more 
corn to drop thro’, and to leave the 
chaff to be carried on farther beyond 
the corn, and, confequently, to be 
blown as they fall, fo much the farther 
from the heap of corn. 

The advantages of having the corn 
pais thro” both thefe fieves at once, are 
very great ; for itis found upon tryal 
that corn may be cleaned thus, much 
fooner, and better, than by the ufual 
ways of cleanfing corn. For much 
the greateít part of the corn, which falls 
thro’ this riddle five, is at once clear 
from chaff and huzzes, which huzzes 
with fome ears are carried forward on 
the furface of the corn on the five, and 
fall off, with fome of the corn, over the 
fore rail H H, which corn, being tail- 
ed.off with huzzes and ears, after it is 
cleared from them, by the common 
hand ruddle fieve, is to be thrown up, 
with fome of the next lefs foul tail’d, 
to país thro' the fame back-heaver again, 
and is then to be mixed with the other 
fore part of the corn, inorder to under- 
go another winnowing with a finer fieve, 
next to be deícribed. . 

Mr Hoods, of Chilgrove in Wef?-Dean 
parifh near Chicheffer, being prefent 
when we were cleaning wheat with 
this inftrument, the following very in- 
genious and ufeful improvement of it 
Occurr'd to his thoughts» viz. When 
wheat has paíled thro’ the above-men- 
tioned winnowings, then to take away 
the under fieve, and place there another 
like, but much finer fieve in 1ts room ; 
and to have a piece of fack cloath fixed 
ipread near under the fieve, to receive 
the feeds, very finall corn, duit, Oc. as 
it falls thro’ the ficve. ‘This I immedi- 
ately put in execution. ‘Che mathes of 
the iron wire fieve were fo {mall, as to 
have 8 of them in the length of an 
inch, the fize, or diameter of the wire, 
being about the one 48th part of, an 
inch, cic. a 
wire of the Brit made under fieve. | 

As this under fieve ought to bein a 
fomcthing more inclining pofture than

the other under fieve, fo it is fufpended 
more nearly parallel to the upper back- 
heaver, the hinder part of it being on- 
ly one inch lower from the back-hcaver 
than the fore part. 

A piece of iack-cloth was nailed both 
to the hinder rail, and alío tothe fore- 
molt edge of the fore rail, that the 
feeds, dutt, Ce, which fall thro’ the 
fieve might lie under this fore rail; this 
fackcloth was alio nailed at one end to 
the frame, but at the other end it was 
buttoned over the wooden molds of S 


i, buttons, which were nailed for that pur-

by unbuttoning of 
this, the duft, feeds, Ce might be 
poured out; the lack cloth was loofe to 
iuch adegree as to bag down only about 
4 inches below the fieve, fo as very lit- 
tle to hinder the free paflage of the

wind, from the circulating fan. ‘This 
fackcloth was lined with brown paper, 
paited to it with ftiff paite, which had 


rofin mixed with it, to prevent rats and 
mice eating it. e 

Finding upon tryal, that the corn 
which was thrown on the board Z Z, 
X X, flid down from it too uncqually, 
and íometimes in too thick a quantity, 
this inconvenience was effectually re- 
medied, by placing at X X edgwile a 
SC piece of board, which was two 
inches and half broad ; which made 
the corn run in a thin even fpread un- 
derit; whence paíhing over the ficve in 
the fame manner, the very ímall corn, 
blacks, feeds, moufe turds, zc, drop- 
ped through the fieve on the fackcloth. 
And what could not drop thro’ the fieve, 
fuch as fmut balls, ec. being, in falling 
in a thin fheet , expofed to the force of 
the fan’s wind, was blown beyond the 
good corn. 

‘The tailing corn may foon be cleaned 
by pafling thus feveral times over this 
fine fieve, and the belt of the very {mall 
corn, which paíled thro’ the fieve with 
the feeds and blacks, erc, may in the 
fame manner be feparated from them, 
and then be mixed with other tailing 
corn. 

Thi ethod not only makes much 
greater diípatch, but is alío better thane 
a wire hand ficve of the fame fiz'd mafh- 
es, becaufe by this means the corn is 
continually pafling in a thin {heet over 
this wire lieve, which gives liberty for 
the feeds, blacks, €c. to drop thro’ on 
the fack cloth ; whereas in a hand fieve, 
of the lame degree of fineneis, the 
thicknefs of the mats of corn in thc fieve 
prevents many of the feeds, Sc. from 
falling thro’ the ficve. " 
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So that this happily proves to be an 
excellent method to clean wheat with 
difpatch, and effectually, from very 
imallcorn, and alfo from feeds, except- 
ing that of crow garlick, which grows 
in fone few fields, and ought to be 
vveeded, as is pazos by fome farm- 
ers, both in the field, and in the (heat 
in the barn, before it is threfhed. 

They who would be very curious, in 
cleaning corn foríeed, may do well to 
repeat the fifting of it, thro” this fine 
fieve, ío as not to leave any feed in it. 

‘The like {mall feeds may alfo be got 
out of barley by this fine under-fievc. 
When the under fieve had only three and 
half mafhes in the length of an inch, 
it cleaned barley well and with great 
difpatch. 

The fine fieve with the fack-cloth un- 
derit, may alfo be ufeful without a fan, 
in large graineries, to clear corn when 
it is to be moved or turned, from fecds, 
duft, &~c, which duit is obferved to con- 
tribute not only to the ípoiling corn 
in grainerics but the meal alfo of foul 
corn will not keep fo well as that of 
clean corn. 

In order to preferve thefe inftru- 
ments from being fpoiled, I have fixed 
fhelves at the upper end of the barn 
ege, to fet them on, and alío covered 


the fieves with bags of {fack cloth. The 
wires X X, 
fliding board. 

As this is a great improvement in the 
method of cleaning corn, both for dif- 
atch, and thorough cleaning it from 
deeds, blacks, mouie turds, Ce, fo as 
rightly to prepare it either for the mill, 
or for feed corn, a thing much wanted 
among farmers, and of great impor- 
tance tothem (for by the help of this 
initrument, a confiderable quantity of 
feeds, ec, have been taken out of 
corn, which feem’d to have very lit- 
tle of either of them in it ;) lo your 
publifhing an account of it in your

Val, between tbe left aiu: à of de 7- 
lied Army, and the French, the 2d of 
July. N. S. 

H E 30th ult. the army march'd by the 
left in 3 columns towards Lonaken, and 

encamp*d that night between that place and 
Ghenck 5; at the fame time the different de- 
tachments under Count Daun, and the Prince 
of JJ olfenbuttle, with Gen. Barontai’s corps, 
patted Bilfen, and encamp'd at the GrandeCom- 
manderie ; tbe corps of the Comte de C’ermonrt, 
not having retired behind Tongres, but occupy- 
ing ftill the high ground from Torgres to Ton- 
grebergb, notwithítanding the approach of our 
army, made it evident that they defign’d to 
fuftain that corps with their whole force, and, 
if poffible, to gain the camp of Bilfen. 

This pofition of the French army made the 
intercepting the corps of Clermont imapractica- 
ble 5 it was refolved thercfore by his R. H. the 
Duke, in concert with Marfhal Bathiani and 
Pr. Waldeck (after having reconnoitred the 
country towards the Jaar that morning) to 
take poffeffion of the camp of Bilfen, extend- 
ing the left to Millen 5 for that purpofe the 
whole army had orders to march by break of 
day the 11t of July, N.S. His R. H. andP. 

‘aldeck remalned all that night at the Com- 
manderie, and the Marfhal at Bilfen, in order 
to lof@ no time the next morning in making 
the neecflary difpofitions for the arrival of the 
army. 

On the rftof July his R. H. was on horfe- 
back by break of day, in order to reconnoitre ; 
about 4 o'clock he perceived the enemy's 
cavalry in motion in two columns, ftretching 
towards their right, which we immediately 
concluded was with a defign to gain the heights 
of Millen and Herdecren, and if they found it 
poMible, to fall on the head of our columns, 
which were then in march from their camp, 
inclining that way : Before Gx their irregulars, 
who flanked the march of their columns, 
were {kirmifhing with our advanced Huflars

The inftant that the columns of the enemy 
appeared, his R. H. fent orders to Sir Joba 
Ligonier to advance with the left wing of ca- 
valry as faft as poffible, and tothe foot to prefs 
their marc 3 at the fame tirne he order'd the 
P. of Welfenburtle to occupy the villages of 


Grote and Klein Spawe, with the infantry of G 


the corps de referve, and to ferm his cavalry on 
the plain between thofe villages and theGrand« 
Commanderie. Thefe precautions being taken 
for maintaining our poft at Brljer, his R. H. 
was defirous of forming our cavalry time enough 
on the heights of [Terdeecren tor the reception of 
the enemy ; but beforeour cavalry could arrive, 
the enemy had alr ady occupied thefe heights 
and prefented 3 lines of cavalry on the dcfeent 
of the hill, with their irregulars both bie 
and foot,bcfore them; this made it immediately 
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neceílary to alter the defign'd pofition of the 
left, fince we were no longer mafters of thofe 
heights ; accordingly it was unanimoufly agreed 
to extend the left to Mirle, the right ftill oc- 
cupying Bilfen, as in the former pofition, 


A As ioon as the left wing of cavalry came up, 


it was formed in the plain below Herdeeren, in 
order to check the enemy's advancing, and 
give our infantry time to come who were be- 
hind them. This motion was executed with 
great fpirit by our cavalry under Sir "e Lsgo- 
nier, whe, on the arrival of the infantry

valry on the fide of the hill of Herdecren = 
This was done to mafk the march of their in- 
fantrv, which kept moving on to our lett, un- 
der cover of the hill on the other fide. 

The corps of irecgulars, under the command 
of Gen. T::pps, wi ch had cover'd the march 
of the army from Lier, was now join'd, and 
order'd to the left, in order to cover that flank, 
and watch the motions of the enemy that way z 
The Dutch cavalry was order'd to be form’d in 
the rear of the lett of their own infantry, and 
the right of the Heffian, as that was judg'd the 
weakeft part of the linc of battle. 

This evening we cannonaded the enemy very 
fmartly fre æhill in the front of the village 
of Fal, and fome fhots were exchanged likewrte 
on the right; but it grew folate, that it was 
plain the encmy did not mean to bring on a ge- 
ncral aétion at that time.

"rer fent Lieut. Col. Forbes to acquamt the 

uke, that by the znotions of the enemy 
appear'd to be forming to attack the left wing, 
‘and that he had order'd all to arms. His R. 
H. immediately went thither, the Marfhal and 
P. Waldeck going at the fame time to prepare 
their refpectivecorps. Wo fooner were the bat- 
teries Of the left wing all fix'd for the recepti- 


en of the enemy, than their infantry red 
soming down into the plain, thro’ a valley be- 
eveen the hills which leads.from Remp/, form- 


«d in a vaft column of 9 or ro battalions in 


front, and as many deep, of their beft corps, 


bearing direétly at the village ef Val, in and a- 
bout which, almoft the whole of the action 
was, which lafted near 5 hours. Our batteries 
continued firing the whole time the enemy was 
advancing, as well upon their foot as the fqua - 
drons of`horfe that fupported the righa and left 
flanks-of ther columns. > 

At ze o'clock the cannonading of the ence- 
my’s fide ‘begam aguinft the village, with the 
fachdspieces ‘that ‘they brought with their in- 
fantry, (the fecand 'fhot cf which kill'd his R. 
H.'s German.aii de camp the Baron Ziggefacr) 
which was immediately followed by the attack 
of their firft brigades. Theíe were foon dif- 
per$'d, with prodigious lofs, as were the fecond 
third, amd fourth divifions. 

Overpower'd by this conftan* fupply of 
frefh troops, the regiments m Val were obliged 
go give way 5 -butbuing fuftain’d by the regi- 
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ot were entirely ruin'd. 
enemy ap gens pouring on frefh lines of foot, 
fo that the village was loft and regained of 
both fides feveraI times. The battalions ofthe 
Britifb and Henoverian infantry enter'd the 
village four or five different times each, though 
the French but once, as they never could be 
rallied, and were always fupplied with frefh 
brigades. 

The inftant that the enemy made the firft ge- 
neral difcharge of fimall arms at the village, his 
R. Fi. order'd one of his aides de camp to go 
immediately to Marfhal Batbraní, to inform 
him that the left was attack'd, that the enemy 
appear’d determin’d to make his whole effort 
upon Val, and therefore defired he would be 
attentive to fupport him fpeedily and effeétual- 
ly. The marfhal returned for anfwer that he 
was doing his utmoft for that purpofe, and had 
order'd away directly from the right, the y 
battalions of the left wing which had been de- 
tached with Count Daun, and the 5 that were 
with the corps de referve 3 and would likewife 
fupport him as much further zs was poflible. 
Befides this infantry, part of the fquadrons of 
Count Daus's corps were ordered to join the 
left ; the part of Daun’s detachment arrived 
time eno to go into the village and do great 
execution, but the 5 of the corps de referve did . 
not arrive till after, as they were pofted further 
on the right. 

About 12 o'clock affairs went on fo well, 
that his R. H. ordered the whole left wing to 
advance upon the enemy, whofe infantry gave 
way fo faft, that they were obliged to put ca- 
valry behind them, and on their flanks, to drive 
therm on with their fwords. The center began 
likewife te advance under IP. Waldeck (who 
was at the head of his corps the whole day) 
and his R. H. defired the Marthal to advance as 
his ground would allow him, towards Herdec- 
ren, and to annoy the enemy's flank ; which 
he did, driving the enemy out of the village of 
Elcbt, which was in the front of the hill of 
Herdceren, where they had taken poft the night 
before. The right wing could not however 
advance fo Yaft as the left, becaufe, had they 
inclined towards the front of the village of 77;- 
£ingbem, they would have expofed their flank 
to that corps which the enemy had on Herdee- 
ren, which was very confiderable, joined to a 
large battery of 18 pounders ; and ‘ft was ne- 
cefiary to be very attentive to Bilfen, left the 
enemy fhould come round our right flank ; 
however they kept moving on, and preventcd 
the enemy from detaching any more troops from 
their left to the right. 

The enemy began now to advance more in- 
fantry of their referve from Remp/?, all inclin- 
ing to Val, and ps of their cavalry ef the 
gebr inclined to the center, in order to kecp 
up the foot; when by the miíconduct of fome 
fquadrons * in the center, who perceived thc 
foot before them preft hard upon and giving 
way, inftead of remedying which by fuftaining 
Dutch, j them. 
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them, they went to the right about, and o- 
verthrew the five battalions of the corps de re- 
ferve which were coming from the right to- 
wards Val. His R. H. rode;mmediately to the 
head of the cavalry, and endeavour'd, with the 
affiftance of the Dutch Major Gen. Cannenberg 
(who did all that man could do) to rally them; 
but in vain, the enemy?s fquadrons had alrea- 
dy enter'd with them,compleated the confufion 
there, and divided the army: His R. H. with 
difficulty rejoin'd the lett wing, whofe right 
flank, and the right flank of the village they 
fuftained, was now expofed to two fires. 

Though his R. H. had defired more infantry 
from the right wing before this, and 6 more 
battalions were in march to join him, yet this 
unexpected break fo difconcerted all precautions 
that could be taken, that it was time to think 
of making good the retreat to Maeffrichr 5 
however the cavalry of the left, and fome fqua- 
drons of the Imperialifts, under the command” 
of Major Gen. Beurnonwville, (who diftinguifh- 
ed themíelves extreamly) which had begun to 
advance before, led on by Sir J. Ligonier, 
were already advanced fo far as to be on the 
point of charging the French cavalry, which 
they did with fo much fuccefs, that they over- 
threw all before them, but too eager in the 
purfuit of the enemy, receiv'd a fharp fire from 
the foot which they had pofted in a hollow way 
and fome hedges to favour the fiight of their 
horfe, by which they fuffered a good deal ; they 
difperfed however that foot, and fome freíh 
fquadrons whioh the enemy fent down upon 
them ; but it was all in vain whilít the army 
was cut in two His R. H. therefore called 
them off, and fent word to the Marfhal that he 
fhould retire towards Maeffrichrt, and would 
move towards Vel: Z/efel, and Lonaken, to fa- 
vour his retreat. This done, he retired the 
left wing flowly and im good order, bringing off 
all the heavy field artillery, tho” they were ad- 
vanced before the village of Val. ‘The fmall 
cannon that we loft, it was impoffible to bring 
off, as many of them had the wheels broke, 
and others were too far advanced at the time we 
began to retire. The enemy cannonaded us in 
the retreat, but attempted nothing further, 
feeing the good order we retir’d in, and know- 
ing how greatly they had alread fuffered. 

The lett wing got to Macfricht about five 
o'clock, and the Durch and right wing by 7. 
The enemy fecmed to have a mind to attack 
Pr. Wolfenbuttle, who made the rear guard, 
but after exchanging fome fmall fhot, found it 
too difficult and retired. 

le is impoflible -to commend too much the 
behaviour ct the grnerals, both horie and toot. 
Sir Y. Ligonier, who charged at the head cf the 
Britifb dragoons with that {kill and fpirit, 
that he has fhewed on fo many occafiuns, and 
in which he was fo well feconded, had the mif- 
fortune to have his horfe killed in the fecond 
charge of the cavalry, and was mude prifoner. 
Major Cien. Count d Y finbourz, who led, the 
Weffian cavalry, is wountlcd and taken ; Major 
Gen. Blind is wounded in the arm, but will 
du well.

It would be unjuít to the reft, to fay that a- 
ny corps of the king’s royal or electoral trcops 
did better than the others, tho' fome were put 
to a feverer tryal; in fhort, the enemy muft 
do us the juftice to own, that thcir fuccefs was 
dearly bought. 

Our lofs of killed, wounded, and miffing, 
amounts to 4000, odd hundred, and that of 
the enemy not leís than 10,000, amongft 
which are reckon'd four Lieut. Generals. We 
have taken above 60 officers and 7co men ; a- 
mongít the officers are Brig. Marquis de Bloz:- 
de/, and the fourth brother to my Lerd Dillon, 
who commanded the regiment of that name. 

We have taken from the enemy e fiandards, 
and 7 pair of colours. We have loft 4 of the 
former, but the FZfaroveríans Y pair of colours.

Several French officers affure me, that the 
amount of their kill'd wounded and pritoners 
is full x5,0co. If the left wing of our army 
had been fupported, the battle weuld have be- 
come general, and we fhould certainly have got 
a compleat victory. This was prevented by the 
cowardice and bad behaviour of the Durch, 
who turn'd their backs, and in their flight put 
two brigades into diforder 5; on which the Pei 
fuzileers fired two platoons upon the Durch, 


Lord RobertSuttor, Lieut. Col. of the Duke*s 
regiment of dragoons, who was taken prifoner, 
writes, * that on the evening of the action he 
* fupp'd with Maríhal Saxe in his tent, and 
€ upon taking notice, that the French had lott 
“a vaft number of men, the marthal reply'd 
€ with great indifference, Not above 11,000.” 

It is (aid in the account of the battle, printed 
at Liege, That the French kirg's brigade 
march'd up under the command of marthal 
Saxe, and carried the village of Lasberg, at- 
ter a repulfe of 40 battalions fucceilively. A 
letter frBm?an ofhicerin the army to his friend 
in York remarks, | ** That this brigade con- 
fied of Sectes and Irz/2 in the French fervice, 
who fought like devils ; that they neither gave 
nor took quartcr ; that obferving the Duke of 
Cumbrelind to be extremely active in defence of 
that poit, they were employ'd upon this attack 
at their own reqneft 5; that they in a manner 
cut down all before them, with a full refolugi- 
on, if poffible, to reach his Royal Eege 
whi. h they certainly would have donc, had not 
Sir Join Ligcnicr come up with a party cf 
horft and thereby fav” i tbe Duke ar the lots 
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of his own liberty."" He adds, ** That it 
was generally believ’d that the young pretender 
was a volunteer in that action, which animat- 
ed thefe rebellious troops to pufh fo defperately; 
and as what advantage the French had at Fon- 
cemay as well as now, was owing to the defpe- 
rate behaviour of this brigade, it may be faid, 
that the king ot Trance is indebted for his fuc- 
celle: to the natural~born fubie€ls of the crown 
of Great Britain.”

From hence it clearly appears that /Mr/ton”s 
poem was at leaft begun, betore that of Mafe- 
nius was publifb'd 5 which is fufficient for our 
prefent purpote, for the paffages in queftion are 
in the beginning of the poems of their refpective 
authors. Nor, in my opinion, is Milton more 
indebted to A@ufenius for his plan (which to 
me feem to be widely different, confidering their 
fubjeét was the fame) than for the beginning of 
his poem. Befides, it feems wonderful to 
me that from the year in which Paradife loft 
was publifh'd to this time (which is So years) 
no Bevtley, no Hearne, no penetrating genius 
but 77. L. fhould be fo eagle-ey'd as to hit up- 
on this rare difcovery 5 and, efpecially at the 
time when Ma/fenius was extant, when Milton 
was expos'd to f darknefs and evil tongues, 
that no publick enemy would brand him with 
plagiarifm. 

But before I come to particulars, I muft ob- 
ferve, that Virgil himfelf was not free from 
ebe like calumnies. Í Macrobius politively 
taxes that moft noble poet with having tranflat- 
ed, almoft «vord for word, the whole 2d book 
of the ZE neis from Pifander, and the 4th from 
slpollenius Rbodius 3 which invidious calumny 
|| Dr Trapp has proved to be abíolutely falfe. 
And, I think, we may juftly apply Mr /ol- 
taire’s words in the defence of Virgil to the 
vindication of our much injur'd poet Ailton, S 
ee That the only anfwer which is to be made to 
ee fuch difcoveries, is, that fich works are too 
ec great mafter-pieccs of art to be bre copies." 

Let us now confider the particular paffages 
of the two poets, and firft the Propofition s 
What that is, will be beft known by confulting 
the following verfes of Vida.

N Thurfday, the 2d of this apex erg 
ly 1747» diea at his palace at Rofe-Caf- 
tle, the Rt Rev. Father in God, Sir George 
Fleming, Bart, Lord Bifhop of Car/ifJe, in the 
81ft Year of his Age, and the 13th of his Con- 
fecration. He was born June 10, 1€6-”, at 
the Family- Seat at Ryda/- Ha//, in the County 
of Wefimorland ; being, in order of Birth, the 
fifth of eleven Sons, and the ninth of fifteen 
Children, of Sir Dantel Fleming, Knt, by Bar- 
bara, eldeft Daughter of Sir Henry Fletcher of 
Hutton, in the County of Cumberland, Bart, 
who was (an valiantly fighting for King 
Charles 1. Sept. 24, 1645, at Routon Heatb, 
near Chefer. 
. The faid Sir Daniel, who, in private Life, 
which he moft affected, excelled moft Men df 
his Rank and Fortune, had an Occafion given 
him,.by a malicious Mifreprefentation of him 
to his then Sovereign King Charles 11. to in- 


- form his Majefty, which the moft authentick 


Evidences enabled him to do, that eleven of his 
Anceftors had, for their good Services, been 
rewarded with-the Honour of Knighthood, 
fince the Norman Conqueft, when King Willi- 
am Y. gave to his faithful Follower and Kinfman 
Sir Michael le Fleming, a confiderable Eftate, 
part of which has been tranfmitted dbwn from 
him, in an uninterrupted Succeffion, to the 
prefentHeir-male of the twenzy-firftGeneration. 
It was with equal Truth and Satisfaction, that 
the fame worthy Knight could aver, that a: he 
himfelf had, in .the moft difficult and trying 
‘Times, inviolably adhered to the Conftitution 
in Church and State, 10 not one of his Proge- 
nitors hid, fince the diftant Epoche above- 
mention’d, been an Oppofer af the Crown 5 
not one, fincc thee Reformation, had becn a

confiftently with his Intereft and Ability, he 
deftin'd his fifth, agreeably to his own Inclina- 
tion, which he very early difcover'd,to the Sa- 
cerdotal Function. “Po qualify him for that 
by a liberal Education, he centred him in 
Frene 1683, in Edmund-Hall, in Oxferd, 
(which was then govern'd by the cclebrated Dr 
Febn Mill,) under the Tutorage of Dr bite 
Kennct, afterwards Lord Bifhop of Peterbo- 
rough. There did he firft teftify the pleafing 
Senfe, which he ever after retain’d, of the 
happy Revolution, among thcte Academicks, 
who printed congratulatory Vertes on King 
FFilham's vittorious Return from Ireland. 
Having pafs’d thro” his Degrees in Arts, he 
became domeftick Chaplain to Dr Tho. Smith, 
then Lord Bifhop of Caz//fle, by whom he had 
been ordained, and collated to the Vicarage of 
Afpatria in that Diocefe, as he was foon after 


to the fecond Prebend in the faid Cathedral, 


Church. In 1705, he was collated to the 
Arch-Deaconry, in 1727, was promoted to the 
Deanery, and in 1734, was advanced to the bi- 
fhoprick of Car/ifle ; fo that, in one and the 
fame Diocete, he made a gradual Progreís thro” 
all the Orders and Dignitics of the Church ; 
and as, in each Step, his Merit preceded his 
Promotion, fo did he adorn, as well as fill, his 
feveral fucceffive Stations. He had not wore 
the Mitre two Years, when, on the Deceafe of 
his cldeft and only furviving Brotber, without 
Ilue Male, he fucceeded tothe title of Baro- 
net, and the paternal Eftate of his ancientFami- 
])y,————————With this Acceffion of Honour 
andeFortune, he was neverthelefs that wel!- 
bred Gentleman he ever fhew'd himfelf, in c- 
very Quality forming that Character, which 
was ncver morc eminently united, than in 
him, with that of a Pious and truly Chriftian 
Prelate. As 
with a better regulated Tendernefs and Affeét-. 
on, in the nearer Relations of Life, fo could 
no one demean himfelf, with a more exaét, and 
yet eafy, Addrefs, to all Ranks and Degrezs of 
Mankind. 

His Example, in which a Medium was nice- 
ly obferv'd, with an Accuracy, that defcended 
to the minuteft Articles, was a conítant Leffon 
of Inftruction, and his Houfe, under its Influ- 
ence, was the beft School of Wjidom and Vir- 
tue, As he always preferv'd a Neatmets about 
bis Períon, which was of itfelf comely and 
graceful, fo, by a fpecial Guard againft Habits, 
and with a continual Prelence wf Mind, he 
kept himfelf intirely free from all little Pc- 
culiaritios, in Words, Geftures, and Actions, 
whieh, tho" not criminal, in any moral Tur- 
pitude, would be better wanting in many, 
whom they diftinguifh, not to their Advantage. 
A certain Awefulnefs furrounded him, which 
would have commanded more Fear, than Love, 
had it not been foften’d and fweeten’d with 
Affability. As he cou’d addreis his Superiors 
and Equals, with all the Ceremony and Com- 
plaifance of Good-Brecding, fo was he eafy of 
Accefs, and of Difcourfe; to his Inferiors, to 
the loweft of all; and never difmiísd any, 
but with an attendant Liking and Approbation 
oí him, even when he denied a Requeít, which

he could do with a better Grace, than many 
grant one. Never wanting to be advifed, nor 
reminded, in what was fit and convenient for 
him todo on any Occafion, he had as much 
Refolution, as Ability, to be dircéted by his 
osn Judgment, and was ever cautious, tho" 
not jealous of Impofition. As he hardly ever 
beftow'd his Preferments thro’? Dint of Sollici- 
tacion, or the Intervention of any powerful 
Interet, but was always pre-determin’d in his 
own Breaft; fo did he double every Favour by 
his Manner of conferring it, and feemingly fha- 
red, with the Perfon he obliged, in his Pleafure 
and Satisfaction. His Tongue ever was as rea- 
dy to encourage the AMiéted, as his Hand was 
to relieve the Indigent ; and as no Object of 
Compaflion ever prefented itfelf to him in vain, 
fo did no Defien, favourable to Religion, 
Learning, or Publick-Good, ever fail, on the 
firft Application, of his generous Afhftancc. 
With a Revenue, not more than adequate to 
his Expences, which he ballanced with a moft 
laudable Oeconomy, he was frugal without 
Parfimony, and liberal without Profufion 5 
and, whilft hc put irs juft Value on Money, he 
efteem’d it, not for its own Sake, but for the 
good Ufes of it, and as it enabled him to gra- 
tify his ample and ardent Defires, in Acts of 
Charity. Beneficence, and Hofpitality, which 
confum'd his Income, as it accrued, and inight 
feem to require, and would, but with his Ma- 
nagement, a much larger Fund. Though 
his Senfations were quick and ftrong, and his 
Temper naturally warm; yct, what was there- 
fore the more meritorious, Reafon conftantly 
maintain'd its proper Sway over his Patfions 5 
and a fettled Equanimity, founded on the Bafis 
of Pietv and Prudence, ftill fhew'd itfelf, in 
one uniform Appearance, amidft all the various 
Events and Occurrences of his Life. As he 
was not clated with Acquifitions, fo was he 
not deicéted with Lolles, but bore both with an 
even and fteady Spirit ; and tho" no one could 
potlefs a Bleiing with a more true and thank- 
ful Senfe of its Worth and Importance, yet 
could no one refign it with more Patience, or 
reconcile himfelf to the Want of it with more 
Acquicfcence andAlacrity.

On the fide of 
the Scheld are two canals, called 0/4 and 
ncw harbour, by which, at every tide, 
provifions and fupplies may be carried 
into the town, in {pite of the befiegers. 
At the entrance of the Old Harbour was 
a fort called Noord/chants, now ruin'd. 
The entrance of the New Harbour is 
Cover d by a regular fort of 5 baitions, 
called Zz/yd Schants, io fituated as to de- 
fend both entrances. On the fide of 
Stcezbergez are the forts of Moerzzozt, 
Pinjen, and Rover, with a well fortified 
line, extended tothe lait mention’d fort, 
beyond which is an inundation reaching 
to Steenbergen ; belides, by means of 
iluices, a great part of the country round 
the town may be laid under water. On 
the eaít is another inundation formed by 
the waters of the Scheld and the Zoom, 
which renders the country on that fide 
maríhy and inaccellible. “Lhe body of 
the place is defended by a rampart, a- 
beut a league in circumference, Hanked 
by to baitions, which are cover'd by 5 
hornworks.

Rt Hon. the lords commiflioners of jufticiary, 
the trial of «Archibald Stuart, Efq; late lord 
provoft of this city, when, upon information 
bic inde given in to the court, the lords pro- 
nounced the following interlocutor:  * Find 
it relevant to intcr the pains of law, that the 
panncl at the time and place libelled, being 
then lord provoít of the city of Edinburgh, 
wilfully neglected to purfue, or wilfully op- 
pofed or obitructed,when propofed by others, 
fuch meafures as were proper or neceffary for 
the defence of the city againft the rebels, in 
the inítances libelled : (See p. 320.) or fo 
much of them as do amount to fuch wilful 
negleé£t : and find it relevant, as aforefaid, 
feparatim, that the firelecks and bayonets 
“belonging to the city,and the capnon mount- 
ed on the city walls, fell into the hands of 
the rebels thro” the wilful negleét of the 
faid pannel; or that he refufed or dechned to 
take proper meafures when requir'd or de- 
.manied, which were in his power, for fecu- 
ring, or rendering uíelefs to the rebels, the 
faid arms: And find relevant, as aforctaid, 
all (uch acts charg*td u n the pannel by the 
libel, which fhall appear to have been unne- 

ceffarily done by him, and which did mani- 
fcíitly tend to the preventing or weakening 
-the de‘ence of the city, or the facilitating 
the rebels petting poffeikion thereof, or their 
-feizing the arms thercin. But allow the 
pannel to prove all facts and circuinitinc . 

alleg'd in his detence, for *eliding or. ailevi- 
ating the crimes chirg’d upon him, as above 
found relevant. ^ And remit the panne!, with 
the l bel as found rulevan”, to the know- 
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€ ledge of an affize.* After pronouncing 

the above interlocutor, his maiefty’s advocate 
prefented a bill t» thecourt, fetting forch, that 
Mr Walter Graffit, colleétor of the cuftoms 
at Alloa, a material witneis in this caufe, be- 
ing at London at the time of executing the 
criminal letters, and tho" daily expected home, 
did not return focner than the 7th of July, 4 
days after the firft dyct of compearance wase- 
lapícd, fo that he could not regularly Fe cited 
by virtue of thefe letters; therefore praying a 
diligence for citing him yct to appear and give 
evidence in the caufe, as his name was ccn- 
tain'd in the lift of witneffes deliver’d Mr 
Stuart at executing the libel againtt him.— 
Which being objcéted to by Mr Stuart as in- 
competent, and contrary to the conftant and 
uniform practice of thc court, the lords, after 
hearing council on both fides, refufed the defire 
of tke bill. Therefore his maíefty's advo- 
cate, in refpect their lordfhips had judged it 
not competent to give warrant of new for ai- 
ting the faid Mr Grefft, declined infifting a- 
gainft the pannel pro loco ES tempore, referving 
power afterwards to infift agsinft him as ac- 
cords, ‘The lords, in refpeét his maictty’s 
advocate did not infift againft the*faid Archibald 
Stuart, deferted the dyet againft him, and dif- 
mifs'd him from the bar 3 referving to his ma-

read than any other kiud of literature ;

tronizcd at court, and all the fafhiona- 
ble.wit was of the diflolute kind.

Amendments fucgeftfed to Laws of Eleciiom, 
1 Take it for granted, that fome refor- 

mation is wanting in the manner of 
chufing the reprefentatives of the people 
of this kingdom, in order to take more 
fully and perfectly the fenfe of the na- 
tion, and guard againit any undue influ- 
ence on the elected in parliament. 

By a ftatute of the oth of Q. ;zze, 
Ch. c, it is enacted, < That no períon 
< {hall be capable to fit or vote as a 
member of the houle of commons, for 
England, ES. who has not an citate, 
freehold or copyhold, for his own 
life, in lands, tenements or hcredita- 
ments, above what wvill fatisfy and 
clear all incumbrances, of the annu- 
al value of fix hundred pounds, above 
reprizes, for every knight of a fhire, 
and of threc hundred pounds Or c- 
very citizen, burgeis, (ce. 

* But the eldeft fon or heir apparent 
of any peer or lord in parliament, and 
of any other perfon qualified by this 
act to ferve as knight of a fhire, alfo 
reprefentatives for the univeríitics in 
England are excepted.’ 
This law, was to prevent perfons of 
mean fortune, whole neccflities would 
make them liable to a corrupt depen- 
dence, from obtaining, ieats in the houfe 
of commons. But it we confider how 
{mall the qualifying cltates are in. com- 
parifon with many thoufand eftates in 
South Britain, and how at large the qua- 
lification is left, by allowing a copy- 
hold, fubjcét to fervice under a fuperior 
lord, or an eftate for life only, (which 
may tempt a man to think of making 
future provifien for his family at the 
expence of his codthitry) will mot fome 
amendment appear to be necellary to 
this law ? If the qualification for citi- 
zens and burgeíles was made. at leaft, e- 
qual to that required for knights, and that 
tor knights double ; if no cítate could 
qualify but a freg inheritance, ot which 
the pofleflor or his family had been iei- 
zed for a certain number of years be: 
fore his offering himiclt to be a can- 
didate 
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date, and which would legally defcend 
to his immediate heirs, would mot the. 
original intent of this aët be better an- 
fwered, and the houfe. of commions 
more effeétually fecured againft corrupt 
dependence?  . ; 
. If we confider the low value of land 
in the reign of Jerry VI. vwhém the 
law was made that electors of knights 
ef a fhire fhould have each an eftate of 
4o fhillings a year above all ch ges, this 
m wil appear to have been then a 
confiderable eitate, perhaps equal to near 
40 pounds at this time. Will it not of 
confequence be expedient, to preferve 
the fpiric and meaning of this law, 
that the qualification of Gad- kolding e- 


feétors fhould be enlarged in proportion, 


O+the greater value of land at this 
time, and the lefler value of money ? 
The excepMon in favour of the eldelt 
Log and heir apparent of a peer, 
fuppofes the eitate and. authority of 
the fatherto fecure him againft corrupt 
.. pendence; but, perhaps, it would be 
"neceflary to give leís extent to this ex- 
ception. 
As to the univerfities, thofe learned 
bodies are fuppofed to be incapable of 


being deceived in their judgment of the D 


capacity and integrity of the gentlemen 
they chufe, and therefore it may ftill be 
thought needleís to lay them under the 
common rettraint. 

‘The influence of places and penfons, 
nobody has attempted to deny. But we 


are told that this influence is not danger- p 


ous, becaufe all peníioners during plea- 
fure are abfolutely excluded from feats ; 
and a great many placcmen, likewife 
{whofe number, however, is increafed 
in this new parliament) are under the 
fame difqualifications.

And laftly, by 
an aét the 15th of his prefent majelty, 
Chap. 22, * No perfon, who íhall be 
* commiffioner of the revenue in Zre- 
land, or cotmnmiihoner of the navy 
or victualling: office, no deputy or 
clerk in any of the iaid offices, or in 
the office of the treafury, auditor of 
the exchequer, tellers or chancellor of 
the exchequer, the admiralty, to the 
paymrafter of the army, or navy, to 
the fecretaries of ftate, .commiflioners 
of the falt, itamps, wine-licences, 
hackney coaches, hawkers and ped- 
lars, no civil or EE officer in Mi- 
zorca or Gibraltar (with fome excep- 
tions) is to be capable of pues Or 
voting as a member of the houle of 
commons, under the penalty alio of 
201. per diem for fo doing.” 

‘Thefe exccptions, I confefs, are more 
extenfive than I fhould have EE 
ed without enquiry: But itill the num- 
ber of placemen is too great for the en- 
tire freedom and independency of a 
BritifP houfe of commons. Why then 
cannot the defire of the people be com- 
plied with, and a law made, abfolutely - 
excluding all officers, civil and milita- 
ry, .cxcept a few only of the privy 
council, who fheald be thought necefia- 
ry forttanfacting the bufineís of the na- 
tior between the crown and the people? 
^ The officers of the flect and army, 
in time of war, mut be very great: 
And yet, tho” molt of them are necefla- 
rily employed in the duty of their com- 
millions, and cannot attend the fervice 
of parliamfnt, the number of members 
among them is confiderable in the re-« 
turns now making, as you may fee by- 
inlpecting the lifts. How happens it 
that in all the excluding clauíes, not one 
has extended to the military gentlemen? 
Is it becaufe the bufine(s of the fenate 
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. and the field are nearly related, and have 


a connexion with each other? Is it not 
rather dangerous, that too great a num- 
ber of military gentlemen in the houíc, 
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of commons, may, at fome timc or o- 
ther, render armics perpetual ? “The 
bulwark of our freedom 1s thc power 
of continuing the army from year to 
year only, and granting the fupplies ne- 
ceflary for both that and the fleet : 
Ought we not to be jealous of having 
this bulwark removed ? Allow what 
degree of honour we pleafe to the mi- 
litary gentlemen (and doubtleís no gen- 
tlemen have more) yet ftill we are to e- 
fteem them as men, fubjeét to be biafs'd 
by their own intereft. And docs not 
their interefts lie in the continuance of 
numerous armies, and fleets of parade 
intime of peace? 

So very favourable has the law been 
to thefe very gentlemen, that the ac- 
ceptance of a higher commiiíhon does 
not vacate their feat, and give their con- 
ftituents a right of expreíhing their ien- 
timents afrefh. 
indulgence as this has indeed been 
fhewn to the people: But fuch is the 
influence attending court favour, and 
iuch is the power of expending acquir- 
ed by a good place, or an intiinate ac- 
quaintance with the 'Ir————ry, that 
the people generally are infatuated, let 
the lulpicions be ever fo ftrong of the 
means by which the new acquifition was 
made, to renew their former truít, un- 
leis it be tvhere the conítituents are nu- 
merous and inde dent. 

Lectus confider farther the three great 
money companies, the members of 
which (except the South Sca Director: 
of 1720) are all elig:ble, and mutt of 
neceíity have a clofe connexion with 
the trealury, and we fhall not think the 
Leeder and influence of the crown much 

ininifhed by what has hitherto been 
done by diíqualifying laws. 

Finally, there is aekind of private 
gratitude due from placemen, civil or 
military, to the miniítry ; fo that it is 
difficult for a gentleman, of the molit 
upright heart, efpecially if he has not a 
' fufhcient fortune independent of his 
place, to overcome and fubdue, by a 
difinterefted regard for the public, the 
jente of obligations receiv'c.

the principles of Lwther. But this was 
by no means agreeable to the views of 
that monarch, who having form’d a 
defign on the liberties of the ‘Germanic 
body, was highly jealous of the increafe 
of the proteitant party. His intention 
being to"fupport his power by the thun- 
ders cf the Vatican, he thought by ¿up- 
porting the authority of the Pope to c- 
itablith his own.  'Phefe thunders, you 
mutt know, are ícraps of parchment, 
which have formerly produced the moit 
iurprifing revolutions in kingdoms. By 
virtue ot one of thele Taliimans, call- 
ed Zar of excommunication, wulurpess 
have been declared Jawful kings, and 
tasvfal kings dethron'd as tyrants and 
intruders.

That in thofe 
places where the new religion prevail- 
ed, and could not be quieted without 
danger of a fedition amongft the peo- 
ple, matters fhould continue as they 
were, till the council fhould meet. 
‘That in thefe places the mafs fhould 
not be abolifh'd, nor the catholicks 
difturbed in the exerciíe of their reli- 
gion, nor fhould they be fuffered to 
turn Lutherans. 4. “That the Sacra- 
mentarians Y fhould be banifh’d the 
empire, and the anabaptitts punifh'd 
with death, according to the empc- 
ror's decree on that fubjeét. e “That 
the preachers on both fides fhould ob- 
ferve the decrees of the two laft-1im- 
perial diets at Nuremburgh, by avoid- 
ing all inflaming methods, or whate- 
ver tended to excite thc people to re- 
volt againít their fovereigns. “Chat 
they fhould broach no new opintons, 
and with regard to the points in dii- 
pute, fhould wait the decilton of a 
general council. 6. That ail the 
members of the empire fhould live in 
peace, and commit no hoftilities what- 
ever under pretence of religion.

D Tere lian, in his beok addrefed to See- 
wiz, governor of Afris, who periesuted the 
Chousban, bes this expresion: Nen «f? re.i- 
CS dd 3 e ef gna Aponte jefe: debs Le 
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puloufly inquire into your virtues. As 
they are naturally turbulent and ref{tleis, 


lo tor the tpace of 1700 years they have 
been the incendiaries of the world. In 
the very infancy of their religion, they 
began to difpute and quarrel, and the 
emperors who embraced their faith, had 
always their hands full to compote their 
differences: they were hourly teaz'd 
with complaints of herefies, and in- 
treated to ufe their power to authorife 
períecution in matters of mere {pecula- 
tion. Councils were allembled na 
year, and bifhops convened from all 
parts of the world, to the great impo- 
verilhment of their people. A new o- 

inion was no looner fuppreffed or con- 

emn’d, than another ttarted up; and 
yet this phrenty ftill fubfifts amongit 
them, and ‘Yar/enijm is now what Ari- 
anifim was in the days of Confiumiine. 
Every intermediate age has produced 
irs herefies, and thefe have always end- 
ed in blood, Let them read our hitto- 
ry as long as they will, they will never 
be able to fhew fuch infatuation, or to 
point out fuch evils arifing from fuch 
fiender fprings. i 

The Nuzarcne divines object to us, 
that Makomet, willing to pleate the ri: 
ians, made his advantage of their foi- 
ble, by promifing them all manncr of 
ienfual delights; a Paradite interfpers`d 
with fhady groves, and filled with vir- 
gins in an eternal bloom of youth. No- 
rhing, fay they, could better fuit the 
humour of this people, whom the heat 
of their climate renders naturally lafci- 
wious, and the barrennefs of whofe foil 
induces to confider woods and {prings 
of water, as the fupremelt blefhngs of 
ute. 

But thefe doétors wever reflcét that 
the radians mult be ideots, if they had 
raken thcfe words in a literal ienie. 
‘There were among them men of too 
much difcernment not to perceive the 
abfurdity of fuch an interpretation. But 
were it othcrwile, the Chriltians would 
with an ill grace accuíe us on this fub- 
ject, fince the antient fathers of their 
church have belicved, and taught, that 
C^ri/? fhould reign 1000 years on earth, 
and during that time, his followers 
fhould $ enioy all kind of carnal plealure. 

Indced the Chriittan theologians ex- 
ccl in raillery, and are never lo bright 
as when they ridicule or accule one ano-

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ther. They have been very witty o” 
that narrow bridge ipoken of by the 
prophet in his 4/coran, over which the 
juft and wicked are obliged to pafs, 
with this difference, that the good go 
over it chearfully and with joy, while 
the wicked tremble, and fall thro’ it 
into the abyfs. How might the/Mz/zu/- 
men retort againft them many pafíiages 
of their fcripture, which fpcak of gra/?- 
ing of teeth, a fire that niger goes out, 
and a WORM that never aies! Their 
painters and priefts have made the moft 
ridiculous commentaries on thefe paf- 
fages: The former have reprefented in 
their churches, the damn'd, with great 
lerpents round their bodies, hiing at 
their ears. The others reprefent hell- 
fire fo exactly, as if they had deicended 
into the zu h, and made a weather- 
glaís for the climate. 

Laftly, they reprozch us with the li- 
berty our prophet has given us of con- 
cubinage, without in the lcatt reflecting 
that this indulgence was to prevent the 
evils which adultery introduces into fo- 
ciety; an evil feverely felt by them ; 
witnefs the frequent murders, lawtluits, 
and other excefles occaíioncd by this 
vice in Europe, wherc it is as common 
as theft is faid to be amongft the Min- 
reliams .  * In truth; /ays ene oftheir 
ecc writers, Our manners, with regard 
to adultery, are arrived at jucha height 
of diffolutenefs, that the proititution of 
one fex by thote whoic honour de- 
pends on their chaitity, 1s amazing, 
and would furpafs all belief, if not 
confirm'd by daily experience.” 

Thefe are, molt excellent Aerer, 
the objeétions of the Noazarencs to 
our religion, while the greateft argu- 
ment they allege in favour of their own, 
is, that it was firit propagated by illi- 
terate men. If this argument prove 
any thing, it makes for us, fince AZzho- 
met knew not either to read or write T.

"They alfo accule Mahomet of contra- 
dictions in his coraz, and varying his 
©pinion as circumítances changed. ut 
this objection feems only ttarted to pre- 
vent our reproaching them with an in- 
finite variety of fects, who all pretend 
to found their doctrines on the authori- 
ty of the fame {criptures. 

Never fince the rite of Zeiss | has 
our worfhip once varied: it is not fo 
with theirs ; for every age has produced 
fome new alteration in their religion and, 
principles. Formerly they were accu- 
ied of worfhipping the cro!s |, which 
they denied, as a calumny of their ene- 
mies. Now this adoration forms the 

rincipal and molt eflential part of their 
aith and devotion. "lhcy place it eve- 
ry where, on their habits, in their houfes, 
in their churches, and even along the 
highways; they have it in fuch venera- 
tion, that they think making but the 
fign of it fufficient to drive away the 
devil, and preferve them from lighten- 
ing. If they epen their mouth to beg, 
they, crofs their breait; they ufe the 
fame motions at rifing and lying down : 
their colours and itandards are full of 
crofles. In fhort, they have it every 
where but in their hearts. 'l'he Pagazs 
reproached the antient Chriitians, that 
they had no altars or temples ; an accu-

Dire£lions io improve C¥ DER . 


This being the proper feafon to prepare for 
making of CYDER, we the folliw- 
ing directions will be very ufefuf. 


JE you would: have your Cyder-royal 
Jee p. 27) drink like canary, or other 
facks, you muft add 
and as much {ugar or {weets, (the making 
of which is herein-after taught) as will 
beft pleafe your palate. And as the pro- 
portion of one pint of good fpirit to a 
gallon, will make it as itrong as French 
wine ; fo one pint and a half will make 
it full as ftrong as Spanifh wine; and by 
this means, in like manner, petry, and 
the juice of cherries, mulberries, cur- 
rans, and goofeberries (eipecially goofíe- 


berries) may, by adding thereunto their- 


proper fpirits, or. any other convenient 
ipirits, be made as good and pleafing as 
the wines made in the canaries. 

If any object that here is a mixture in 


your Cyder-royal, and fay that therefore C 


they will not like it, to them I aníwer :, 

Fir > lis not mixtures, but danger- 
ous or improper mixtures, which ought 
to be avoided. : 

Secondly, ‘This, in truth, is not any 
mixture at all, fince only the better part 
of the fame thing or kind is added to it ; 
and when all is done, it is but Cyder 
or wine refined and. made better, with- 
out any compofition, but what comes 
from the apple, unleis you will (which 
is left to your own free choice) to gra- 
tify. your own palate, add a little fugar, 
which all men know to be wholefome 
and nourifhing, elpecially when it is fo 
purged as herein after is fet forth. 

he beft known fruit that is only for 
Cyder, is the red-ftreak, which is a kind 
of wilding ; but for both ufes, viz. for 
the table and Cyder, the beft are golden 
pippins, becauíe they are re grow- 
ers, and .great bearers,. yield | 
eft quantity of liquors, andethe beit in 
quality ; and their very hufks, after the 
Cyder is prefled out, efpecially the gol- 
den pippin, will. yield more ipirit than 
any l hage yet found out: nor 1s it hard- 
er to raile the beft fort than the worit.

, made of honey, fugar, or 
molofles, you (ball neither have fpirits 
nor {weets come out of it, but only fair 
water; but if you let it ftand till it be 
well fermented, and become four, it 
will yield fpirit in abundance ; fo like- . 
wife cyder, perry, or juice Crabs, 
goofeberries, currans, mulberrics and 
cherries, will ^ ign little or no fpirit, 
until it be pafied the fermentation, or 
working,. and then the more four it is, 
Pee it be not vinegar, the more 
irit it will afford. Nevertheleís this 
obferve, apples of bitter taite make the 
Cyder bitter. EES | 
. To cure aer that is fubject to fret 
1s fomewhat difficult, but the beft way 
is to draw it off into another vefiel, and 
do {fo once in fix or ten day3, as you lee 
occafion, always taking the jee from it 
as oft as "tis rack'd. Let not your vefiel 
be full by a gallon, nor yet ftopped clofe, 
until, by drawing it off, it be made to 
eave huzzing and íputtering ; for the 
fuller and: cloier it it, the more it frets. 
When your Cyder is thus quiet, Chen: 
have a care to keep the veffel full and 
clofe ftopped ; yet left you fhould {top it 
too foon, open it once in two, three, or 
four days, and if yon find it is not yer 
lie open án hour, or 
half an hour ata time. . 

Omit not to burn a mátch of brim=- 
ftone, dipp'd in coriander feed, in your 
empty caík, juit before you put your 
cyder, and this as oft as your cyder is 
rack'd, and it is an excellent expedient 
to prevent ill taftés and fermentation. 

lhe beft way to order the fugar be- 
fore you put it into your Cyder, is to 
make it into a kind of fyrup or iweets, 
by diffolving it in water. A hundred o 
weight will make 16 gallons, arid fo pro- 
portionably. But before you put the fu- 
gar into the kettle, take the whites of 30 
or 40 eggs, the more the better, which, 
being well beaten with a rod or whifk, 
in eight or ten gallons of water ; then 
put four gallons of this egg-water, ío 
prepared, into your kettle, whcre your 
tugar is tò be diflolved; but be iure 
when it boils, put in more egg-water 
to keep it from boiling too high; an 


a bitter-fwect apple, becauíe the juice q foto continue putting it in, one quart 


of the firt will afford .twice as much 


ípirit as the latter. And no ípirits can 


be more pleafant, fince the ill taltes, if

as you ufe it, is the better way. The 
uic of the eggs is to raile fuch a fcum as 
as will carry away, not only the foulnefs 
of the fugar, but all the egg alfo. When 
the icum hath done rifing, and is clean 
taken off, fill up your kettle with as much 
watcr as will make up your quantity, and 
let it boil to the fize of a fyrup, and be- 
ing cold, put it into your Cyder ; a little 
coriander iced bruifed and tied in a linen 
rag put in whiltt its boiling, will give it 
a.gratcful fcent. 

Of theíe fweets you may put zor 3 
gallons into an hogíhead, as your palate 
invites, or the tartneís of the Cyder re- 
quires, but then put them not 1n till you 
have rack'd your Cyder the laft time, 
and it be paft the fermentation. Before 
you put your fweets into the cafk, mix 
your fweets and the ipirits you intend to 
put in, with a like quantity of cyder, and 
itir them well together, then put all into 
your cafk of Cyder, and itir them with 
all your ftrength with a itrong ftaff in 
the bungholt 4or one half quarter of an 
hour, after that {top it cloic, and draw 
none off till z, , or 4 montas, by 
which time it. will be anfwerable to what 
hath been propofed, only remember that 
if you wil have it to refemble canary, 
you mult add the greater proportion of 
Ípirits and fweets ; but if French wine, 
ch en the Jefs fweets, or none at all. 

lf the fsveets be made of white fugar, 
the Cyder wil be pale; if of brown, 
it will raife it to an higher colour, and 
in my opinion the latter isas good, as 
well as the cheapelt, fince the coarfcít, 
by thé preparation, becomes as pure as 
the fineit. And fwccts being thus made 
will coit but ed. a quart. 

Moft lands are capable of being im- 
proved by planting fruit trees, for Cy- 
der, perry, &c. and” certainly if the 
greateit improvement in France is by 
planting vineyards, an equal improvc- 
ment muít:be made by planting iruit- 
trees, fince of the fruit may be made as 
gencrous a ligour as the grape produer 

‘This improvement of land by plant- 
ing of fruit trees, is thus demonitrated :

But if it be fold at 44. per quart, as 
certainly it may, fince this Cyder-royal 
will as good as wine of 184. per 
quart, then the product of an acre may 
be worth 167, befides the profit of the 
graís or corn. Forif you plant your 
trees at thc diftance of 20 feet one way, 
and but 12 the other (which is all one 
with fixteen feet beforementioned) you 
may plough well enough between. 

Further, if goofcberries and currans 
be Bruce amongit the apple trees, which 
will prove much the better hufbandry, 
morc than four hogfheads of W inc royal 
may be made ina year of them, and 
much better than the other; fo that at 
the fame price, viz. 2 74. a quart, there 
will be 8/ more raifed, that is 16 7. per 
annum from the fame acre of EE? 

But fince it is ufual for apple trces to 
bear fome four bufhels, fome five, fix, 
feven, and upwards, to twenty bufhcels, 
it is very probable that one tree with 
another, may bear 4 buíhels, whence 
may be produced 16 hogfheads of Cyder- 
royal; which at 34. per quart (that is 
57. the hogfhead) comes to qe s 

Thé produét of currans and goofberics 
may amount to much more than 84 per 
annum, at which we have computed it ; 
for I know by reaíon and experience, 
that curran-trees and goofberry-trces, 
well hufbanded, may yield one gallon 
each, and upon one rood of land may 
be planted 16 trees, each 4 feet alunder, 
fo that one rood may produce two bufhels 
of currans and gooíberries, and there bc- 
ing eight-ícore roods in one acre, fix- 
teen-feore bufhels will grow thereon ; 
which yielding 16 hogfheads of common 
wine, makes 8 hogfheads of wine royal; 
which at 3 d. per quart comes to 24/. 
and the :48Y. made of Cyder (accord - 
ing to thc laft computation) makes 72 /.

+ following account of Cro/5-f2Z, 
will entertain fuch of your readers 
whofe genius inclines them to the 
SE of romantic Ícenes.

Defeription of Cross-FELL Mountains. 


Mdfione is the neareft town where one 
can get a fafe conduétor to crofs thefe al- 
moit impervious waítes, a country ex- 
tremely ill reprefented in all our maps 

et publifhed, not to mention their ex- 


ibiting the towns on the wrong fide of A 


theriver ( NZz^]. About two in theaf- 
ternoon we fet forward threc in compa- 
ny, and two who join'd us afterwards, 
out of the fame curiofity. We país'd 
the river Tíne near its confluence with 
Blackaburn, beyond which this immenfe 
waite begins, and could plainly perceive 
the alteration of air in riding a féw 
miles. Onthetop of Roderic heights is 
a pretty large lake, call'd Greez-ca/?/z- 
Zoch, which receives no vifible fecder, 
but emits a {mall ftream northward to 
the faid burn; nor is there any veftige 
of a caftle, from which it could be pre- 
fum'd to borrow the name. ‘TheSwal- 
lows, thote inconteftable remains of No- 
ah's deluge, begin here to be very fre- 
quent. Some of thefe are 30 or 40 yards 
in diameter, and near as much deep, 
cay circular, but contain no water 
at any feafon, the ground having gra- 
dually fallen in -at thefinking of the 


waters; but where they have happen’d D 


amid rocks, the holes are left open to 
incredible depths. ‘This naturally ac- 
counts forthofe furprizing phenomena 
in the Pyrenean and Nar£oze mountains, 
and our Elden-hole in Derbyfhire, whofe 
depths have never been afcertained with 
the longeft lines. j 

On the defcent of Roderic-fel/ there is 
plenty of herbage, but few plants, fave 
the ícorpioides arvenfis, and tormentil, 

At the bottom of this height Backa- 
burn is divided into two branches, the 


eaítermoit tumbling over a precipice of 


40 perpendicular yards, which makes 
a molt wild, furprizing cafcade. 

From this rivulet we are to account 
the rife of Crog/s-/z//. We were now fo 
much environ’d with large and extend- 
ed moraffes, rocks and mountains, that 
they exhibited a very frightful appcar-

With regard to the character of a per- 
tleman, his accomplifhinents were jo 
great, as not only to excel thole of his 
own profeflion, but to be a match for 
iuch as had made converlition und ce- 
remony their iole and ultimate itudy. 
It is obfervable, that much itudy makes 
men pettifh and morofe ; that a reclute 
life is an impediment to converlíation ; 
and that learning itfelf is i1nperious and 
do:unatical. But in our prelate all thete 
acquifitions had the quite contrary et- 


fects. Elis itudy was to promote good 
manners ; his retirement, to make a 
morc glorious appearance; and his 


learning,to propagate affability and con- 
deitcenlion. ‘Ihe private courfe of his 
lite would force any one to contefs, that 
he was tar from aftecting popularity, or 
doing any thing for noie and oitenta- 
tion. But his appearance was fo vene-

An Account of the HYDRASPIS ; 
or, Water-Shield : a Machine, by the 
belp of ‘which a Perfon may watt om

“HE inventor of this machine, Jobn 

A Chriffopher W'agenfeil, a German of 
confiderable rank and erudition, owns 
himíelf indebted, for the firft hints of 
his contrivance, to his obfervations on 
the fwimming of geefe and ducks, 
whence he began to confider whether it 
might not be poflible for men to imitate 
them. He foon recolleéted the artifice 
mention d in Schwenter’s Delicia phyfi- 
co-mathematicce, Part xii. Prob. 15, 16 
and 17, which teaches how a man, by 
filling a pair of trowzers, budget, wrap- 
per, or the like, with wind, might be 
enabled to walk upon the waters with- 
out danger of fubmerfion. But, on ma- 
king the: experiment carefully,. he found 
the apparatus fo complicated as to ren- 
der it very cumberíorme, and not entire- 
ly fecyre, efpecially as leaden bufkins 
were to be ufcd, almoft as heavy as the 
wearer, and highly uncafy tohim. He 
therefore conceiv'd that a machine might 
be contrived of wood, fitter for keeping 
a perion above water, and ides fur- 
niih him with the fame requifites for 
iwimming as are obferv’d in water- 
fowl.— After feveral tryals, he brougixrt 
to perfection a machine ( Sce Fic. 11.) 
which he values the more on account of 
its fimplicity, as it is exactly con- 
formable to nature, and comprchended 
at firit fight, fo that he admires how it 
came to be fo long a fecret. e ‘This ma- 
chine (See Fig. 1.)

This invention may be ap- 
ply'd to the performance of feveral re D 
creations and fports to be play'd in the 
water, where a perion may repreíent a 
iyren, and delight the hearers with fe- 
veral forts of mufic, or with hunting 
of ducks, and other water-fowl. “The 
author ingenuoufly owns, that his impe-- 
rial majeity's prefident of the water- y 
works found, fome fault with the clumly 
round and flat itruéture of his machine, 
which might have been made of a con- 
vex figure, like a kate.

Fig. VIII. The ram’s head, with an 
ear of corn in its mouth, fignifies corn, 
which runs into ears, under the fign of 
Aries, or the ram ; the grotcíque human 
head is to bc andan ofthe god Paz, 
whom the heathens believed to be the 
fame with the Sun, the common parent 
of all things; by the feet of a cock, a 
very hot bird, and therefore appropri- 
ated tothe Sun, is fignify’d the influ- 
ence of the Sun; the horfe’s head and 
breaft our author underítands of water, 
according to Homcr and Thales, the firft 
principle of this univerfe ; and the acorn 
1s put for any kind of fruit proper tor 
human aliment, 

Fic. VII. The winged young man 
managing the horfe, reprefents the De- 
mon, or Genius, which famblichus and 
others believe to prefide over the gene- 
ration and actions of men. : 

Fiz. VI. Suppofing the explications 
iven above, the clevation of the cock's 
oot plainly fignifies the hcat of the Sun 

railing the foot or italk of the corn, 
when he is in the fign of the Ram. 

Fig,V.18 a very chimerical itructure, 
which was engraved ona cornelian ; the 
author imagines it to involve a fymboli- 
cal adumbration of the city of ome 
and its founders. For by the grpent at 
the top isdenoted the coming of Æneas 
into /ta/y, after he had feen a great fnake 
near his father s tomp in Sicz/y ; the fow, 
which has had litters, indicates the facri- 
fice otter'd by Æneas after his arriv 
at the place where 4/canitts afterwards 
founded the city of 24/24; or, fince 1t 
was cultomary with the antients, at cn- 
tering into leagues or treaties, to lacri- 
fice a fow, perhaps the animal was de- 
figned as a fymbol of that folemn con- 
federation between Romulus and Tatins 
king of the Szdizes: the fhe-wolf — 
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Provo STUART” 


ling two children, literally repreíent 
the education of Romulus and Rimis. de 
cording to vulgar tradition 5 Hercules’s 
club, and the boar's head at the bottorn, 
are fymbols of that valour and reíoluti- 
on for which the antient Romans were 
fo remarkably eminent, both in con- 
qu their enemies, and fubduing 
their own vices and pafhons; the fame 
probably was intended by the head of 
the ram, a very pugnacious animal, and 
therefore confecrated to Mars; but our 
author interprets it asa fymbol of Venus, 
the mother of Æneas, becaufe the E-

I. MAT the whole of the charge 
is laid in a manner too loote 
and gencral, to be país'd to the know- 
ledge of an aihize. 

ll. That the facts therein contained 
are either mufreprefented, or in their 
nature t criminal. 

III. That no error in point of judg- 
ment, if any thing of that kind fhall 
appear, ought to be made the founda- 
tion of a criminal profecution ; efpeci- 
ally,as he was only one of a commit- 
tce, and acted by their direétions. 

It was natural for all the world, at 
firít fight, to lay the blame of an event, 
whicb has contributed to fo many mif- 
chiefs, principally on the lord provoft 
of Edinburgh tor the timc being, as the 
chief magiítrate and governor of the 
city : and the queftion now brought to 
trial is, Whether he was, or was not 
culpable, in his deportment in that high 
ofhce, during the traníactions libelled. 
"Che libel fays he was guilty of grots 
neglect of duty and mifbehaviour in his 
ofüce on that occafion ; and whether he 
was or not, muit depend upon a due 
comparifon of the duty of his office, 
with his actual behaviour; to fce how 
far the ne comes up to the other, and 
wherein he was alledged to be dcfici- 
ent, and to have counteracted his duty. 

When the libel was read in court on 
July 13, and Mr Stuart afked what he 
had to fay tor himtfelf, he daid, in ct- 
feét, that he was not guilty ; and that 
his conduét, upon the occation libelled, 
had been agrecable to his duty: and 
then left to his council to make gs 
his defence; of whom five were heard 
at great length, and the 
rheir arguments is as tollows : 

‘They took notice, ‘nat he had uj

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ready fuffered very great hardfhips by 
his long confinement, for 14 months, 
without being brought to trial; which, 
toa man engaged as he is in confidera- 
ble trade, was a punifífhment greater 
than he merited, fuppofing all that is 
alledged im the libel true: that the 
fource of this hard utage was the malice 
Of certain enemies of Mr Stuart in E- 
dinburgb, who, to ruin his credit and 
intereft in that city, had found fault 
with his conduét during the rebellion, 
induftrioufly miireprefented that con- 
duct, and raifed a EES clamour a- 
gainit him ; which having reached the 
feat of government, had produced the 
feverities he had already met with. 
‘That he was now glad of an oppor- 
tunity of having his conduct brought 
to trial by the certain teft of judicial e-. 
vidence : hoping that he would now be 
declared innocent upon examination, 
who, by popular clamour, had been pro- 
nounced guilty without examination. 
“That Mr Stuart could .not compe- 
tently be brought to trial at all in this 
court upon this libel; that the particu- 
lar ftatute of K. ‘Jarnes II. upon which 
it is laid, was almolt 300 years old, and 
one into defuetude ; that whilít it was 
in force, it was never meant to concern 
any more than the behaviour of magi- 
ítrates in their judicial capacity, or or- 
dinary adminiftration, on {uch occafi- 
ons as commonly occur, but never to 
concern thc extraordinary office of ma- 
giítrates in time of war or open rebelli- 
on, when it may be very incident to 
them to err or commiüce miftakes ; as 
many an honeit burgeís may be very 
well qualified to difcharge the duty of 
provoit, or other magiitrate of his burgh, 
in peaceable times, from whom it can- 
not be expected shat, in an open rcbelli- 
on, he flioald be able to act the part of 
an expert military commander, or go- 
vernor of a town ; that the deportment 
of the provoit on tuch an occafion could 
not be tried at a!) at common law ; tha. 
it was an improper quettion to be tried 
by a jury, who might very properly uy 
a iingie iuc, as, whether a man w: S 
guilty ot murder, robbery, ec. bee 
very unfit to give judgment upon a iz- 
rics ot facts rclating to the dvportment 
of a provoit, wether it was or was 
not agreeable to his duty; and there- 
tore. it was faid, that the only compe- 
tent method, by the conititution of this 
kingdom, for trying and punifhing (uch 
treip.lles, was by the authority of the 
levitlarure itfelf, in fuch manner as had 
tcen practiled in the cate of 4. vn er 
C ce 4 i.m, 
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ilon, lord provoft of Edinburgh atthe 
time of the murder of Capt. Porteous. 

That the libel contained nothing cri- 
minal; that as to the firil article, con- 
ccrning the raifing of the Edinburgh re- 
giment, it was no crime in the provolt 
to entertain a doubt concerning thc le- 
gality thercof, and to hefitate to com- 
mit what he apprehended might have 
been treaíon^ble ; and that he was juiti- 
fied in his doubt by the ableft advice 
given for applying for his majelly's ipe- 
cial warrant; which was accordingly 
obtain'd. i 

That as to the fecond, concerning 
the volunteers, he had the fame reafon 
to doubt concerning the legality of that 
meafure; and it was no crime in him 
that he could not perceive any ditterence 
betwixt authorifing a body ot armed 
men who were to lerve without pay,and 
another body that were to receive pay ; 
or that the one might be authorifed 
svithout his majeity's fpecial warrant, 
which had been advifed to be neceflary 
in refpeét of the other; that the pro- 
voít had reafon to take offence that the 
meafure was fo far concerted and car- 
ried on by the volunteers, as that they 
brought him a petition figned by go or 
100 períons, without previoufly con- 
fulting him : this he had reafon to confi- 
der asa dcfigncd intult upon him; and 
yet, as foon as he was adviled that thc 
thing might be lawfully done, he gave 
way to it: and it was a very Aender 
circumftance, to be charged as a crime, 
that he chofe to have it iaid that he ac- 
quiefced in at meature, rather than 
that he beartily GK a it; or that he 
fhould be charged with a defect of good 
manners towards thefe volunteers.

profecution. He was but one of many 
who bchoved to act by the authority of

and that all his conduét was agreeable 
to the fenfe of thele two bodies, and 
approv'd by them, and without them 
he could do nothing ; for that the king’s 
warrant concerning the regiment bcing 
zddreís'd tothe lord provolt, mag!ílratcs 


and to confider what further fhould be 
donc for the fafety of the city, the pro- 
volt was thus limited in the legal exer- 
cile of the known duty ef his oflice. 
That, however, the committee, wherc- 
of he was one, had given the neceíla- 
ry orders for the repairs, and warrants 
for imprefling workmen for that pur- 
pofe; that the cannon upon the walls 
were actually loaded on Sunday the 
15th, and application made to procure 
gunners for managing them. 

To the fourth article it was faid, that 
no propofition could be accepted or re- 
jected by the provoit alone, but by the 
whole council s that as to the propofi- 
tion of purging the train'd bands of dif- 
affected or iuipeéted períons, it was 
true that the provoít was averfe to it;

T is now more than half a century fincc the 
Paradije Lof, having broke through the 
eroud with which the unpopnu:aritv of its an- 
thor for a time obícured it, ins attracted the 
general admiration of mankind, who have en- 
deavoured to c^mpenfate the error of their firit 
neglect by lavith praifes, and boundlefs venera- 
ton. There teems to have arifen a comte!t a- 
mong men of genius and literature, who theutd 
mot advance his honour, or be diftinguiih his 
beauties. Some have revifed editions, others 
have pudlithed eommentaris:, and all have cn- 


deavourcd te make their particular itudies in

fome degree fubfervient to this gereralemulation. 

Among the inquiries to which this ardour of 

criticifin has naturally given «ccafion, none is 
more obfcure in itfelf, or more worthy of ra- 
tional curiofity, than a rctrofpcétion of the 
progrefs of this mighty genius in the cor- 
flruction of his work, a view of the fabric 
gradually rifing, perhaps from fmall beginrángs, 
till its f:undation refts in the centre, and its 
turrets fparkle in the fkies; to trace back the 
firucture thro” all its variations to the fimpli- 
city of its firft plan, to find what was firft pro- 
jeéted, whence the feheme was taken, how it 
was improved, by what afliftance it was execu- 
ted, and from what ftores the materials were 
colleéted 5; whether its founder dug them from 
the quarries of nature, or demolifhed other 
buildings to embellifh his own. 
e This inquiry has been indeed not wholly ne- 
glcéted, nor perhaps profecuted with the care 
and Jiligence that it deferves. Several critics 
have offered their conjectures, but none have 
much endeavonred to enforce or afcertain 
them. Mr Zz/rarre tells us, without proof, 
that the firft hint of Parad /? Lof was taken 
from a farce called 244d.15:», written by a player; 
Dr Pearce, that it was derived from an Ita- 
liar tragedy called 11 paradifo perf; and Mr 
Peck, that it was borrowcd from a wild Ro- 
mance. Any of theft conjectures may poMibly 
be true, but as they ftand without fufficient 
proof, it muft be granted likewife, that they 
may oll poilibly be falfe, at leait they cannot 
preclude any other cpinion, which, without 
argument, has the fame claim to credie, and 
may perhaps be fhewn, by relfiitle{s evidence, 
to be better founded, 

It is related, by fteady and uncontroverted 
tradit on, that the Parad: fe Lof was at firft a 
tragedy, and therefore amongít tragedies the 
firit hint is properly te be fough:. In a ma- 
nufeript publifthed from ATrlron*s own hand, 
among 2 great number of fubjects for tragedy, 
is dom uzfurradifod, or ddam in exile 5 and 
this therefore may be inftly fuppofed the em- 
bryo of this great poem. As it is obterwvable 
thit al] thefe fublezts had bien treated by O- 
thers, the manufcript can be fuppoted nothing 
mere than a memorial, er catologue of plays, 
whech, for feme real «n, the writer thought 
worthy ef his attention. When therefore I 
had cUfersed that Adar: ón exti was named a- 
mongít them, I doubted net but, in finding 
the original of that tragedy, I Mould difclofe 
the genuine fuurce of Parad fe Leff. Nor was 
my expectation difappointed į for, having pro- 
cured the LIA amus FExfulgocf Gretiz:, Y found, 
or imagine! mvíelf to &nd, the firft draught, 
the prima Famira cf this wonderful pocm. 
And, as I cannot doubt but the d.fetovery will 
mes the tame picature to others as to me, I 
rope the public wili favour this attempt, finee 
the orig na! is fo fearee, that Groacarus, with 
21 the induence that his learning gives him, 
was met able to procure me a printed copy.

HE author propo- 

fes twothings : firit, 

to diícover the caufe 
of ruít in metals ; 
fecondly, to find 

refervatives againit 
it. Under the for- 
mer head, he gives 
an exact enumerati- 
on of metals, and inquires which of 
them are fubjeét to ruit. He reduces 
the number of metals to feven; gold, 
filver, tin, lead, quickfilver, copper, and 
iron ; of thefe only iron and copper are 
fubjeét to ruft: The others, 1f per- 
fectly purify'd, contract none of them- 
felves, but only as mix'd with copper. 

He begins by examining whether ruit 
may not be cauied by fome _ infects, ha- 
ving often obferved trees {mitten with 
the canker, and feveral other diíorders, 
whi made them coníume and perifh ; 
and that all theíe maladies were occafi- 
on'd by certain, worms which ditchar- 

ged on the trumk and its branches a li- 
uor very prejudicial to their growth. 

Fie imagined therefore that the caule 
oF ruít in metals might be aícribed to a 
particular fpecies of worms. Bat after 
fiveral experiments he rejected that no- 
tion, and embraced a fyftem_ built on 
proofs drawn from matter of fact; and 
svould never have mention d fo ground- 
lels an opinion, but to convince the rea- 
dcr that he !pared no colt or Banz tn Or- 
der te ji!covcr the cauic Of ruit. 
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In explaining his fyftem he fuppofes, 
firít, that ¿ron and copper are two alcaline 
metals, or Juch as bave an alcaline quali- 
£y. He does not mean thet they con- 
tain an alcaline (alt, but» that they have 
the property of alcalige falts, becaufe 
they ferment with acids. Thus we fay 
the chalk of Champagne is alcaline, be- 
caufe it bubbles with aqua-fortis; and 
{o 4 ounces of copper cut into bits, and 
put into 12 ounces of fpirit. of nitre will 
excite a confiderable cfterveícence. Ex- 
periments alfo prove that irom is alcaline, 
for nails or filings of iron mix’d with 
aqua-fortis will acquire a great degree 
of heat. Hence the author concludes, 
that iron and copper ferment with acids. 

2. That the cause of ru? is fome liquor, 
and trat all liquors producing ruff are acid. 
‘Ihe firit pare of this. propofition is 
proved by taking a piece of copper, and 
covering it with perfectly dry falt; it 
will not contract the leaít ruft while the 
iait remains dry. He fays, allo, that wa- 
ter perfectly pure occafions no ruft. 
For proof of the zd part of the propoii- 
tion, he fhews that liquors induce a ruft 
in proportion t their acidity, and that 
a liquor not in the leait acid will never 
occalion a ruit. Now acid falt ground 
with a ittle water, and ítrew'd upon 
copper, forms a ruit. By the firit ex- 
periment we find that falt without wa- 
ter induces no ruit; and by this fecond, 
that water and falt never fail to produce 
it; we muit then conclude that ruít can 
be occafion'd only by a liquor, which 
too mult be acid ; and thus he has de- 
monitrated both parts of his propofition.

If it be afked, why coppa and iron 
are the only metals fubjeét to ruft, fince 
doubtleís other metals, which are diflo- 
luble by liquors, are alkalis, as well as 
thefe: The reafon qf this difference, 
jays he, is, that weak acids can take no 
hold of thofe metals, and that acids 
which are itrong enough to pehetrate 
their fubítance, male an entire diílolu- 
ton of them. On the contrary, ruít 
being but an imperfect diflolution, muit 
be the effect of thele lame acids actin 
on thofe metals with lefs force ; which 
capnot be, if we iu ppofe the metals 
throughly penetrated by them.

SEM. 8." d bo morning at breal: of 
O. D. day the enemy pour'd-a 
terrible quantity of bombs all at once 
into the ravelin of Dede, and as foon 
as thefe had their effect, came on 
with the grcateít impetuofity to make 
the affault at the breach. 'l'wo com- 
panies of grenadiers, who were arr- 
lerve at the gorge of the ravelin, onc 
of them or Tk erry, and the other of 
Sturler, mounted it immediately, in 
order to afliit our troops that were 1n 
the ravelin. The firft of thefe com- 
panies was foon put into diforder: 
‘The fecond made its utmoit cftorta, 
but being overpo:vered by numbers, 
was obliged to retire with the reft, 
which ehowever they did in good or- 
der, and defending themfelves gill 
they got tothe place of arms. ‘J hen 
the enemy having marched round the 
ravelin, forced open the lally port of 
Fienis:, mounted the four breaches 
in our ballions of Pace’ and Coc- 
ber» all ar once. und having dri- 
ven our troops from their polts,

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As faft as the latter came ups they 
were potted in the avenues of the great 

uare towards the SreezZergez ftrect, 
and as foon as a certain number were 
got together, they were immediately 
ient in large columns into the iquare, 
where our fire was fo hot, that it 
{topped the enemy above an hour, 
and even oblig'd them to put them- 
felves under cover, by making a kind 
of lodgment of the fafcines and gabt- 
ons that we had there in referve. But 
at laft being reinforced, they threw 
themfelves into fomc houfes that com- 
manded us,from whence they fired up- 
on us under cover, and killed fuch a 
number, that at lait we found it necel- 
fary to retreat, making a kind of ftreet 
firing, and taking care to polt troops 
in all the ftreets, on each fide, which 
join”d to that bro which we retreat- 
ed,in order to avoid being hemm'd in. 
* We made a very long ftand before 
General, Crez/?7roz;'s quarters, and e- 
ven drove Back the enemy twice from 
thence into the [quare ; but finding 
ourfelves attack'd on all fides, we 
were at laft ope to give ground 
ftep by itep, till bcing got to the 
Steenbergen gate, and finding that the 
eneiny were poíting themíelves on the 
ramparts, and making difpofitions for 
cutting off our retreat that way, it 
was at laít refolved to go out at that 
gate, and abandon the town. 
* It xvasat this place that the prince 
of Hefe ee? GG? our governor, was 
wounded, «atter having done every 
thing that could be expected from 
his known valour. Lieut. Gen. Le/y 
and Major Gen. Thierry diftinguith’d 
themfelves very much on this occafi- 
on. Major Gen. de Lewe was left in 
the town fick in bed. We haveloít a 
great number of brave men.’ 


The FRENCH Account. 

Count Lowendahi being ¡informed 
the 15th in the evening, that the 
breaches were become practicable, he

< The enerhies during that time were 
aflembling in the body of the place, 
and made a brifk fire upon our troops 
as thcy approached ; they defended 
themíclves with vigour, but were 
foon obliged to leave the town, which 
they did by beating a retreat. ` AN hen 
the foldiers were maíters of the place, 
it was impotible to prevent a general 
plunder.’ 
* As foon as the town was taken, the 
forts of Roz'er, Mormont, and Pzxfer, 
demanded to capitulate, and the gar- 
rilons were made prifoners of war, 
as well as that of the South fort, or 
Woater/chans. We do not exactly 
know the number killed and wound- 
ed that day. We have about 1600 
KE befides an hundred Officers. 
c have found in the town and forts 
great nunrbers of cannon, and in tne 
port fome vellels laden with all forts 
of ammunition.’

This but too manifeítiy ap- 
peared in their having neither reinfor- 
ced the garrifon, which was no more 
than 3000 men, nor.cauled troops to 
advance and be ready to enter the city 
in cafe of need, feeing a gencral aílault 
could not but be a nrenended. when an 
enemy battered io breach in three feve- 
ral places. “Chere were coupures in- 
deed made in the baltions and ravelin, 
but without pallifadoes. “There was 
nothing prepared near the breaches to 
repair 1n the night che mifchief done in 
the day. There were neither turnpikes 
nor chevaux de frite, nor hurdles, nor 
iand bags, nor gabions, nor faícines, 
nor any combuftible matter to annoy 
the enemy upon entering the breach. 
I would not even affirin, that the mines, 
under the ravelin and the two baitions, 
were charged. ‘The batteries of the 
lower flanks were not made ule of, 
which would have fwept tht folle. No 
fire was made from the cafemates. “he 
íluice at the gate of 77 24 was not open- 
ed, which would have wholly cut off 
the com unication between thofe who 
were enter’d into the ravelin, and thole 
who were to follow them. I am not 
fure that the alarm.bell w&s rung; For 
when the Baren de Spork, who headed 
the firit regiment that was under arms, 
came to the general's quarters, he found 
it already furrounded by Frenchmen, 
whom he drove back, and thercby gave 
them time to getout. It may truly 

faid, that it. was to thi: brave officer that 
they owe their liberty, and part of the 
garrifon ate fcearity.

think, was inconteitably proved by the 
very firit article of the Frezch account, 
which fays, that count Lozendahl ap- 
pointed 14 companics of grenadiers, as 
many battalions, 100 volunteers, and. 

OCO pioneers, to hold themfelves ready 

tor that purpofe. Such a preparation 

for a furprize, lay they,was never heard 
of: that may be true. But was the 
town attacked by thefe troops? No,. 

certainly ; there were no more than 500 

fent to attuck the ravelin of Dedem, and 

theíe troops were held zz readine/s to 

{upport them, in*cale they fucceeded. 

‘The French relation then is out of the 

cale, and we may Ítill prefume to fay 

with a loud voice, and in the hearing 
of our fuperiors, that Bergen-op-Zoom, 
for which oard was fo follicitous, and 
for which our ancient and good allies 
ihewed fo much tenderneís and con- 

cern, was fuker by /urprize; amongit o- 

thers, for the following reaions: = 
1. There was no breach practicable, 

the mafonry was fcarcely touched, and 
where the parapet was {uid to be ruin. 
ed, it was impollible tor two men to' 
march abreatt, fo that no body thought 

ii poluble that it fhould be taken by 

ftorm. ‘“Vheie is the more force and 

weight iu this reaion, becaufe the feve- 
ral great olticers and experienced gence- 

rals, to who:e proved vaiour, known f- 

doliiy 
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delity, and indifputed fkill in military 
affairs, their High Mightineiles had eau: 
jided the pretcrvation of this moit im - 
portant placc, fo little apprehended a 
form, that they had not taken fo much 
asa jingle precaution againít an attempt 
of that nature. They had but Groe 
zhouland men in the pan when they 
might have had te”; they had made no 
preparation, had given no orders for let- 
ting the water into the ditch, tho” they 
we well knew, that the cuvette, or 
drain in the middle of the ditch, was 
quite choaked by the rubbifh of the 
works. If in fuch circumftances as thefe, 
an attempt was made upon the place, 
we mult allow that thefe great othcers 
were furprized. ‘This is a misfortune 
incident to all men, Horace fays that e- 
wen the wifcit are not always awake ; 
and without doubt, if, according to the 
rules of war, the beliegers were in a 
condition to make a general affault, thefe 
vigilant and experienced perfons mult 
have known it, and would have provi- 
ded for it accordingly. It is allowed 
they did nor foresee it, it is evident they 
did not provide for it, therefore it is in- 
contettable that they were jurprized. 

II. In refpeét to the garrilon again, 
it is moit evident, from their conduct, 
that they had not the leait apprehenfi- 
ons. Common foldiers have not indeed 

reat pofis to lofe, or much reputation to 
orfcit, but they may be allowed to have 
íome little concern for their lives, of 
which however, in the prefent cafe, no- 
thing at all a cars ; for as foon as the 
ordinary guards were fet, the reit of the 
garrifon were repofing, after having plen- 
tifully regaled upon thote ftores that had 
been fo liberally fupplied to them, and 
this without impartine any fhare to their 
Jellozo foldiers in the lines, then at fhort 
allowance, which they would moft cer- 
tainly have done, if thcy had imagined 
that their afiffanmce would fo foon have 
become /2 zecc/7ary. Befides, they had 
their wits fo litrle about them,that when 
the ravelin of Dedem was loft, they nc- 
ver thought of difcharging t batteries 
upon the lower flanks, or the mafked 
pieces Of cannon that were difpofed on 
purpole to clear the ditch, which they 
might have done, and which it was na- 
tural for them to do; nor did they touch 
the //zicc, tho’ it was all the while in 
their power, and which would have let 
Jeven teet water in, within the ipace of 
as many minutes. Add to all this, that 
they abandoned the _/a//y-ports, without 
ihutting them, and it will be incontcít- 
able that the place was f/urprized. » 
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IIT. We have fcen that the officers 
and foldiers in the place had neither of : 
them the leaft apprchenfion of a form, 
and it is no Jefs certain, that the French 
had as little notice of it. New fupplies 
were hattening to count Lowendab/, af- 
ter it had been determined in a council 
of war that the ficge fhould not be rai- 
fed ; a queition that had never been put, 
if count Lozwendull had informed his 
maíter that the breaches were praética- 
ble, and that he intended a General 
form, This reafoning is confirmed by 
the furprize which the king exprefied at 
its being taken, which in the other cafe 
he muft naturally have expcéted. He 
had fcarce looked upon his difpatch in 
"his cabinet, before he went out into the 
anti-chamber, and íaid before all that 
were there, Here is good news, Bergen- 
op-Zoom zs mine, and Lowendahl zs a 
marjhal of France. ‘The people of Art- 
weds would not believe it, til] they were 
told it by thofe fcoundrels that liited a- 
mong their troops, and were taken pri- 
ioners in the plate. Nay, maríhal Liw- 
endabl himfelf, fince he is become matter 
of it, confefled that an ailault was im- 
practicable, and the place, according to 
the rules of war, impregnable*, I muít 
therefore once more repeat it, that Ber- 
gen ap-Loom was incontjlally Jurprized. 
When 500 mcn make an attempt up- 
on afortreis, from whence fallies might 
have been made with c times the num- 
ber, when this handful of men become 
mufters of a capital work, and yet the 
main of the garrifon remains unalarm- 
ed; when the enemy reach the market- 
place before the generals arc out of bed, 
or the garriíon aficinbled (for itis allow- 
ed, that colonel dei had but twenty 
men with him, when he diíengagcd a 
great man; a place is certainly /wrpri- 
zed. Butit is faid that part of the gar- 
rifon behaved very bravely, and this is 
very true and very commendable: but 
pray what became of the stiper part of 
the garrilon ? Why truly they took ad- 
vantage of thefe brave tellows  ghting, 
and walk'd off. ‘This part of the garri- 
fon then were certain] /urprized. The

Account of the UNITED PROVINCES: 


The Rife, &c.of the Republic of Holland. 
From tbe Letters of Kouli Khan's Spy. 


L E T T ER AVE 
Pagi-Neihr-Bek to Abdalem Hifla rie 
King’s Chamberlain. 


HOLLAND, where I am at prefent, 

is the largeit province of {even call- 
ed the Uzitcd ProciZiccs, which make one 
républic, the rife and progrefs of which 
are well worthy the curiofity of thy fub- 
lime excellency. 

-“Thele /czez provinces formerly were 
a part of the Low Countries, which con- 
tain'd /zcezteez, of which the princes of 
the houfe of Burgundy, defcended from 
the antient kings of France, were here” 
ditary fovereigns. Charles the Bold, the 
laít duke of Burgundy, left only a daugh- 
ter call'd Mary, whe married Maxivii- 
¿an archduke of vii dens fon to the em- 
peror Frederick lll. Maximilian fuc- 
ceeded to the imperial crown, and had 
a fon called PZizs, who married Yoax 
heireís of ER By this means the 
houfe of 4u/fria became mafters of the 
Lcw Countries. The Wallons, or Flem- 
ing (tor fo the natives were called) had 
privileges of their own, of which they 
were io jealous, that the leaft attempt to 
invade them, as experience had fhewn, 
indanger'd a eg revolt. ‘They were 
a rich and powerful people, whom the 
extent of their commerce, and the know- 
ledge of their ftrength, rendered as un- 
sovernable as their love of liberty. 

Charles V. who knew their humour, 
treated them mildly. His popular air, 
and the maxim he obferved of never 
punifhing them but in cafes of the laft 
neceflity, render'd him fo beloved, that 
they even ftill idolize his memory.  In- 
ftead of diminifhing their antient rights, 
he granted them new imnmunities ; and 
{¢veral cities of thefe provirrces yet pride 
themfelves in the charters granted them 
by this monarch. m 

Charles left to hiseldeft fon, PZ//II. 
Spain, t e Low Countries, and the AZ;- 
danefe. But this pases neither inherited 
his temper nor his policy. P£i/ip was 
morofe, fevere, ihflexibl@ and felf con- 
ecited to exceís. In his very counte- 
nance appeared an air of feverity and 
terror, and his policy was fitter for ex- 
citing and fomenting diflention amongit 
his neighbours, than luppreling infur- 
reétions or tumults at home. e wa 
cd to govern the Wallons as he did the 


Spaniards, without confidering the dit- ; 


ferent tempers of the two nations. Un- 
der pretence of ftopping the pro 
the Lutheran and Cu£omiff hereitcs, he 
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attempted to fet up in the Loro Countrics 
the inquifition, the moft terrible tribu- 
nal ever imagined ; a tribunal which, I 
muft obferve to thee, the Vazarenes have 
invented to their own fhame, and the 
glory of the Mz//s^zrez, who fhould al- 
ways be confirmed in their faith, when 
they behold the deteftable methods the 
en ipn ufe to eftablifh their own. Il 
(ball perhaps one day give thee a hiítory 
of this hellifh court, of which I every 
day hear the ftrangeit ftories. 

‘The Wallons were far from yielding 
to the views of Philip 11. they took arms, 
and made war, tho’ with no great íuc- 
ceis. | After many battles and fieges, the 
ali a recovered that part now called 
the Netherlands; but they could not hin- 
der the remaining feven provinces frorm 
uniting in defence of their religion and 
liberties. “This union was figned ‘Faz. 
29, 1579, in the city of Utrecht, and 
gave name to the Urzred Provinces, now 
the molt powerful Republic of Europe.

One thing is very remarkable in this 
union; each province is ah independent 
itate, and enjoys an abíolute fovereign- 
ty, havimg a power to make new laws 
for themielves feparately, and enforce 
their execution b capital punifhments. 
As to the right o making war or pcace, 
it lies in the aflembly of the States Ge- 
neral, in which al the provinces are re- 
preiented by their own deputies. “This 
auguít fenate mects at th Hague, and, 
confifts of members fent by every pro- 
vince, cach of which fends as many as 
they think proper, and defrays their ex- 
pences. Thcie deputies have no vote 
of their own, but the votes are collected 
by the number of provinces, fo that they 
never exceed ícven, tho' there may be 
near co members, the province of Gue/- 
derland alone fending 17 or 18. It may 
be faid in one lente that each province 
has the power of making war and peace, 
fince their deputies in the States General 
are governed by the inttruétions they re- 
ccive from the States of their own pro-

Genera}. “he Provincial 
States take the titlé of Noble and Mighty 
Lords, or Noble and me Pewers; the 
States Genéfal are called High and Migh- 
ty Lords, or their High Mightinegfes. 
All the powers of Europe addreís them 
in this ityle, except the kings of Spain 
and France: The former of thefe princes 
calls them;  ** Your Excellencics, my 
Lords, the States General; '" by the lat- 
ter they’ are intitled, ** Moft dear and 
mighty Friends, faithful Allies and Con 
foderatés; 20 > | 

Jn the affembly of the States General, 
always..one deputy prelides,' by thie 
name of the Prefident of the week, 
eaufe. his otide baits from ee) ‘at 12 
o'clock td tiie {ame hour of the following 
Sunday: “Each province prefides in its 
turn, and this honour js always con- 
ter'd on the firit perfon of its deputation. 
The prefident receives all memorials 
and petétions, prefunts them to the aí- 
ferobly, caüfes them to be réad and exa- 
mined, propofes all matters to be de- 
bated, colleéts the vótes, and declares 
the refolutions of the aflembly. If that 
bé conttary to the opinion of his own 
province, he has the liberty of yielding 
up his place tó the prefident of the pre- 
ceding week, Who forms the order, and 
caufes it to be regifter'd. Each deputy 
fits according to the rank of his province, 
round a long table, in tlie midít of which 
is placed an arm’d chair for the prefident. 

No_military officer Can fit in this af- 
fembly, being excluded by an exprefs 
refolution pais’d in the year 1624. Peace 
being the greateit blefling a ftate can en- 
jey, and perhaps mote neceflary to this 
rcpubli¢, than to any other conítitution 
in the world, the Dutch were juftly ap- 
prehenfive left the admifhon of generals 
into their couricils might engage them in 
quarrels With their neighbours, and io the 
publick good might be fuciificéd to par- 
ticular intereits. However the captain 
general Of théir forces (‘wheti there is 
one). has a right to enter this aflembly, 
and maké fuch ptopofals as he judges 
proper, but he muft retire the moment 
ihelc propolals come under deliberatioyi. 

IF the depuiics from SE province fail 
in their duty, they are only accountable 


te their coriitituents, the States General: 


having no fort ef jurildiction over them. 
llowever nusher us thefe deputies be, 
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there are never but fix chairs in the roor 
where they aflemble, exclufive of the 
armed chair of the prefident ; io that aH 
the fupernumerary members above (even 
are obliged to ftand. ‘Ishey are ufually 
chofen for three years, or for fix at mojt, 
unleís when their cormmillion is renew- 
ed. The province of Holland has, not- 
withftanding, one deputy for the nobles, 
who fits for life, as does the deputy for 
the clergy of the province of Utrecht, 
and the four deputies from Zealand. 

Amongft the deputics from Holland, 
there is one called the Pez//exery, who 
conftantly affifts in the aflembly of the 
States General, and is the only one who 
enjoys that privilege, which the reft can- 
not have without a particular commiffion. 

The fecretary of the States General 
(whom they call the Grzffier) reads the 

rayer before the opening of Che: at- 
embly. He fits at one end of the table 
cover'd, while the debates lał, but 
when he reads any papers, he rifes up, 
uncover'd, and ftands at the back of the 
prefident's chair. bt is his office to take 
down in writing the refoluttons and or- 
ders of the aflembly, as they are de- 
clared to him by thc prefident. His 
pott is one of the malt honourable as 
well as lucrative employments of «he 
Republic, but at the fame time it is one 
of the moft fatigning and troublefome. 

"Qut of the great nàmber of deputies 
who compofe the States General, arc 
form'd particular committees, who have 
cach their feparate dcpartments; one 
for forcign affairs, another for the finan- 
ces, athird forthe marine, anda fourth 
for the war-office. Each of thefe con- 
fifts of eight deputies, to wit, one from 
each province, and the penfionary of 
Holland, who always makes the eighth. 
He affifts in all thefe committees, in 
which the deputy for Gweldcrlamd con- 
{tantly prefides. 

When any one of thefe committees 
comes to any refolution, they make a re- 
port of it to the aficmbly of the States 
General, who form a conclufion upon it, 
beginni with, thefe jvords: QUES 
confider'd tbe report ofethe lords **** * 
committees for Gei an affair, &c.

‘Tho’ st is in the affembly of the States 


Genézal that peace and war are deter- A 


mined, yet it is as truc that their High 
Mightineffes can form no refolutions of 
this kind, nor even conclude any treaty 
with a foreign power, without the una- 
nimous coníent of all the provinces. 
And their confent is not only neceílar 
in the aflembly of the States General, 
but in the particular aflembly of the 
States of eac provinre where nothing 
can be concluded with 
mous confent of all the deputies. For 
example, when the States General are 
follicited by fuch or fuch a prince to en- 
ter into any meafure, it is requifite the 
deputies for each province in the States 
General communicate the propofal to 
their conftituents. The Provincial States 
allemble to deliberate ón the fubject, 
and if but a fingle town in it eno 
the affair, it muit ren till that obitacle 
be removed.  Fience arifes delay and 
irrefolution*, fo that matters are often 
years under deliberation before any thing 
fs concluded, as it is in the power of a 
fingle city to put a negative on the queí- 
tion. It has happen'd indeed once, 
that, on avery pre emergence,which 
required as fpeedy a determination, the 
States General concluded three treaties 
with Charfes 11. of England, but it is 
certain that, if reafons of ftate had nor 
excuíed the deputies concern'd in it, or 
if but one of them had difagreed fram 
the reft, they might have been called to 
a fevere account. Sen ; 

It mut be own’d, notwithftanding, 
that if the States General have not an ab- 
folute power in thefe cafes, they have 
feveral marks of prerogative, which to 
ftrangers, at leaft, give them an air of 
fovereignty, who commonly imagine 
they goyern the United Protinces ; where- 
as, in reality, eacli province forms an in- 
dependent republic, provided it enaéts 
nothing contrary~to the*general union ; 
fo that their High Mightinefies, ítrictly 
confider'd, are not the “rds, but the 
Jfervants of the people. 

It is to them, however, that all fo- 
reign princes and ftates addreis them- 
{elves: itis to them that ali embafladggs 
arc accredited, amd deliver whatever

out the wnani-- 
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offers or propofals they have to make. 
They difpofe of all military offices, ever 
to that of field-mar/bal, or general. They 
place governors in all the fortreffes de- 
pendcnt of the EE and nominate 
magiftrates in all che towns which be- 
long to theUzited Procinces intommon $, 
but are not lubjeét to any one of them in 
particular: they alfo give audience of 
admiffion and leave to foreign minifters. 
At the latter thefe gentlemen ufually 
make a fpecch, relating to the fubject of 
their negociation : after this, their High 
Mightineffes fend them, by their fecre- 
tary, a letter exprefiing their fatisfaction 
with their miffion, and their concern to 
part with them. ‘This compliment is 
ufually attended with a gold medal and ' 
chain, of about soo/. value. The States 
General alfo nominate the admirals of 
their fleet, and all their flag officers. ` 
‘The United Provinces are of no la 

extent, as thou wilt perceive from the 
chart I fend thee. The gountry is in- 
terfeéted every where with canals, and ` 
the land fo low, that it is fybjeé&t to fre- 
quent and deftractive inundaffons. ` To 
remedy thisinconvénience, and keép out. 
the lea, they have, with eee labour, 
made dykes, or ramparts, which are fup- 
ported ata vait expence. The foil is 
naturally barren, and incapable of fur- 


nifhing join fufiicient for the inhabi- 
tants, who are forced to import it from 


other countries ; but by means ‘of. thcie 

extenfive commerce, they are abüirtidant- 

ly fupplied with corn, wine, and all o- 

ther neceflaries. As they have but 
arable tillage; they. breed valt bumbers 

of cattle in their meadows, fo. that no 

ceuntry iocus ‘more butter and 

cheefe. ‘ho’ the extent be friall, it is 

extremely rich and populous. Their 

ftanding forces in time of peace are ge- 

nerally 50,000 men, and in war near 

double that number; they are alfo able 

to fit out formidable armaments by fea. 

In fhort, this republic makes a figure a2 

mong the firft powers in Exrope, and has 
a great influence in affairs. heir tra-' 
ding companies are very powerful, and 
pofiefs vait tracts of land in Ajia, Afri 
«a, and America.

: There is alfo a regiment of artillery, 
of 8 companies, of zo mtn each. A 
company generally confiits of yo men, 
fometimes only of 40. 

But when they are in any danger, the 
States General ufually augment their 
troops, by adding: 10 or 20 men to a 
company ; and if this be not futhcient, 
they hire foretgn troops, the Geran 
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. princes being always ready to fupply 
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them with what forccs they want for 
money.  But,in general, the genius oí 
the Dutch is not military, being rather 
turn'd for commerce than for war. The 
French and Spaniards have been ufually 
too ftrong for them in the field, yet they 
have compelled the laft, to whom they 
were formerly fubjeét, to own them for 
a free people, and forced the fr/? to 

uit four of the United Provinces, which 
they conquer'd in 1672. But indeed 
thele advaritages were gain’d more by 
the alfiftance of their allies, than their 
own ftrength. Their money, join'd to 
the jealoufy which the progreis of their 
enemies excited in tbe neighbouring 
powers, rais'd them íriends, in con- 
junétion with whom they have fome- 
times been victorious. For their fue- 
cefs in fhaking off the Spazi/b yoke, they 
were principally indebted to the wifdom 
of the princes of Orange, and the fuc- 
cours at France*. By the help of thefe 
they not only expelled their tyrants, but 
enlarged their barrier, and arrived at 
their prefent grandeur.

PLiny?s Account of an Eruption af Vetavius. 


As to the natural cafes of volcanos, 
and their dreadful effects, our virtuofi 
of ANap/zs.obferve that their country a- 
bounds with fulphur, bitumen, nitre; 
alum, vitriol and íalts of every kind, be- 
fides more exalted minerals, as is evi- 
dent from its frequent hot fprings, and 
innumerable places where thole minerals 
appear on the earth’s furface. And 
that thefe fubitances are eafily accenfible, 
is well known to the leaft vers'd in che- 
miftry, and further Benoni sos by the 
heat of our mineral baths, and the fames 
that frequently iffue from the earth near 
their {prings. t is not to be queftioned 
then, that:the NVeapolitan í011 is full of 
the feeds, or firít principles of fire,which, 
having increafed,and amafled themfelves 
in fome icular place, have; by the 
means of fome internal mation, taken 


fire, and fplit che upper ftratum that con- C 


fined it, to give vent to its rage, with all 
the violent phenomena of volcanos. 

In imitation of this operation of na- 
ture, the chemiíts have eontrived their 
Aurum fubnimans ; and the celebrated 
Lemery made an artiffcial volcamo, by a 
paíte; comipoíed of equal quantities of 
ulphur and íteel-duit, mixt up witha 
little water. ‘This he bury'd in the 
earth at a proper depth, and in about 9 
hours the ground began to íwell, and o- 
pen'd in feveral places, from which if- 
fwd a hot and fulphureous (oke, fuc- 
ceeded in a few minutes by flames. But 
however fubjeét the foil of Naples be to 
heat and i imation, our authors po- 
litically remark, that this fhould not 
caufe an averfion to the climate, dince it 
is to that fiery nature of the earth, that 
the Neapolitans are indebted for the 
fertility of their lands, the purity and 
wholeiomenefs of their air and water, 
the virtue and efficacy of their fíprings 
and baths, and for all thofe advantages 
which render Naples the moft agreeable 
and healthy country in Ézrope*.

Ty uncle was then at Adifeaum, the fleet 
under his command lying there. | On.4ug: 24, 
ab.ut onc in the afternoon, my mother called 
him from his ftudy, to obferve a cloud of an 
unufual form and magnitude, and refembling 
nothing fo much as a pine-tree ; for it ran up 
a great height, ftraight like the trunk, and di- 
lated itfelt like the branches, occafion'd, as Ï 
imagine, from the blaft that impcll'd it up- 
“ards being almoft fpent, or elfe by a recoiling of 
the cloud upon itfelf from its own weight, un- 
Jer which it expanded in this manner. It ap- 
peared fometimes white, fernetimes  footv, 
with darker fpots, as it carry’d up either more 
or Jefs of the earth or afhes. 

My uncle's curiofity determin'd him to take 
a near tho” dangeroüs view uf this extraordi- 
nary phenomenon.—He order d a light vetlel 
to be got ready, and gave me ]cawe, it I would, 
I chofe rather to finifh fome 
writing, which he had given me todo. Aste 
went out of the houfe, he received a mellage 
from the maritime pec ple at * Refina,entreating 
him to deliver them from the imminent danger, 
as their Gtufation, near the foot of the moun- 
tain, etit off all hopes of efeaping bur by faa. 
order'd the gallies to put out, 
and went himfelf on board; ‘not changing his 
from a nobler motive, 
what he had firft begun out of curiofity.-— 
For he hoped not only to affift thofe at Refira, 
but many others, as the villas ftoad very thiclz 
along that beautiful coaft. Thus he haíftened 
to the place whence others fi with the wrt- 
moft terror, and fteer'd directly £o the point of 
danger, with fo much prefence of mind, as to 
make and dictate his cbfervations on the moti- 
ons and appearance of that dreadfulfcene. Ele 
was now fo near the mountain, that the sfhes, 
which grew thicker ?nd hotter as he approach... 
ed, fell into the gallies, together with cinders, 
and large fhowers of burnt and broken ftone $ 
and us the fudden ebb, with the fragments that 
rolled down the mountain upon the fhore, bin- 
dred his getring to land, he ftopp’d to delibee 
rate on returning to Af: nim. “his, tho’ the 
pilot advited, my uncle iaid, < Fortune aflu^s 
the brave, fteer to Pomfonitanws.”* That ofh- 
cer was with fome gallies at Srasray on the o- 
ther fide of the bay, which by tbe gradual fh- 
denting of the fhere, the fea makes. in that 
part of the gulf of Naples. Pomponianus had 
fent his baggage on board, tho” the danger was 
mot imminent, intending to yee to fea, if it 
fhould increafe, and the wind fhould change, 
which was then contrary.

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rying my uncle to Pompontanrus, whom finding 
in great conítgrnition, he embraced, and en- 
couraged ; and, to letlen his elle non by 
his owh unconcern, he caufed himíelf to be 
carried to the bath, order'd a fupper, and fat 
down to it with great cheerfulnefs, cr, what is 
equally heroic, with an appearance of it. In 
the mean while, the eruptions from J’ef/uvius 
flamed out afreíh in dirterent pl:ces, and were 
render’d the more horrible and alarming by the 
darknefs of the night. 
My uncle, in order to comfort his friend, 
fuggefted that this-great light was only the burn- 
ing of the villages delerted by the terrifv'à peo- 
ple; then lay down to reft, and even flept fo 
hard as to be heard ínoring by his attendants. 
But the area belonging to the houíe being al- 
moft fill'd with cinders and afhes, they awaked 
him, left by longer ftay the avenues thould be 
block’d up. He aroíc and went to Pormpour- 
anus and his friends, who.hzd no thoughts of 
fleep ; and confulted with them whether they 
Should truft to the hou es, which were fhaken 
to and fro, or go into the open fields, where 
the cinders and burnt ftones, tho’ not heavy, 
fell in great abundance. They refolved for the 
fields, one £eag overcoming another, but my 
uncle, as yielding only to the ftronger rra- 
fon. They went out, after tying upon their 
heads pillows for a defence againít the fall 
of ftones and cinders. lt was now day every 
where elfe, but there as dark as the darkett 
night, fo that they wcre obliged to proceed by 
the help of torebes and «various lights [ faces 
ES lumina, not the -fire and flamcs, as Mr M. 
tranflates]. They thought proper to go down 
to the fhore, to fee if they might fafely get on 
board the gallies, but found the fea very boi- 
fterous, and the wind ftill contrary. Here my 
uncle repofed himfelf on a quilt, and defired, 
and drank more than once, fome cold watcr. 
Immediately the flames and a ftrong ímell of 
fulphur difp fed the reit, and obliged him to 
ariíe, by the help of his two :ervants ; but he 
foon fell down dead, fuffocated by the thick and 
noxious vapour; and being deferted at that 
time, was not found till the light of day ap- 
pear'd, which was the hird from the begin- 
ning of this black fcenc.

URING all this time my mother and I 
1) remained at Afite-=um. I purfued my 
udies till it was bathing time, atter which I 
fupped and went to bed, but my ficep was fhort 
and interrupted. There had been for many days 
a fhaking ot the earth, which w.s Jels terrify- 
ing, as itis a common thing in Campania 3 but 
that night it was fo violent, as not only to 
move houfes and caítles, but to threaten total 
ruin.

guid; the buildings around us tottered, and 
tho” we ftood upon open ground, yet as the 
place was narrow, it was not without certain 
and great danger ; we therefore refolved tp quit 
the town. ‘The people followed us in the ut- 
moft coniternation, amd (as to a mind diftraétcd 
with terror, every fuggeflion feems more pru- 
dent thanits ow nj Rites in great crowds after 
us. Being at a diftance from the houles, we 
flood ftill, in the midft of a moft fhocking and 
dreadful fcene. For the chariots, which we had 
ordered to be drawn out, were fo agitated back- 
wards and forwards, tho” upon the moft level 
ground [ ?/arr//rz:^ campo,not open fields,as A7.) 
that we could not keep them fteady, even by 
fupperting them with great funes. On one 
fide the fea feemed to roll back upon itfelf, or 
was repelled by the convulfive motion of 
the earth ; it is certain the fhore was enlarged, 
and feveral fea-animals were left upon it. On 
the other fide, a black and dreadful cloud burft- 
ing with an igneous ferpentine vapour, darted 


. out a long train of fire, refembling flafhes of 


lightening, but 4nuch ]arger. Upon this our 
Spanje friend, addrefing himfelf to my mo- 
ther and me with great warmth and carneftnefs: 
If your brother and your uncle, faid he, be Jafe, 

e certainly hopes you are fotoo; if Þe le dead, 
Ze toi el » that yo might furscve : Why rbere- 
Sore do you delay veur chape P We conld never 
think of our own fafety,' we faid, while we 
were uncertain of his. 

He ftaid not a moment, but withdrew from 
the danger with the ntmoft prec'pita.ion. Now 
the cloud feemed to defcend and cover the v hele 
ocean 5 it entirehy hid the ifland of Cprea, and 
the promontory of /Aifcnuz. My mother en- 
treated, advifed, and even commanded me to 
make my efcape at any rate, which, being 
young, I might cafily do; as for hericif, fhe 
faid, her age and cerpulency rendered aM at- 
tempts of that fort impoffible ; but fhe fhould 
willingly meet death, if fhe could have the fa- 
tisfaction of fceing, that fhe was not the occ.- 
fion of mine. Labfolutely refufed to leave her, 
and taking her by the hand, drew her forward ; 
fhe complied with great reluctance; and not 
without reproaching hericlf for retarding my 
cícape. 

The afhes now began to fall upor us in a lcfs 
quantity.

There were tome who augmented the real ter- 
rors by imaginary ones, and made the frighted 
multitude fally believe, that Mifenum was all 
in flames. At length a glimmering light ap- 
peared, which we imagined to be rather the fore- 
renner of an approaching burft of flames (as in 
truth it was) than the return of day ; however, 
the fire fell at a diftance from us; then again 
we were immoerfed in thick darknefs, and, a 
wr fhower of afhes rained upon us, 
which we were obliged every now and then to 
Shake ort, otherwife we fhould have been buried 
with the weight, ————— 

At laft, this dreadful darlcnefs was diffipated 


like a cloud or ímoke, the real day returned,. 


and even the fun appeared, tho’ very faintly, 
and as when an eatints is coming on. Ever 

object that prcfented itfelf to our eves (which 
wWtre extremely weakened) feemed changed, be- 


ing covered over with white afhes, as with a C 


deep fnow. 

We returned to Mifenum, where we rcfreth- 
ed ourfelves as well as we could, and paffed 
an anxious night between Hopeand fear, tho’ 
moft of the latter; for the earthquake fill 
continued, and feveral diitracted people ran up 
and down, heightening their own and their 
friends calamities, by terrifying predictions.

What can be his motive for endea- 
vouring to give away, with fo much zeal and 
alertneís, the chief merit of writing Paradifo 
xir d to Germans and Dutchmen 2 It one of 
either of thofe people, jealous for the reputa- 
tion of his own countrymen, had made this 
pretended difcovery, we fhould not have been 
much offended : but for an Ezg/r/5maa lo tond- 
ly to bnfy him'elf out of teafon in fo ungfate- 
ful an office, muft raife the indignation of e- 
very lover ot our author. For my own part, 
I can eafily perfuade myfelf, notwithitanding

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All propofitions are only brier arguments of the 
whole defignz—And how could any two poets 
tell us they intended to fing of the forbidden 
fruit, of the lofs of paracrfz, and the coming 
of death and mifery into the world, in terms 
more different?’ ‘The inwecation likewife is” 
made by both to the Holy Spirit, and not to 
Apollo, the ek aj Sec. after the manner of the 
antients; which would have been abfurd ina 
divinc poem: but, I think, there is as little 
ftkenefs alfo in their manner of addrefiing him, 
as could well be expected in fo fimilar a matter. 
We have then given us A%2/enfus’s defcription 
of Paradife, which, it is infinuated, Miitoyu hus 
copied in more places than one: As if it could 
be imagined any perfon would write a poem on 
the fill eof man, ani not exercile his fancy in 
detcribing Parad:f<, the principal fcene of his 
whole ftory :—or, us if he would nottadorn 
his poetical garden with ferpeézual, /prizg, mild 
[erene funs, balmy zephyrs, “fruits, mee 
groves, fhady bowers, and purling fireams ; 
tho’ no body had wrote before him ? ‘There are 
numberlets defcriptions of gardens, both in the 
anticnt and modern pocts and romances, which, 
I think, Milton may as well be faid to have co- 
pied as this of -Adafenius 5 fince there is not one 
whole verte in it any thing like any one of 712;7- 
ron”s. Lean lay but little to the marginal 
beads, tll Y. L. can give us the SSES of 
this work. The matter of feveral of them is 
indeed to be met with in Parudife Lof; und 1 
will take upon mce to affirm, that no good poet, 
converfant with the an:ients, would or could 
have wrote an epic poem on this fub ect, with- 
out introducing the greater paxt cf them. I 
was a little furprized.to find the word pande- 
monium among them -(w hich ] thought to have 
been of Milton*s making) and the profunatio 
etit? pomi per ferpentcm; which 1 likewife 
imagined to have been firit íuggalled by our au- 
thor: but perhaps this latter thought might be 
grounded on fome well-known tradition 5; and 
the word pandemonium may be of much older 
date than either of thefe poems. It any 
learned perfon could fatisfy us in thefe particu; 
lars, 'twould be extremely acceptable. ——In 
your Magazine for February we are prefcnted 
with the firt account. of a tragedy, entitled 
wtdamus EXul, faid to be written by Grotius, 
and to which we are told Milton was very mach 
obliged. Y cannot fay he had never feen it, be- 
caufe there are two or three verfes in it, which 
are remarkably like two ,or three in the firit 
book of Paradije Lof? ; tho’? the greater part 
of the references are very little, and fome of 
them nothing at all to the purzofe. I hope 
Milton might have called Satan (whofe wame 
fienifies an aducrjary) * Antagonifi of bca«sen's 
almighty ding,” and * tbe adwverfury sf God 
end man,” without copying Grotius’s facri to- 
nangis des y and have made hell ze mèle at the 
itrides 
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rides of the moniter Dea1B (when ‘tis fo fre - 
quent in the antient poets to make the beavers, 
exrib, olympus, ida, to tremble under the toot- 
fteps of their gods and goddeties) the’ Grotius 
had never wrote of Saran, * Gravtor orcus {ub 
pedibus tremi:.” Much the fame might be fai 
et the reference to * Noétis aterme, > and 
fome others. ‘Ihote which arc made to * 7//7a 
ud lucet dies, &:C.—Seguitur major cura ber- 
Pos, &c.— vec bene firmus fubftirre axis (which 
by the way is alinoft nonienfe atter yeminigue 
poli, &c 3 for if both the poles hake, the axis 
cannot well be at reit) and to Pofiz ut tiio 
fata progenics, Sc. feerm to be fo very far- 
fetch'd, that I believe none bur himfelf could 
ever potiibly have thought of them. After all, 
whether Milton ever. faw this performance or 
not, it is certain he has made but very little 
ufe of it; and if he had made more, as Miito- 
nicus fays (Sec p. 67.) his poem had been foe 
much the worte for it. 
There have been given us only a few lines 
of Muafenius (from which Mr R. R. has excel- 
Jently well proved that Afifton has not borrow- 
ed); and the marginal Eeads of tome other 
parts'bf his poem ; of which we have heard 
nothing more fince.—— Is it not moft wonder- 
ful, thar, as Milton has always had fo many 
enemies both at home and abroad on account 
of his political writings ; as his poem has been 
fo much real and commented among ws, and is 
fo well known all over Europe by tranílations 
in feveral languages: Is it not moft fra-gc, 
I lay, that, for fo long a period of t:me, not 
cre of all his enemies or emulatorz, (no Jefxit, 
no Dutchman, in honour of his order, or of his 
country) íhould have reproached him with the 
cóligations which we are told he has fo indu- 
firioujly concealed 7 But what can 4. L. mean 
by his concealing them induffrioufly ? It thele 
pieces were ever printed and publithed, how 
was it poflible Mf:/ton íhould know bur they 
might be in fivé hundred hands in England #?— 
And he was a man too prudent, as well as of 
too much.honour, to fay that bis mufe was 
purfuing * Things unattempted yet in prose or 
rhymc,"" when it was fo probable he might be 
upbraided with advancinge an untruth. "Us 
idle to fay that Milton, by being Latín fecre- 
Yary was more likely to hear of thefc poems 
than any other man. I don’t fee why his be- 
ing employ'd to write in the name of the go- 
wernment,to foreign princes and ftates, fhould 
give him a greater correfpondence with men of 
letters abroad, than if he had been but a pri- 
vate perion ; neither can any reafon be given 
why thefe pertormances fhould be Gent tu 5:7 
fo8ner than to any one elfe ; unieís we fuppofc, 
what there is no occafion to fuppofe, that it 
was known in Holland that he was engaged in 
writing on the iame argument. His employ- 
ment likewife may be thoug!.t not to allow him 
the devyure (and F think bctides his ta fic was too 
good! to be tery inguifitive atter the prodi:cti- 
cns of the modern poets in Latia. For, from 
the genius ‘which appears in all his other works, 
Sath profe and sers, it may fafely be affirmed, 
ebat BI: tim waz copable of writing Pacrad:'e 
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tho’ it fhoull be allow’d that he borrowed 
fome parts of his plan fiom thefe authors, Y 
am perfuaded he would have given us as good a 
one, had hc formed it entircly from his own 
fertile invention. If there are not fo many 
fhining paflaecs in his Paradi fe Reyain’d as in 
*tis becaufe the mature of the 
fcheme he wrote upon would not admit of 
thein ; and not becaufe he was obliged to rely 
wpon bis sawn genius, without any foreign helps; 
as the great critic who has lately appeared in 
your Magazine, feems willing to perfuade him- 
felt. Heisin that poom every where equal to 
the fubjeét, and the occafion ; and there are 
many lines in it not inferiur in beauty to the 
finett in Paradife Loft.

A Lucubratizm on the finking of WsT- 
MINSTER BRIDGE. 


E E foundation cf Gon, faith St 
Paul, ffardetb: "But how weak is 
that of man, we have an initance in 
Wefiminjler Bridge, which particularly 
affects me as Author of the 77 ¢/imin/fer 
Journal. "That magnificent fabrick, the 
work of many years, (See our laf Sup- 
24/2712! ) the admiration of ail beholders, 
is inking under its own weight; fuking 
when compleated, and tho’ the king 
pier has had 1everal years to fettle. - 

H eliminiler Bridge being a national 
work, we muft look upon the accident 
as a public misfortune, though fomé 
private perfons expeéted a benefit from 
it.

But thele are private misfortunes, and 
ímall, when compared with that, every 
man mulít feel, wien he refleés on the 
failure of a foundation “iid bv tbe puldic.

"The original projetor might deceive 
others, or himfelf, and the fallacy not 
be difcovered for want of enquiry ; the 
building might look well too. for 30 
years, tho” extremcly tottering; as 
Wefiminfler bridge, we perceive, did 
not appear to be in danger, till time had 
svorn out all apprehenfions of any. 

If abundance of people were to walk 
over Wefiminfter Bridge, and therefore 
many lives might be at once in danger ; 
how many more do at once truft for fup- 
port on this bridge of the funds, who 
muft all drop at once, if the foundati- 
ons of it fhould fnk / Let us look 
therefore to the piers of it, 
caution, till it (ball be thought proper to 
examine them ftrictly by authority. 

‘The moft antient of thcic piers were 
erected fince the happy revolution upon 
the cxpulíion of Sma Fumes; and a- 
bout the beginning of his late majeity’s

‘Shey continue in tne 
air, Or, if one may ule gie expreliion, 
they march gencrally two hours and a 
half at a timc. ‘I hey forina cloíe 
compact column, about fifteen yards 
deep, iu breadth about four mufk-t- 
fhot, and in lex th about four leagues: 
they move with fuch farce, or rather 
precipitation, that the air trembles to 
fuch a degree as to fhake the leaves 
upon the trees, and they darkened the 
fky in fuch a manner, that when the 
paficd overus I could not fee my peo- 
ple at 20 foot diltance. Thele crea- 
tures fic it with each other in their 
camps; for when they remove, we 
find numbers of them half Head, and 
many more without wings or feet.

That he went into the caflle by three 
different gates, tho' there were many 
more, where he faw a man lying upon 
a bed of ftone. 

That there were guards at the gates, 
with pikcs and javelins in their hands: 
In fhort, that he faw in this wonderful 
city many forts of animals, as camels, 
e xen, horfes, ailes, fheep, and birds, all 
ot ftonc, and thc coloar abovemention’d.

But if, to blow up part cf the rampart over- 
againft and above the point /, Fig. 2. the 
mouth of the mine be made in d, at a ‘proper 
diftance from this part, and the gallery be con- 
ducted by returns, from d to e, from eto f, 
from f to g, and laftly, from g to a 5 it is evi- 
dent that a part of the gallery may be filled, 
fufficient to oppofe a ftronger refiftance to the 
powder in the chamber, than will be made by 
the linc of leaft refiftanc , and that in this ftate 
the minc may be madc to produce all the effect 
that is dcfired. 

From hence it follows, that to blow up part 
of a rampart, €c. the gallery ought to be 
opened at fome diftance, and conduéted to it by

It muft be noted, that the length of all che 
returns of the gallery together, does mot rmncalure 
the refiftance which it-makes to the effort of 
the mine ; for the powder expanding circularly, 
a gallery of many returns refifts this effort only 
in proportion to the length of the fuppofed right 
linc, reaching from the mouth of the chamber, 
which line is confidered as the length of the 
gallery, viz. 

FIG. 4. Let 5 be the chamber of a mine, of 
which the linc of leaft refittance is a 4; if the 
fides of the gallery ¿e and c d, taken together, 
are equal to the line a 4, and if the gallery is 
fuppofcd to be filled with materials capuble of 
the fame degree of relifltance as the ground or 
materials of the line of leaft refiftance, the mine 
will {pring by its gallery ; for the powder will 
expand towards the opening of the gallery d, 
2s we obferved above, in the direction of the 
line A d, which is lefs that the lines Sc and 
€ d taken together, and confequently lefs than 
the line of leaft refiftance. 

The materials with which a gallery is filled 
cannot be cemented or bound together, fo as 
to give them a folidity equal to the parts of a 
fortification. But when works of this nature 
are to be blown up, the gallery is to be fa 
filleds that the right line, by which the length 
of the part fille up is expreffed, may be longer 
than the line of leat rcfiftance, in common 
earth about s or 6 feet, and in mafonry one 
third or one half. 

Fic. 5, 6.4, c, reprefent mines of two and 
three chambers, called double and treble miner ; 
there arc alfo quadruple mines. 

Fro. 7. Is a reprefentation, from behind, 
of what is call'd the fap, exhibiting the man- 
ner in which the lines of approach are carricd 
on before a fortificl town, (taken from Le 
Blor.d 5 Trcatife of the attack of fortif’ d places, 
now in the prefs.

It Y had been 
pollible to forefee that M. Croz/?roz: had 
taken fo little precaution, we might have 
had him, the prince of 777/76, and the 
prince of Anhalt; who as it 15, have cíca- 
ped, without carrying any thing with 
them, but what they had about them. 
As I endeavoured to prevent the troops 
from plundering, my orders were that 
the battalions fhould remain on the ram- 
parts in batialia, which gave a multitude 
ef people time to lave themdelves; al 
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that were found in the works were either 
killed or taken. ‘The prifoners I have 
at prefent, amount to about 2500 ex- 
clufive of 100 officers, and the wounded, 
which are in the town, the forts, and 
Do . Major-Gen. Lewe is among 
the laft, with feveral colonels and licut. 
colonels, of whom I have the honour 
to fend you the lifts. 

As I have follow'd in every refpeét 
your ideas, I detached de Cu/tine with 
two battalions and fome companies of 
grenaosere to qose himfelf before the 
orts Rover and Moremont ; this fucceeded 
fo well, that the enemy entirely atten- 
tive to his difpofitions, did not obferve 
the increafe of the fire in the town; 
and when the garriíon marched out in 
diforder, M. de Czu/?izeífeized that mo- 
ment to attack and make himíelt mafter 
of the forts Moremont and Pixfen. He 
made prifoners 20 men in the formen, 
and 100 in the latter, after killing about 
so; at the fame initant, the enemy 
thought fit to abandon fort Rover. 

You will obferve, monfeigneur, from 
the lift of the artillery, what a quantity 
of pieces of cannon we have taken ; and 
we may, with great truth, affirm, that 
very few places in Ezrope were fo for- 
midable, or fo well provided with all 
things. I would willingly have pro- 
teéted this miicrable town from pillage, 
but the thing was, humanly fpcaking, 
impoffible. 300 volunteers from your 
army, who feemed to ine to have fallen 
out of the clouds, gave fo bad example, 
that there was no way left to prevent 
the baggage of the generals, and other 
officers, the ftores, and what the inha- 
bitants had left, from being intirely pil- 
laged. ‘This has enriched the army 
prodigioufly, and I hope will increa{e 
their courage. “The military chefts of 
the di qupd. the filver plate, and 
{trong boxes of the generals and princes 
were part of this booty. | 

I difpatched immediately the Breton 
voluntiers at the hcels of the enemy, 
who will certainly angment the number 
of prifoners ; and I Harter myfetf, will 
bring me fome intelligence of Sreen- 
bergen and its neighb hood.

the fubjeét of philofophical fpeculation ;

being imperceptible by the naked eye, 
could at moit only be conjeétured by the 
antients. “1 his phenomenon is alfo fo 
rare, and at the fame time of fo great ufe 
in aitronomy, thabin 1661 Mr haker, 
another £zrzZ/5b attronomer, went to 
Surat on purpofe to tee the fecond, it 
being night in Europe at the time it was 
to happen. ‘The honour refulting to a 
nation, in which inítances of a like cu- 
riofity, fatishicd at an equal expence, arg 
frequent, is univerlally acknowledged.

: HE change of colours in the Cha- 
A - maleon, which has fo often fur- 
nifhed matter for fimilies and allufions, 
confiits in a gradual mutation of only a 
reen, being a fky-colour and yellow 
lended together, and fhaded with a 
rufty black. he parts of this ani- 
mal appear’d, on its diffection, as fol- 
lows: The fkin refembles a fort of net- 
work, confifting of lines running length- 
wife with thc body, and crofled by o- 
thers from the middle and fides, with" 
which they form fquares, fome of a good 
breadth, and ímooth, others eege AC 
and rough, and even fquamous, like tu- 
bercles, convexo-concave, and capable 
of inflation by the air. “The belly o- 
puo difcover’d, befides a multitude of 
lood-vefiels every where, a remarkable 
fhining or clearnefs of all the inward 
parts, from a dewy kind of matter on 
the fuperficies. Letter 1 fhews the white 
juperficies of the ftomach, interwoven 
with multitudes of finall veins. The 
inteftines K K, onaccount of the thin, 
‘pellucid Memtrana araneofa,. or cobweb 
membrane (fo called for its finenefs) 
look’d black, and, together with the fto- 
mach, had'their infides lined with vifcid 
"phlegm, and partly tinétur'd with bile.

veralíorts. The way which eur author 
prefers as the bett for preferving iron

Before the author gives his fentiments 
on this fubject, he makes fome reflexi- 
ons. It is poffible to keep free from 
ruit, fuch metals, as are not of them- 
felves fubjeét to it, but become rui by 
an incorporation with other fubítances. 
Gold may be purify'd feveral ways; he 
fhould prefer antimony, he fays, were it 
not that it carry’d off too many parti- 
cles of the gold. ‘lo prevent this lofs, 
he adviles purifying by the coppel, or 
policimin s refining pot; and the rather 

ecaufe this operation carries off all the 
parts of the copper which are mixed 
with the gold. Silver and tin, he thinks, 
fhould be purify'd after the fame man- 
ner; and as for lead, it is needlefs to 
commit it to the coppel, becaufe the 
parts with which it is incorporated can- 
not make it ruit. 

Hence it appears eafy to keep off ruft 
from fuch metals as are not fubject to 1t 
but from extrinfic caufes; but copper 
and iron grow rufty of themíelves. c 
are therefore to find dut fome effectual 
means for their prefervation from this 
great inconvenience of ruít. For this 
purpofe the author lays down fome pro- 
pofitions ; the firít is, that zroz is prefer- 
ced Prom ruft by deftroying part of its al- 
kaline quality s which he proves thus: 

* "The fermentation, excited in the 
body to which the ruft adheres, being 
cauled by foreign or adventitious a- 
cids, and it being impoffible always 
to avoid thoíe acids, much more to 
deitroy chem ; for example, nitre be- 
ing mix'd with the humidity of the 
air, itis not for us to pretend to de- 
itroy, or render ineftectual the ex- 
trinfic caufes of ruit in iron. But if 
this metal were not endu'd with an 
alkaline quality to exceis, it would not 
lo eafily ferment with all forts of a- 
cids, and if it did not ferment with 
thofe weak acids that attack it, no ruít 
could affect it. By dettroying there- 
fore Gart of this alkaline quality of 
iron, wc may fecure it from ruit. 

Hiis fccond propofition is, that the ex- 
cojicely alkaline property of iron proceeds 
not from principles fuppoled lo enter its 
competition, but may be explained by t be 
ercatnefs of its pores. ‘This propofition 
he proves at large, and-by the feveral 
matters of tact which he relates, 1t ap- 
pears, that we mult not have recouri to 
this or that fpecies of earth, or what- 
ever other elements enter into the com- 
pofition of iron. in order to explain the 
difficulty of tubjcéting that meta] to iu-

fion. The aut 'or thinks that the large- 
nefs of its porÉs is a great obitacle to 
that operation. 

The inference from all thefe propo- 
fitions is, that we may hope to preíerve 
iron from rutting, by defítroying the 
Principles or elements of which it is 
compofed. We muft, as it has been 
obferved, diminifh fts alkaline property, 
which, according to our author's ienti- 
ment, is not inherent in the component 
parts of iron. Hence the only method 
to fecure that metal from ruít- is to 
itraiten its pores; and the means to ac- 
complifh this intention, are briefly hint- 
ed in the following obíervations. 

1. If we heat a thin bar of iron red- 
hot, and after hammering part of it 
dip the whole in water, the hammer'd 
part will take leís ruft than the other. 

2. A bar of common iron being heat- 
cd red-hot, and part of it, while red, 
dipt in cold water, if you afterwards 
plunge the whole bar in water, the 
part which was firft dipt will contract 
much leís ruit than the other. 

It appears that fteel will ruft much 
lefs than quench’d iron, becaufe iteel is 
iron refined, that is, has received feve- 
ral fufions,' after which itis worked up 
into bars of different fizes, which are 
again fufed in orderto be dipt red-hot. 
From this experiment we may conclude 
that the more we itraiten the pores of a 
metal, the more we fecure it from ruit. 
It is true however, that, notwithitand- 
ing this preparation, a little common 
water laid horizontally o a piece of 
íteel well harden'd will make it ruft ; 
much more will fuch an effeét be pro- 
duced by the more violent acid of the 
air; the very belt harden'd iteel then is 
far from being exempted from a polli- 
bility of ruiting. 

The fame difficulties fubfift with re- 
gard to copper. Experience has taught 
us that red or molten copper ruíts lets 
than the common fort, and reafon a- 
grees with this obfervation, becaufe red 
copper has undergone feveral fufions, 
by which its parts are broken, and its

no more than a coníequence of thee- 
itablifhed principle.

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tially Found, thattheo erg who carry 
wine, cyder, lemons, frefh pror ioni 
Er are infinitely leís affected with the 
‘feurvy than the poor common failors, 
who are not fo provided. ` 

Is it practicable then to introduce fuch 
-a general regimen into the navy? 1 
“think it is; and reafon and expe- 
tience, I recommend the following me- 


s: 

Let al? fhips, that.are to proceed ona 
long cruize or voyage, be fupplied with 
a fufiicfent quantity of found, generous 
cyder; the rougher, provided it is per- 
fectly found, the better. If apples are 
found of fuch vaft fervice in the fcurvy, 
furely the juice of them, when become 
a vinous liquor, cannot but be very ía- 
lutary, and íeems exceedingly wella- 
dapted, as a common drink, to correct 
by its acidity the alcalefcent putrefying 
quality of bad, corrupt provifions. “This 
«yder fhould be at leait three months 
old before jt is ferved in, and quite fine. 
If it be too néw, and foul, it is apt to 
give fevere colics : it fhould be rack'd 
off once at -leait from its grofs lee into 
good and {weet veflels, which will con- 
tribute to its becoming fine, and pre- 
vent it from Métier: roapy, in which 
{tate it is good for nothing. But if fome 
-of it fhould turn to vinegar, which may 
frequently happen, it will ftill be ver 
ferviceable; but it is found, when well 
managed, to kcep good and found even 
to the Indies. 

Every failor fhould have at leaft a pint 
of €ydér a day, befides beer and water. 
And I would adviíc alío a frequent and 
free ufe of vinegar in the feamen's dict; 
cipecially when the provifions begin to 

row rancid.  Befides this, the decks, 
E fhould be ff*equantly wafhed, or 
íprinkled with vinegar; after having 
drawn the groís and toul air out of the 
hip by Dr Hafes’s ventilators (See E cd. 
xv. p. 494 B.) or Mr Suwttcn’s contri- 
Pance, (jeep 245 E) which fhould be 
done once at leaít every day. 

In autumnal cruizes a quantity of ap- 
ples might be alíó carried, which, when 
veell chofen and well put up in dry tight 
cafks, will keep very good for 2 or 3 
months. Even lemons and oranges 
wvrapt in flannel (or fomething that will 
imbibe their exhaling moiíture) kept in 
clofe dry veílels, and pretty cool, ma 
be preferved a long while alfo. tf 
this is not io feafible, a mixture of le- 
mon juice and rum (fhrub as they call 
it; may be carried in any quantity, as it 
will keep a long time, and would prove 
infinitcly mere wholeiome sham ghe malty

fiery poifonous fpirits, which are dealt 
about lo largely in the navy and elfe- 
where. By the bye, nothing would 
more Ge ue À correct the pernicious 
qualities of thefe fpirits than lemon juice. 

‘In the caíe of ftinking water, juice 
of lemon, elixir of vitriol, or vinegar, 
fhould be always mix’d with it, which 
will render it much leís unwholefome : 
The Roman foldiers drank polca (viz. 
water and vinegar) for*their common 
drink, and found it very healthy and 
ufeful. R 

Elixir of vitriol and vinegar are al- 
ready allowed to the navy in iarge quan- 
tities, and have been found greatly fer- 
viceable. And there was lately an or- 
der iffued for fupplying the fhips of war 
with cyder alío, which I am morally 
certain will be of the higheft advantage, 
n- 
deed it hath already been actually found 
fo in fome few men of war, and other 
fhips, where it hath: been tried, even 
tho” in {mall quantities. Let me add, 
that the prize wines, which are com- 
monly low and thin, and very frequent- 
ly fpoil by keeping, might be diitributed 
among the failors (efpecially in want 
of cyder) to very good purpofe. 

This indeed may be deemed a very 
expeníive project; but, where the Tives 
of fo many brave and ufeful people are 
in the cafe, I think the coft fhould b 
no means come into competition with* 
the advantage that may be received 
from it. The Romans conítantly car- 
ried with therh vinegar and wine in 
their fleets and armies, and the common 
foldier and failor daily partook of both: 
Nay, they were at many other confider- 
able expences to preferve the health of 
their armies, Sc. Now, if that glori- 
ous prudent people thought the life of a 
Roman loldier fo valuable, and were at 
fuch expence to preferve it, why fhould 
not we have as much regard to that of a 
BritifPíaMor, who is altogether as brave 
and as uíeful to the commonwealth?

A brief Account of the Advantages which 
the Iles of Scotland afford by Sea and 
Land, and particularly for a Fifbing- 
Trade. (Frem Marrin’s Defcription 
of the wcficrn Iflands of Scotland). 


HE north-weft ifles of Scotland are, 
of all other, the moft capable of 
improvement by fea and, land. he ge- 
ncral opinion of the advantages that 
might be reap'd from the improvement 
of the fifh-trade in thefe ifles, prevail’d 
among confidering pcople in former 
times to attempt it. ‘Ihe firt attempt 
was made by K. Charles 1. in conjuncti- 
on with a company of merchants ; but 
it miícarried becaufe of the civil wars. 
The next was by Charles 11. who alfo 
join’d with fome merchants, and it fuc- 
ceeded well for a time ; but the king 
having occafion for money, was advifed 
to withdraw what he had employ'd in 
the fifhery, which effectually run d the 
defign: and the attempt has not becn 
renew’d fince that time. ; 

The promoting a fifhery in thofe parts 
would prove of great advantage to the 
government, as an eftectual means of 
increafing the revenue, by the cuftoms 
on export and import, ES. It would 
alío furnifh a fupply of itout and able 
feamen upon all occafions. — 

The inhabitants of thefe (les may be 
competed at 40,000 ; and, if a fifhing- 
trade was once eftablifhed among them, 
the people that_ might be expected, on 
that account, from the oppoiite conti- 
nent of the Highlands and INorth (where 
they exceed ¥ landers above ten to onc) 
would foon make them very numerous.

EACE may be deemed the greateít 
P blefling human nature can enjoy, 
and is ‘what we may be aliowed to 
wifh for ardently: But I will venture to 
give the public fome realóns why they 
ought not to wifh for it in our prefent 
circumítances. | | 

Necefüty may, indeed, be pleaded, 
for clofing with fuch terms as we may 
be eble to get from the enemy: thofe 
who are for peace will fay, that we mutt 
give way to the untoward fituation of 
affairs, patch»up matters as well as we 
can, and fit down in ‘expectation of a 
more favourable conjuncture: that by 
continuing the war we fhall only fool a- 
way more money, encrcaíc the loffes of 
our allies, and fight ourfelvcs, and them 
too, into worfe terms every future cam- 
paign. But I would afl voie feekers 
(I had like to fay beggers) of peace, 
whether-it is impoflible to hit upon a 
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new plan of o erations, that would turn 
to better acc -unt than that hitherto pur- 
fued ; and whether we might not make 
a zew ally, at would prove more fer- 
viceable than any of our old ones: thcíe 

ueries might be eafily anfwered ; but 

e folution would look fo like a para- 
dox at this time of day, that it is much 
better kept zz petto. “There was a time 
when every. Exglijbman had a fyftem ot 
polices of his own; but of late years, if 

miftake not (efpecially fince the late re- 
bellion) there are but two political fy- 
ítems, which divide the whole nation ; 
thofe that fteer between the extremes. 
being too few ta encourage me to fpeak 
plain: therefore J fhall keep as clear of 
politics as poffible, and chiefly attend to 
the moral coníequences of a peace in our 
prefent condition. 7 

To the declining itate of religion and 
morii we may jultly afcribe, without 
defcending to particulars, all our mif- 
fortunes in this war. For fhould' we 
even grant, out of complaifance to the 
prophanenefs of fome,: andethe fhameful 
ignorance of others, that there is no-in- 
vifible fupreme ruler of the univerfe, or 
that he does not concern himfelf with the 
affairs of this world; it would yet be 
demonftrable, from our own expcrience 
of Jecond caujes, that it is our intereit, 
without any regard to a future ftate, to 
make religion and morality our guides 
in this life ; and that men of rank and 
fortune are morc eípecially bound to do 
fo, as precepts, without examples, have 
but very little weight with the genera- 
lity of mankind. 

‘Though numbe fubjeéts are the 
{trength of the nation,. yet the nobility 
and gentry, magiftrates, and men of 
fortune, arc more particularly $itrength 
and iupport of a ftate. When thefe ad- 
here itrictly tÓ virtue and religion, the 
commonalty wilf always bé found fober 
and pious, honeft and induftriouss fuch 
a nation 1s invincible: but if the gene- 
rality follow other courfes, if thofeavho 
íkould be examples to the refit of their 
fellow fubjeéts fet nothing but vice be- 
fore them, and betray a venal fpirit in 
all theif actions, the confequence, ¿with 
reipeét to the whole community, is {fc 
obvious, that I need not dwell upon it.

their breath and otherwiíe : the blood 
and humours of thefe laft affording them 
a proper neit and nourifhment, whereby 
they multiply prodigioufly, Now, 
quickfilver, and the fmoak of brimftone, 
are known to be certain deltroyers of all 
infeéts and little vermin : hercfore, 
in all infected places, both within doors 
and without, * let brimítone and gun- 
* powder be burnt plentifully ; let 

quickfilver be laid for a few minutes 
in all the water the beaft drinks, (a 
pound to four gallons, in a brats or 
copper veflel, the fame quickfilver will 
ferve many times) and let the mine- 
ral zthiops [an ounce at a time, or 
once a day e be mixed with its food. 
In cafe of inflammation, or 
heat, after the creature fs taken ill, let 
a double quantity of faltpetre, pound- 
ed, be mix'd with jt. 
“To thefe confiderations many more 
might be added ; but not having foom, 
they mutt be referved for a future cflay,

He viiited the Cz- 
guries, the Cpe de Ferd lands, St Hele- 
z7, already iMultrious by the aftronomi- 
cal obfervations which he had made in 
that ifland, the coait of Df, Bar£acoes, 
and many other latitudes, puríuant to 
the orders which he had received, or 
his own private views, which were of 
much greater extent than the initructions 
of the court The Variations of the 
Coinpafs were every where conformable 
to the laws which he had prefcribed 
them, and he exhibited thoie variations 
in a general Cho rf, which comprehended 
to an eighth the . whole furtace of the 
tcrreftrial globe.

"P hete orders were expcditiouíly execu- 
ted,and with an accuracy which feldom 
accom panies difpatch. 


In 1702, Qucen .4zze invcited Mr 
i nd with an important commillion, ot 
which we know neither the extent, par- 


ticulars, or motives, but only that hc 
was to vifit the ports belonging to the 
emperor on the gulph of Verice. Tris 
to be prefumed that he difcharged this 
commifhon to the rro of the 
two powers; for pafhng through 27:22 
in his way to Z/frz«, e then emperor 
Lecpold received him, and fent him 
back to the queen with all potlible marks 
of diftinétion ; and he was no fooncr ar- 
rived at Lerndon, than he had orders to 
return to Vienna. He took the way of 
Germany, paling through O/nalurg to 
Hanoc'er, where hg had the honour to 
fup with the electoral prince, now King 
of England, and his fiiter the Queen of 
PrefR:. Having reached Vienne, Mr 
Steprey, the Britz/> minifter at that court, 
introduced him to the emperor on the ve- 
ry day of his arrival. ‘lhe buíineís in 
hand, at leaft to all appearance, related 
only to the ports of 777vc/7?e and Boccari 
lituated on the gulph. Mr Ha//ey, ac-' 
companied by the emperor”s chief enge- 
neers, repaired and added forme new ior- 
tifications to the former, and as to the 
latter he found it fit to receive all kind of 
ihipping with fafety. 

V hile we thought the eulosium of an 
altronomer, a naturalift, a fcholar and 
a philotopher, comprchendcd our whole 
fubject, we have been infenfibly furpri- 
zed into the hiftory of an excellent ma- 
riner, an illuitrious traveller, an able 
engenecr, and almolt a itateíman. It is 
true we are no more to follow Mr Ha/ 
ley to the antartic pole, or a orci 
court ; reftored to his native country, the 
arts and {ciences, from which he derived 
his moit valued enjoy nents, at lenoth 
retain him there, and receive new fuitre 
from his labours. But there is ftill be- 
fore us near forty’ years of a life truly 
tranquil, but ftudious, and therefore 
bufy in proportion to'itsleitfurc. Letus 
theg abridge the hijtory both of Mr Hal- 
fey amd of his works.

In 1713 he was cho(en Se retary of 
the Royal Society, the execution of 
which office confiits chiefly in collecting 
and publifhing imch memoirs as tbe fe- 
cretary thinks moit worthy, out of 
thofe prelented to the Society by its 
members or others. ¿He continued in 
this otlice till 1720, when the place of 
Aitronomer to his majeity became va- 
cant, by the death of Mr ZYezfced. 
“This place, more fuitable to his wifhes, 
was requeited for him of the late King 
George, by the Earl of McocccZesfieé, Ld 
high Chancellor, and the E. of Szzzer- 
lund, Secretary of State, and immedi- 
ately granted. 

Altronomy from that time refumed 
an abfolute poflefhion ot Mr 774//y ; he 
‘prepared new initruments more perfect 
or better adapted to his purpote, and 
continued hts celeitial obiervations at 
Grecawich till the year 1740, with all 
that ardour and afliduity which coniti- 
tuted an eflential part of his character. 
In profecution of a fcememe which he 
-had long formed, h> collected a com- 
pleat feries of obfervations on the places 
ot be Moon, in order to compare them 
with .his own calculations, and reduce, 
.to fome itated laws, the capricious wan- 
derings ot that planet, which he fome- 
where calls Sidus contumax.* He de- 
termined iheie places, not only with re- 
ipeét to the vilible and known ftars of 
the Zodiac, but to an infinite number 
ef others, which were not perceptib!c 
but with glaties, the pofition of which 

in a vey exact 
and particular celcitial chart, which he 
publithed on this tubjcét. And as the 
-eclipies of the zodiacal ftars, by the

in 1731, a Method tor difcovering the

Mr Halley was received into theAca- 
demy of Sciences ot Paris, as a toreion 
member, in the month of 4uex/l 1729, 
In room of Vr Branching. 
+ A vigorous conititution, and confirm - 
ed ftare of health,* -happily coincided 
with the ardens activity of his mind, 
and fuitained him to the en of life. 
At the age of 82 he was attacked wich 
a kind of paralytic ditorder, which did 
not, however, much abate his applica- 
tion.to ftudy, or render his obfervations 
leis frequent. His memory, always ru- 
markably retentive, feemed to have rc- 
ccived noinjury. It was his cuflom to 
go to Lowden to din- with his friends 
once a week, which’ he continued till 
the year before his death; bur his difor- 
der gradually increafinp, and the vitzi 
powers being intenfibly cxhauited, by 
the gentle courie af uninterrupted na- 
turc he ccated to live, on the 25th of 
January 1742 in: the 30th year of his 
age. 
He always held the geometry cf 
ie ancients, the ftrictneís of their 
demonitraticns, and the elegance or 
their conitructions in great eitimation ; 
in this, as well-as in every other 
initance, a worthy advocate for the 
fentiments of Sr /aaec Nezetoz. With this 
turn of mind, in 1707, he tranflated 
the S books ot pallanins’s Conic Seéti- 
ons, and two books of Sercras on the 
Section of the Cylinder and Cone, into 
Latis, trom an .f7 £ic1 auulcript. He 
had allo an equal efteem for ancient .X- 
itvonomy. He reyived the Caftean Sa- 
vos, à period containing 223 lunar fyno- 
dicaluiont s, or months of 29 days and 
an nalt each, by which the revolutions 
and ecliples o: e fun and moon may

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the earth and the magnitude of her 
vitible part, Venus can never appear fo 
bright to us, as when Der luminous 
crelcent occupies but the fourth part of 
her diik. 

He has alfo given us fome excellent 
traéts on the barometer and its ute, on 
tides, fome extraordinary meteors, and 
on the art of living ander water, or 
conveying air for reipiration to the bot- 
roin of the fea, of which he made an 
experiment himíelf. "The particulars 
of what he faw and felt during the ex- 

eriment, the different colours and re- 
orbi ua of light, filtered,as it wcre,thro” 
(ch an immeníe quantity of water, 
were worthy objeéts of a learned curio- 
fity, and afforded great athitance to Sir 
Jfasc Nezoton in Wis Optics. 

" His genius led him to adopt very bold 
fyftems. That globe of loaditone,or lefler 
earth, which he conceivcd to bc placed 
in the hollow center of the greater, in 
order to account for magnetic variations, 
ierved him alío to account for the .Juro- 
ra Borealis; for he fuppoted that the 
fpace between the concave furface of 
the one, and the convex furface of the 
ether, was filled with a fubtle luminous 
vapour, which fometimes ifluing at the 
poles of the terreítrial globe, produced 
al the appearances of this phenomenon. 

The explanation of the phyfical 
caufe of thc univerfal deluge by the 
approach of a comet, which involved 
the earth in its watry atmoiphere, fo 
well apply’d by Mr? bifton in his zew 
Ubesry of the Barths belongs original- 
ly to Mr Halley, as appears by iome pie- 
ces on this fubjeét, fent by Lua to the 
Royal Socicty in 1694, and which were 
publithed by order of (bet body in 
1724. fle admitted rca! and infinite 
Space, the mutual “= “lion of all bo- 


dtes, and confequerniiy ^"ppofed the 
number of ftarsto be intnic becaufe,if 
rtheretvere not balanced every’: ‘here, 


añd”toinínitude by reciprocal aurac- 
tions, they muíl immediately unite round 
one common center.

tion, by the repcated obfervations of 
many years on the faltnefs of the fea, 
Which. according to him, is perpetually 
ufcreafing "by. the acquifition of new 
falts, which tlie rivers extract from the 
earth, and inceffantly convey to thc fea. 
in a' word Mr Halley was not afraid to 
oppofe popular opinions, and without 
the Jeaft fcruple conceived and propofed 
hypothcfes, and formed conjectures 
from his own obíervations, and particu- 


- 
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lar apprebenfion. To this boldnefs,fre- 
quently fortunate, becaufe always directed 
by knowledge, we are indebted for the 
admirable Theory of tbe variations of the 
compafs, and the greater part of the other 
diícoveries, which have {fo much con- 
tributed to the advancement of learning, 
and the benefit of fociety. 

With an active and penetrating geni- 
us he had alio a fertile and luxuriant 
fancy; or, to unite them in one word 
he wasa poet. While he was employe 
in preparing Sir //aac Newton's Principia 
for the preis, he found it impoffible to 
be the inftrument of exhibiting fo ma- 
Ny objects of aftonifhment and admira- 
tion, and to fee them conítantly pailing 
in review before him, without catching 
the fire of fublime enthufiafin, which 
broke out in coZa?zz veríes, ina defcrip- 
tion of the wonders which he faw. Jy- 
cho Brebe was intpired with a like poe- 
tical impulie at the fight of the initru- 
ment, with which Copernicus made his 
obfervation$’, and changed the face of 
the heavens. ‘4c432’s verfes were en- 
graven on the initrument which infpired 
them; thofe of Mr Halley, prefixed to 
that immortal work which was their 
fubject, being themíelves worthy to 
fhare its immortality. S 

He poflefied all the qualifications ne- 
ccílary to pleafe princes, who were defi- 
rous of Eben, great extent of 
knowledge, and conitant prefence of 
mind ; his anfwers were ready, and at 
the fame time pertinent, judicious, po- 
lite and linccre. When/fe/rr the Great 
came into England, he fent for Mr Hal- 
ley, and found him equal to the great 
character he had heard of him. He afk- 
ed him many queflions concerning the 
fleet which he intended to build, the 
{ciences and arts which he witfh’d to in- 
troduce into his dominions, and a thou- 
fand other fubjeéts which his unbounded 
curiolity fuggcited. He was fo well fa- 
tished with Mr He//-y’s aniwers, and fo 
pleated with his converiation,that he ad- 
mitted him familiarly to his table, and 
ranked hini among the number of his 
friends; a teri which ave may venture 
to ufe with refpect to a prince of his 
character, a prince truly great in diftin- 
guifhing no man but by his merit. 

But Mr Halley poileilcd yet more of 
the qualificationsnecellary to obtain him 
thcolove of his equals. In the firk 
place he loved them; naturally of an ars 
dent and glowing temper,he appeared a- 
nimatcd in thcir prefence witha generous 
warmth, which the plealure alone of 
iccing them tecmed to infpire; he was

did in his judgment, unif’rm and 
blamelefs in his manners, {weet and af- 
fable, always ready to communicate, 
and difinterelted.

I am furnifhed with an in- 
ftance of this, by a letter which acci- 
dentally came into my hands about fix 
years ago, written by him to an author 
whom he knew only by reputation. Mr 
Halley in this letter, with equal fagaciry 
and politenéis, points out an error in a 
very critical calculation which that au- 
thor had fallen into, in treating on the 
turning point of a queftion in aftrono- 
my and phyfics. It muit not, however, 
be conceal'd, that Mr Halley never pub- 
lifhed that letter, although it would 
certainly have done him honour; but 
we muit not /2» particularly reveal a fe- 
cret, from concealing of which he de- 
rives ftill more. ‘The reputation of others 
gave him no uneafineís, a reitleís jealou- 
fy and anxious emulation were ftrangers 
to his breait; he was equaliy ignorant of 
thofe extravagant prejudices, in favour 

one nation, which are injuricus to 
al others. The friend, countryman 
“and difctple of Newton, he fpoke of 
Des Cartes with refpeét; and tucccflor 
to Dr Wallis, he did juítice to the me- 
rit of our ancient geometricians; and in

bout half a mile diftancc, we gave the enemy 

à broadfide, which the brifkly returned under 

“Pani colours, and then the Lark Good on, 

236 we loft fight of her. In zo minutes, 

Capt. Erfkine, being nearer, gave him his ftar- 

92ard broaéfide, and rak'd him fore and aft, 
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and clapp'd about again, and flood withim 
pee fhe, and again difcharg’d his ftarboard 
roadfide into him, with a volley of fmall arms 
as we pafís'd ; all which the enemy fmartly re- 
turn'd, and ftood on; and during the whole 
action, feemed to be upon the defenfivc, and 
to want rather to get away than fight.

Our people feeing the enemy to be a much 
larger fhip than thc /WWarzorck, with a great

ving them nó manner of affifiance; were fome - 
what difcouraged. But then agan reflecting 
that, if they.could make the énemy flriké:with- 
out the afiiftance of the Lark, the greater 
would be their glory, they exprefs’d the higheft 
refolution and bravery, and continucd a dread- 
ful fire till 3 in Che: morning, firing in the 
whole between 25 and 30 broadfides. Then 
the Warwick, torn and fhatter’d to-pieces in 
her matte, yards, fails ‘and rigging, and the 
fhip lying like a wreck,and not in a condition tà 
make a farrher attaclé; -nor to rctreat, fell off 
to the fouthward, which the'enemy no fooner 
obferved than he hailed to the northward. 'T'he 
number of our men killed (4) and wonnded 
(19). was. not very great, which is imputed 
partly to the enemy's firing chiefly at our rig- 
ging and fails, and partly to their ower-chargin, 
their guns 5 for we founda vait many of their 
fhot fticking in the fides of our fhip, and but 
few came thro’. But we wanted between 40” 
and 50 men of our complement ; many were 
raw and ónexperienced, and 10 of them mete 
boys. When the cngagement was over, we 
found in our fhip the enemy's fhot double-head- 
ed 58.pounders, round 25, 20 and 16, whereas 
the Warwick's guns are only 24 pounders on 
the lower deck, 9 pounders on the main deck, 
and 6 on the quartcr. 
The Lark join'd us about 6 in the morning, 
but did not thihk fit to purfüc the enemy, who 
was ftill in fight, as we were incapable of going 
along with him. About noon we were inform'd 
by one of the convoy, who had run clofe to 
the enemy after the engagement, that fhc was 
likcwife in a very fhatter'd condition, with 
her foremaft gone, and her fails ando rigging 
cut to-pieccs. This feem'd to give the captain’ 
of the Lark fome courage, and he propofed to 
Capt. Erfkine to go after her again, which that 
brave and prudent commander did, as foon as, 
he could clear his fhip, and put her into fome 
fort of order. But the favourable opportunity 
was loft, and we could not get fight of her a- 
gain. Thus,» by the unaccountable bad

had not the Lar left the Wareick in the be- 
ginn'ng of the aétion, or had fhe join'd her-any 
time when (he was engaged, the enemy mu 
certainly have fallen into eur hands.

Tranflation of the ANswWetr4 ef their 
High Mightineffes the States General to 
the tivo Memorials of the Abbe LA 
VILLE, pre/ented April 17, aza Sept.

HEIR High Mightineffes have 
not hitherto aniwered the firft me- 
morial, and its annexed declaration, be- 
caufe a piece, whote chief and only 
tendency is, to lay before them ioun- 
friendly a denunciation as, That PiS p 
Maje/?y tbe King of France could no b 
donger * manage BOR the territory ce 
the Republick, and that «heir High Migh- 
tineffes were to expect boflilities from bis 
maefly upon their territory, when and 
evbereloezer circumflaunces fhould render 
them neceffarg, or the fecurity of Lis Mii- 
deity s Conquejts againfi the Defigns of pis 
enemies, wha might attempt to diftaro bim 
in them, [bouli require, did noticem to 
want any other aníwers bur the actual 
exertion of thofe means which the laws 
of God and nature pretcribe ; And 
becaute their High Mightineifes do not 
{fec what good could be expected trom 
any other aníwer, fecing his majeity 
had thought fit to put the proieéted ho- 
ftilitiés, with which he threatned the 
republick, actually in execution, that 
very day on which the faid firit memo- 
rial and its annexed declaration were 
delivered to their High Mightinefles ; 
and thus avarned theni, if a proverbial 
exprelhon may be uled, with a word 
and a blow. 

But what has fince happened, differ- 
ing widely from the tenour of the taid 
declaration, has more fully difcovered 
his maicity's true defign; and fhews 
plainly, that amidít fo many proteíta- 
tions ot eitecm and friendihip for the 
republick, and under colour of defiring 
to promote a general peace, his maje- 
ity’s iole and real intention is, to make 
himfglt abíolute maiter of this itate, to 
eruth it with the weight of his arms, 
and to reduce it to his obedience. ‘Ihe 
thing is alrcad y, efectuated in part ; and 
its being fo, has the more indipenlab'y 
obliged their H. Mightinefles to oppole 
it in a morc etkeétual manner, and to ex- 
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French werd cub an Engldh infection, 
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preis, by all the moft adequate in fi 
and methods, their refentment of the 
iniuftice dong in lo flagrant a 1nanner to 
them and to their fubjeéts. They would 
not however preceed to fuch a refoluti- 
on, without tirit laying open to his ma- 
jeity, and at the fame time tothe whole 
impartial world; the lawful reafons 
that move they to ir, the tnjuftice of 
the proceedings which force them there- 


to; and the candour and fincerity 
which have been at all times, amd 
upon all occafions, the rule” of their 
conduct. 


All the world knows bar their High 
Mightineiles, confining their defires to 
the prefervation of the republick, and 
of her lawful poffefligns, without any 
ambition of enlarging them at the ex- 
pence of their neighbours, have ever 
placed their fatety in defenfive alliances 
with thole powers who are the fitreít to 
protect them, and whole intereits coim- 
cide the molt with theirs. 

In this view, their Migh Mightineí- 
fes have had; many years betore the 
prelent troubles were railed, delenlive 
alliances with the houfe of 4u/fria, and 
with the kingdom of Great Britain, in 
whole iafety and refervation they 
were, even atitractedis from thefe al- 
liances, as nearly and efientially con- 
cerned, as in their own ; and, by thete 
alliances, they were obliged to furnifh 
not only a limited fuccour, but alío 
their whole force, in cafe of neceflity ; 
and even to declare war with the ag- 
grefior. 

When, after the death of the late 
emperor Charles the V]lth, his molt 
Chriitian majelty, under colour of fup- 
porting tlre pretenfions of the houfe of 
Bavaria, tho t the fame time under as 
{trong obligation. stheir High Mighti- 
nefies to maim, ^ + e pragmatick fancti- 
on, Was p! “ited to form, and execute 
jv an , . and effective attack, the de- 
{ign annihilating the houle <A- 
at lealt of reducing it fo low, : 
as never to be of any farther weight in 
the atlur: of Ewrepe, mor able to main- 
tain, with any vigour, the piei ns 
that fiioul be left to t; her prefett 
imperial m feily, queenol 7Z7x»po7y and 
Bobesiói, called upon their High Migh- 
tincfies, in the molt earneft and ferio rs 
manner. to fulhl the engagements they 
had contracted Ly the above-mentioned 
di fentive alliances. ; 

A thing fo init and equitable in itíelf, 
and ío allowable and void ot reproach 
among civilized nations, asthe tuiflling 
ol engogements equally agrccable to the

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good faith, upon which they were con- 
tracted, and to the interelts of the re- 
public, was nevertheleís ound to be lo 
difagreeable to his moit chriftian maje- 
fty, that when the republick was ob- 
erved to have any difpofitions thereto, 
all imaginable engines were putin mo- 
tion, as well within the republick as 
without; in order to hinder the accom- 
plifhment of them, and, on the contrary, 
to keep the republick not only ina total 
inaction, but even to engage her in a 
neutraltry, and thus to leparate her en- 
tirely from her allies. : 

To this end it was, that not only all 
forts of under-hand infinuations, and 
other methods were made ute of; but 
allo, that in the year 1741, when his 
maiefty began t»attack the houle of 4$2- 
jiria with open force, he fent a formi- 
dable army to the very frontiers of the 
republic, which for a ong time kept her 
almoit iurrounded and block'd up, in 
order to intimidate their High Mighti- 
neíles, and toþut it out of their power 
to itir, = : 

It was in no other view, but to hin- 
der or divert their High Mightinefies 
from fulfilling their engagements, that 
his majcity made to one of the repub- 
lick’s minifters, in 1742, fome overture 
of his ideas about a peace ;————for 
thefe ideas were fo full ef dithculties, 
that it was judged they could neither be 
made ufe of, nor any good be expected 
from them. Befides. his majefty’s mi- 
nilters cannotbut have known, that their 
High Mightimefles never received, ci- 
fher direétly or formally, any overture 
about thefe ideas; in as much as it had 
been agreed, that, if no ule could be 
made of the faid overtures sthey fhould 





be buried in oblivion if they had 
never been: made at |l: And yet 
hig majeity’s {aid ers have fince 
fpoken ot them fevcral cs, publick- 
ly, and with the greatelta — ion, as 
a.c al whereby his majcity's — zifick 


difpofitions had been made manifeít to 
their High Mightinciles. 

In this fame view: of "itholding 
their High Mightincíles frem the exe- 
cution of their folemn engagements, 
did his moft ch iftian majelty,in the faid 
year 1712, offer to give up the town ot 
Dunkirk to be garrifoned by their High 
Mightineiles troops; with reípect to 
which town his Britennick majcily, who 
was their High Mightineíles contedcrate 
in fupperting the hou c of du/iria, was 
then complaining, that his molt chrifti- 
an majeity acted contrary to the faith of 
wreatics ; his moft — ar!!iiran incjcily 
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being y ell affured, that if their High 
Mightinefles liftened to fuch an offer, 
they would have expoled theinfelves to 
be lead imperceptibly into that inaction, 
wherein it had been the chief endeavour 
to kcep them. 

All this however could not 1 fluénce 
their High Mightinefles conftancy and 
good faith in fulfilling their engage- 
ments, which they have ever confidered 
as facred ; and they at lalt determined 
in 1743, to furnifh, for the firit time, a 
fuccour of troops to her imperial maje- 
{ty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia ; 
and ata time, when the houfe of Au- 


- firia, which had been reduced by his 


H 


moft chriftian majeity’s violent and ho- 
{tile attacks to the very brink of ruin, 
was miraculoufly delivered by the vifi- 
ble hand of providencc, and juft bezin- 
ning to take breath again. —lhis 
gave {fuch offence to his moft chriftian 
majeíty, that, in the following year 
1744, their High Mightinetles had the 
mortificati nt fee the .44/irian Netber- 
lands, which acco ding to treaties were 
to ferve f r their barrier, and the for: 
treíles of thole countries, which were 
alletted them for that purpole, and gar- 
rifoned with their own troops, attacked 
in the fame hoitile manner by the arms 
of his moft chriftian majetty ; notwith- 
{tanding that this very barrier was com- 
prehended in the ehe and pofieffions, 
which he had guarantied to them by a 
folemn treaty in 1717: Infomuch, that 
from thenceforth open violenee took the 
place of all the other ways and methods 
which had till then been made ufe ot 
towards the republick. 

Their High Mightineffes did not fail 
to make the moft ferious remonítrances 
avainit this treatment, and to declare, 
that they confidered the .zf/rr«mn Nether- 
lends as a part of their own frontier, as 
they in reality are ; and that thus, by at- 
tacking them, the republic herielf was 
attacked in her barrier. Moreover, they 
fent exprefly an extraordinary de utati- 
on to his majetty, as well with a view 
to diffuade him from that enterprize, as 
to promote the falutary work ef peace 
betore matters fheuld come to greater 
extremities, and to beg that his majefty 
would make to them fome confidential 
overtures of the conditions which he 
might think proper towards attaining itt 

"ut notwithitanding all foregoing pro- 
teitations of his mapity’s inclination to 
peace, their endeavours were fruitleis ; 
and they, on the contrary,were ioon re- 
duced to fee, not only the whole Ayftr:- 
an Aafen and confequcnily Jue 
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bulwark of the rcpublick, fubdued by 
the fuperiority of his majeity’s arms, 
but alfo many of the principes and beft 
fortrefies and ftrongholds of that coun- 
try, which were fet apart for the fecuri- 
ty of their High M EE barrier, 
and m which they had the right of gar- 
rion, razed and diímantled ; whereby 
they are abfolutely and irreparably itript 
and for ever deprived of a barrier, 
which coft fo much blood and treaíure 
jn the preceding war, and was guaran- 
tied and fecured to them by the moit to- 
lemn treaties ; and all this without 
having the leaft regard to the number- 
leís and prelling reprefentations, inftan- 
ces, and complaints, made from time 
to time by their High Mightineíles upon 
that fubjeét — A too manifeít proof 
of his maicíty's true deügns againít this 
republick ! : 

His moft chriftian majefty did not 
ftop here ; but undertook to fupport and 
foment a rebellion in the kingdom of 
Great Britain, begun and carried on un- 
der the direction of the pretender”s el- 
deft fon ; which, had “it been attended 
with fuccefs, would have brought a- 
bout a total fubverfion of the religious 
and civil eftablifhment in that kingdom, 
and thus have thrown the religion and 
liberty of the republick into the molt 
eminent danger. And when their 
High Mightineiles fent thither a tuccour 





ef their troops, conformably to the 
treaties fubfifting between his Britannick 
maiefty and the republick, (treaties 


which oblige to no more than what 
their common intereits called upon 
them to do in a cafe of that importance; ) 
his moft chriítian majefty refented it a- 
frefh to fuch a degree, that, under the 
pretence of thefe troops having been 
fent contrary to the tenour of the capi- 
tulations, by which they were bound 
(though the contrary of this has been 
clearly demonftrated) he took occafion 
from thence to repeal, and confequently 
to break the treaty of commerce con- 
cluded “in the moft folemn manner be- 
tween his majeity and the republick in 
the year 1739; and likewse to refuíe to 
exchange or ranfom the republick's 
troops that were prifoners of war, not- 
withitanding that the fame is regulated 
by a formal cartel ; and his majeíty has

chriftian majefty, in order ftill to pre-- 
lerve fome appearance of being really 
KÉN Se to the xc eftablifhment of peace, 
did indeed propofe to their High Migh-. 
tinefles by a p memorial in 1745, 
the holding of a general congreís. ut, 
experience has iufficiently-fhewn, that 
fuch affemblies feldom or never produce 
any eflect, but tend rather to embroil. 
matters than to clear them up, unleís 
{ome preliminaries be concerted before- 
hand by the belligerant powers. For 
this reaton their High Mlightinefies, al- 
ways prompted by the fame ardent and 
fincere dcfire of bringing about a pa- 
cification, which had Pech the principle 
of their conduct from the beginning of 
the troubles, endeavoured to open a- 
nother way, which they flattered them- 
jelves would lead more direétly to that 
great end; and, fetting about it with 
the moit hcarty zeal, they fent fuccefhve- 
ly two extraordinary miniiters to his 
moft chriftian majefty, not with the fe- 
cret intention of gaining-time, as the 
above-mentioned declaration does them 
the injultice to fuípeét, but with the 
moít fincere defire of peace, and with 
the greateft uprightnefs in the world :— 
This they folemnly proteft ; and: £hink 
they have given more than fufhcienr 
pros of.. But, by reafon ot Che 
ard and inacceptable conditions, which 
his majelty was for preícribing to their * 
High Mightineffes and their allies, the : 
thing did not fucceed ; and the negocia- - 
tion having been transferred to the con- 
ferences at Bredz, it {foon appeared : 
there, that his majelty- had no -ícrious ` 
intention that way; for at that very 
fame time, and even before the confe- 
rences were begun, endeavours had 
been ufed on his part at the court of Por- > 
tugal, without the pgivity . either of his 
Britannick majeffr..-or of their High 
Mightineiles, "wards the opening of 
another corsicis under the mediation of 
his P -Sugucle majefty ; with t ‘se 


pretext, that their High Mighrinef- 
ies were not neutral, but ought 
to be confidered asea belligetant 
power. An when a difference arofe 


about admitting to the conferences the 
minifters of the courts of Vienna and 
Turin, whofe interefts were chiefly to- 
be difcuffed- there, their admifflon’ was 
contelted on the. part of his majefty ; 
although his own ally, the king of 
Spuin, afterwards found it fo reafonable, ` 
de he molt earneitly infiged upon it, as 
well for thofe courts, as! for himfelt ; 
and, foon after that this difficulty was ` 

re- 
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Temeved, his majefty was pleafed ab- 
'uptly to break off the conferences. 
This being the true itate of things to 
he.very moment of the republick's be- 
ing hoftilely attacked in her own terri- 
tory, their High Mightineffes could not 
but be altonifhed to tee, that they could 
think- proper te affert, with (o much af- 
feétation, in the declaration abovemen- 
tioned, -his majeíty's particular regard 
for their Bligh Mightinefles, his mode- 
ration towards them, the fincere defire 
he has always &xpreíled of a reconcilia- 
ation, in lo far, tbat bis maje/ly could not 
pe gice them ffronger ashi than he 
dsd, ef bis affection and confidence, rar 
ga.greater lengths in bis" managements for 
them; whilt with all this it is certain, 
that whoever wl compare the faid alle- 
gations. with what has pafs'd, and judge 
impartially of both, muít be itruck with 
furprize, and conclude, on the contrary, 
that no: free and independent ftate can 
be woríe treated, than their High 
Mightinefles kave been by his moft 
chriítian majeíty ; and that without an 
other reaíon whatfoever, but becaufe 
they. would not renounce their engage- 
ments, bdcaufe they would not feparate 
from ‘their ales, and in a word, be- 
cuuíéclizy;vwould not fubmit themíclves 
ta his xil] and defires, totheir own pre- 
judies. © .. - 
*'.. Butyas i£ all this had not been enough, 
the hofüleinuafion has been continued a- 
gamit: the sepublick’s own immediate 
territory and ancient poffeifions, which, 
"well as.their barrier, were guarantied 
ta their.

` “Asto the firft. namely, TAat the rca- 
Zog, of. war, and.the Jecurity of. the King’s 
copguefis pete the defigns of bis enemies, 
rendered 45221 invasion ncceffary :+—W hat 
dacs it mean, but this, thar it is lawful 
to invade and: poíleís one’s felf of a 
neighbour's country, whenever it is a- 
grecable ta one's interelt fo to do; and, 
that.in order to cover one’s own pollel- 
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fions, he may lawfully make himfelf 
maiter of thofe of his neighbour ? —— 
A maxim hitherto unknown in the law 
of nations, and in all countries in the 
world ; and which, if it were to take 
place, would put an end to all publick 
lafety. Ambition knows no bounds«— 
No fooner fhall an invader have got 
footing in his neighbour's country, but 
he may, with the fame right, or rather 
with equal injuítice, attack his next 
neighbour.—Thele are the true fteps to 
a univeríal monarchy; and this a leffon 
tor all the powers of the earth, who 


are effentially concerned in GER 
~fo pernicious an enterprife, founde 
upon fo pernicious a maxim.  Befides, 


if this reafon could ever have any force, 
in order to make it applicable tothe 
pfelent cafe, that neceítity of covering 
the king's conqueíts againft the defigns 
of his enemies, ought actually to have 
exifted ; and yet Dutch Flanders was at- 
tacked and reduced by his majeíty's 
arms, when there was not a lingle man 
of his enemies in that country; and 
confequently, wifhout any imaginable 
aeoe Riy of attacking it. 

‘Fhe {econd reafon is, That their Hiz hh 
Migbtineffes allowed bis Majcflys Ene- 
mies, a retreat upon their territory, 
and that they furmifbed them- with 
abundant Succours of all Kinds. It is 
certain, that, when their High Migh- 
tinefles furnifhed fuccours to their al-- 
lies, by virtue of defenfive alliances 
which fubfilted long before, that thofe 
allies were his majeity's enemfes, they 
did nothing but what is authorifed by 
the law of nations, and what juftice it- 
felf required of them; neither does 
fuch their conduét furnifh a lawful 
reaion for attacking them in a hoftile 
manner upon that account.—It is no leís 
certain, that, when their High Migh- 
tinefles doubled this fuccour, upon.the 
occafion of their own barrier’s being 
attacked, this meafure was the more in- 
conteltably lawful, as it was ta- 
ken, merely in the defence of their 
own rights and  poficíhons; and fo 
much the lefs can ir be alledged as a 
realon for treating the republick like an 
enemy. And laftly, though their 
High Mightineíles, after that their bar- 
rier was utterly loft, received the troops 
Of their allies injo their territory, part- 
ly for their. own defence, and partly 
a view to recover with united 
force, what had been taken from the 
allies in common ; even this could not 
furnith a lawful reafon for committing 
hottilitigs againft the republick herfelf ; 

un- 
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cniefs people will fuppofe, that their 
High Mightinefies are not alowed to 
make ule of the forces of their allies 
to cover the republick's dominions and 
territory againít an invafion ; or that it 
was not lawful for them to put them- 
felves in a condition, and take arrange- 
ments with their allies, in order to re- 
cover what had been taken trom then ; 
but that they ought to have difmifled 
their allies troops, and left themíelves 
to the difcretion of thofe, who had al- 
ready deprived them of their barrier; 
which is a meer abfurdity. Moreover, 
svhat has becn faid above, may be ap- 
plied here, namely, that the invafion 
was made in a place, where not one 
of his majefty’s enemies had retreated : 
all which the more ftronglyzevinces the: 
groundlefineís of the reafon abovemen- 
tioned. 

. As to the reit, the ftate of the cafe

A Jourzey to CAUDEBEC FELLS, with a 
Map and Defcription of tbe fame. 


IN E curiofity is apt to excite ano- 
ther; after vifiting Cro/s-fells, + 

my inclinations led me to examine thofe 
of Caudeheck, that lateral detachment. of 
the Briti/b rap en which overipreads 
great part of Cumberland, diftinguifhed 
by infuperable precipices, and tow'ring* 
p ks, and exhibiting landfkapes of a 
quite different and more romantic air 
than any p. .t o£ the general ridge, and 
of nearer «frcty_ to the Switzerland 
Alps. MPA anhíntion in this journey 
was to vifit tne sfadd-mines, the peculiar 
produét of thefe mountains, and no 
where elfe difcovered on the globe; but 
as they are kept clofe fhut up, and the 
weather was extremely unfavourable, Ll 
deferred that examination to a more pro- 
per time, and contented mylelf with 
the varieties in tbe neighbourhood of 
Mofe-dale; here 1 found villages in the 
narrow bottoms, that feel no saore be- 
nefit from the folar rays for two months 
about thc winter folitice, than the old 
Cimmmerians, or the Laplanders who in- 

habit about the North Cape of Norway. 
Swinfied on Cauda is a ttrong inftance 
that the preperty of the Artic circle is 
not confined to thofe unhappy regions 
which lic within 23 degrees of the pale, 
efpecially with regard to the folar light. 
Thefe mountains differ not only in 
figure, but are very diffimilar in pro- 
perty to the main body, being dry,

Of the di ^ ers whofe interefts are 
now to be accommodated, it is not likely that 
any will be more obitinate than Sparr, fince 
~~ rather more to hope than to fear from a 
continuance of the war, which, though one 
of the principals and firit engaged in the quar- 
sel, fhe carries on not fo much with bir own 
forces as thofe of France, from the good !uccefs 
of which fhe expeéts a kingdom, and by the 
mrifcarriage can Tofe nothing but what fhe never 
enjoyed, but by fooce, the right of fearching in 
the open feas. <As fhe has no trade but between 
different parts of her own dominions, fhc has no 
egt | to fupport a fier, and fince the fight 
of oe her navy, whigh then only made an 
effort to get free, has not appeared upon the 
fea. Her treafures are moft fafely imported in 
fiagle Gips, which it we fometimes take, their 

eloís is recompenfed by the -tucceís of Cher pri- 
vateers, who muft gain from us more than we 
can hop® to take from them. 

R is not probable that even the French tbem- 
felves, However elate with their fuccefles in the 
Netherlands, will be as indifferent or arrogant 
as the Spaniards. For though they have gain» 
ed many towns, and two battles, they have felt 
the blows of their enemies, of whom they 
know, that, if they can ever bc united, they 
will be feared. ‘They likewife feel the burthen 
of vaft‘armaments, and find that their wealth 
is made every day lefs in a greater degree, than 
their power “is made greater; and they know 
that ‘in a fhort time the Durch will be compel- 
led, either from within or without, to act morc 


vigaroufly againít them. In the mean time 
their navy is broken, their trade made uncer- 
tain, and Oheir colonies are about to be invaded: 
fo that the current of their wealth will be cut 
off, and that commerce which they have Jon 

and diligently cultivated, will be fo blafted, 


A that no fruit can for a long time be expe£ted 


from it. The intereft of the French is there- 
fore to make peace, - while they are at this 
height of power, becaufe it is more likely that 
their influence will decline than encreafe. 

With regard to the ímafler powers of Mo:le- 
na and Genoa, thcreis no doubt of their inclina- 
tion to peace, but it will be little attended to. 
They feel all the calamitics of war, without 
having any proipect of the advantage; but 
weaknefs is not often pitied in political tranfac- 
tions, and their miferics will very little atiect 
the counfels of mighty monarchies. 

On the part of the allies, it is difficult to de- 
termine what difpofitions will appear at the ap- 
proaching congrefs. The empreís queen has 
pres indeed fufficient proofs, that fhe will pur- 
ue herintereft without much regard to difficul- 
ty er danger ; but it js not apparent what her 
interett is, cither in reality, or in her own opi- 
nion. Itis generally thought the interett of e- 
very monarch to keep his dominions, yet fhe ap- 
peafs to have loft Flanders with very little re- 
gret. Mott nations are frighted at the miferies 


D of war, but her fybjeéts think any opportunity 


of “entering wealthy countries the fhorteft and 
eafieft method of getting rich. Her fpirit is 
known to be high, and her refentments vehe- 
ment; and therefore the will probably require 
terms unlikely to be granted by an enemy who 
calls himfelf victorious. 

The King of Sardinia has of all our allies 
the greateft reafon to with for a ceffation of the 
war, of which fo great a part has been carried 
on in his own territories ; of all the gionarchs 
engaged in this wide extended quarrel he has 
been moft frequently expofed to perfonal dan- 
ger and lofs, yet it is not certain, whether 
this prince will not obftruct the general trea- 
ty, unlefs fuch indemnifications are allow'd 
him as cannot eafily be granted. 

_ The Dutch, if they can be confidered as par- 
ties, will be undoubtedly ready to clofe with 
any propofals of accommodation, with any at 
leaft that will not make them poorer, ‘heir 
refiftance has been the act of the populace ra- 
ther than of the government, and their chicf 


G men feem to enquire after nothing byt the 


means by which danger may be avoided, and 
money may be faved, 

From the firnfneís and moderation of this 
nation alone we are to expect a fuccefsful war, 
or an bonourable peace ; we alone are neither 
fo elated by *fuccefs as to make infolent de- 
mands, nor fo dejected by lot!es, as to make 

emean conceffhions. Our king has declared his 


H defire to promote peate, and;our parliament hos 


bh their rcíolution to maintain the war ; 
nor can it be doubted but this refolution wall 
fhake France in tbe midít of her triumphs. 

Such ds the prefent ftate of the chief nations 
engaged in the war, on whom the lecer potti- 
tates fecm to have fixed their attention.

and much noife in the world, fome ac- 
count of him will be wanted by your 
readers. . 

His father, the Rew Dr Hans De 
Feil, a man of great parts, exteníive 
Jearning, and pf a good family in Lor- 
ruin, came over into England befoxe the 
revolution, exercifed his function (A the 
eltablithed church, was made library- 
keeper at Lambeth, and was well e- 
jteemed by archbifhop 77//z2t/27, his pa- 
tron. His wife was a good ceconomuft; 
fo that Tomas pailed his childhood un- 
der ftriét dilcipline, both as to his mo- 
rals and learning 
Se Paul's Church-yard, 1684: at 16 was 
firit placed out to a mercer lin :2zeez- 
frreet, Cheapfide. During a fhort con- 
tinuance here, he difcovered a readinefs 
and activity which promiied him fucceís 
in that bufinefs ; but his matter failed ; 
and his father having exhauited his 
puríe in putting him apprentice, he 
went into the army asa common íoldier. 

His facility in learning the languages 
recommended him to the Lord V iíc. 
Galloway, then commander in chicf of 
the Portugal expedition; who finding 
him worthy his confidence, and em- 
pleying him in fervices of moment, as 
a reward entertained him in the capaci- 
ty of a iecretary, ard foon after gave 
him a troop of dragoons. 

In this itation he contracted an ac- 
quaintance with feveral otiicers of dif- 
tinction, particularly Col. B/edex, railed 
alio for perional mcrit, by which he ob- 
tained an intereit that afterwards con- 
P greatly to his advancement.

His aévivity and addrefs drew. upon 
him the attention of the public, andthe 
envy of thofe who had lets ability, tho’ 
longer experience. ‘Thefe were the 
trading jufticcs, perfons defpifed by their 
fuperiors, as ncedy, mercenary tools; 
and hated by thcir inferiors, as inftru- 
ments of oppreíhon, yet abíolutely ne- 
ceflary to keep the common people 
within due bounds, as well in regard 
to their fuperiors as to one another ; 
and the leís dangerous, a: their conduct 
is infpected by fuperior authority. 

Mr De Feil might be ranked in this 
clafs, when he did not deferve the ican- 
dalof it; tho’ his bufincfs was profita- 
ble, he did not confider juitice mecrly 
as a commodity which he was to vend lor 
money. i 

As the object of our wifhes recedes as 
we advance, his principal aim, now he 
had obtained a°genteel competency,was 
togain the confidence of the court and 
miniftry, in order to gratify his ambi- 
tion, by giving him accefs to the great, 
ericredfing his credit with his equals, his 
power over his creatures and depend- 
ants, and the profit of his protethon; 
and in this perhaps he exceeded his 
own hopes. 

As he was fenfible that great men va- 
lued little ones only for the ufe they 
could make of them, he thought it al- 


. Jowable to make them ufeful in their 


turn; and, befides other advantages, he 
obtained a lucrative employment in the 
cultoms, as a reward for that trouble 
which he made to pay itfelf. 

Mr De V cil fhew'd no leís refokution 
than judgment; he was indefatigable in 
tracing out remarkable villainies, thro’ 
ong and tedious examinations ; and 
boldly expofed his perfon to add autho- 
rity to his warrant. ‘This zeal and afii- 
duity in the ditcharge of his duty, dit- 
ceverd and fuppreisd, in 1735, one 
of the largeít and molt defperate aflo- 
ciations in villainy (afterwards called 
Wreathock’s gang) that ever infefted this 
or any other country His undaunted 
fpirit was ¢fufficiently Thewn in the dil- 
turbances occafion'd by the French play- 
ers, at the new theatre in the Hay-ssar- 
ket. (/ce Vol. xxair. f. 545-)—The riots 
ghich were occafioned by the gin att, 
and the dillurbances raifed by the foot-

nary diligence in his office expofed him: 
The cafes alfo of +Cha. Drezi and Wl Ya. 
Hall, convicted for murder, with many 
o hers detected by him, fhew'd his un- 
common {kill in conducting an. exa- 
mination. | 

And indeed, except his diligence, no 
quality more diitinguifhed him than his 
jagacity ; he knew how to improve the 
flighteit circumítance, to confound thofe 
he examined, to catch up their un- 
guarded exprefhons, to piece together 
broken hints, and compel them to de- 
teét themíelves ; ío that he was rarely 
deceived. 

W here his character was at ftake, he 
acted with great circumípection. 'In 
his conduct relating to the H effminfler 
eleétion for che lait parliament, he fhew- 
cd himíelf a great politician. Intereft 
and gratitude, rather than inclination, 
led him into a large fhare of that traní- 
action; and the popular refentment 
which this drew upon him, althe” it 
was outrageous and exceflive, hc bore 
with the utmoft patience, and thus made 
his court to perfons ih powef. Yet, 
when thoíc who were leis able to en- 

ure, fuch indignities, talk'd of repref- 

ne them by military force, the colonel 
Bad the prudence to feign ficknefs, 
which, without rendering him tufpect- 
ed by his great friends, for dilapproving 
an impolitic meafure, kept him from 
being involved in its ill confequences. 

ABout a month aftet the riot of the 
footmen, the Middle/ex_ juftices took 
occafion to give his majefty the ftrongeit 
ailurances of their attachment to his 
períon, and zeal for his government, in 


formed a volunteer regiment (fee Vol. xxv. 
f. 166) a general meeting of footmenat Hicx- 
ford’s great room was advertifed, on a pre-, 
‘tenck, it feems, to prevent their bread from 
‘being taken from them by Frenchmen and o- 
ther foreigners. This meeting Col. De Vert, 
at whe defiie of fome great people, preven'ed, 
by fhutizag up the room, ‘The footmen, thus 
difappointed, went in great numbers to the cc- 
Jonel”s houfe, aad fome forced into his ftudy, 
where he was alone, but had a cafe of piftols 
by hii, and refólutely order'd the door to be 
fhut, and by the help of his fervants and a con- 
ftable fecur’d fome of them, which fo enrag'd 
the reft, that they beat in the door of (Be 
houfe, refcu’d their companions, and endea- 
vour’d, by threats, to oblige the colonee to 
fend orders to deliver the key of the great 
room, which, notwithftanding the great danger 
he was in, he abfolutely retufed, till a guard 
coming from the 7;/z-yard, obliged the foot- 
znen to withdraw.

1746, about five in the evening, after 
examining a prifoner, he was taken fud- 
denly ill, loft his fpeech foon.after, and 
lay íienícleís till next morning about five 
o'clock, when he expir'd, in the 63d 
year of his age. 

. Tho’ he had married 4 wives, and 
had 25 children, 1 fon and 2 daughters 
only furvived him, all by his fecond 
wife; the fon lately returned from a- 
broad, both the daughters married, onc 
to a linendraper in Cheapfide, the other 
to an attorney. By his firit wife he had 
a fon and daughter, both dead. ‘This 
fon was the Rev. Mr Hans De ei, late 
{chool-maiter of Flaffead in Effex, au- 
thor of an Effay to explain the -pheno- 
menon of the Harzet Moon, the Ens- 
lifh tranilation of fhe amusements of tee 
Spa, and feveral little pieces of poetry. 
3y his third and fourth wives he had no 
iflue. e was buried near his fecond 
wife at Denham if Bucks. 

As to his charectef, if he had little 
virtue, it muft be confefled he had lels 
hypocrify. He vas of an alpiring tem- 
per, and knew how to bulile thro’ the 
world: As he loved money, magnih- 
cence and pleafure in an equal degree, 
fo he was at once rapacious” afd pro- 
fufe. - He ferved himíelf by means of 
his office with a variety-o£ women, and 
frequently made theíe amours'the fub-

His intention is, that they fhall fail to any 
places where the intercft of their commerce re- 
quires : therefore, he expects that no powers 
will take upon them to diflurb or moleft, upon 
any pretext whatioever, the free navigation of 
his fubjects. And as the king is too equitable 
to deviate in the leaft from the cuftoms eftab- 
lifh'd. at fea among the mercantile powers, his 
majef(i9 has ordered that the fhips and veffels 
of his fubjects fhall ftrictly conform thereto, 
with refpect to the exhibition of their paff- 
ports, fea-letters, Ec. He likewile expects 
that nothing farther will he requir’d of them, 
and that care will be tgken to abítain from all 
violences, illegal fearches or vifits, or any o- 
ther attempts whatfoever againít the fhips fpe- 
ined as absuve; 'becaufe, 15, notwithftanding 
the preeautions he takes to prevent them, he 
fhould be informed that the contrary has. hap- 
pened, he could not difpenfe with himfelf from 
taking, on thas-sccafion., ....h meafures as the 
donati of Ifs crown, the treedom and inde- 
poticnce of his flag, and the fafety of Lis fub- 
jecis might urcoure.

But be- 
fides this divifion, the itate, as molt frec 
countries are, is fplit into Factions, 
which (without ‘entering into a more 
minute detail) are at pretent reduced 
to Duch as with to fee iome portion ot 
the king’s authority reftored, and fuch 
as from perfonal attachments or períon- 
al intereits arc lifted under the banners 
oi count Tein. The king, who is of the 
inoit amiable character, 1s not a Sreede 
corn, but was called froma Crierznaxu 
dominion to wear the crown, in pre- 
terence to the hereditary branch; who, 
as the Swedes very juitly apprehended, 
would not fit paticnt under the di minu- 
tron of the prerogative, etpccially as 
they were brought up in all the tuperfti- 
tious bigotry of the Gre church; where- 
a: the prefent king, owing his crown to 
the eleétive voice of the people, would 
"b: tied down trom ‘attempting to re- 
cover that power Which had occafioned 
the exclufion of the elder branch.

for it to parliament: That a like law 
was attempted in the reign of the late 
v K- William, but was rejected. on ftuch 
national confiderations as itis pretumed 
can never efcape the attention, nor 
lofe the regard of the houfe : 'l'hatthe 
experiment being made, By pafhnga 
law for that purpofe, in the reign of 
the late Q. Anze, it was found io de- 
drimental to the public intereft; inte- 
reft, that it was fhortly after repealed, 
and not without fome refleclions on 
the miíchicf it had propuced: and 
that as a naturalization cannot convey 
to foreigners a trueoknowledge of our 
happy conftitution in church and ftate, 
or give them diuch zeal and attection 
for it as may be requifite for maintain- 
ing and defending it; and,-as thofe 
who have grown up under arbitrary 
government, may. beg fittelt ro anfwer 
arbrrary purpotes, too much caution 
cannot be ited in a matter of io great 
importance :. and therefore pray the 
bill may n afs into law.”

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Defcription of AMSTERDAM. 


Coxclufion of Letter XIV . by a PERSIAN 
SPY, concerning tbe Republic of HoL- 
LAND, /rom p. 416. | 


"H ous moderation of the government, 
che integrity of. thofe in power, 
and the wiídom of the laws, Toon peo- 
pied their country with a multitude of 

trangers, who traníplanted their fami- 
lies and effects to this /azd of liberty, and 
not a little contributed to its prefent flou- 
rifhing condition. It is a thing almoit 
incredible, that a republic whofe territo- 
ry is n above 50 league in length, and 
30 broad, whoie foil is barren, maríhy, 


and fubjeét to inundations, fhould ap- 


pear on a footing with the largeit king- 
doms in L£xrope, relpected and feared 
abroad for its power and riches,. and 
happy at home by the wifdom of its 
government, and the equity of its laws. 

The moft confiderable town of theíe 
provinces is Amfferdam, capital of a 
diftriét called 74277/e//az4. At firt the 
place was only a manour. belonging to 
the lords of 4mfe/, whofe family are a- 
mongit the antient nobility of Holland. 
T he ground, which is low and moift, is 
watered by feveral itreams, the chief of 
which are the "E and 4m/1eld;3 the lat- 
ter difcharges itfelf into the former, and 
is fecured by a dyke or bank, to prevent 
inundations. È rom Dam (the dutch 
word for this dyke) and the name of the 
river (472/fel) is corruptly formed that of 
AAmfierdam. 

Some poor fifhermen, drawn by the 
corfveniency of the place for their bufi- 
neis, built a few hutts here. ‘lhe fet- 
tlement increas'd by the acceflion of o- 
thers, and they throve io well in a fhort 
time, as to be able to build a rampart 
round their village, and give it the lora 
of a town. But in 1300 this city was 
deftroyed by the inhabitants of Harlem, 
who were jealous of their growing corro 
merce, and who rafed it to the ground. 
Not difcouraged with this misfortune, 
the difpers'd fifhermen by degrees re- 
turn’d and rebuilt their habitations. In 
1342 théy purchas'd their privileges 
from the then lord of «47/7c/, and the 
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place took a new form ; fince that time G 


it has conítaatly increas'd to that ftate 
in which it now appears”; it is thought, 
next toParisand Loudon, to be the largetft 
town in Ezrope, but fome imagine Na- 
ples to be as big: However, it far ex- 
ceeds Naples in riches, in waen Sc 
it is perhaps little inferior to either Lon 

don or Paris. The walls are of brick, 
fortified with 26 baftions, and towards 
the ¿ca it is defended by vaft piies, drove

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down, perpendicularly, and join'd by 
boards placed horizontally, with open- 
ings for the veilels, Sec ZEN an infinite 
number dail? depart from and enter the 
harbour, without thé leait confufion. 
‘Thefe openings are every night fhut up 
ata certain hour, when a bell rings to 
give the fhips warning. e The walls of 
rhe city are high, and kept in good re- 
pair, having a broad ditch, with a bank 
on the oppofité fide, adorned with twa 
rows of trees, which form an agreeable 
wakk.c This bank ferves alio to fecure 
the water in the ditch, which being 
higher than the neighbouring meadows, 
would overflow the gardens coun- 
try houfes; each baftion has a windmill 
on it, befides innumerable of all kinds 
in the fuburbs; the city has 8 gates. 
The bridge which joins the rampart from 
one fide of the 7277/7z/ to the other, is 
one of the beft pieces of architecture in 
Holland. Ithas 35 arches, of which 11 
are very high; 8 ot thefe are always fhut 
to keep in the yatchts or barks, the re- 
maining 3 are open, and thro’ thele 
país the vefIcls bound up or down the 
river 3 the other arches of the bridge 
are fmall, and the whole ftruéture is 660 
feet long by 70 broad, it has on each 
fide an tron baluítrade ; thro’ this Ge e 
the 7477/77/ enters the city, and filis the 
canals, which form fo many iílands, 
whofe banks or keys are embellifhed 
with trees, and add a great beauty to 
the place. 

The publick places at 4m/ferdazs have 
nothing in them very grand ; the prin- 
cipal fquare, which they call the Dam, is 
very irregular ; its only ornament is the 
‘Town houte, which is a fuperb edifice, 
tho’ a little too much hid by an adjacent 
building called the Weigh-houfe ; the 
New Market is E by old heutes; | 
chiefly inhabited? by people who feli old 
cloathes ; the Butter Markct has only in 
it a fquare building for weighing goods, 
and the Royal Square is as indifterent :

28, 1048 ; this edifice is of a furprizing 
folutity“and cornpafs; its foundation, 
which ison 13659 piles 1 drove clofe to- 
gether, coit: 100,0c07. “The figure is al- 
molt iquare, being 282 feet ong, by 
z255 broad; the height is 116. Neither 
marble nor the richeit materials have 
bach fpared, and the architect, whoever 
he was, has fhown himlelf a matter ; 
the connoificurs however find fault with 
the feven little doors by which you en- 
ter the:place, as not anfwerable to the 
rett of the work, but it is faid they were 
contriv'd fo to reprefent the feven pro- 
vinces; the filtiloor of this ftruéture 
contains the aríenal, the bank, and the 
publick prifons, and the ftory next above 
ic the courts of juítice. 

The Exchange is alío a noble build- 
ing; the foundation was laid in 1608, 
and it was finilhed in 1613; it is in 
length 250 fect by. 140 broad, and is 
fuftatned by three arches, beneath which 
the waters of the 477/17 dilcharge them- 
felves out of the canal called Kochia in- 
to the Dam-Rack; thefe arches are fhut 
up with wooden grate? to prevent the 
pallaze of boats, a precaution occafion- 
cd by a plot once tormed to blow up 
the Exchrngze while the merchants were 
allembled, by ictting 'h to a boat-load 
of powder.

A merchant of Bifeay, named Ga/par 
Anafire, who lived at Së and was 
reduced, hoped ro repair his broken for- 
tune by to deteilable an action; but as 
he wanted courage himielf, he hired a 
young countryman, who lodged at his 
houte, one Juan Teo cgrn/, to make the 
attempt. ‘Lhe day this villain choice tor 
his defign was JAlarch 15th, 1582, being 
the feítival of the duke of -^joz's nati- 
vity ; the prince lodged in the cai e of 
Arniwerp, and aftir dinner, as hg paíled 
from one chamber to another, Janrceri 
fired a piítol at his head ; a judden turn 
the prince that moment made with ir, 
faved.his life, the all grazin his teru- 
ple; this itroke failing, ot* -r tools were 
fought out, to whom th > greateit rewards, 
eternal and temporal, were promis’d in 
the name of God a the K. ot Spurn 
in cafe of tuccels. ‘Iwo years pailed 
in this manner, when one Bal/user 
Gerard, a Lurgundian, aged 27, under- 
took this wicked defign. 

The prince then kept his court at 
Dt inslic/and, where the aflaílin ar- 
rived in Axy 1584, a d deli ered him 
a letter figned Francis Guion”; his high- 
ncís demandin: from whom he brought 
it, he rcply' d. from himtclt, adding, 
that hi- neme was underfigned, that he 

VY A. 
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was fan of Peter Guian, put to death 
for the proteftans religion, and that he 
could ferve his highnets iwa certain af- 
fair. 
Lie was accordingly fent ta France, 
and being returned, the prince, who 
was affable and humane, ordered him 
to be called into his bedchamber, not 
being yet up, and fpoke to him with 
great goodneís; yet tBé villain atter- 
wards had thè impudence to own, that 
if he had then had a penknife or dagger, 
he would have todged it ia his heart. 

The prince ordered him 12 crowns 
for the-preíents with part of this fum 
the wretch bought a piitol from one of 
the guards, but finding it not antwer 
upon trial, he bought a pair from a ier- 
jeant, and proving them to his mind, 
kept them for ufe. 

Next morning (July 10, 1584) he 
waited for the prince as he came out 
of his apartment to dinner, and advan- 
cing towards him defired a país-port, 
but with ío confus'd an air, that the 
princefs of Orange took notice of it, 
and afked her hufband zty be Juffered jo 
1//-/ooAing a fellow to come near bim s the 
prince reply d, the max wants only a pafs- 
port, and turning to the falle Guzon, told 
him it fhould be granted. 

While the prince was at dinner the 
wretch walked round the avenucs, then 

ofted himfíelf behind a pillar of the gal- 

ery, through which he knew the prince 

would come from the dining room ; he 
had two" pittols under his mantle, and 
as his highnefs crofled he took aim to 
well, that at the firit fhot, the ball went 
thro” his body; the prince fell on his 
knees, and being? carried back to the 
hal where he dined, expired in a mo- 
ment after. 

Mean time the erzminal had got as 
far as the ftables, and was about to 
climb the wall, when he was diícover- 
ed and fcized by a footman and a halber- 
dier. Bemg confined he Sas told be had 
nfÁs'd his am, at which be appeared 
much concefned, faying, * he fhould 
* die,with pleafure if he had killed the 
* favourer?and patren of herefy ; but if he 
t had failed in it, the thought affli¢ted 
* him fnore than all the torments he 
* could fufter.” 

They put him feveral times to the 
moit exquifite torture, and as he gave 

not the flighteft groan, nor fhewed any 
mark of pain, they thought he had fome 
fpell abouz *him ; on this account they 
dhaved all the hair off his body, and in 
fhat condition led him to execution ; he 
marched undauntedly, in the middle of 
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the officers of juítice, tho’ his feet were 
half confumed with the fire; the hand & 
which he committed the murder was a 
long time íqueez'd with red-hot pin- 
cers, after which he lifted it up and 
fhewed it to the fpectators, laughing at 
the executioners, who taking him fora 
devil, or at leaít a forcerer, ran away ; 
fo that the magiftrates were forced y 
threats to bring them back tt»1heir of- 
fice; the red-hot iron was apply’d to fe- 


veral parts of his body, after whi h be- 


ing ripped open alive, his he was 
flung in his tace. He was laftly quar- 
tered, and his limbs hung up on the 
ramparts of the town. 

I SC made this digreflion, moft ex- 
cellent Mebter, to fhew you how the 
Nazarenes propagate their religion, of 
which I fhall give you other examples 
not leís furprizing. Sometimes you 
will read of a monk ftabbing his fove- 
reign, fometimes of an emperor poifon- 
ed by means of.the hoit (which is a 
wafer the Nazarenes atirm to be chang- 
ed into the body of the Me//7.:h) fome- 
tifhes you will iee a hero itruggling a- 
gainit his own fubjects, leagued to de- 
throne him, under pretence of his be- 
ing a heretick ; in fhort, I could fhew 
you 4/4 the theatre of the Nazurene 
madnefs, and Europe drowned in {eas 
of blood, which the Rowan Pontifs have 
fhed to gratify their ambition and pride; 
to all this (would time permit) I might 
add a parallel of the conduét of the 
Mahometans, that your. excellency night 
judge, if the reproach thrown upon us 
by thefe unbelievers, of extending our 
religion by the Jæword, be not more ap- 
plicable to themielves.
